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MAJOR DEVELOPMENTS 


Economic conditions in Ontario reflected mainly 
seasonal influences during the period under review. 
No immediate significant employment effects resulted 
from the removal in December of the 10 per cent 
surcharge on imports into the United States. The 
absence of major employment fluctuations during the 
duration of the surcharge and its subsequent removal 
appears to have been in part the result of assistance 
provided by the Federal Employment Support Act 
combined with the fact that the surcharge itself was 
short-lived. To alleviate winter unemployment both 
Federal and Provincial governments have embarked 
in recent months upon a series of special employ- 
ment programs. While some employment effects were 
apparent in early January, indications were that the 
principal impact of the programs occurred in late 
January and in February. There are no available sta- 
tistics showing the aggregate effect of these programs 
in terms of increased employment. However, by 
February 15, under the Canada Manpower Training- 
on-the-Job Program, the Department of Manpower 
and Immigration had signed over 900 contracts in- 
volving jobs for approximately 4,000 workers in 
Ontario; in addition, over 750 agreements had been 
undertaken providing some 10,500 jobs under the 
Local Initiatives Program. These figures represent a 
considerable increase over levels reached by January 
10, when the number of jobs related to CMTJP and 
LIP amounted to approximately 1,100 and 4,300, 
respectively. 

Latest available results from the Labour Force 
Survey conducted by Statistics Canada showed that 
relatively normal seasonal movements in both labour 
force and employment occurred between December 
1971 and January 1972. A normal mid-winter de- 
cline in employment was accompanied by little or no 
change in the size of the labour force. As a result, 
the unadjusted unemployment rate rose substantially 
from 4.5 per cent in December to 5.8 per cent in 
January. However, the seasonally-adjusted rate at 
4.8 per cent recorded practically no change over the 
December figure of 4.9 per cent. 


While a slight decline normally occurs in the size 
of the labour force at this time of year, the January 
total of 3,285,000 remained almost unchanged from 
the 3,286,000 recorded in December. Between De- 
cember and January, the number of men in the 
labour force increased by 11,000 to reach 2,149,000. 
However, the increase was more than offset by a 
decline of 12,000 in the number of females, who fell 
from 1,148,000 in December to 1,136,000 in Janu- 


ary. Little or no change occurred among the various 
age groups. Year-over-year, total labour force was 
139,000 higher than the 3,146,000 recorded in Janu- 
ary 1971 with the increase concentrated among 
20-24 year-olds and 25-44 year-olds. 


The level of employment at 3,096,000 in Janu- 
ary showed a seasonal decrease of 43,000 from the 
December figure of 3,139,000. This decline was 
somewhat slighter than the average experienced at 
this time of year during the previous half-decade. 
The female sector, which experienced the greater 
decline, recorded a drop of 25,000 to a level of 
1,077,000. For males, employment at 2,019,000 was 
18,000 below the 2,037,000 recorded in December. 
The overall employment decline was concentrated 
among the 14-19, 25-44 and 45-64 age groups. 

Agricultural employment declined seasonally by 
12,000 from 113,000 in December. Non-agricultural 
employment also declined, falling by 31,000 from 
3,026,000 in December to 2,995,000 in January; 
employment increases in durable goods manufactur- 
ing and public administration were outweighed by 
cutbacks in construction, retail trade, and com- 
munity business and personal services. Year-over- 
year comparisons showed substantial employment 
gains in manufacturing, public administration, and 
community, business and personal services. Modest 
increases occurred in other sectors with the exception 
of agriculture, which declined slightly, and trade, 
which showed little or no change. 


The number of unemployed persons increased by 
42,000 from 147,000 in December to 189,000 in 
January. The larger increase occurred among males 
who rose by 29,000 between December and January. 
Year-over-year, the total number unemployed regis- 
tered a decline of 12,000 from the 201,000 recorded 
in January 1971, with the decrease concentrated 
entirely in the male category. 

The unadjusted unemployment rate for Ontario 
in January at 5.8 per cent was up substantially from 
4.5 per cent recorded in December. However, at 4.8 
per cent the seasonally-adjusted rate was little 
changed from the 4.9 per cent recorded in December. 
Both December and January represented a consider- 
able improvement over the September-November 
period when the unemployment rate rested at 5.6 
per cent. The seasonally-adjusted unemployment rate 
for Canada as a whole remained largely unchanged 
at 6.2 per cent in January compared with the revised 
figure of 6.3 per cent for December. 


THE JOB VACANCY SURVEY 


In late December 1971, the first data became 
available from the Job Vacancy Survey which is con- 
ducted by Statistics Canada, under contract, for the 
Department of Manpower and Immigration. The 
published report contained data from the third 
quarter of 1970 up to and including the third quarter 
of 1971. Subsequent data will be published quarterly. 

The Job Vacancy Survey is a sample survey con- 
ducted by both mail and interview. The total survey 
population from which the sample is drawn contains 
all employers except those in agriculture, domestic 
service, fishing and trapping and the military. More 
than 90 per cent of employment in Canada is pro- 
vided by employers in the survey population. 

The survey measures unfilled vacancies at six 


In the third quarter of 1971, there were approxi- 
mately 20,400 jobs vacant in Ontario. This repre- 
sented a substantial rise over the 14,000 estimated in 
the second quarter of 1971 and over the 15,200 
recorded in the third quarter of 1970. Of the 20,400 


points in time throughout the quarter; the six obser- 
vations are averaged to obtain quarterly estimates, 
and these should be interpreted as approximating 
the general level of vacancies during any day in the 
quarter. The vacancies reported include: 


(i) jobs which are available immediately, 

(ii) jobs for which employers have undertaken 
specific recruiting action within four weeks 
prior to the reference date (e.g. advertised, 
contacted CMC’s, interviewed walk-ins, etc.), 

(iii) jobs which are open for the entire reference 
date, and 

(iv) jobs which are available to persons outside 
the firm.

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5,400 or 44.6 per cent over the level of 12,100 re- 
corded in the second quarter. Substantial increases 
occurred in the demand for clerical and sales person- 
nel and in structural work. Smaller increases were 
evident in professional, technical and managerial and 
service occupations. Among the industry groups, in- 
creases occurred in trade, manufacturing and com- 
munity, business and personal services. 

Compared with the third quarter of 1970, full- 
time vacancies rose by 3,700 or 26.8 per cent. Cleri- 
cal and sales occupations accounted for 1,800 of the 
increase while vacancies in professional, technical 
and managerial occupations rose by an estimated 
1,000. A slight year-over-year decline was apparent 
in the demand for persons in the machine trades. Be- 
tween the third quarter 1970 and the corresponding 
period in 1971, increases were apparent in job 
vacancy estimates for most industry groups with par- 
ticularly strong gains in trade and services. However, 
a decline in full-time vacancies was evident in both 


durable and non-durable goods manufacturing, most 
notably in the latter. 

Approximately 30 per cent of the estimated full- 
time job vacancies in Ontario in the third quarter of 
1971 were in clerical and sales occupations com- 
pared with about 25 per cent in the corresponding 
period in 1970. 

In the third quarter of 1971, slightly more than 20 
per cent of full-time vacancies were in professional, 
technical and managerial occupations while struc- 
tural work accounted for about 14 per cent, showing 
no appreciable change from the corresponding pro- 
portions in 1970. Among the industry divisions, the 
proportion of full-time job vacancies in manufactur- 
ing fell from about 36 per cent in the third quarter 
of 1970 to approximately 25 per cent in the third 
quarter of 1971. Trade showed an increase from 15 
per cent to 22 per cent over the same period. Com- 
munity, business and personal services accounted for 
about 24 per cent in both periods.

DISTRICT AND INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS 


JANUARY — FEBRUARY 1972 


1— TORONTO AND CENTRAL ONTARIO 
TORONTO METRO 


Employment levels in the Metropolitan Toronto 
area increased slightly in manufacturing industries 
and remained above normal seasonal levels in con- 
struction and trade. Labour disputes disrupted em- 
ployment in the transportation and communications 
sector while seasonal decreases in employment in 
service industries were partially offset by special gov- 
ernment winter employment programs. 


In manufacturing, seasonal demands for workers 
occurred in the food and beverages, leather, and tex- 
tile and clothing industries. Meat processing and 
packing companies and manufacturers of confection- 
ery products commenced recalls of workers on layoff 
while boot and shoe manufacturers began the pro- 
duction of spring styles and recruited qualified ma- 
chine operators. Shortages of shoe stitchers persisted 
and in other areas strong demands were registered 
for cutters, loopers, knitting machine operators and 
sewing machine operators. 

Stimulated by the high rate of residential con- 
struction within the last year, employment in wood 
products industries rose during the period under re- 
view. Increased production in woodworking shops 
and in plants manufacturing doors, window sashes, 
stairs and prefabricated cupboards strengthened the 
demand for woodworking machine operators and 
cabinetmakers. Cutters and upholsterers were in de- 
mand by furniture manufacturers. 

Employment in metal fabricating and machinery 
industries remained unchanged. Though slight em- 
ployment decreases occurred because of production 
cutbacks among metal stamping firms, manufacturers 
of metal extrusions and castings maintained opera- 
tions at near capacity levels while producers of metal 
doors and frames and other sheet metal products 
registered small employment gains. Set-up operators, 
machinists and tool and die makers were in demand 
in machine shops though a decline in the demand for 
drilling tools used in blasting operations resulted in 
the layoff of milling machine and turret lathe oper- 
ators at a plant in Mississauga. Despite the removal 
of the ten per cent surcharge on imports to the 
United States and the concurrent eligibility of Cana- 
dian produced goods for the seven per cent U.S. in- 
vestment tax credit, employment increases in machin- 


ery manufacturing industries are not expected to 
occur before mid-year. 

Employment in the transportation equipment in- 
dustry remained somewhat depressed with reduced 
levels of automobile production adversely affecting 
employment in related auto parts plants. Employ- 
ment in the manufacture of aircraft parts and equip- 
ment was interrupted during the period under review 
by labour disputes which occurred at both the 
Douglas Aircraft Company Limited and De Havil- 
land Aircraft of Canada Limited plants in Toronto. 
Elsewhere in the transportation equipment industry, 
Mercury Marine, a division of Brunswick of Canada 
Limited, producers and distributors of marine 
engines and snowmobiles, consolidated its operations 
in Mississauga and announced plans to expand the 
plant work force there by 60 employees to a level 
0 i a 

Employment in electrical products industries in- 
creased with the recall of laid-off workers by Cana- 
dian General Electric Company Limited to expand 
production of home entertainment products and 
commercial communications equipment. With the 
installation of new equipment at Broy Engineering 
Limited, a manufacturer of television components, 
subsequent additions to employment levels appeared 
likely. Hirings also occurred in companies producing 
electrical products and equipment such as switch 
boxes for the construction industry. Reported record 
sales of household appliances resulting from the rise 
in house construction and easier consumer credit did 
not result in employment increases in appliance 
manufacturing plants. 

Slight employment increases occurred in plants 
manufacturing non-metallic and chemical products, 
as well as in those producing sporting goods. Domtar 
Construction Materials Limited, Arborite Division, 
hired 35 persons to be trained in various machine 
operations for an additional work shift. Hirings by 
paint and varnish manufacturers were primarily for 
replacement purposes; however, increased demands 
occurred for fiberglass laminators and extruder oper- 
ators in plants manufacturing plastic products. Ex- 
perienced assemblers, wheel lacers, and _ skilled 
machine tradesmen were hired by Canada Cycle and 
Motor Company Limited for increased production of 
bicycles. 


In the construction industry, the demand for 
specialty tradesmen such as carpenters and painters 
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remained strong though the demand for labourers 
declined seasonally. A survey of building permits in- 
dicated that Metro Toronto approved construction 
worth $899 million in 1971 as compared to $755 
million in 1970. Several multi-million dollar com- 
mercial and residential developments scheduled to 
start this spring and summer will serve to maintain 
construction employment at a high level. 


In the transportation sector, a strong demand for 
truck drivers was maintained by major transport 
companies and by manufacturing firms. Chrysler 
Canada Limited commenced recruitment of tempo- 
rary employees to assist in the relocation of its parts 
warehousing division to a new building on Missis- 
sauga Road. Up to 200 workers may be required. In 
addition, Canadian National Railways undertook the 
hiring of workers for both temporary and permanent 
warehousing positions. Employment in the air trans- 
port industry was interrupted as contract negotiations 
between the Canadian Air Traffic Control Associa- 
tion and the Treasury Board broke down and the 
major airlines initiated large layoffs. 


Employment in the trade sector was maintained 
by high volume of post-Christmas department store 
sales and though few permanent full-time sales posi- 
tions were available, there was a continuing demand 
for temporary sales personnel. In addition, experi- 
enced colour television servicemen were in demand; 
however, carpet layers were reported to be in sur- 
plus. Wholesale firms continued to recruit material 
handlers, drivers, and packagers. 


The interruption of air travel temporarily dis- 
rupted employment in some segments of the service 
sector and intensified subsequent turnover demand 
for various occupations in related food service estab- 
lishments and hotels. The demand for registered 
nursing assistants in nursing homes and hospitals re- 
mained strong with a shortage of qualified persons 
persisting. As a result of the imminent closure of the 
New Method Laundry on College Street in Toronto, 
the firm announced the permanent layoff of 97 
laundry workers in late February or early March, 
and the transfer of remaining staff members to other 
locations. The demand for service station attendants, 
qualified mechanics and auto body repairmen con- 
tinued to be strong. 


In the public administration sector, the Federal 
Department of National Revenue and the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Commission began hiring fully 
experienced clerks and key-punch operators for tem- 
porary and permanent positions. Organizational 


changes combined with modifications in the adminis- 
tration of hospital and medical insurance programs 
resulted in similar demands for clerical personnel by 
the Provincial Government. Federal and Provincial 
employment incentive programs resulted in increased 
hirings by municipalities, boards of education and 
community service organizations. As well as provid- 
ing employment for unskilled persons, the programs 
generated employment for social workers, teacher 
assistants, librarians, commercial artists, and persons 
in various broadcasting and communications occupa- 
tions. 

Job openings in the administrative, professional 
and technical occupations increased in the period 
under review but remained below those recorded a 
year previously. Recruitment activity was maintained 
for accountants, plant supervisors and plant en- 
gineers. There was a smaller but persistent demand 
for mechanical and industrial engineers while hirings 
of workers in the drafting occupations increased. 
Because of layoffs in the chemical and paper indus- 
tries, opportunities were sharply reduced for chemists 
and chemical technologists. Wacancies were also 
limited for architects and electronic and electrical 
engineers. Employers seeking executive and profes- 
sional staff remained selective, demanding employees 
with experience in their particular industry. 


INDUSTRIAL PERIPHERY 


The seasonal downturn in employment in the In- 
dustrial Periphery during January and February was 
aggravated by several layoffs in the manufacturing 
sector. However, employment in the construction 
and retail trade sectors failed to decline to the usual 
extent as residential construction and expansions 
among retail outlets continued to generate a demand 
for workers. 


Employment in the manufacturing sector was 
adversely affected by a number of closures and lay- 
offs in the automobile, iron and steel, sheet metal and 
wood products industries. In food processing, condi- 
tions were more buoyant, with prospects for im- 
proved employment opportunities resulting from the 
new $35 million Canada Packers Limited plant at 
Bramalea scheduled for completion in late 1972. 
When it becomes operational, the factory is expected 
to employ 125 workers. 

In wood products, employment conditions con- 
tinued to deteriorate. For example, in Oakville, 
Westroc Industries Limited announced the closure of 
their window and wooden door frame manufacturing 
plant as of 31 March 1972 displacing 30 skilled and 
semi-skilled workers. T. G. Gale Limited, Oshawa, 
laid off 20 additional workers in January, bringing 


the total number of their workers affected to date to 
about 60. The layoffs were a direct result of decreas- 
ing orders by General Motors of Canada Limited for 
wooden export crates. 


In Newmarket, four new employers commenced 
operations in the former Office Specialty Building. 
The firms involved were Dunmark Manufacturing 
Company Limited and Les Dunsdon Limited, manu- 
facturers of archery equipment, Decorline Limited, a 
custom furniture manufacturer, and Gross Plastics 
Limited. As a result of initial recruitment the firms 
hired a total of 100 workers. 


In primary metals, the Ontario Malleable Iron 
Company Limited, Oshawa, a manufacturer of mal- 
leable iron pipe fittings, laid off about 35 employees 
due to high inventories. In the metal fabricating in- 
dustry, a labour dispute at Greening Donald Limited, 
a producer of industrial screening, remained un- 
settled at the time of writing. The dispute involving 
some 60 workers, members of the United Steel 
Workers of America, commenced in early January. 


Employment conditions in the motor vehicle 
manufacturing industry continued to be depressed. In 
Oakville, Ford Canada Limited released approxi- 
mately 65 assemblers for an indefinite period as the 
result of internal staff adjustment, while in Bramp- 
ton, American Motors (Canada) Limited laid off 
850 workers for one week during January. In 
Oshawa, General Motors of Canada Limited an- 
nounced the transfer of Pontiac assembly from the 
Ste. Therese, Quebec plant to its Oshawa operation 
at the end of the 1972 model year; however the 
move is not expected to provide any additional em- 
ployment locally. 


Among the automotive components manufactur- 
ing industries, adverse developments dominated the 
labour market. Coulter Manufacturing Limited of 
Oshawa and its subsidiary Comco Metal Products 
Limited, with plants in Orangeville and Uxbridge, 
announced plans to phase out their zinc die casting, 
assembly, and stamping operations in June. The 
closures will involve 85 workers in Oshawa, 110 at 
Orangeville and 290 at Uxbridge, nearly all of whom 
will be retained until the June closing date. The 
firms attributed the closure to the growing replace- 
ment of zinc die cast parts by aluminum and plastic 
components combined with the effect of the upward 
evaluation of the Canadian dollar. In addition, in 
Milton, Ontario Steel Products Limited, a subsidiary 
of North American Rockwell Corporation, an auto 
spring manufacturer, laid off almost 100 workers in 
January due to a decline in orders. The layoff is of 
indeterminate duration. 

Employment conditions in the electrical products 
manufacturing sector continued to be stable with the 
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exception of Northern Electric Company Limited in 
Bramalea. Approximately 400 employees were laid 
off in December and January, as part of the firm’s 
continuing reorganization program. 

In concrete products manufacturing, construction 
of the Polymer Corporation Limited plant for 
modular housing units continued in Milton. Produc- 
tion is scheduled to start in March and initially will 
provide employment for 80 men. 


In the construction industry the relatively mild 
winter and increased residential construction moder- 
ated the extent of the seasonal slowdown. Demand 
for skilled tradesmen such as carpenters, plumbers 
and painters, was maintained, although employment 
of construction labourers declined. A large number 
of the projects under way involved institutional and 
residential construction, including the erection of a 
$4.3 million building for the Ontario Department of 
Public Works in Brampton. 


A seasonal downturn in employment occurred in 
the transportation sector, with significant surpluses 
of truck drivers developing. 


In the retail trade sector, the post-Christmas 
slowdown was partially offset by increased sales in 
furniture, appliances and home entertainment goods. 
Although few new hirings occurred at established 
outlets, customary staff cutbacks were avoided and 
new store openings provided additional employment, 
such as in the case of Zellers Limited at Brampton, 
where a new retail outlet will provide 150 sales jobs. 


In community and business services, a $21 million 
computer centre which will ultimately employ 300 
workers was opened by the Canada Systems Group 
in Sheridan Park near Oakville during January. In 
the personal service sector, shortages of live-in 
housekeepers and baby sitters persisted throughout 
the Industrial Periphery. In addition, qualified cooks 
and chefs continued to be in demand but the usual 
vacancies for qualified waitresses declined. 


A number of hirings occurred in the public 
administration sector as a result of the Provincial 
Government’s winter works program. In the Oakville- 
Milton area, 45 men were recruited by the Halton 
Region Conservation Authority to cut down dead 
elm trees and engage in maintenance work in conser- 
vation areas. 


Among administrative, professional and technical 
occupations, employment opportunities for manager 
trainees, teachers and middle management job seek- 
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ers continued to be scarce. On the other hand, 
demand for commissioned insurance salesmen re- 
mained strong. 


GEORGIAN BAY 


Employment in the Georgian Bay region under- 
went a slight seasonal downturn which was partially 
offset by the effects of Federal and Provincial winter 
employment programs. Employment in manufactur- 
ing remained relatively stable as several layoffs in 
the automotive feeder industries were offset by gradu- 
ally increased employment in light manufacturing 
and shipbuilding. While the unusually mild winter 
weather did not prevent a seasonal decline in con- 
struction employment, it did result in reduced hirings 
in the winter recreation industries. 


In the textile segment of the manufacturing in- 
dustries, Quinlan-Crawford (1965) Limited, a pro- 
ducer of hassocks and cushions in Collingwood, laid 
off about 35 workers as a result of declining post- 
Christmas orders. Employment in the furniture in- 
dustry remained relatively stable with little hiring 
activity other than to replace turnover. R.C.A. 
Limited’s Owen Sound plant, which manufactures 
radio and television cabinets, laid off approximately 
20 workers temporarily on 13 January 1972 because 
of a material shortage. 

In the primary metals industry, demand for 
foundry labourers in Orillia declined, while shortages 
of qualified tool-and-die makers, millwrights and 
electricians persisted. 

In the transportation equipment industry, Cana- 
dian Shipbuilding and Engineering Limited, Colling- 
wood Shipyards, maintained a work force of more 
than 900 workers for the construction of two self- 
unloading vessels. Skilled shipyard tradesmen such 
as shipfitters, sheet metal workers and welders con- 
tinued to be in demand. Within the automotive parts 
industry, layoffs exceeded hirings. North American 
Rockwell Corporation in Parry Sound laid off about 
55 workers and continued to implement gradual lay- 
offs at its Bracebridge plant. In addition, in Colling- 
wood, approximately 60 workers remained on inde- 
finite layoff from L.O.F. Glass of Canada Limited. 
On the other hand, the Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
Company of Canada Limited in Collingwood, a 
manufacturer of urethane foam for automobile seats, 
recalled over 20 workers in late December, and 
Decor Metal Products Limited, a producer of seat 
belts in Midland, hired 60 additional workers during 
January and February. 

In the chemical industry, despite an earlier recall 
of 60 workers in late December, Canadian Industries 


Limited, Explosives Division, in Nobel, laid off 35 
factory workers. Employment in plastics production 
rose with the addition of 30 male factory workers at 
Advanced Extrusions Limited in Penetanguishene. 
In electrical products manufacturing, employment 
continued to rise with the hiring of 35 additional 
assemblers at the R.C.A. Limited, Midland, plant 
which manufactures colour television tubes. 


The construction industry experienced a seasonal 
slowdown which was not measurably alleviated by 
the winter’s mildness. There was no major demand 
for skilled tradesmen or Jabourers and the temporary 
surplus of qualified workers continued to increase. 
Residential construction was least affected by the sea- 
sonal decline, particularly in the Barrie, Midland and 
Orillia areas, where housing units under construction 
continued to outnumber those of the previous year. 
Other construction projects were concentrated mainly 
in road, institutional and commercial construction. 


In the services sector, mild weather conditions 
hampered skiing and snowmobiling and reduced 
activities in the winter recreation industry. However, 
while ski lodges and tourist resorts had experienced 
a slow season up to the time of writing, the effect 
was to reduce hirings rather than cut back on exist- 
ing employment. Maids and housekeepers continued 
to be in demand. 


In public administration, Federal and Provincial 
government winter employment programs provided 
job opportunities throughout the district. For 
example, in the Muskoka area, approximately 130 
people were hired on projects including the cutting 
of elms, brush clearing and maintenance work on 
public buildings. 


2—NORTHERN ONTARIO 


In Northern Ontario, while buoyant sales created 
numerous jobs in retail and wholesale trade, de- 
pressed nickel sales and copper prices resulted in the 
cutback of over 2,000 jobs in the mining industry. 
In manufacturing, sawmills and plywood mills oper- 
ated at capacity. On the other hand, the weakened 
demand for newsprint and pulp forced periodic shut- 
downs of pulp and paper mills. Seasonal influences 
resulted in some decline in construction but overall 
activity remained moderately high with large public 
projects such as hospitals and schools continuing to 
take up the slack created by the downturn in indus- 
trial and commercial construction. Residential con- 
struction remained buoyant in most areas. 


In primary industries, a strong demand for saw- 
logs by sawmills and plywood mills resulted in a 
shortage of fellers, skidder operators and piece- 
makers in the Sault Ste. Marie, Thunder Bay and 
Kenora areas. Elsewhere, farmers in the New Lis- 
keard area were unable to obtain pulpwood contracts 
because of the cutback in production by the Abitibi 
Paper Company Limited plant in Iroquois Falls. In 
Kirkland Lake, 45 woods jobs and 50 sawmill posi- 
tions were lost indefinitely when fire destroyed the 
Kokotow Lumber Company sawmill. 

In the Kenora area, commercial fishing, which 
only three years ago was a million dollar industry, 
became practically dormant with the final closing in 
December of the Shoal Lake Fisheries Plant. Else- 
where, commercial fish catches were below average. 

Conditions in the Northern Ontario mining in- 
dustry worsened during the period under review. In 
January, the International Nickel Company of Can- 
ada Limited, Sudbury, announced the indefinite lay- 
off of 725 of their employees. A further 790 workers 
employed by contractors were also affected. A small 
number of those laid off will be absorbed by the 
mines at Atikokan and Manitouwadge. The cutback 
in production at Sudbury will affect student summer 
employment as well with approximately 2,000 fewer 
such jobs available this summer than in 1971. In 
February, Falconbridge Nickel Company Limited 
announced a cutback in their Sudbury operations. 
Although not as severe as the INCO cutback, up- 
wards of 200 men could be affected. 

The Johns-Manville Mining and Trading Com- 
pany Limited ceased operations at their Reeve Mine 
for the month of January affecting 160 workers. The 
layoff was attributed to a surplus of asbestos fibre. 
Sixty men were laid off indefinitely at the Algoma 
Ore Division iron mine at Wawa, and at Cobalt, all 
silver mining had ceased by January due to weak 
prices on international markets. 


In manufacturing, the pulp and paper industry 
continued to operate well below capacity. In the 
period under review, the Abitibi Paper Company 
Limited laid off 50 workers at their Thunder Bay 
mill and 114 at their Iroquois Falls mill when both 
plants were cut back from a six-day to a five-day 
week. ; 

On the other hand, in the wood industries, most 
sawmills were operating at or near capacity, and in 
addition, several new sawmills were scheduled to 
commence production in 1972. In furniture manu- 
facturing, the opening in Mattawa of the new Sklar 
Industries Limited plant will provide employment for 
approximately 50 workers; in New Liskeard, New 
Ontario Dynamics Limited scheduled the operation 
of their new laminated particle board line to com- 
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mence in February with the employment of approxi- 
mately 40 new workers. 

Elsewhere in the manufacturing sector, Jarvis 
Clarke Company Limited of North Bay, a producer 
of self-propelled underground mining machinery, 
laid off 17 men for an indefinite period, due to the 
slowdown at INCO. On the other hand, at Thunder 
Bay, an increase in the production of transport trail- 
ers and transit cars resulted in an estimated employ- 
ment expansion of 100 to 150 workers during 
January. In addition, the Port Arthur Shipbuilding 
Company had increased its staff to 457 at the end of 
January from 300 at the end of November. Employ- 
ment is expected to reach 500 by late winter as work 
continues on the installation of self-loading equip- 
ment on a lake vessel. 


In many cases, the strength in construction ac- 
tivity continued into the winter months, although the 
recent cutbacks in mining are expected to have a de- 
pressing effect on the number of projects undertaken 
in 1972. In Sudbury, building permits issued in 1971 
totalled $65 million as compared with $32 million in 
1970. Housing starts rose to 3,000 units in 1971 
compared with 1,000 units in 1970. In North Bay, 
residential construction projects valued at over half 
a million dollars were scheduled to commence upon 
the arrival of warmer weather. In addition, tenders 
for a $2 million nursing home were called and a 
North Bay firm commenced work on a $4.2 million 
natural gas pipeline project. 

In other centres, government financed projects 
accounted for some of the larger construction items, 
such as the $2.5 million sewage treatment plant and 
the $2.2 million high school at Sturgeon Falls, a 
$670,000 addition to the high school at Atikokan, 
and a $4.1 million sanitary sewer project at Thunder 
Bay. 


In the transportation sector, the docks at Alzoma 
Steel in Sault Ste. Marie did not close until the last 
week of January as a result of one of the latest clos- 
ings of the passage from Lake Superior to Lake 
Huron. Year-end figures from Thunder Bay indicate 
that 540 million bushels of grain were shipped from 
that port in 1971 as compared to 470 million bushels 
in 1970. However, iron ore shipments were down to 
4.3 million tons in 1971 from 5.3 million tons in 
1970. Seasonal influences also resulted in reduced 
employment in elevator storage at Thunder Bay with 
325 workers laid off in December and an additional 
200 workers laid off in January. 


With the exception of New Liskeard, where a 
slight drop was recorded, all areas reported a con- 
siderable increase in both retail and wholesale trade 
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in 1971 as compared to 1970. The increase was most 
noticeable towards the end of the year and there 
were indications that the level was being maintained 
into 1972. The employment gain, although not pre- 
cisely known, did not appear to keep pace with the 
sales expansion. At Thunder Bay, K-Mart Depart- 
ment Stores commenced recruitment operations to 
fill approximately 150 positions required for their 
new outlet. 


In public administration, it was announced that 
approximately 240 office clerks and keypunch oper- 
ators would be required to staff the new district 
offices of the Ontario Hospital Services Insurance 
Plan at Thunder Bay and Sudbury. 


3—LAKE ONTARIO — 
EASTERN ONTARIO 


While seasonal factors resulted in cutbacks in 
activity in construction during the period under re- 
view, these were in part offset by seasonal hirings in 
the public administration sector and by a moderate 
strengthening in employment in certain segments of 
the manufacturing industries. However, the latter still 
contain key areas of weakness particularly in the 
electrical products and pulp and paper industries. 


In manufacturing, major employment gains 
occurred in textiles and clothing with almost all dis- 
trict employers operating at peak capacity and sev- 
eral announcing plans for expansion. For example, 
Kingston Spinners Limited and Millhaven Fibres 
Limited, both of Kingston hired about 25 production 
employees following the removal of the 10 per cent 
surcharge on imports to the United States. In addi- 
tion, Caldwell Linen Mills Limited, Prescott, hired 
30 new employees and plan to hire another 50 
shortly. In Arnprior, a new firm, Goldthreaders of 
Canada Limited, commenced production with an 
initial staff of 50 and announced plans to expand 
staff levels to approximately 150 within two years. 

In the metal fabricating industries there were 
many instances of employment expansions although 
these were limited in size. For example, Napanee In- 
dustries (1962) Limited hired about 25 production 
workers, many of whom had previously been on lay- 
off. In Cornwall, Sims Cabs Limited, a producer of 
tractor cabs, announced a staff increase of about 20 
employees to bring the work force to a total of about 
60. In Trenton, Baring Industries Limited, a manu- 
facturer of cigarette tubes, will commence operations 
shortly with a staff of 46 permanent employees. 

The furniture and wood industries also experi- 
enced employment growth. Gibbard Furniture Shops 


Limited, Napanee, a producer of dining room and 
bedroom furniture, hired approximately 20 new em- 
ployees in the period under review, while Morewood 
Homes Limited, Cornwall, a newly established pre- 
fabricated home manufacturer, hired 30 employees 
and plans to increase its work force by 20 during the 
year ahead. 

Due to reduced sales, overall employment growth 
lagged in the electric products and electronics indus- 
tries with such companies as Northern Electric 
Limited, Kingston, Automatic Electric Limited, 
Brockville, and Computing Devices of Canada 
Limited, Ottawa, announcing either further staff cut- 
backs or a postponement of planned staff recruit- 
ment. However, there were exceptions to this trend 
with the announcement by Microsystems Interna- 
tional Limited, Ottawa, of plans to hire about 110 
persons as part of an on-the-job training program 
now in progress. 

The pulp and paper industry continued to experi- 
ence reduced activity due to excess inventories and 
strong competition from foreign markets. Effective 
April 29, Domtar Fine Papers Limited, Cornwall, 
will permanently shut down affecting 176 production 
employees. Factors contributing to the shutdown in- 
cluded the relatively old age of the plant, buildings 
and equipment, and the need for greater air and 
water pollution abatement which would have necessi- 
tated additional large expenditures. The Canadian 
International Paper Company Limited plant at 
Hawkesbury also has been experiencing intermittent 
cut backs and announced another one-week total 
shutdown in December with approximately 350 
workers affected. 


In the construction industry, the generally mild 
winter weather helped maintain activity at a higher- 
than-normal level. While there was a substantial pool 
of unemployed skilled construction tradesmen, it was 
smaller than usually occurs at this time of year. Most 
construction under way involved apartment building, 
residential housing and public sector projects such as 
sewers and water works. One major project an- 
nounced during the period under review was the 
$5%4 million Queen’s University Arts and Sciences 
contract in Kingston. 


In retail trade, sales continued at a very high level 
with several areas experiencing 10-15 per cent year- 
Over-year increases. Shortages of several types of 
sales personnel and manager trainees occurred, 
whereas just four to six months previously, a surplus 
had existed. 


In the services sector, most areas experienced 
employment growth with shortages noted for regis- 


tered nursing assistants, cooks, clerical, stenographic 
and receptionist staff. However, cutbacks still pre- 
vailed in some segments of the engineering and scien- 
tific service industries. For example, Bell-Northern 
Research Limited, Ottawa, laid off 30 scientific em- 
ployees including technicians, processing technolo- 
gists and some research scientists. 


Increased hiring activity was evident in the period 
under review in public administration with a heavy 
demand for key-punch operators, clerk typists and 
secretaries. However, much of the demand for clerical 
workers was of a seasonal nature and designed to 
provide assistance in the processing of income tax 
returns. Winter works projects also resulted in ex- 
panded hirings of semi-skilled and unskilled workers. 
For example, the Department of National Defence 
recruited 600 workers to assist in maintenance work. 


4-— NIAGARA —- HAMILTON 


In the Niagara-Hamilton area, seasonal factors 
resulted in a number of cutbacks in the construction 
and personal service sectors and the primary indus- 
tries during January and February. Employment 
levels in manufacturing generally remained buoyant 
although some weaknesses persisted in transportation 
equipment and primary metals. 


In manufacturing, further seasonal declines oc- 
curred in the fruit processing industries as several 
firms terminated canning operations and retained 
only warehousing and maintenance staff. However, 
general employment levels in this industry appeared 
to be higher than in previous years as a growing 
number of employers are now maintaining operations 
on a year-round basis. Seasonal hirings occurred 
among chocolate and candy manufacturers as the 
scheduling of spring production got under way. 

A minor plant reorganization resulted in a limited 
number of additional hirings at the Firestone Tire 
and Rubber Company of Canada Limited, the area’s 
major tire producer. Production and employment 
continued at a very high level reflecting improved 
conditions in the industry resulting from increased 
demand from car manufacturers. 

In the garment industry, employment levels gen- 
erally remained high and further hirings occurred 
during the period under review. Shortages of sewing 
machine operators and garment cutters persisted. 
The only major exception occurred in Paris, where 
Penman’s Limited announced plans to close down its 
hosiery mill on March 31 with 100 workers affected. 
However, the company indicated that it expected to 
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retain employees who were willing to undergo train- 
ing in its knitted goods operations. In the textile 
industry, a labour dispute involving 600 workers 
occurred at Allen Industries Canada Limited, a Ham- 
ilton producer of automotive trim. Cosmos Imperial 
Mills Limited, Hamilton, announced plans to phase 
out its entire operation commencing with the closure 
during January of the firm’s dye house affecting 45 
workers. 

In the primary metals industries, the Hamilton 
operations of the Steel Company of Canada Limited 
and Dominion Foundries and Steel Company Limited 
maintained high production and employment levels 
with hirings restricted mainly to replacement require- 
ments. In Welland, a layoff of 125 workers occurred 
during December at the Page Hersey Works of the 
Steel Company of Canada Limited as a result of con- 
version work on part of the plant’s production facili- 
ties. Only a limited number of recalls occurred dur- 
ing January. The Atlas Steel Company Division of 
Rio Algom Mines Limited, Welland, continued to 
operate at reduced levels with a significant number 
of workers on layoff. At Port Colborne, while the 
Canada Furnace Division of the Algoma Steel Cor- 
poration resumed operations during December and 
recalled the 100 workers who had been laid off in 
May 1971, the International Nickel Company of 
Canada Limited implemented a further layoff during 
February affecting approximately 350 workers. 

Employment levels in the metal fabricating in- 
dustries during December and January reflected a 
slight slackening of activity among structural metal 
firms. 

In the agricultural implements industry, the In- 
ternational Harvester Company of Canada Limited, 
Hamilton, undertook further hirings to replace work- 
ers who failed to respond to its recall notices in 
November and December, while in Brantford, 
Massey-Ferguson Industries Limited and White Farm 
Equipment Division of the White Motor Corporation 

f America maintained their recently improved em- 
ployment levels. The current strengthening of agri- 
cultural equipment production has resulted in the 
maintenance of high employment levels among local 
feeder plants. 

The consumer goods segment of the electrical 
products industry continued to maintain production 
with high employment levels among local major 
firms such as Westinghouse Canada Limited, Hamil- 
ton, and the John Inglis Company Limited, Saltfleet. 
On the other hand, the manufacture of industrial 
equipment continued to lag. A further small layoff 
occurred at the Westinghouse turbine and generator 
plant during the period under review although the 
Company announced in January that it had received 
a $6 million transformer order from Ontario Hydro 
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with production scheduled to commence in late 1972. 

In transportation equipment, employment levels 
at National Steel Car Company of Canada Limited, 
a Hamilton producer of rolling stock, remained 
stable in January following the recruitment of an 
additional 200 employees in December to work on 
large contracts scheduled for completion in February 
and March. In the automotive parts industries, while 
a few recalls occurred at the St. Catharines Division 
of General Motors of Canada Limited, reduced em- 
ployment levels persisted as a result of the layoff of 
approximately 370 workers in early November. Em- 
ployment levels at Port Weller Dry Docks Limited, 
St. Catharines, the area’s major shipbuilding firm, 
increased to approximately 630 workers during the 
period under review. 

Elsewhere in the manufacturing sector, a limited 
number of workers were recalled by Union Carbide 
Canada Limited, Welland. The Company announced 
in November that it planned to gradually phase out 
its ferroalloy operations by 1974 with approximately 
210 jobs affected. Carbon and graphite production, 
however, will continue and this represents a major 
part of the plant’s operations, employing a work 
force of approximately 750. 


Despite the arrival of cooler weather, employ- 
ment levels in construction remained buoyant, par- 
ticularly in the residential segment with a resulting 
high demand for tradesmen. The arrival of the cooler 
weather also resulted in an expansion of activity on 
the Welland Canal relocation project which had pre- 
viously been interrupted by wet weather. 


In retail trade, employment levels declined sea- 
sonally. The personal service industries also experi- 
enced reduced employment caused by seasonal 
declines following the Christmas and New Year sea- 
son together with continued slowdown in the tourist 
industry in the Niagara Peninsula. 


5—WESTERN ONTARIO 


Employment decreased slightly during the period 
under review. In the construction industry, weather 
conditions curtailed outside structural activity to 
some extent, and in the retail trade sector, employ- 
ment opportunities declined, despite reports that 
sales remained buoyant. The overall level of manu- 
facturing employment appeared largely unchanged 
from levels of previous months. Federal and Provin- 
cial government winter employment programs re- 
duced the labour market impact of general seasonal 
slack in the Western Ontario economy. 


In manufacturing, employment levels remained 
relatively stable as replacement hirings and recalls 
were offset by a small number of major employment 
cutbacks. 

In the food and beverage industry, a new London 
firm, Provincial Mushrooms Limited, announced 
plans to commence production in March with an 
initial staff of 55 persons. The total staff complement 
is expected to rise to 130 upon the completion of a 
plant addition later this year. Work began on an 
expansion of facilities at J. M. Schneider Limited, 
Kitchener. The plant addition, which will enable in- 
creased pork and sausage production, is scheduled 
for completion in 1974 and will result in a significant 
increase in the firm’s work force. Seasonally reduced 
levels of employment were evident at Canadian Can- 
ners Limited, Simcoe, where a limited number of 
workers were hired to assist in warehouse duties. 

In the rubber industries, Uniroyal Limited, 
Kitchener, continued to recruit workers for its Gen- 
eral Products and Tire Divisions. In addition, B. F. 
Goodrich Canada Limited, Kitchener, announced 
plans to commence construction in April on new 
facilities for the production of radial tires. The new 
plant, which is scheduled for completion in 1973, 
will increase the firm’s work force by more than 100. 


Reduced import competition has resulted in in- 
creased production and employment among district 
shoe manufacturers, with staff increases recorded in 
Galt at the Robert Woolley Shoe Company Limited 
and Genesco Shoes Limited. Similarly, in London, 
Murray-Selby Shoe Company of Canada Limited re- 
ported a strengthening in production with employ- 
ment returning to near former levels. 


Generally, high levels of production and employ- 
ment characterized the district’s textile industries: 
Kitchener employers announced plans to undertake 
additional in-firm training in an attempt to alleviate 
the persistent shortage of sewing machine operators. 
However, some textile firms continued to experience 
difficulties. A number of workers were laid off at the 
Fiberglas Canada Limited plant in Guelph, and 
Dobbie Industries Limited, a producer of towelling 
and other textile goods with plants in Galt and 
Guelph, entered receivership during February. In the 
clothing industry, a layoff affecting 40 workers 
occurred at Harvey Woods Limited, a Woodstock 
manufacturer of lingerie. 


District manufacturers of furniture and furniture 
fixtures experienced close to capacity production 
levels during the period under review. The annual 
furniture show added to local manufacturers’ opti- 
mism and no reduction of production levels appears 
likely in the near future. Fairfield Furniture Indus- 
tries Limited, a producer of upholstered sofas and 


chairs, announced plans to relocate from Montreal 
to Stratford in February; 30 workers will be required 
initially, including upholsterers, cutters and sewers. 

Employment increases also occurred in metal 
fabricating industries. In London, high production 
levels in structural steel fabricating resulted in an 
increased demand for welders and qualified trades- 
men, while in Wallaceburg, the Wallaceburg Brass 
Company Limited, a producer of shell mouldings, 
added a fourth shift to its operation. In machinery 
industries, employment levels among machine tool 
firms in Windsor appeared unchanged despite an 
expansion in production activity. In London, new 
hirings occurred among firms producing concrete 
mixing machinery and crane equipment, and at Till- 
sonburg, Balthes Farm Equipment Limited recruited 
assemblers to work on an export order. 

Hiring activity in the automobile components 
segment of the transportation equipment industry 
was largely limited to recall and replacement hirings. 
While auto parts manufacturers in Leamington and 
Stratford continued to operate at near capacity levels, 
layoffs occurred at G. M. Trim Limited, Windsor, 
and General Spring Limited, Kitchener. Elsewhere 
in transportation equipment, Mohawk Division of 
Molnar Industries Limited, a Tillsonburg manufac- 
turer of aluminum canoes, recruited workers for on- 
the-job training, while Boise Cascade Home and 
Lands Limited, a Hensall manufacturer of mobile 
homes, implemented a training program for approxi- 
mately 70 workers. 

In the electrical products industry, manufacturers 
in Stratford maintained high production levels while 
companies in London, as a result of lagging orders, 
postponed employee recalls and kept hirings of 
assemblers to a minimum. In Woodstock, Johnson, 
Matthey and Mallory Limited, a manufacturer of 
timer switches, added a shift providing employment 
for about 15 additional production workers; another 
local firm, H. K. Porter (Canada) Limited, laid off 
approximately 45 employees as a result of continuing 
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slow sales. In addition, General Steel Wares Limited, 
Fergus, and the Gilson Manufacturing Company 
Limited and Canadian General Electric Company 
Limited, both of Guelph, all reported production 
declines involving significant layoffs. 

In the petroleum and chemical products industry, 
Shell Canada and Imperial Oil Limited, both of 
Sarnia, undertook limited hirings. In addition, Im- 
perial Oil announced the construction of new facili- 
ties at its Sarnia refinery. When completed in 1973, 
the expansion will provide jobs for an additional 350 
workers. In Woodstock, Canadian Industries Limited, 
manufacturer of fertilizers, hired about 30 workers 
to handle increased production. 


Employment activity in the construction industry 
remained strong throughout the district generally, 
although Windsor reported surpluses in most con- 
struction trades. In Simcoe, a number of layoffs 
occurred following the seasonal peak in activity at 
the Ontario Hydro Nanticoke project. In London, a 
major downtown redevelopment is scheduled to com- 
mence in April, when the Hotel London will be de- 
molished making way for a complex to include three 
office towers and an hotel. 


In the retail trade sector, demand for salesper- 
sons was light. In Sarnia, a new shopping mall was 
scheduled for completion in February with an esti- 
mated employment requirement of 135 workers. 
Store closures and changes in packing house opera- 
tions in the London area resulted in a surplus of 
butchers. 


The opening of nursing homes in Sarnia and Till- 
sonburg created additional employment opportunities 
in the service sector, and the opening of the Holliday 
Motel resulted in some 35 additional job openings. 
The recent expansions of food service outlets in 
Sarnia and London has revealed a need for better 
qualified personnel in that industry.

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MAJOR DEVELOPMENTS 


There were indications of improved employment 
conditions in a number of industries in Ontario dur- 
ing the period under review. Seasonal factors exerted 
a positive influence in the construction and service 
sectors and, in some cases, in the primary industries. 
There were also a number of instances of expanded 
production and employment in manufacturing. In 
addition, both Federal and Provincial Governments’ 
Winter Employment Programs continued to have an 
impact on the levels of activity. While there are no 
statistics available showing the combined employ- 
ment effect of these programs, by the end of March 
under the Canada Manpower Training-on-the-Job 
Program, the Department of Manpower and Immi- 
gration had signed over 2,500 contracts involving 
jobs for approximately 10,000 workers in Ontario. 
In addition, nearly 1,000 agreements had been under- 
taken providing some 13,000 jobs under the Local 
Initiatives Program. 

Latest available results from the Labour Force 
Survey conducted by Statistics Canada showed that 
unusually large increases occurred in both the labour 
force and the level of employment between February 
and March 1972. While the growth of the former 
slightly outweighed that of the latter, the unadjusted 
rate of unemployment at 5.6 per cent remained 
largely unchanged from the February figure of 5.7 
per cent. The seasonally-adjusted unemployment 
rate increased slightly from 4.5 per cent in February 
to 4.7 per cent in March. 


The labour force expanded by 44,000 from 
3,265,000 in February to 3,309,000 in March. The 
male sector increased by 24,000 from 2,146,000 in 
February to 2,170,000 in March, a slightly larger 
increase than that recorded in the female sector. The 
total labour force expansion was concentrated among 
the 14-19 and 25-44 age groups. Year-over-year, 
labour force increased by 164,000 from 3,145,000 in 
March 1971 to 3,309,000 in March 1972. Among 


the age groups, year-over-year expansions of 49,000 
and 56,000 occurred among 20-24 year-olds and 
25-44 year-olds. Smaller increases of 39,000 and 
26,000 occurred among 14-19 year-olds and 45-64 
year-olds, while there was little or no change among 
those aged 65 and over. 


The level of employment increased by 43,000 
from 3,080,000 in February to reach a total of 
3,123,000 in March. Employment of males increased 
by 24,000 to 2,039,000 while female employment 
increased by 19,000 to a total of 1,084,000. The 
employment expansion was concentrated in the 14-19 
and 25-44 age groups and was distributed through- 
out all of the industrial sectors with the largest rise 
occurring in non-durable goods manufacturing. Year- 
over-year comparisons showed substantial employ- 
ment increases in durable goods production, trade, 
and community, business and personal services. 
There were also employment expansions in non- 
durable goods manufacturing, transportation, com- 
munication and other utilities, and public adminis- 
tration. On the other hand, employment declines 
occurred in agriculture and finance, insurance and 
real estate. 


The number of unemployed persons in March at 
186,000 remained virtually unchanged from the 
185,000 recorded in February. Year-over-year, the 
total number of workers unemployed at 186,000 
registered a decline of 6,000 from 192,000 in March 
1971 with the decrease concentrated among males. 

The unadjusted unemployment rate for Ontario 
in March at 5.6 per cent showed practically no 
change from the February rate of 5.7 per cent. The 
seasonally-adjusted unemployment rate increased 
slightly from 4.5 per cent in February to 4.7 per 
cent in March while the comparable figure for Can- 
ada as a whole also increased slightly from 5.8 per 
cent in February to 6.0 per cent in March. 


THE JOB VACANCY SURVEY 


Latest available data indicate that, in the fourth 
quarter of 1971, there were, on average, approxi- 
mately 15,500 jobs vacant in Ontario. This should 
be interpreted as approximating the general level of 
vacancies during any day in the quarter. The fourth 
quarter estimate represented a substantial decrease 
over the 20,400 recorded in the third quarter of 
1971 but was higher than the 10,400 estimated for 
the fourth quarter of 1970. Of the 15,500 vacancies, 
approximately 13,700 were for full-time jobs; about 
4,800 of these full-time jobs were open for one 
month or more. 

The 13,700 vacancies for full-time jobs in the 
fourth quarter of 1971 represented a decrease of 
3,800 or 21.7 per cent from the level of 17,500 re- 
corded in the third quarter. Notable decreases oc- 
curred in the demand for labour in clerical and sales, 
structural work, and professional, technical and 
managerial occupations. These occupational groups 
had all shown increases between the second and 
third quarter of 1971. No substantial changes were 
recorded among the other occupational groups. 
Among the industry groups, the only significant 
changes were decreases in community, business and 
personal services, trade, and the non-durables com- 
ponent of manufacturing. Sufficiently long time series 


are not yet available to determine whether or not the 
fluctuations follow a seasonal pattern. 

Compared with the fourth quarter of 1970, va- 
cancies for full-time jobs rose by 4,000 or 41.2 per 
cent. The increase was not concentrated in any par- 
ticular occupational groups but comprised small 
expansions in several categories. Among the industry 
groups, significant increases were recorded in manu- 
facturing, trade, finance, insurance and real estate, 
and community, business and personal services. 

Full-time job vacancies in Ontario continued to 
be concentrated primarily in clerical and sales occu- 
pations although the proportion of vacancies in this 
category declined to 29.2 per cent in the fourth 
quarter of 1971 from 36.1 per cent in the com- 
parable period last year. 

Among the industry divisions, about 25.6 per 
cent of full-time job vacancies occurred in manufac- 
turing showing little change from the 26.8 per cent 
recorded in the fourth quarter of 1970. The propor- 
tion of vacancies in finance, insurance and real estate 
rose from 8.3 per cent to 11.0 per cent over the 
same period. Other industrial groups showed little 
change with trade accounting for approximately 22 
per cent and community, business and personal 
services approximately 19 per cent in both periods.

DISTRICT AND INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS 


MARCH — APRIL 1972 


1 —TORONTO AND CENTRAL ONTARIO 


TORONTO METRO 


Employment conditions in Metropolitan Toronto 
continued to improve during the period under re- 
view. While special employment programs accounted 
for some of the new job opportunities, most of the 
increase appeared to result from generally improved 
economic conditions. While the late arrival of spring 
weather slowed construction work, most other sec- 
tors recorded substantially increased labour demand. 


In manufacturing, food and beverage processors 
including bakeries and meat packing companies 
began recalling workers who were laid off during the 
winter months. A number of new hirings also oc- 
curred. Shoe manufacturers were in the midst of 
production for spring and summer lines and regis- 
tered a continuing demand for experienced stitchers. 

Production of canvas goods and clothing in- 
creased and some hirings occurred, particularly 
among sewing machine operators. Warren K. Cooke 
Limited, a manufacturer of men’s wear, hired 22 
additional workers and planned to further expand 
hirings. 

A strong demand was evident for workers in the 
furniture trades, especially cabinetmakers and furni- 
ture assemblers. In addition, qualified upholsterers 
and cutters were in short supply. 

In the paper and allied products sector, Grafco 
Specialties Limited, a manufacturer of advertising 
material, commenced operations with plans to em- 
ploy 30 people by the year-end. In printing and pub- 
lishing, offset pressmen, collators and printers’ 
helpers were recruited by Data Business Forms Lim- 
ited and Automated Business Forms Limited. 

Unusually high recruitment activity occurred in 
the metal fabricating sector, with a continuing de- 
mand for machinists, engine lathe and milling ma- 
chine setup operators, and precision grinders. In 
addition, shortages of polishers and buffers were 
evident. A number of firms were operating at near- 
capacity and additional staff requirements helped to 
offset the release of 110 employees resulting from 
the permanent closure of Crittal Fenestra Limited, a 
Scarborough manufacturer of metal window frames. 

In the machinery industry, Carter Temso Limited, 
a manufacturer of heating equipment, commenced 
the transfer of two of its divisions from Winnipeg 


and Montreal to its new Toronto plant and planned 
to hire 80 workers in the near future. Production got 
under way at the Mississauga plant of Lee Canada 
Limited, a manufacturer of construction equipment. 
Future employment expansions are anticipated. Due 
to a shortage of orders, a layoff of approximately 25 
workers occurred at John T. Hepburn Limited 
Mechanical Division. 

Employment by manufacturers of electrical and 
electronic equipment continued to increase. The Ca- 
nadian General Electric Company Limited hired 
additional assemblers as a result of an unusually high 
demand for black and white portable TV receivers. 
Elsewhere in the industry, a number of hirings oc- 
curred in addition to the recalls that were in progress. 

Further increases in production occurred in the 
plastics industry with a resulting demand for general 
labourers. In the paint and varnish industry several 
programs were undertaken to train workers as kiln 
operators and mixers. Similarly, in the non-metallic 
minerals industry, Pilkington Brothers (Canada) 
Limited undertook the training of 40 workers for its 
float glass line. 


In the construction industry, the seasonal re- 
sumption of employment on existing projects resulted 
in increased demand for carpenters, bricklayers, and 
construction labourers. Inactivity on residential proj- 
ects caused by bad weather during March resulted 
in extended unemployment among non-union work- 
ers. The ten-week industrial dispute involving ap- 
proximately 400 rodmen, members of Local 721, 
International Association of Bridge, Structural and 
Ornamental Ironworkers, was settled on March 24, 
1972. Terms of the settlement were not available at 
time of writing. 

Among major new projects, negotiations have 
been completed for the construction of the $50 mil- 
lion postal centre in Mississauga. Also, approval was 
received from the Ontario Public Works Committee 
for the $200 million Eaton Centre project together 
with its companion development, Trinity Square. 
Canadian Motor Industries Limited, a distributor of 
Toyota vehicles, announced plans to build a $3 mil- 
lion sales and service complex next to its national 
headquarters on Eglinton Avenue East. 


In the transportation sector, some hirings of ve- 
hicle operators were undertaken by moving com- 
panies and manufacturing firms. Canadian National 


Railways hired a number of persons in various occu- 
pations, including heavy truck drivers and labourers. 


In the trade sector, demand for part-time staff 
increased noticeably while a strong demand persisted 
for full-time shipping and receiving clerks. Several 
large food stores undertook hiring of cashiers, sales 
personnel, material handlers, store labourers, and 
delivery drivers. 


High turnover and replacement needs in the 
hospitality industries resulted in a large number of 
job openings for waiters, waitresses, dishwashers and 
kitchen help. Demand still exceeds supply in all areas 
of domestic help. Shortages of auto mechanics, auto 
body repairmen and experienced service station at- 
tendants were also evident. A large number of vacan- 
cies in service occupations will be created by the 
opening of two large downtown hotels, the Com- 
monwealth Holiday Inns of Canada Limited and the 
Sheraton—Four Seasons Hotels Limited, which are 
scheduled for completion in June and September re- 
spectively. 


Among clerical occupations, demand was high 
for clerk-typists, bookkeepers and key punch oper- 
ators, and qualified typists and stenographers were 
in short supply. A steady level of recruitment was 
maintained by banks and trust companies. 


In public administration, additional clerical help 
was required by the Unemployment Insurance Com- 
mission, and the Taxation Division of the Depart- 
ment of National Revenue. Electricians, plumbers 
and electrical equipment installers were recruited by 
the Federal Department of Public Works. A labour- 
management dispute involving 3,750 members of the 
Canadian Union of Public Employees commenced 
on April 10, 1972. The dispute, which affected gar- 
bage collection and a number of related services, 
remained unsettled at time of writing. 


In the administrative, professional and technical 
occupations, employment opportunities increased 
considerably during the period under review. Senior 
personnel such as design engineers and technical 
writers were recruited by consulting engineering 
firms. Some hiring of draftsmen occurred but no 
shortages developed. In the first quarter of 1972, 
openings for engineers, scientists and executives in- 
creased by 20 per cent over the corresponding period 
a year ago according to the Technical Services Coun- 
cil of Toronto. Hirings were mainly for replacement 
rather than expansion needs and experienced per- 
sonnel were required in practically all cases. 
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INDUSTRIAL PERIPHERY 


In the Industrial Periphery, general employment 
opportunities showed a slight improvement during 
March and April. Increased production resulted in 
recalls in the automotive industry and openings of 
retail stores generated demand in the trade sector. 


In manufacturing, regular production schedules 
were maintained. Among smaller employers, there 
were a number of job openings for spray painters, 
upholsterers, lathe operators and material handlers. 
On March 22, 1972, the breakdown of contract 
negotiations between Local 205-L, Amalgamated 
Meat Cutters, Butchers and Workmen of North 
America and the Oshawa plant of Robson-Lang 
Leathers resulted in a work stoppage affecting ap- 
proximately 190 workers. 

Employment in the wood products sector in- 
creased to meet the needs of expanding production. 
T. G. Gale Limited of Oshawa, a manufacturer of 
wooden boxes, recalled 15 employees during March, 
reducing to 31 the number of those still on layoff. 

A new firm, Cameron Packaging Incorporated, 
commenced production of cardboard cartons in New- 
market with a staff of 35. 

In Milton, Polymer Corporation Limited com- 
pleted construction of its plant for the manufacture 
of modular housing units and began operations with 
an initial staff of 50. Recruitment of an additional 60 
workers was begun and will continue until mid-May. 
Sherwood Building Systems Limited, a new company, 
has begun operations in Brampton. The firm, which 
is engaged in the production of pre-engineered lami- 
nated panels used in construction, expects to increase 
its staff in the near future. 

In the transportation equipment industry, Gen- 
eral Motors of Canada Limited reported 12,831 
employees on its Oshawa payroll as of February 26, 
1972, in comparison with 14,433 in February 1971. 
The company has been engaged in the recall of 165 
workers laid off last November. Production in the 
truck plant has been increasing and, in addition, it 
is expected that 345 assemblers will be added to the 
payroll in May to cope with expanded production 
of intermediate-sized passenger cars. Duplate Canada 
Limited announced plans to transfer some 50 work- 
ers to its Oshawa plant in May as a result of the 
closure of its Windsor division which manufactured 
automobile glass. 

Filtro Electric Limited, a manufacturer of small 
electrical appliances, announced the total closure of 
its plant in Orangeville. The layoff of 150 workers 
will begin in April with operations expected to cease 
in June. About 50 per cent of those affected will be 
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offered jobs in the parent company, Sunbeam Cor- 
poration (Canada) Limited in Toronto. 

In the chemical products sector, Canadian In- 
dustries Limited, Brampton Works, initiated the lay- 
off of about 60 production workers. The staff reduc- 
tion, to be completed by May 31, 1972, has resulted 
from the phasing-out of the printing of plastic bags. 
A $50 million expansion will double the present 
capacity of the BP Refinery Canada Limited plant in 
Oakville. The company has recently taken over 
Supertest Petroleum Corporation Limited, an On- 
tario distributor of petroleum products. 


A high level of construction activity was main- 
tained throughout the district. However, since out- 
side contractors brought their own work force to job- 
sites, only a limited number of vacancies occurred 
locally for carpenters, roofers, painters and general 
construction labourers. In Milton, work commenced 
on a Wimpey Housing Project comprising 240 single 
dwellings to be completed this year. In Brampton, 
two school extensions valued at $2.6 million were 
under construction. In Oshawa, site preparation was 
begun for a $5 million apartment, office and com- 
mercial complex with completion of the first stage 
scheduled for March 1973. The Oshawa area has 
also recorded a large increase in residential permits 
issued, indicating a potential upswing in construction 
activity for the coming months. 


In the transportation industry, employment ac- 
tivity increased substantially. Vacancies occurred for 
truck drivers, auto mechanics, auto body repairmen 
and service station attendants. 


In retail trade, seasonally increased sales were 
accompanied by expanded hiring activity. In Bramp- 
ton, the opening of a new Zeller’s store in March 
resulted in the recruitment of 120 people in sales 
and warehousing occupations. In addition, recruit- 
ment for the Simpson’s store in the Shoppers World 
Plaza began in March. 


In the personal service industries, a shortage of 
qualified waitresses persisted in all areas and em- 
ployment opportunities existed for short-order cooks 
and kitchen helpers as well. The spring opening of 
Mohawk Raceway, Campbellville, resulted in the 
hiring of approximately 80 persons. 


Demand increased for some clerical workers, 
notably medical secretaries and bank tellers. On the 
other hand, recruitment activity for cashiers and key- 
punch operators declined. 


Employment opportunities continued to be lim- 
ited in the administrative, professional and technical 
occupations, with a surplus of new university gradu- 
ates persisting. Some demand was evident for drafts- 
men and management trainees. 


GEORGIAN BAY 


In the Georgian Bay region, renewed strength in 
manufacturing, construction and retail trade resulted 
in employment increases in the period under review. 
With the improvement in industrial activity, the de- 
mand for skilled labour has been relatively strong. 
Although some layoffs have occurred, these have 
been offset by expansions in the textiles, metal fabri- 
cating, electrical and rubber products industries. 
Employment opportunities in the machinery and 
equipment industries were fewer. In Orillia, Dorr- 
Oliver-Long Limited, machinery manufacturers, laid 
off about 20 workers bringing to approximately 60 
the total number of employees laid off in recent 
months. In Collingwood, L.O.F. Glass of Canada 
Limited effected some minor layoffs but recalls are 
expected in June. 


In manufacturing, the textile industry demon- 
strated employment strength. Quinlan-Crawford 
(1965) Limited of Collingwood, manufacturers of 
cushions and hassocks, recalled eight workers, and, 
in Meaford, Globe Mills Limited hired about 20 
additional persons. In Midland, Bay Mills Limited 
began recalling workers previously laid off while 
Fabulous Formals Limited required additional sew- 
ing machine operators, an occupation which was in 
short supply throughout the district. 

Activity levels improved in metal fabricating as 
Kindred Industries Limited in Midland recalled about 
ten production workers in March. 

In the electrical products sector, some employ- 
ment gains were evident. Whitaker Cable of Canada 
Limited hired approximately 15 new production 
workers. In Midland, Motorola (Ontario) Limited, 
assemblers of radio equipment, announced plans to 
expand operations by 50 per cent of present capacity 
ultimately providing employment for 100 additional 
workers. 

In the rubber products industry, there were in- 
dications of significant employment gains. Forty- 
seven workers were hired by the Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber Company of Canada Limited in Owen 
Sound, while Precision Rubber Products (Canada) 
Limited in Orillia has undertaken a plant expansion 
with plans to hire 15 to 20 more employees by May. 

Campbell Films Limited, producers of polyethy- 
lene plastic film, have recently located in Orillia. 


Approximately 18 workers will be employed when 
operations commence in May. 


Employment in the construction industry experi- 
enced a normal seasonal upturn. Increases occurred 
in the number of building permits issued for single 
dwellings as well as multiple-unit residential and 
commercial buildings. In Collingwood, premises re- 
cently vacated by Lockhart Motors Limited will be 
converted to a shopping centre by Tycos Develop- 
ments Limited. A 55-unit senior citizens apartment 
building and additions to the public library are also 
planned. In addition, a number of winter works proj- 
ects in progress contributed to the demand for con- 
struction workers. 


Employment opportunities increased substan- 
tially in wholesale and retail trade. In Barrie, Mir- 
acle Mart opened a new store in the Byfield Mall 
providing employment for about 120 persons. Hiring 
was also in progress in preparation for the May 
opening of the Grey County Mall. The mall will 
have 24 stores including a Woolco Department Store 
and a Loblaw Groceterias Company Limited food 
store. 


2—NORTHERN ONTARIO 


In Northern Ontario, seasonal expansions were 
apparent in construction and transportation. On the 
other hand, seasonal inactivity in the logging indus- 
try resulted in the disruption of operations among 
wood products firms. Reduced employment levels 
persisted in the primary metals and pulp and paper 
industries. 


In the primary industries, seasonal reductions in 
forestry operations towards the end of March re- 
sulted in the layoff of several thousand cutters, 
skidder operators, and truck drivers. Extensive log- 
ging activity was not expected to resume until mid- 
May. In addition, pulpwood jobbers in the Fort 
Frances and New Liskeard areas experienced a short- 
age of work due to reduced deliveries to the Ontario- 
Minnesota Pulp and Paper Company Limited mill 
at Fort Frances as well as the Canadian Interna- 
tional Paper Company Limited at Temiskaming, 
Quebec. 

In the mining sector, employment levels con- 
tinued to lag despite indications of increased metal 
shipments during the first quarter of the year. Rio 
Algom Mines Limited closed their Quirke Uranium 
Mine in Elliot Lake. Only 31 workers were laid off 
as many of the mine’s work force were transferred 
to the company’s New Quirke Mine. 
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In manufacturing, capacity operations in the 
wood products industry were disrupted by seasonal 
cutbacks in forestry activities. Unusually heavy 
snows in all areas made winter cutting and hauling 
difficult, and at the time of writing the spring thaw 
and half-load restrictions had brought logging to a 
virtual standstill. Peak production should resume by 
mid-May in all areas except Mattawa, where Weyer- 
hauser Canada Limited plans to close their plywood 
and veneer mill in June with approximately 125 mill 
workers affected. In addition, approximately 100 
mill workers lost their jobs as a result of a fire at 
Kokotow Lumber Limited at Kirkland Lake. 

In contrast to the wood products sector, produc- 
tion continued to lag in the pulp and paper industry. 
A number of mills at Thunder Bay, Iroquois Falls, 
and Smooth Rock Falls experienced week-long shut- 
downs. In addition, Abitibi Paper Company Limited 
at Iroquois Falls laid off 114 men while at Terrace 
Bay, Kimberly Clark Pulp and Paper Company Lim- 
ited announced the permanent layoff of approxi- 
mately 50 workers as part of a cost-cutting move. 

In primary metals, previously announced layoffs 
at the International Nickel Company of Canada Lim- 
ited, Sudbury, proceeded on schedule with approxi- 
mately 1,500 workers affected to date. On the other 
hand, The Algoma Steel Corporation Limited an- 
nounced that planned expansions at its Sault Ste. 
Marie site would add substantially to its labour force 
by 1976. 


Seasonal influences resulted in an expansion in 
employment levels in construction and some centres 
have been experiencing shortages of qualified trades- 
men. At Sault Ste. Marie, work commenced on a $15 
million downtown redevelopment scheme. Major 
projects at Thunder Bay include a $2 million shop- 
ping centre, a $2 million, 182-unit senior citizen 
complex, and a $240,000 Day Care Nursery. Work 
is also scheduled on a $1% million French language 
high school at New Liskeard and a $3.6 million 
expansion of the Northern College of Applied Arts 
and Technology at Timmins, while at Clearwater 
Bay, a $114 million resort is planned. The twinning 
of the Northern Ontario Natural Gas Pipeline has 
resulted in the creation of a substantial number of 
jobs. For example, approximately 400 workers were 
employed on this project in the period under review 
in the Kapuskasing-Hearst area. 


In transportation, the opening of the lake navi- 
gation season was later than normal and shipping 
was hampered by ice conditions at the time of 
writing. 
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An increase in sales volume in retail trade was 
accompanied by only a moderate expansion in em- 
ployment which reflected the trend towards increased 
use of part-time help. 


In the services sector, a number of shortages of 
domestic workers prevailed. In preparation for the 
tourist season initial recruitment of cooks, waiters, 
waitresses, and guides has begun. In finance, insur- 
ance and real estate, shortages of commission sales- 
persons persisted. 


3—LAKE ONTARIO — 
EASTERN ONTARIO 


Despite the occurrence of a few major layoffs 
during March and April, overall employment condi- 
tions improved in the district. Most industrial sec- 
tors showed some improvement with the most 
significant employment increases occurring in the 
lumber, textile, garment, and chemical industries and 
in the service sector. 


In manufacturing, Findlays Limited of Carleton 
Place, a manufacturer of stoves, furnaces and house- 
hold appliances, announced its intention to close at 
the end of May. Approximately 200 persons will 
lose their jobs. Elsewhere in the district, most in- 
dustries reported buoyant employment conditions 
during the period under review. In the lumber indus- 
try, seasonal influences resulted in an expansion of 
employment levels. For example, Gillies Brothers & 
Company Limited, a Braeside sawmill operation, 
hired approximately 25 additional employees. In the 
textile industry, Fingerhut International Limited an- 
nounced plans for the construction of a $1 million 
plant to be completed in October resulting in the 
creation of about 45 additional jobs in Cornwall. 

Employment levels strengthened moderately in 
the metal fabrication industry. Industrial Fasteners 
Limited of L’Orignal hired 50 additional workers for 
a new shift. The chemical industry also experienced 
expanded activity. Dupont of Canada Limited, Kings- 
ton, hired 30 new employees and announced plans 
to hire approximately 150 students during the sum- 
mer months. The firm is expanding its production of 
nylon yarn to meet the increased requirements of the 
carpet industry. 


In the construction industry, favourable weather 
conditions resulted in an early start on a fairly sub- 
stantial backlog of projects. In addition, most areas 
reported that building permits issued to date had 
increased over 1971 levels. There was an expanded 
demand for labourers and tradesmen such as painters, 


carpenters, bricklayers, electricians and plumbers. 
Major contracts awarded during the period under 
review included a $4 million high school to be built 
in Hawkesbury, a $1 million expansion to the sew- 
age disposal system in Picton, and a $776,000 con- 
tract for a new communications research training 
building at the Canadian Forces Base in Kingston. 
The employment outlook in the industry is particu- 
larly favourable in Ottawa, Kingston and Belleville 
as a result of nursing home, road construction and 
residential projects. 


In retail trade, sales volumes remained relatively 
high. Shortages of manager trainees and part-time 
sales personnel were evident. 


In the services sector, employment opportunities 
increased. Significant shortages of qualified stenog- 
raphers, secretaries and typists were recorded while 
cashiers, seamstresses, tailors, domestics, and fully- 
experienced clerical workers were also in short sup- 
ply. Preparation for the tourist season resulted in an 
increased recruitment of chefs, short order cooks, 
and waitresses. Moderate demand was also noted for 
collection clerks, auto mechanics, meat wrappers and 
car washers. 


Hiring activity continued at a steady pace in 
public administration with demand concentrated 
among clerical, computer services and financial ad- 
ministration personnel. 


4— NIAGARA —- HAMILTON 


In the Niagara-Hamilton area, seasonal expan- 
sions in the primary industries and the construction 
and personal service sectors occurred during March 
and April. In manufacturing, there were indications 
of a further strengthening in employment levels par- 
ticularly in consumer goods industries. Weaknesses 
persisted in a number of areas in transportation 
equipment and primary metals. 


In agriculture, an increased demand for workers 
occurred with the seasonal expansion of pruning ac- 
tivities. There were also increased hirings of land- 
scaping and nursery workers and recalls were immi- 
nent in local quarrying operations. In the Niagara 
Fruit Belt, farmers experienced difficulties in storing 
their produce after the extremely large harvest of 
crops in 1971 resulting in a demand for improved 
cold storage facilities. 


In manufacturing, fruit processing firms remained 
seasonally inactive with current employment levels 


reflecting mainly warehousing and maintenance oper- 
ations. Further recalls occurred among meatpackers 
and confectionary manufacturers in anticipation of 
summer sales. At Brantford, a labour-management 
dispute involving approximately 200 workers at 
York Farms Limited, a Division of Canada Packers 
Limited, remained in effect at time of writing. 

In the garment industry, high employment levels 
continued and further hirings of power sewing ma- 
chine operators and pressers were undertaken. In 
Paris, Penman’s Limited, a Division of Dominion 
Textiles, continued with the phase-out of its hosiery 
operations with approximately 100 workers affected, 
some of whom will be retrained for the firm’s ex- 
panding production of knitted goods. Dominion 
Yarns Limited, a Welland producer of cotton yarn, 
was taken over by Wabasso Cotton Limited in 
March. While an increase in capacity is planned for 
later in the year with the installation of new ma- 
chinery, the manpower implications are at present 
unknown. A labour-management dispute involving 
600 workers came to a close in March at Allen 
Industries Limited, a Hamilton manufacturer of 
automotive trim. 

In the primary metals industries, high production 
and employment levels continued at the Hamilton 
operations of the Steel Company of Canada Limited 
(STELCO) and at the Dominion Foundries and Steel 
Company Limited (DOFASCO). It is anticipated 
that employment levels will be maintained with 
hirings limited primarily to replacement needs. In 
Welland following the completion of conversion 
work on production facilities, STELCO’s Page Her- 
sey Works recalled most of the workers who had 
been laid off. Due to cut-backs in orders, the Atlas 
Steel Company Division of Rio Algom Mines Lim- 
ited, Welland, continued to operate at reduced levels 
with approximately 300 workers on layoff. Reduced 
production levels also prevailed at the Port Colborne 
plant of the International Nickel Company of Can- 
ada Limited following the layoff of approximately 
400 workers during previous months. 

Employment levels in the metal fabricating in- 
dustries increased seasonally during the period under 
review, particularly in the structural metal segment. 
Most firms are now operating at or near capacity 
with shortages of skilled workers in the machine 
trades. 

High employment levels were maintained at the 
Firestone Tire and Rubber Company Limited, Ham- 
ilton, the area’s major tire producer. However, the 
Company’s plans for additional hirings were tempo- 
rarily postponed. 

In agricultural implements, the International 
Harvester Company of Canada Limited, Hamilton, 
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also maintained recently improved production levels 
as a result of an increase in export orders. Similarly, 
in Brantford expanded activity continued at Massey 
Ferguson Industries Limited and White Farm Equip- 
ment Division of the White Motor Corporation of 
America. 

In transportation equipment, National Steel Car 
Company of Canada Limited, the area’s major pro- 
ducer of rolling stock, recalled 300 workers as work 
commenced on a new contract. The firm planned to 
recall an additional 150 workers in April. In the 
automotive parts industries, a limited number of 
recalls continued at the St. Catharines Division of 
General Motors of Canada Limited. However, a sig- 
nificant number of the 370 workers laid off in early 
November still had not been recalled. High employ- 
ment levels continued at Port Weller Dry Docks 
Limited, St. Catharines, the area’s major shipbuild- 
ing firm, with work on contracts progressing slightly 
ahead of schedule. 

As a result of buoyant domestic demand, high 
production levels were experienced in the appliance 
segment of the electrical products industry and fur- 
ther hirings occurred at Westinghouse Canada Lim- 
ited in Hamilton. 


Seasonal influences reflected an expansion of 
employment activity in the construction industry 
during April with indications that the improved em- 
ployment levels experienced in 1971 will continue 
during the months ahead. The main areas of strength 
lie in commercial, institutional and residential proj- 
ects. There were indications that highway construc- 
tion also would be active. For example, work is 
scheduled to commence immediately on an $8.5 mil- 
lion contract for Highway 20—Queen Elizabeth Way 
interchange. The project is expected to extend until 
October 1973. The arrival of the damp spring 
weather brought about a slowdown in earth-moving 
operations in the Welland Canal Relocation Project. 


In transportation, the opening of the Welland 
Canal on March 29, 1972 resulted in only limited 
shipping activity during the first weeks of April due 
to ice conditions. 


In wholesale and retail trade, seasonal influences 
resulted in increased hiring activity for material 
handlers, truck drivers and sales clerks. However 
there were indications that employment levels re- 
mained largely unchanged from the comparable 
period last year. Seasonal employment expansions 
also occurred in the personal services sector. 
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5 — WESTERN ONTARIO 


Throughout the district, employment opportuni- 
ties increased in response to improved business con- 
ditions. Many of the larger manufacturing firms 
undertook limited hirings during the review period. 
In the agricultural sector, activity was confined 
mainly to greenhouse operations. Federal and Pro- 
vincial special employment programs provided a sig- 
nificant number of jobs. However, few manpower 
shortages developed except in skilled occupations. 


In the manufacturing sector, a moderate demand 
for material handlers was offset by layoffs by meat 
and poultry processors. A four- to six-week layoff 
affecting approximately thirty-five employees oc- 
curred at Checkerboard Farms Limited, Woodstock. 
In meat processing, employment levels remained 
largely unchanged as workers laid off by Kitchener 
Packers Limited were absorbed by other area meat 
processors. Also in Kitchener, J. M. Schneider Lim- 
ited announced plans to discontinue the production 
of canned and cooked meats. The move will affect 
thirty to forty employees, most of whom will be 
rehired in other departments. 

In Woodstock, construction of a frozen food 
plant for Ingersoll Produce Supply was nearing com- 
pletion. Operations are expected to commence this 
spring with a seasonal work force of approximately 
sixty. 

Major soft drink manufacturers in the district 
undertook temporary staff reductions pending an- 
ticipated seasonal increases in sales. In Windsor, 
Hiram Walker and Sons Limited responded to in- 
creased production demands by recalling workers 
previously laid off. 

In the clothing industry, employment levels re- 
mained relatively constant as hirings by some firms 
were Offset by layoffs elsewhere. In Kitchener, train- 
ing was undertaken to meet a demand for sewing 
machine operators. Harvey Woods Company Lim- 
ited, a Woodstock manufacturer of underwear, dis- 
continued an evening shift affecting twenty em- 
ployees. In response to increased demand, the 
luggage manufacturing sector of the leather indus- 
tries experienced both production and employment 
expansions. 

A number of employment increases occurred in 
the wood industries and shortages of experienced 
wood-workers and machine operators were evident. 
G.N.C. Homes Limited, Woodstock, a producer of 
factory-finished homes, recalled approximately 60 
production workers previously laid off. Further re- 
calls are anticipated. 

Furniture and fixture manufacturers expanded 


both employment and production as a result of im- 
proved sales. In Kitchener, the furniture division of 
Dominion Electrohome Industries Limited an- 
nounced plans to hire about 160 wood-workers by 
September of this year. In Elora, a temporary layoff 
at Elora Furniture Company Limited was offset by 
hirings of production workers at Simmons Company 
Limited. Harter Metal Company Limited, a Guelph 
producer of metal furniture, recalled most of their 
employees who had been previously laid off. Training 
programs were implemented to alleviate shortages of 
sewing machine operators among upholstery firms. 

In metal fabricating industries, shortages of fully- 
qualified tool-and-die makers and machine and press 
operators were evident in London, while Windsor 
experienced a shortage of fully-qualified mechanical 
draftsmen and die designers. Metal stamping firms 
indicated a high level of production with hirings for 
both replacement and expansion demand in skilled 
and unskilled occupational categories. Haulik Enter- 
prises Company Limited in Preston hired 60 work- 
ers including set-up operators, planers, lathe and 
machine operators due to production increases. 
American Can Company Limited, Simcoe, recalled 
all workers previously laid off and hired approxi- 
mately 20 additional persons. Employment increases 
occurred in firms manufacturing plumbing fixtures. 
Wallaceburg Brass Company Limited increased pro- 
duction staff and Mueller Brass Limited, Sarnia, re- 
versed an earlier decision to cease operations, a 
move which would have terminated employment for 
100 workers. An upturn in business conditions for 
London-based manufacturers of packaging machines 
absorbed the supply of milling machine, turret-lathe 
and horizontal borer operators. I.T.T. (Canada) 
Limited in Guelph suspended repair and maintenance 
operations affecting 42 employees of whom 22 will 
be absorbed by other departments. 

In transportation equipment, most of the dis- 
trict’s major automobile parts manufacturers ex- 
panded employment slightly and some firms were 
operating at capacity. However, Duplate Canada 
Limited, Windsor, announced plans to terminate 
production at its automobile glass plant. The Com- 
pany intends to relocate many of the 200 workers 
affected. Kysor Industrial of Canada Limited, Ridge- 
town, indefinitely laid off 35 production workers due 
to reduced orders and the elimination of a produc- 
tion line. Employment increased in mobile home and 
recreational vehicle manufacturing. Glendale Mobile 
Homes Limited, Strathroy, required 16 to 20 assem- 
blers for their new division which will manufacture 
houseboats. A new firm, Trailer Equipment Distribu- 
tors Limited has located in London to serve as an 
Ontario distribution centre for the Company’s mobile 


homes and trailers manufactured in the United 
States. Initially, the firm will employ 20 to 25 
persons. 

Employment activity in electrical products in- 
dustries improved moderately in London, Guelph 
and Kitchener, as firms hired or recalled workers in 
response to production demands. In Kitchener, Mars- 
land Engineering Company Limited and Dominion 
Electrohome Industries Limited implemented train- 
ing programs involving a total of approximately 60 
assemblers. In addition, Electrohome recalled 30 
assemblers for its motor and appliance division. 
Production was scheduled to commence at the Phil- 
ips Electronics Industries Limited plant in Strathroy 
providing employment for 100 persons. 


In construction, employment activity in both 
residential and non-residential projects improved sea- 
sonally during the review period. Tradesmen in de- 
mand included bricklayers, framing and trim car- 
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penters, painters and electricians. However, as yet 
few shortages have developed. In Sarnia, officials of 
the Sarnia Construction Association indicated that 
employment in construction occupations is triple the 
number last year at this time. The various Federal 
and Provincial employment programs contributed sig- 
nificantly to maintaining employment levels through- 
out the winter months. 


Employment levels in retail trade remained rela- 
tively unchanged in most areas. Employment in 
Sarnia remained constant as hiring began for the new 
K-Mart Store scheduled to open in June, creating a 
total of 120 full-time and part-time jobs. This was 
offset by the closure of the downtown Hudson’s Bay 
Company Limited Store which resulted in the loss 
of approximately 90 jobs and the closure of Sarnia 
Discount Foods affecting 43 employees. In Windsor, 
The B.M. and G. Department Store closed in Febru- 
ary affecting the employment of 75 workers.

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GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


In addition to increased activity resulting from 
seasonal influences, there were indications of further 
improvements in employment conditions in Ontario 
during May and June, particularly in the consumer 
goods industries. The improvements are likely to be 
consolidated in the months ahead with the implemen- 
tation of the measures contained in the May Federal 
Budget which aims at further stimulating job-creation, 
particularly through capital investment. Preliminary 
estimates of the National Income and Expenditure 
Accounts for the first quarter of 1972 indicated a con- 
tinued sluggishness in fixed capital formation. 

Gross National Product at market prices is esti- 
mated to have risen by 2.2 per cent to a level of $98.7 
billion seasonally adjusted at annual rates compared 
with a 2.1 per cent increase in the fourth quarter of 
1971. The volume of production is shown to have risen 
by 1.0 per cent, a similar increase to the 0.8 per cent 
growth indicated by the revised estimates for the 
fourth quarter of 1971. Domestic demand continued 
to increase during the first quarter of 1972 with con- 
sumer outlays again recording a significant gain and 
housing construction continuing to advance. An im- 
portant source of strength was the increase in non- 
farm business inventories. 

Latest available results from the Labour Force 
Survey conducted by Statistics Canada showed that 
while the increase in employment in Ontario between 
April and May was somewhat larger than the average 
growth at this time in recent years, the labour force 
expansion was significantly above normal. Thus, al- 
though the actual unemployment rate declined from 
4.9 per cent in April to 4.5 per cent in May, the season- 
ally adjusted rate increased slightly from 4.2 per cent 
to 4.4 per cent over the same period. However, these 
developments followed equally unusual movements 
between March and April when the labour force 
remained stable rather than increasing as normally 
occurs at that time, and employment recorded a below- 
average increase. Consequently, the slight increase in 
the seasonally adjusted unemployment rate between 
April and May must be viewed in conjunction with 
the substantial decrease between March and April. 


The labour force expanded by 86,000 from 
3,305,000 in April to 3,391,000 in May. The number 
of men in the labour force stood at 2,235,000 in May, 
an increase of 65,000 over the April figure while the 
female sector at 1,156,000 recorded an increase of 
21,000 over April. The total labour force expansion 
was concentrated in the 14-19 year-old and 20-24 
year-old age categories. Year-over-year, labour force 
in May 1972 was 154,000 higher than the May 1971 


figure of 3,237,000. The increase comprised mainly 
men with a rise of 86,000 from 2,149,000 in May 1971 
to 2,235,000 in May 1972. The labour force expansion 
affected all age categories with the exception of those 
aged 65 and over where there was little or no change. 


The level of employment at 3,239,000 in May 
showed an increase of 95,000 from the April figure of 
3,144,000. The increase was concentrated largely in 
the male segment where employment expanded by 
80,000 from 2,052,000 in April to 2,132,000 in May. 
Among the age groups, the employment expansion 
was concentrated among 14-19 year-olds, 20-24 year- 
olds and 25-44 year-olds. On a year-over-year basis, 
employment rose by 177,000 from 3,062,000 in May 
1971 to 3,239,000 in May 1972, with men accounting 
for approximately 60 per cent of the increase. The 
year-over-year gain was spread throughout the various 
age categories with the exception of those aged 65 and 
over where little or no change occurred. 

Among the industries, seasonal employment gains 
occurred in agriculture and construction between — 
April and May 1972. In addition, there was a signifi- 
cant increase in employment in durable goods manu- 
facturing, while a slight rise occurred in community, 
business, and personal services. Virtually no change 
occurred in the other industrial sectors with the 
exception of trade where a slight employment decline 
occurred. On a year-over-year basis, significant em- 
ployment increases were recorded in community, 
business, and personal services, durable and non- 
durable goods manufacturing, and trade, while a slight 
increase occurred in transportation, communication 
and other utilities. Little or no change occurred 
among other industries. 


The total number of unemployed persons in 
Ontario declined 9,000 from 161,000 in April to 
152,000 in May. Unemployment among males de- 
creased by 15,000 from 118,000 in April to 103,000 in 
May. This decrease was partially offset by a rise in the 
number of females unemployed with the May figure 
of 49,000 up slightly over the 43,000 recorded in 
April. Year-over-year, unemployment declined by 
23,000 from the May 1971 level of 175,000 with the de- 
crease concentrated among males. 

The unadjusted unemployment rate for Ontario 
declined from 4.9 per cent in April to 4.5 per cent in 
May. The seasonally-adjusted rate, on the other hand, 
increased slightly from 4.2 per cent to 4.4 per cent 
over the same period, while the comparable figure for 
Canada as a whole also increased from 5.8 per cent 
in April to 6.2 per cent in May. 


THE JOB VACANCY SURVEY 


Latest available data indicate that, in the first 
quarter of 1972 there were, on average, approximately 
14,000 jobs vacant in Ontario. This should be inter- 
preted as approximating the general level of vacancies 
during any day in the quarter. The first quarter 
estimate represented a slight decline from the 15,500 
vacancies recorded in the previous quarter but was 
substantially higher than the 10,200 estimated for the 
first quarter of 1971. Of the 14,000 total vacancies, 
approximately 12,400 were for full-time jobs; about 
4,500 of these full-time jobs had been open for one 
month or more. 

The 12,400 full-time current job vacancies esti- 
mated in Ontario in the first quarter of 1972 was 1,300 
or 9.5 per cent lower than the 13,700 recorded in the 
fourth quarter of 1971. Among the occupational 
groups, the largest change was a decline in the clerical 
and sales category. Changes in other groups were not 
significant with very slight decreases being indicated 
in all but machine trades where an equally slight 
increase was recorded. Among the industry divisions, 
a decrease in labour demand was evident in trade with 
a very slight decrease also being indicated in finance, 
insurance and real estate. On the other hand, in manu- 
facturing, the number of job vacancies rose between 
the fourth quarter of 1971 and the first quarter of 1972. 
Both durables and non-durables shared in the increase 
with a slightly heavier concentration in the former. 

Compared with the first quarter of 1971, current 
vacancies for full-time jobs rose by 3,200 or 34.8 per 
cent. The increase appeared to be concentrated in 
blue-collar occupations, principally in services and 
machine trades, with a slight increase occurring in 


structural work. No significant changes occurred in 
the demand for white-collar occupations. Increases 
in labour demand were evident in most industry divi- 
sions but particularly in manufacturing where approxi- 
mately 66 per cent of the 3,200 total expansion was 
concentrated. Both durables and non-durables re- 
corded increases with the latter showing a slightly 
more pronounced rise. Trade also showed a year-over- 
year expansion while a very slight rise was apparent 
in community, business and personal services. Other 
industry groups remained practically unchanged. 

The distribution of full-time current vacancies 
among occupations in Ontario has shown some notable 
changes between 1971 and 1972. In the first quarter of 
1971, white-collar occupations, i.e. professional, tech- 
nical and managerial, together with clerical and sales, 
accounted for approximately 55 per cent of all full- 
time current vacancies. In the first quarter of 1972, 
the white-collar group comprised only about 41 per 
cent of the total. The concentration of vacancies in 
the blue-collar occupations of services, machine trades 
and structural work rose from about 23 per cent to 
approximately 35 per cent over the same period. 

Among the industry groups, the most notable 
change was an increase in the concentration of job 
vacancies in manufacturing. In the first quarter of 
1971, manufacturing accounted for about 26 per cent 
of the full-time current vacancies in Ontario while, in 
the first quarter of 1972, the comparable figure was 
36 per cent. The corresponding decrease in the per- 
centage distribution was not concentrated in any 
specific group but appeared to be the result of small 
changes in several industries.

DISTRICT AND INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS 


MAY —JUNE 1972 


~1-—TORONTO AND CENTRAL ONTARIO 
TORONTO METRO 


During the period under review, employment in- 
creases were evident in several sectors of the economy, 
particularly in durable goods manufacturing, trade 
and service industries. Construction employment im- 
proved seasonally with some shortages of skilled 
tradesmen resulting. The general expansion in labour 
demand coincided with the influx of post-secondary 
_ students into the labour force for the summer months. 


Slight increases in employment occurred in plants 
manufacturing non-durable goods. Hirings by food 
and beverage industries were primarily related to 
seasonal factors while a reorganization of production 
facilities affected employment in confectionery and 
bakery plants. Recruitment was underway for a new 
$8 million plant for Laura Secord Candy Shops 
Limited in Scarborough. Office staff were transferred 
to the new facility from the Company’s Bathurst 
Street operation with the new plant to employ 1,000 
persons on three shifts when in full production. 
Alternatively, the installation of new equipment by 
Rowntree Company Limited permanently reduced 
that plant’s work force by about 70 persons. Approxi- 
mately 40 bakery and confectionery workers lost their 
jobs as a result of the closure of the Canada Bread 
Company Limited bakery on Bloor Street West. 
About 35 employees were earlier transferred to posi- 
tions in other Company bakeries in Toronto with 
approximately 85 office staff to remain at the Bloor 
Street bakery until January 1973. 

In the rubber products industry, the Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Company of Canada Limited re- 
ported an increase in production. The Company’s 
work force has declined over a three-year period 
from 2,800 to a current total of 1,550 primarily due to 
the introduction of new production techniques and 
equipment. 

Elsewhere in the non-durable goods sector, em- 
ployment in plants producing leather products in- 
creased during the period under review with stitchers, 
lasters, sole layers, and gluers in demand by footwear 
and luggage manufacturers. Textile, knitting mill and 
clothing firms continued to demand experienced 
sewing-machine operators with in-plant training pro- 
grams operating to meet their particular requirements. 
A number of hirings of offset printers and bindery 
workers were undertaken by firms in printing, publish- 


ing and related industries. Plastic products manufac- 
turers continued to expand production and were 
recruiting forming-machine operators, extruder oper- 
ators and injection-moulding-machine operators as 
well as unskilled labourers. 

Employment by manufacturers of durable goods 
rose significantly during the period under review, 
particularly in furniture and fixtures, metal fabricating, 
machinery and electrical products industries. Experi- 
enced upholsterers and cabinetmakers were in strong 
demand by manufacturers of household and office 
furniture and by woodworking shops producing 
kitchen cabinets and cupboards. Firms producing 
welded and sheet-metal products, metal stampings 
and metal extrusions, particularly aluminum, under- 
took increased hirings of machinists, specialized 
machine-tool set-up operators and tool-and-die makers. 
Accelerated write-off provisions introduced by the 
Federal Government in May stimulated orders for 
machinery and resulted in increased labour demand. 
Following expanded consumer purchases of home 
entertainment products and major household appli- 
ances, increased job opportunities for electrical and 
electronic assemblers were evident. Elsewhere in the 
durable goods sector, high levels of residential con- 
struction resulted in sharp increases in the manu- 
facture of electrical and plumbing fixtures as well as 
building materials such as gypsum and clay products, 
cement, concrete, insulation and roofing products. 
However, related employment increases in these 
industries have been slight. 


Residential construction continued at a high level 
and was supplemented by increases in commercial 
construction. The $100-million Commerce Court 
neared completion while work progressed on the third 
tower for the Toronto-Dominion Centre. Major com- 
mercial-residential projects currently underway in the 
Yonge-Bloor-Bay Street area are estimated to value 
more than $125 million. An immediate start was an- 
nounced for the first phase of the Harbour Square 
development on Toronto’s waterfront to include a 
510-room luxury hotel and a 538-unit apartment tower. 
On completion of the entire project in 1978, the de- 
velopment will include a total of 1,000 hotel rooms, 
2,500 luxury apartments, and 1.5 million square feet 
of office space. An immediate start was also announced 
by Oxlea Investments Limited for the first phase of a 
$75-million development on Adelaide Street to include 
two 30-storey office towers and a 600-room hotel 
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which will be leased to Western International Hotels 
Limited. Other major commercial construction starts 
included the first phase of a $44-million shopping 
concourse in Mississauga. Institutional construction 
was centered mainly on the expansion of hospital 
facilities, while major government projects included an 
early start on two new Metro postal stations to cost 
an estimated $110 million. While no shortages of 
semi-skilled and unskilled labour developed, heavy 
equipment operators, carpenters, painters and brick- 
layers were in short supply. 


Increases in the volume of trade were reflected in 
the demand by wholesale firms for shipping and 
receiving clerks, material handlers and truck drivers. 
With expansion into suburban areas and rising con- 
sumer demands for clothing, furniture and household 
appliances, major department stores and food store 
chains required additional part-time sales help, prod- 
uct representatives and driver-salesmen. A shortage 
of meatcutters began to develop. 


In the personal services industries, hotel and 
restaurant establishments experienced seasonal in- 
creases in employment activity with cooks, kitchen 
workers and waitresses in strong demand. Job open- 
ings existed for hairdressers, service station attendants 
and pressers for dry cleaning establishments. A short 
supply of domestic workers continued. 


Expanded hirings of clerks, clerk-typists, stenog- 
raphers, secretaries, tellers and management trainees 
occurred in finance, insurance and real estate and in 
public administration. Though a large supply of lesser 
qualified persons exists in these occupations, shortages 
of experienced and qualified persons prevailed. 

In the professional job market, a reduction in 
on-campus recruitment by large firms and existing 
surpluses in some professional categories, resulted in 
graduates of post-secondary educational institutions 
experiencing difficulty in obtaining permanent em- 
ployment. Slowdowns in the aerospace, electronics and 
chemical industries caused some surpluses of graduate 
engineers to develop, though plant, municipal and 
industrial engineers were in demand. While an over- 
supply of teachers and general B.A. graduates con- 
tinued, commerce graduates appeared to have less 
difficulty in obtaining positions. Graduates from the 
professional schools of medicine and dentistry con- 
tinued to be in demand but some law school graduates 
experienced difficulty finding firms with which to 
article. While there were indications of only slightly 
improved labour market conditions among profes- 
sional and managerial personnel, sales engineers, 
accountants and computer programmers were in 
short supply. 


INDUSTRIAL PERIPHERY 


Economic activity in the Industrial Periphery 
quickened during the period under review. While some 
layoffs occurred in manufacturing, generally increased 
output in this sector resulted in higher employment 
levels. Retail trade and service activity exhibited strong 
gains in volume and employment. The demand for 
agricultural and construction workers showed a 
seasonal expansion. 


In manufacturing, the plastics industry recorded 
high levels of production with most firms experiencing 
increased employment. With an expansion in plastic 
bag production there was an increase of approximately 
20 new jobs at the Union Carbide of Canada Limited 
plant in Bramalea. Delaney and Pettit Industries 
Limited, a new firm in Ajax, began production of 
urethane foam in May. The firm initially employed 
25 workers and anticipated additional staff recruit- 
ment in the near future. In addition, a 7,500 sq. ft. 
expansion to the American Can of Canada Limited 
plant in Brampton is scheduled for completion in 
July 1972. The firm’s production of plastic tube con- 
tainers will be transferred from their Ottawa plant 
with a resulting increase of approximately 20 new 
jobs at Brampton. Work continued on the 30,000 sq. 
ft. plant expansion at the K. S. H. Selek Limited of 
Canada plant in Bramalea. The phasing-out of bag- 
printing operations continued at Canadian Industries 
Limited, Brampton Works. Of the approximately 60 
employees affected, to date 25 have been absorbed 
into other operations of the firm. 

The wood and furniture industries continued to 
experience rapid growth throughout the district. There 
was an increased demand for carpenters as a result of 
the opening of London Roof Truss Limited, which 
commenced operations in Oakville during May. Plant 
expansions were underway at H. H. Furniture Limited, 
Brampton, and Plydesigns Limited, Orono. The 
Plydesigns plant will house a showroom and provide 
added space for assembly with a resulting increase in 
employment. 

While a number of instances of increased employ- 
ment occurred among some metal producers, these 
were more than offset by declines among other firms 
in the industry. In Oshawa, The Pedlar People Limited 
and The Ontario Malleable Iron Company Limited 
engaged in a limited number of recalls. In other 
instances a decline in export orders reduced output 
and resulted in decreased labour demand. In Uxbridge, 
Comco Metal Products Limited laid off 225 workers, 
while Rowe Brothers and Company Limited, an Ajax 
manufacturer of metal partitions, terminated the 
employment of the remaining eight of the firm’s 
original staff of 100. 

Production increased in automobile manufacturing 


plants over the last two months. Hiring of skilled 
production workers was initiated by the Ford Motor 
Company of Canada Limited in Oakville, while 
General Motors of Canada Limited, Oshawa, recalled 
a number of employees previously laid off. On the 
other hand, in auto parts manufacturing, Houdaille 
Oshawa Limited and Ontario Steel Products Company, 
while engaging in limited recalls in the period under 
review, still had a number of workers on lay-off. In 
addition, Coulter Manufacturing Limited, Oshawa, 
terminated operations affecting the remaining work 
force of 35. 

Elsewhere in manufacturing, plant expansions 
were under way at Gulf Oil Canada Limited, Missis- 
sauga and B.P. Oil Limited, Oakville. 


Construction was seasonally active in the Indus- 
trial Periphery with particularly strong demand for 
carpenters, cement finishers and painters. Permits for 
residential and commercial construction increased at 
an unprecedented rate and a substantial number of 
projects were in progress. 

Residential construction starts included a $2.5- 
million apartment building in Brampton and a Twin 
Tower Senior Citizens hostel in Oakville. At Milton, 
construction progressed on the new Barber-Green 
Limited asphalt plant. In addition, work was under 
way on a number of shopping centres throughout 
the area. 


Increased activity in transportation resulted in a 
strong demand for drivers. 


Hiring in retail trade expanded significantly re- 
flecting increased consumer spending. In Brampton 
the new Centennial Mall with over 30 stores includ- 
ing Dominion Stores Limited and Zellers Limited, 
opened in May. Recruitment of personnel to staff the 
Robert Simpson Company Limited store in the new 
Shoppers World plaza at Brampton continued with 
the opening scheduled for early August. 


In the service sector, there were seasonal job 
opportunities for cooks and waitresses in hotels and 
restaurants. 


GEORGIAN BAY 


Employment in the Georgian Bay region continued 
to increase during May and June as the seasonal 
upswing in the agriculture, construction and personal 
services sectors reinforced marginal gains in the manu- 
facturing sector. Industrial expansions and increased 
levels of production resulted in shortages of unskilled 
labour in the regional centres of manufacturing: 
Barrie, Orillia and Owen Sound. Unskilled foundry 
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and metal workers were in persistent short supply in 
Orillia and Midland. Throughout the region, automo- 
bile service mechanics, construction tradesmen and 
retail store clerks were in limited supply. In addition, 
some labour bottlenecks appeared in the personal 
services sector. 


In agriculture, planting activity delayed by the late 
spring was undertaken at an accelerated pace. Tobacco 
growers in the Owen Sound area reduced their acreage 
in response to production restrictions. However, wide- 
spread spring crop failures in Southwestern Ontario 
may act as a stimulus to local agricultural production 
in the 1972 summer season. In the mining sector, 
limestone quarrying activities were seasonally ad- 
vanced with production stimulated by the growing 
demand for building materials. 


Most firms in the manufacturing sector undertook 
new hirings or else recalled workers previously laid 
off. Expansionary activity was focussed particularly 
in the furniture and electrical appliances sectors. 
Production levels in the automotive feeder sector re- 
mained relatively stable. 

In furniture, all area firms reported rising sales 
volumes and increasing production levels. Furniture 
companies in Owen Sound and Collingwood com- 
menced hiring in anticipation of the seasonal peak 
activities later in the year. 

Production levels remained relatively unchanged 
in metal fabrication while in the machinery sector, 
Shaw-Almex Industries Limited, a manufacturer of 
industrial presses in Parry Sound, undertook a capital 
expansion program which upon completion will create 
20 new positions in the area. At The Arthur S. Leitch 
Company Limited, a Midland manufacturer of mining 
pumps and equipment, a labour-management dispute 
affecting 50 welders and general labourers occurred 
during the period under review. 

In transportation equipment, several automotive 
parts and accessory manufacturers in Collingwood 
curtailed production and employment as sales in- 
creased at a relatively slow pace. In addition, other 
firms temporarily reduced production as a result of 
annual model-changeovers. Employment levels in 
shipbuilding remained relatively unchanged during 
the period under review. 

In rubber products, Precision Rubber Products 
(Canada) Limited, Orillia, a supplier of auto com- 
ponents, hired additional staff as a result of a recent 
plant expansion. The Goodyear Tire & Rubber 
Company of Canada Limited of Owen Sound also 
continued to expand production staff. 

Hiring activity in the electrical products and appli- 
ances sector was undertaken by R.C.A. Victor Com- 
pany Limited and Motorola (Ontario) Limited of 
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Midland. In Barrie, the Tyler Hill Refrigeration Com- 
pany Limited also increased production and employ- 
ment levels. 


While construction activity expanded rapidly after 
a late spring start, industrial building permits were 
marginally lower than in the same period in 1971. The 
high aggregate level of construction activity created 
shortages of skilled building tradesmen in Orillia, 
Midland and Walkerton. Truck drivers and heavy 
equipment operators were in short supply in the Barrie 
area. In Midland, buoyant construction activity in- 
duced a net inflow of labour to the area during the 
past two months. 


In personal services, the tourist trade followed a 
normal seasonal upswing. Temporary shortages of 
cooks and hotel service personnel were in evidence. A 
shortage of qualified auto-service mechanics persisted 
throughout the district. 


In retail trade, there was a strong demand for 
sales clerks throughout the region. The recent opening 
of the Grey County Mall in Owen Sound provided 
200 new jobs. 


2—NORTHERN ONTARIO 


The late arrival of warm weather postponed the 
seasonal upturn in agriculture, construction, forestry, 
and lake shipping. However, activity accelerated dur- 
ing two weeks of unusually warm weather towards the 
end of May and by the beginning of June all industrial 
sectors were operating close to their seasonal norms. 


In forestry, thousands of acres of commercial 
timber were lost due to the high incidence of forest 
fires during May with the Kirkland Lake and Sioux 
Lookout areas most seriously affected. However, by 
the beginning of June the fire situation was well under 
control and in all areas logging operations were under 
way, with a strong demand for powersawmen, and 
skidder operators. In contrast, some 50 men were dis- 
placed by the closing of a lumber camp by Abitibi 
Paper Company Limited, Thunder Bay. In addition, 
approximately 100 workers will be affected by the 
permanent closure of the Newago Timber Company 
Limited, Hearst. No difficulties are foreseen in finding 
alternative employment for the displaced workers. 


With the exception of the Timmins area, there 
were very few employment developments in the mining 
industry. While there has been an improvement 
in nickel and copper sales during the first quarter of 
the year, local employment levels to date have not 


increased. Several companies from outside the prov- 
ince have been actively recruiting in the Sudbury area. 

Ecstall Mines Limited have hired 400 men during 
recent months for their new Timmins refinery project 
and expect to hire an additional 200 in the near future. 
In the same area, there was some demand for workers 
in local gold mines while in Cobalt, Silver Shields 
Mines Limited announced plans to build a self- 
contained silver complex consisting of a concentrate 
mill, a refinery, rolling mill, and a mint. 

In manufacturing, the wood products sector 
showed considerable strength, while pulp and paper 
output advanced only marginally. In the latter sector, 
employment levels decreased at Terrace Bay where 
Kimberly-Clark Pulp and Paper Company Limited 
permanently released approximately 50 workers in 
accordance with the firm’s previous announcement. 
In addition, at Kapuskasing, both Spruce Falls Power 
and Paper Company and Kimberly-Clark were in the 
process of laying off a total of 215 workers due to a 
decline in sales. Canadian pulp and paper producers 
continued to experience severe price competition 
from European producers, primarily Finland. How- 
ever production levels are slowly improving with 
Abitibi Paper Company Limited having extended their 
work week and implemented recalls of workers previ- 
ously laid off. At Marathon, American Can of Canada 
Limited hired an additional 40 workers. 

Most sawmills, plywood and veneer mills con- 
tinued to operate at or near capacity. Employment 
levels are expected to increase in the near future when 
operations commence at the Timmins plant of Wafer- 
board Corporation, creating approximately 115 jobs. 

In the building products sector employment levels 
improved reflecting buoyant activity in the construc- 
tion industry. For example, an expansion at the North 
Bay plant of Johns-Manville Company Limited will 
create an addition of approximately 25 jobs. 

The Algoma Steel Corporation Limited in Sault 
Ste. Marie continued to operate near capacity as de- 
mand was stimulated by both the current construction 
boom and by hedge buying reflecting the possibility 
of labour-management disputes in the steel industry 
later this summer. 


The normal seasonal expansion in construction 
activity was delayed due to adverse weather condi- 
tions. General indications were that employment in 
the months ahead would equal levels recorded in the 
previous year. In North Bay and Timmins, residential 
construction was particularly strong. On the other 
hand, in Sudbury, cutbacks were experienced in all 
sectors. The building of an additional natural gas 
pipeline across Northern Ontario will provide several 
hundred seasonal jobs in most areas and undoubtedly 
some summer student employment. 


In transportation, the opening of the Great Lakes’ 
shipping season was delayed. At the beginning of May 
only nine million bushels of grain had been shipped 
from the Lakehead as compared to 16 million bushels 
shipped by the same time last year. In rail transport, 
employment levels expanded seasonally as both CNR 
and CPR recalled workers previously laid off. 


In the wholesale and retail trade sector, employ- 
ment levels failed to keep pace with moderately in- 
creasing sales volumes. 


In personal services, the demand for waitresses, 
and skilled and unskilled kitchen help increased 
noticeably during May in anticipation of the upcoming 
tourist season. 

In the professional job market, a strong demand 
was evident in North Bay and Sault Ste. Marie for 
physiotherapists, medical technologists and registered 
public health nurses. An oversupply of junior and 
intermediate accountants prevailed in North Bay. 


3—LAKE ONTARIO — 
EASTERN ONTARIO 


The normal seasonal increase in employment 
throughout Lake Ontario—Eastern Ontario was 
strengthened by an upswing in manufacturing with a 
number of new plants and plant expansions providing 
improved employment opportunities. Seasonal influ- 
ences resulted in employment increases in primary 
industries, construction and the tourist trade. 


In agriculture, hiring activity was attributable 
mainly to spring planting operations. 


Employment in the manufacturing sector increased 
significantly during May and June with the establish- 
ment of new firms and several plant expansions. 
Employment gains occurred principally in the leather 
industries, wood products, textiles, and electrical 
equipment. On the other hand, some firms in the pulp 
and paper and metal fabricating industries reduced 
staff in the process of eliminating or rationalizing 
unprofitable operations. 

In the wood products industry, two new firms 
manufacturing prefabricated homes, Morewood Homes 
Limited in Cornwall and Homeco Industries in Pem- 
broke, recruited initial staffs of sixty and twenty-five 
employees respectively and both anticipated addi- 
tional hirings in the near future. In Hawkesbury, a 
6-day labour-management dispute affecting 75 hourly- 
paid workers at Empire Brentwood Chairs Limited 
was settled on June 7, 1972. In addition, in Pembroke, 
a 2-week industrial dispute involving 210 employees 
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of Canada Veneers Limited, a manufacturer of veneer 
and plywood, ended on June 14, 1972. The settlement 
resulted in a 15 per cent wage increase over a three- 
year period. 

Further rationalizations in the pulp and paper 
industry continued to adversely affect employment in 
Eastern Ontario. Domtar Fine Papers Limited in 
Cornwall announced the closure of its sulphite opera- 
tions which will result in the permanent release of 190 
workers by September 1972. In Prescott, Domtar 
Packaging Limited (Carton Specialties Division), a 
manufacturer of small cardboard containers, indefin- 
itely laid off approximately 70 of their employees. 

Several plant expansions were underway in the 
textile and leather industries and in some areas short- 
ages of sewing-machine operators developed. In 
Hawkesbury, Astro Industries Limited, a textile 
processor, announced an $840,000 expansion which 
will increase their work force by fifty. In Maitland, a 
labour-management dispute involving 535 employees 
of Dupont of Canada Limited’s acrylic fibre plant 
remained outstanding at time of writing. 

Employment in the metal fabricating sector im- 
proved slightly during May and June although a 
number of closures and industrial disputes occurred. 
At VOrignal, a labour-management dispute involving 
115 employees of Industrial Fasteners Limited com- 
menced on June 13, 1972. In Napanee, the closure of 
Napanee Industries (1962) Limited, a manufacturer of 
boilers and railway equipment, led to the permanent 
release at the end of June of sixty workers, including 
material handlers, welders, assemblers and office staff. 

Employment conditions improved in the electrical 
products sector with a number of firms hiring addi- 
tional workers. As a result of increased consumer 
spending, R.C.A. Limited hired an additional 180 
workers during May for the production of televisions 
and radio receivers at their Prescott plant. In Renfrew, 
another R.C.A. plant manufacturing small trans- 
formers announced plans to hire 60 additional workers 
to meet increased orders. 


High employment levels prevailed in the con- 
struction industry throughout the district during May 
and June with shortages of carpenters, bricklayers, 
plasterers and millwrights evident in Peterborough 
and Hawkesbury. Building permits issued to date 
showed a significant year-over-year increase in the 
Kingston and Ottawa areas. Employment growth in 
this sector should be sustained by large ongoing 
projects including the $60-million Ontario Hydro dam 
at Arnprior, the Ontario Hydro Thermal Power Plant 
at Bath, the $100-million medical complex in Kingston 
and the $36-million Bank of Canada Building in 
Ottawa. Employment levels were high in residential 
construction reflecting significantly increased activity. 
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In retail trade, increased consumer spending led 
to a substantial rise in sales volumes throughout the 
district’s urban centres. However, the greater employ- 
ment opportunities for sales clerks were more than 
balanced by the large supply of available student 
labour. 


In the services sector, seasonal demand associated 
with the tourist trade resulted in persistent shortages 
of qualified chefs, chambermaids and waitresses. 


Hirings in public administration also underwent 
seasonal increases with the majority of positions in 
clerical occupations. 

In the professional job market, medical personnel, 
accountants and manager trainees continued to be in 
demand. In clerical occupations, hirings were concen- 
trated among bookkeepers, typists and secretaries. 


4— NIAGARA — HAMILTON 


Employment conditions in the Niagara-Hamilton 
area showed some improvement in the period under 
review. Much of the increased activity was seasonal in 
nature particularly in construction and agriculture. 
In addition, a number of recalls occurred in the manu- 
facturing sector. 


In agriculture, a June frost seriously affected the 
local tobacco crop. Earlier, farmers had experienced 
some difficulty in obtaining suitable workers for plant- 
ing operations. Seasonal recalls of landscape gardeners 
and nursery workers continued, and there was a 
persistent demand for farm workers with mechanical 
experience. Recruitment of Caribbean workers ex- 
ceeded the levels of previous years. 


In manufacturing, the food processing industry 
experienced a small increase in hiring activity. In 
Brantford, a labour-management dispute involving 
approximately 200 workers at the York Farms Divi- 
sion of Canada Packers Limited, was settled. During 
the period under review, the Company returned to 
normal off-season production levels. In the Niagara 
Peninsula, canneries commenced recruiting additional 
workers to process the asparagus crop. In recent years, 
seasonal hirings have become less pronounced due to 
the growth of year-round production schedules. In 
addition, Bicks Division of Robin Hood Multifoods 
Limited, recalled between 60 and 70 people at the end 
of May, while McLarens Foods Limited, Hamilton, 
was also in the process of increasing its work force. 

Seasonally increased hiring activity was evident in 
the wood industries, with demands for skilled bench- 
carpenters, wood-working shop hands and cabinet- 
makers. Halliday Homes Limited and Woodway 


Structural Components hired additional workers to 
meet increased production. 

In primary metals, the area’s major steel producers, 
the Steel Company of Canada Limited and Dominion 
Foundries and Steel Company Limited, maintained 
full production with hirings limited to replacement 
needs. Following a period of reduced activity, the 
Atlas Steel Company Division of Rio Algom Mines 
Limited, Welland, began recalling some of the 300 
workers previously laid off. Reduced production levels 
continued at the Port Colborne plant of the Inter- 
national Nickel Company of Canada Limited. In 
June, a seasonal shutdown of approximately three 
months duration affected some 90 employees of the 
Algoma Steel Corporation, Canadian Furnace Divi- 
sion, in Port Colborne. 

Some demand was evident for skilled tradesmen 
in the metal fabricating industry. Hiring activity 
occurred at Frost Metal Products Limited as a result of 
increased export orders. 

In transportation equipment, Port Weller Dry 
Docks Limited continued to maintain high production 
levels and some shortages of shipbuilding tradesmen 
were evident. National Steel Car Company of Canada 
Limited, a Hamilton producer of rolling stock, re- 
called approximately 150 welders in mid-May. In 
automotive products, the St. Catharines Division of 
General Motors of Canada Limited undertook further 
limited recalls. 

In machinery manufacturing, shortages of quali- 
fied maintenance mechanics persisted. John Deere 
Welland Works of John Deere Limited, continued to 
recall workers previously laid off. On the other hand, 
Otis Elevator Company Limited, Hamilton, continued 
to operate below capacity levels during the period 
under review. 

In electrical products a labour-management dis- 
pute involving about 3,000 workers at Westinghouse 
Canada Limited remained in effect at time of writing. 
Similarly, a dispute at Lanark Manufacturing Com- 
pany Limited in Dunnville, affected approximately 
700 employees during June. Elsewhere in the industry 
little or no hiring activity occurred. 

In the rubber industry, high employment levels 
were maintained at the Firestone Tire and Rubber 
Company Limited, Hamilton, the area’s major tire 
producer. Mansfield Denman General Company 
Limited, Industrial Products Division in Welland, 
hired approximately 50 people due to an increase in 
orders. 

Elsewhere in the manufacturing sector, buoyant 
production levels were maintained in paper and allied 
products and textiles. 


Construction activity was particularly strong in 
commercial, institutional and residential projects. The 


first phase of the $100-million Lloyd D. Jackson 
Square neared completion while construction com- 
menced on “Century 21”, a 42-storey office-apartment 
tower in downtown Hamilton. Activity increased on 
the Welland Canal relocation project which is in its 
final phase. Major road construction was begun on the 
Queen Elizabeth Way between Hamilton and Fort 
Erie. 


In transportation, a demand for heavy-truck 
drivers resulted from increased activity in the con- 
struction industry. 


Increased demand for sales help occurred in retail 
trade with a resulting expansion of employment in 
souvenir shops and other tourist establishments. 


In finance, insurance and real estate, demand 
has been evident for accountants, real estate salesmen 
and experienced bank employees. 


A seasonal increase in recruitment activity oc- 
curred in the services sector, where there were vacan- 
cies for cooks, waitresses and chambermaids. In 
addition, a strong demand existed for experienced 
licensed auto mechanics and service station attendants. 


5—WESTERN ONTARIO 


Employment levels showed some improvement in 
Western Ontario during the period under review. 
Seasonal influences resulted in strong construction 
activity and increased hirings in the personal services 
sector. In addition, manufacturing firms expanded 
production and employment, particularly in the trans- 
portation equipment industry. There were indications 
that more college students found summer employment 
than in the same period last year. 


In the agricultural sector, employment expanded 
seasonally with most of the hiring activity occurring 
in tobacco planting and greenhouse operations. While 
the prospects for tobacco exports looked promising, a 
severe frost in early June did considerable damage to 
crops in the area. Elsewhere in the industry, a short- 
age of experienced farm hands persisted and, in addi- 
tion, it became necessary to recruit a number of 
Caribbean workers to harvest the asparagus crop. 


In the food processing sector of manufacturing, 
a number of layoffs in fish packing were offset by 
recalls and hirings at the H. J. Heinz Company of 
Canada Limited at Leamington. In addition, soft 
drink bottlers increased their staffs to meet summer 
production schedules. The Campbell Soup Company 
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Limited, St. Marys, announced plans for a $1.5- 
million expansion. 

In the rubber and plastic products industries, 
Thermoset Plastics Limited in Guelph hired a number 
of compression-moulders. 

Several centres experienced a strong demand for 
sewing-machine operators in the textile and clothing 
industries. In Woodstock, Firestone Textiles Limited 
and Harvey Woods Limited hired approximately 25 
and 20 workers respectively. In Galt, Dobbie Indus- 
tries Limited continued to add to its staff while under 
receivership, and Fromm Brothers Limited experi- 
enced some difficulty in recruiting skilled workers. 
In-plant training partially alleviated the shortage in 
several areas. 

In the wood industries, a continued strong demand 
for skilled workers resulted in a number of labour 
shortages. G.N.C. Homes Limited in Woodstock 
operated at capacity levels with a staff of approxi- 
mately 100 workers. West Lorne Industries Limited 
were in the process of expanding their sawmill opera- 
tions, and Strathroy Cabinets Division of Philips 
Electronics Limited undertook hirings of skilled and 
semi-skilled workers. 

In the primary metal industries, employment levels 
improved slightly with Standard Tube Limited, 
Woodstock, undertaking a limited number of recalls. 
Holmes Foundry Limited, a Sarnia manufacturer of 
iron castings, recalled approximately 125 workers 
previously laid off and hired an additional 100 workers. 

Generally increased activity resulted in numerous 
hirings in the metal fabricating industries with skilled 
tradesmen in particularly strong demand. For ex- 
ample, American Can Company of Canada Limited, 
Simcoe, recalled all workers previously laid off, 
while production workers were hired by Rockwell 
Manufacturing Limited, Guelph, and the Galt firms 
of Franklin Manufacturing Limited and Galt Metal 
Limited. 

New orders for 1973 automobile parts have re- 
sulted in hirings and recalls in the transportation 
equipment industries, with firms such as Chrysler 
Canada Limited, Windsor, and Canadian Fabricated 
Products Limited, Stratford, undertaking expanded 
recruitment activity. In addition, Bundy of Canada 
Limited, a manufacturer of automotive metal tubing, 
commenced operations in Guelph with an initial staff 
of approximately 80 employees. In Tillsonburg, 
Hoover Chemical Limited hired 100 persons, mainly 
for replacement purposes, while Van Dresser Limited, 
Waterloo, instituted a new production line requiring 
approximately 60 workers. In addition, many firms 
undertook seasonal hirings of university students. 

Employment levels increased in the electrical 
products industries in the period under review. In 
Kitchener, Dominion Electrohome Industries Limited 
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hired approximately 150 additional workers over the 
past few months to produce new colour television 
lines. Electrohome suppliers also increased their staff. 


The construction industry was seasonally active in 
both residential and non-residential segments. As 
activity increased, various centres reported shortages 
of skilled tradesmen including bricklayers, carpenters, 
painters, plumbers, electricians and roofers. 


In transportation, communication and other utili- 
ties, construction of a $3.5-million grain storage 
elevator in Port Stanley was expected to commence in 
June. This facility will serve corn growers in seven 
counties in Southwestern Ontario. 


Some increased activity occurred in trade with 
experienced sales personnel and service station work- 
ers in short supply. The new Sarnia K-Mart opened 
with 130 permanent staff. In Windsor, work com- 
menced on two shopping malls which are expected to 
provide 350 new jobs on completion. Work progressed 
on the new Canadian Tire Corporation store in St. 


Thomas and on two JT. Eaton Company Limited 
“Horizon” stores in London. 

The Supertest division of B.P. Canada Limited 
announced that 150 London-based employees in the 
data processing, credit and accounting departments 
will be offered employment in Toronto when these 
services are moved. It was not known at time of 
writing how many persons would eventually accept 
the offer to transfer. 


In finance, insurance and real estate, a Canada 
Manpower Training Program course for teller- 
cashiers was well-received by employers in Sarnia 
and Windsor. 


Employment levels increased somewhat in com- 
munity, business and personal services. Shortages of 
experienced waitresses and qualified hairdressers were 
evident. Health-care personnel were in demand in 
Windsor and recruiting for the University Hospital 
in London was in progress. Opportunities for Youth 
grants and extensions for Local Initiatives Program 
projects have contributed significantly toward main- 
taining employment levels.

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GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


Improved economic conditions continued to prevail 
in Ontario during the third quarter of 1972 and the 
strengthened demand for labour which had occurred in 
earlier months was maintained. Following a normal im- 
provement in general employment conditions during 
July, seasonal activity was disrupted by poor weather 
conditions in August. However, there were no immediate 
indications that the summer student labour market was 
seriously affected. It appears that seasonal activity was 
in many cases delayed until September rather than being 
discontinued entirely. 

At the national level, Statistics Canada reported that 
during the second quarter of 1972, Gross National Pro- 
duct at market prices, seasonally adjusted at annual 
rates, rose by $2.9 billion to a level of $102 billion, a 
quarterly increase of 3.0 per cent. After adjusting to 
eliminate the effects of price changes, the gain in volume 
of GNP was 2.1 per cent compared with a growth of 1.2 
per cent during the first quarter of the year. The 
stimulus to production was provided by both domestic 
demand (mainly consumer demand) and by net foreign 
demand, as export gains exceeded the growth of imports 
by a wide margin. Investment in fixed capital also con- 
tributed to growth but to a much lesser extent. While 
there were large gains in business spending on machinery 
and equipment and governmental capital outlays, the 
performance of the construction industry was disrupted 
by labour-management disputes. 

In terms of the labour market, latest available results 
from the Labour Force Survey conducted by Statistics 
Canada showed that in Ontario unusually large decreases 
in both labour force and employment occurred between 
July and August. While the actual unemployment rate 
fell in August, the seasonally adjusted rate increased. 
This is in contrast to the previous month-over-month 
change when a normal seasonal increase in labour force 
combined with a slightly larger-than-usual employment 
expansion to result in a significant decline in both the 
actual and seasonally adjusted rates over the June-July 
period. 


A normal seasonal increase of 49,000 in the labour 
force over the June-July period was followed by an un- 
usually large decrease of 42,000 between July and 
August at which time the labour force was estimated at 
3,494,000. Males accounted for approximately 60 per 
cent of both the increase and decrease, and in August 
this group at 2,302,000, accounted for 66 per cent of 
the total labour force. Both the June-July increase and 
the July-August decrease occurred largely among 
workers in the 14-19 age group which expanded by 
75,000 between June and July and then fell by 36,000 
between July and August. Little or no change occurred 
among other age categories. Year-over-year, the labour 
force rose by 149,000 between August 1971 and August 


1972. Males accounted for 68,000 or about 46 per cent 
of the increase. Substantial year-over-year gains were re- 
corded in all age groups except those aged 65 and over 
where there was a slight decline. 


A slightly larger than normal increase of 79,000 
occurred in the level of employment between June and 
July. However, this was followed by an unusually large 
decline of 27,000 between July and August when total 
employment numbered 3,348,000. While males account- 
ed for approximately 62 per cent of the increase be- 
tween June and July, they constituted only 44 per cent 
of the decline between July and August at which point 
total male employment was 2,208,000 and female em- 
ployment 1,140,000. As was the case with the labour 
force, the 14-19 age group was the main category affect- 
ed with the number of teenagers at work increasing by | 
94,000 between June and July and decreasing by 22,000 
between July and August. 

On a year-over-year basis, employment increased by 
143,000 from 3,205,000 in August 1971 to 3,348,000 
in August 1972. Slightly under half of the increase 
occurred in the male category. Year-over-year increases 
occurred in most age groups, particularly 25-44 year-olds 
where employment rose by 73,000. The one exception 
was the 65-and-over age group where employment re- 
mained stable. 

Among the industry divisions, substantial employ- 
ment increases between June and July in retail trade, 
construction, and transportation, communication and 
other utilities were not repeated between July and 
August when construction employment registered a de- 
crease and the other divisions showed little change. Non- 
durable goods manufacturing and community, business 
and personal services demonstrated a month-over-month 
decrease in August following little or no change between 
June and July. On the other hand, in durable goods 
manufacturing, a month-over-month employment gain in 
August offset a decline between June and July. In year- 
over-year comparisons, August employment was up 
significantly in trade, especially retail trade, and in com- 
munity, business and personal services. All other indus- 
trial sectors showed some increase, except for construc- 
tion and non-durable goods manufacturing which re- 
mained largely unchanged and agriculture where employ- 
ment was almost 30,000 lower than in August 1971. 


The number of unemployed persons in Ontario de- 
creased by 30,000 between June and July and by a 
further 15,000 between July and August to a total of 
146,000. The male sector accounted for 70 per cent and 
93 per cent of the respective monthly declines, with 
unemployed males in August numbering 94,000 and un- 
employed females 52,000. Year-over-year, total August 
unemployment at 146,000 was virtually unchanged from 


he 140,000 recorded in 1971 as was the proportion of 
nemployed males to females. 

The actual unemployment rate for Ontario fell from 
5 per cent in June to 4.6 per cent in July and a sub- 
quent drop to 4.2 per cent was recorded in August. On 
he other hand, the seasonally adjusted rate after declin-

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ing from 4.8 per cent in June to 4.5 per cent in July rose 
to 5.1 per cent in August. Over the same period, the 
comparable figure for Canada as a whole remained vir- 
tually unchanged between June and July when the res- 
pective rates were 6.2 and 6.3 per cent and then increas- 
ed to 6.7 per cent in August. 


THE JOB VACANCY SURVEY 


Latest available data indicate that, in the second 
quarter of 1972, there were on the average approxi- 
mately 20,300 jobs vacant in Ontario. This should be 
interpreted as approximating the general level of vacan- 
cies during any day in the quarter. The second quarter 
estimate represented a substantial increase over the 
14,000 vacancies recorded for both the first quarter of 
1972 and for the second quarter of 1971. Of the 20,300 
total vacancies, approximately 18,600 were for full-time 
jobs; about 4,700 of these full-time jobs were open for 
one month or more. 

The 18,600 vacancies for full-time jobs in the second 
quarter of 1972 represented an increase of 6,200 or 50 
per cent over the level of 12,400 full-time job vacancies 
recorded in the first quarter. All occupations except 
machine trades showed some increase, with the largest 
increase occurring in the demand for clerical and sales 
personnel. Among the industry groups, all divisions 
showed some increase in labour demand. Demand for 
workers in durable goods manufacturing and in com- 
munity, business and personal services showed the most 
notable increases. Compared with the second quarter of 
1971, current vacancies for full-time jobs rose by 6,500 
or 53.7 per cent. About 80 per cent of the increase 
occurred in blue-collar occupations, especially machine 
trades. The increase in vacancies for white-collar jobs 
was concentrated primarily in the clerical and sales occu- 
pational grouping. Most industry divisions showed in- 
creases in labour demand, especially manufacturing 
where nearly 50 per cent of the 6,500 total expansion 
took place. Both durables and non-durables recorded in- 
creases with the former showing a slightly more pro- 
nounced rise. Trade and community, business and 
personal services also showed a year-over-year expansion 
while a slight rise was apparent in finance, insurance and 
real estate. Transportation, communication, and other 
utilities, remained virtually unchanged. 

In the second quarter of 1972, white-collar occupa- 
tions, that is professional, technical and managerial to- 
gether with clerical and sales, accounted for slightly over 
40 per cent of all full-time current vacancies compared 
to slightly over 50 per cent in the second quarter of 
1971. The proportionate drop was slightly greater for 
professional, technical and managerial occupations than 
for clerical and sales. The proportion of vacancies attrib- 
uted to blue-collar occupations remained relatively con- 
stant year-over-year. 


In the second quarter of 1972, among the industry 
divisions, about 35 per cent of full-time job vacancies 
occurred in manufacturing, up slightly from the 27.3 per 
cent in the second quarter of 1971. The percentage of 
vacancies in trade also rose slightly. The proportion of 
vacancies in transportation, communication, and other 
utilities, and in community, business and personal ser- 
vices fell somewhat, while in the case of finance, in- 
surance and real estate there was little or no change 
between the two quarters.

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DISTRICT AND INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS 


JULY-AUGUST-SEPTEMBER 1972 


As the result of an internal reorganization, the Mid-Western Ontario Economic Region which was formerly included as 
part of Western Ontario in previous issues, is now given separate coverage. 


1—TORONTO AND CENTRAL ONTARIO 


TORONTO METRO 

Employment activity in the Toronto Metro area in- 
creased marginally during the period under review. Un- 
favourable weather conditions during the early summer 
delayed fall harvest schedules resulting in some distor- 
tion of normal seasonal employment growth patterns. 
The growth in employment in non-durable goods manu- 
facturing was unusually low during August. The start of 
peak seasonal production schedules in the primary pro- 
cessing sector was postponed until September. Increases 
in the demand for labour during September were derived 
primarily from the beginning of fall production sched- 
ules in manufacturing coincident with replacement hir- 
ings accompanying the seasonal withdrawal of students 
from the labour force. In general, employment growth 
was relatively strong in the trade, services, and durable- 
goods manufacturing sectors during the July-September 
period. 


The steady growth of domestic consumer demand 
and high levels of activity in construction continued to 
be the major factors underlying the maintenance of em- 
ployment levels in the manufacturing sector. 

In the paper products industries, producers of paper- 
board and cardboard packaging materials registered 
further increases in production and employment levels. 
Manufacturers of fine papers began fall production 
schedules to meet an expected heavy demand for their 
products at Christmas. Activity levels also continued to 
be high in the leather goods sector. Demand for skilled 
labour in shoe manufacturing was maintained. Cooper of 
Canada Limited, a manufacturer of leather sporting 
goods, undertook recruitment activity for bench workers 
and sewing-machine operators resulting from a recent 
expansion of plant facilities. 

In fruit and vegetable processing a number of firms in 
the Toronto area reacted to smaller volumes and higher 
prices of primary produce by maintaining employment 
at lower than seasonally normal levels. Alternatively, 
production and employment in the meat processing, 
confectionary and beverage industries increased slightly. 
Canada Packers Ltd. increased its production staff while 
The Rowntree Company Limited also hired new staff in 
addition to recalling those previously laid off. 

Employment in the textile and garment sectors in- 
creased marginally during the period under review fol- 
lowing a relatively poor performance in June. Increased 
consumer demand for garments and household acces- 
sories was the main factor behind the upturn. The large- 


scale importation of low-priced polyester yarn had a 
minimal negative impact upon the Toronto textile 
sector. A number of area firms reported that high labour 
turnover and long-duration vacancies have adversely af- 
fected efforts to expand production. 


Elsewhere in non-durable goods manufacturing, pro- 
duction activity continued to improve in some parts of 
the chemical industry. Expansion has been concentrated 
in plastics and miscellaneous building materials; employ- 
ment in the industrial chemicals sector has been con- 
stant. 


Manufacturing employment growth was concentrated 
in the durable goods sector. The trend to increased con- 
sumer demand for durables has continued to stimulate 
expansion in the transportation equipment, electrical 
products, and metal fabricating industries. Local auto- 
motive parts manufacturers increased production to 
accommodate the demands of vehicle assemblers. How- 
ever, anumber of parts producers have experienced diffi- 
culties as a result of increased competition and the im- 
pact of technological change. For example, Canadian 
Acme Screw and Gear Limited closed operations as of 
August 31, 1972 with approximately 700 workers, in- 
cluding machinists, assemblers and office personnel 
affected. 


The settlement of the six-month labour-management 
dispute at The De Havilland Aircraft of Canada Limited 
resulted in the recall of 700 production workers; 200 
employees remained on layoff. Approximately 300 air- 
craft assembly workers were laid off effective July 7, 
1972 at the Douglas Aircraft Company of Canada 
Limited following a previous layoff of 85 people. The 
work force reductions were described as another in- 
stance of the prevailing slow-down in the industry at 
large. 


Manufacturers of major consumer appliances in the 
electrical products sector have continued to expand em- 
ployment. The Noresco Manufacturing Company 
Limited and the G.S.W. Moffats Company Limited, pro- 
ducers of stereo sets and refrigerators, undertook in- 
creased recruitment activity. Manufacturers of electrical 
components and fixtures utilized in construction and 
automotive assembly expanded production levels to 
meet a heavy demand. Employment conditions in the 
communications equipment industry remained unchang- 
ed following the substantial layoffs at the Northern 
Electric Company Limited earlier in the year. Manu- 
facturers of commercial air conditioning equipment and 
office machinery reported higher sales and production 
levels. 
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Elsewhere in the durable goods sector, local pro- 
ducers of furniture and fixtures recorded an increased 
demand for labour. Manufacturers of metal office equip- 
ment, household furniture, and household cabinet acces- 
sories required additional upholsterers, cabinet makers 
and metal workers. High levels of construction activity 
continued to result in expanded employment in the 
building materials sector. In non-metallic minerals, pro- 
ducers of gypsum board, clay piping, pre-stressed con- 
crete, and cellulose building materials have experienced 
high production levels. In glass products, area bottle 
manufacturing firms have registered record sales volumes 
during the first seven months of 1972. In the labour 
market, however, employment gains were offset by the 
15 week labour-management dispute involving 800 pro- 
duction workers at the Pilkington Glass Company Ltd. 


The volume of residential construction starts in 
Metropolitan Toronto declined marginally between 
August and September following a similar decline be- 
tween July and August. The areas of strength in indus- 
trial construction continued to be concentrated in com- 
mercial projects rather than manufacturing plant 
capacity. Major commercial projects begun during the 
period under review included the $44-million Mississauga 
Shopping Concourse, the first phase of the Harbour 
Square redevelopment of Toronto’s water-front, and the 
$75-million office-hotel development at Adelaide Street 
by Oxlea Investments Limited. Midtown projects under- 
way included the construction of the main Toronto 
store of the Hudson Bay Company Limited, and the 
$20-million office-tower development of Bloor West 
Holdings Limited. Institutional construction included 
extension of hospital facilities and the ongoing construc- 
tion of a Fine Arts building at York University. The 
Yonge Street subway extension and the start of the 
$100 million Post Office complex were among major 
projects in the public sector. Sporadic labour-manage- 
ment disputes slowed work in many areas. A three-week 
industrial dispute involving 1,500 brick-layers and 
masonry workers ended in July. Major settlements in- 
cluded the signing of contracts with carpenters and 
ready-mix concrete workers. 


A significant employment increase occurred in the 
area trade sector. Expansionary activity in retail trade 
was concentrated in automobile, home-appliance, furni- 
ture, and apparel sales. The July-August openings of the 
Galleria Shopping Plaza and the Eatons-Horizon store 
resulted in increased job opportunities. Wholesale dis- 
tributors also registered increased demand for shipping 
clerks, material handlers, and truck drivers. A labour- 
management dispute involving approximately 500 ware- 
house employees of Dominion Stores Ltd. occurred in 
September. 


Seasonal activity declined in the personal services 
sector following heightened levels in July. Notwithstand- 


ing inclement weather conditions, employment in hotels 
and restaurants expanded between July and August with 
a strong demand for cooks, kitchen workers and wait- 
resses. The withdrawal of students from the labour force 
created temporary shortages of automobile service 
station attendants in September. 


Relatively small employment increases were recorded 
in the transportation and communications, finance, in- 
surance and real estate and public administration sectors. 
The Bell Telephone Company of Canada Limited has 
undertaken a major expansion of its plant facilities in 
North York. Trucking firms reported high employment 
levels during the summer peak period. In public adminis- 
tration, some hiring was undertaken by the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Commission in connection with the 
establishment of two additional offices in Metro 
Toronto. Job vacancies in finance, insurance and real 
estate were primarily due to staff turnover. 


INDUSTRIAL PERIPHERY 

The continuing expansionary trend in the service and 
trade sectors reinforced marginal increases in employ- 
ment in manufacturing in Toronto’s industrial periphery. 
Following a normal seasonal downturn in recruitment, 
associated with model changeover in the automotive in- 
dustry in July, hiring activity expanded in August. There 
were significant increases in the demand for production 
workers, especially in the metal trades throughout 
August and September. 


Delayed harvests and substantially reduced output 
occurred in agriculture. In the Newmarket area the re- 
duced output of fruit and vegetables resulted in higher 
wholesale prices and a reduced seasonal demand for 
migrant workers. 


In manufacturing, employment strength was concen- 
trated in the automotive industry. The Ford Motor Com- 
pany of Canada Limited of Oakville undertook new 
hirings of production staff following record sales during 
July and August and, in addition, other automotive 
assemblers reported sales increases and fairly stable em- 
ployment levels. However, General Motors of Canada 
Limited at Oshawa temporarily laid off 160 employees 
due to shipping problems to some overseas markets. The 
high level of production in automobile assembly was 
accompanied by expanded activity among feeder plants. 
On the other hand, strongly competitive conditions and 
technological change have disrupted employment in 
several auto supplier firms. For example, in Oshawa fab- 
ricated Metals and Engineering (Oshawa) Limited laid 
off 20 tool-and-die makers following the loss of a con- 
tract, and North American Rockwell of Canada Limited 
announced that its mechanical spring plant will close 
down. 

Following a period of reduced activity, the chemical 
sector continued an expansionary trend characterized by 


product diversification into plastics and synthetic build- 
ing materials. Dupont of Canada Limited announced the 
start of a $1.5-million addition to its Whitby film plant. 
Empire Maintenance Products Limited of Bramalea hired 
30 production workers for its new industrial chemicals 
plant. Construction activity continued to stimulate pro- 
duction and employment in the large non-metallic 
minerals sector. The Polymer Corporation Limited com- 
menced recruitment of staff for its Milton plant which 
produces specialized concrete building modules; total 
employment at the plant is expected to reach 
approximately 300. Asphalt producers in Oakville and 
Brampton reported increased production and employ- 
ment levels as road construction reached an August 
seasonal peak. The Barber-Greene Company Limited has 
begun construction of a new asphalt plant in Milton. 

In non-durable goods manufacturing, some plant ex- 
pansions occurred in the food and beverages sector. 
Canada Packers Limited continued to recruit staff for a 
new plant to produce prepackaged meats in Bramalea. 
Maple Leaf Mills Limited of Brampton recently doubled 
their poultry processing capacity. 


High activity levels prevailed in construction. The 
January to July 1972 cumulative volume of residential 
housing starts increased significantly over the same 
period in 1971 in Oakville, Brampton, Oshawa, Pickering 
and Streetsville. Some declines were noted in Bramalea. 
Generally, industrial construction volumes have been 
high. 


In transportation, a strong seasonal demand was 
evident during July and August for drivers and ware- 
house workers in Oakville and Brampton. 


Employment in retail trade increased markedly dur- 
ing the period under review. Several hundred jobs were 
created by the August opening of the Shoppers World 
Plaza in Brampton. In Pickering, hirings of sales person- 
nel commenced in anticipation of the early October 
opening of the new Sheridan Mall. 


GEORGIAN BAY 

The level of employment declined marginally in the 
period under review as decreases in manufacturing and 
agriculture more than offset upswings in the construc- 
tion, trade and personal services industries. Generally, 
seasonal employment expansion has been relatively small 
compared with the corresponding period in 1971. Short- 
ages of skilled labour in construction and manufacturing 
persisted in the Midland and Barrie areas. 


In agriculture, the seasonal harvesting of most crops 
was delayed. For example, the Barrie area tobacco crop 
was largely destroyed by frost and replanted in June. 
Consequently, the demand for unskilled migrant farm 
workers was lower than normal. 
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Employment conditions in the manufacturing sector 
varied considerably throughout the area. While several 
plants ceased operations in the Walkerton area, condi- 
tions remained static in the local manufacturing centres 
of Owen Sound and Collingwood. In Midland, the ex- 
panding light manufacturing sector continued to register 
a fairly strong demand for unskilled and semi-skilled 
assembly workers. 

The downturn in agriculture did not adversely affect 
the food processing industries. Pillsbury Canada Limited, 
Midland, undertook recruitment activity in August, 
while poultry processors in Walkerton substantially in- 
creased employment levels. 

Elsewhere in non-durable goods manufacturing, 
Formosa Spring Brewery Ltd. expanded production 
staff, and Bay Mills Ltd., Midland, a producer of fibre- 
glass yarn textiles, encountered shortages of unskilled 
labour. 

In durable goods manufacturing, firms in the Orillia 
primary metals sector continued to operate at capacity 
and shortages of unskilled workers persisted. Decor 
Metal Products Limited, Midland, undertook hirings of 
additional assembly workers. Firms in the transportation 
equipment sector have reported stable production and 
employment conditions. Workers previously laid off in 
the automotive parts sector in Collingwood and Midland 
have been recalled during the August commencement of 
production for the 1973 vehicle models. In the rubber 
products sector, Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company of 
Canada Limited, Collingwood, has diversified its opera- 
tion to produce plastic hose products, and the Owen 
Sound branch of the Company increased its production 
staff. The expanding electrical products sector in Mid- 
land and Collingwood continued to register increased 
demand for unskilled labour. The Canadian Tyler Hill 
Company Limited has transferred a part of its produc- 
tion operation to Barrie from Toronto, resulting in 
increased employment in the Barrie area. 

Notwithstanding the general expansionary trend in 
the furniture sector, Coombe Furniture Company 
Limited, Kincardine, ceased operations. In addition, the 
Andrew Malcolm Furniture Company transferred its 
operations from Kincardine to Listowel. In non-metallic 
minerals, pottery manufacturing in the Collingwood area 
maintained high production and employment levels. 


Commercial and residential construction volumes 
were seasonally high throughout the Georgian Bay area. 
Residential construction volumes were unusually high in 
Owen Sound, Midland, Collingwood and Bracebridge, 
but a marginal decline occurred in Barrie during August. 
Road construction was particularly active in the Barrie- 
Collingwood area and shortages of skilled heavy-equip- 
ment operators persisted. 


Employment in community and personal services 
reached a seasonal peak in Bracebridge, Parry Sound, 
Collingwood, and other major tourist centres. In per- 
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sonal services, inclement weather conditions reduced the 
volume of seasonal employment in hotels and restau- 
rants. Forestry services, and national and provincial park 
maintenance services were the main areas of seasonal 
employment in the public administration sector. 


Employment conditions in retail trade remained 
stable during July and August; a relatively sharp seasonal 
decline occurred in September. Automobile service 
station operators continued to require skilled auto 
mechanics. 


2—NORTHERN ONTARIO 


An increase occurred in employment levels in North- 
ern Ontario during the period under review. In part, the 
improvement was the result of seasonal influences partic- 
ularly in the primary industries, transportation and con- 
struction. Additional employment strength resulted 
from increased activity in mining and manufacturing. 


In forestry, tree planting had commenced in most 
areas by late August, generating several hundred casual 
jobs. Logging operations reached peak levels during the 
period under review and it was anticipated that the ex- 
panded activity would continue until late fall. Although 
heavy rains through most of August hampered wood- 
lands operations in the North Bay area, shortages of ex- 
perienced fallers, piecemakers, and logging-tractor and 
power-skidder operators prevailed across Northern 
Ontario. Because of the continuing high demand and 
prices for lumber, and the strengthening of the pulp and 
paper sector, forestry activity Is expected to remain 
buoyant. The construction of large new stud mills at 
Thunder Bay and Kapuskasing will provide a further 
impetus to local forestry activity in 1973. 


With the exception of the Kenora area, employment 
in the mining sector continued to lag throughout the 
second and third quarters of the year. However, the out- 
look appeared more optimistic with recent improvement 
in world markets for nickel, copper, and zinc. In Sud- 
bury, major contract negotiations were concluded at 
Falconbridge Nickel Mines Ltd. and the International 
Nickel Company of Canada Ltd. Exploration activity 
continued to be concentrated in the Sturgeon Lake area, 
and Matabi Mines Ltd. commenced production on July 3 
adding a considerable number of mining and construc- 
tion jobs locally. At Thunder Bay, it is expected that 
several hundred new jobs will be created when Inter- 
national Nickel’s new Shebandowan Mine commences 
operations later this year. 


The wood products sector continued to lead employ- 
ment gains in the manufacturing industry. The operation 
of most pulp and paper mills returned to normal levels 
following a downturn throughout 1971. All sawmills, 
planing and plywood mills operated at peak capacity 


during the period under review. In North Bay, Cham- 
plain Forest Products Ltd. started a third shift during 
June, and hired an additional 15 employees. The 
September commencement of operations at the new 
Timmins plant of Waferboard Corporation Ltd. is ex- 
pected to create approximately 80 in-plant jobs. A 
further 160 jobs will accompany the completion of the 
$4-million stud-mills at Thunder Bay and Kapuskasing. 
Further, approximately 150 jobs will result from the 
rebuilding of the Kokotow Lumber Company sawmill 
which was recently destroyed by fire. 

Elsewhere in manufacturing, the Algoma Steel Corpo- 
ration Ltd. operated at capacity through most of the 
summer and in August successfully concluded a new 
three-year agreement with the United Steelworkers of 
America. A number of small plant expansions contri- 
buted to the improvement of employment conditions. 
For example, a new tile manufacturing firm was sched- 
uled to commence production at North Bay with a work 
force of almost 30. Approximately the same number of 
workers will be required as the result of an expansion at 
a metal fabricating firm in Sault Ste. Marie. 


With the exception of Elliot Lake and Kirkland Lake, 
construction activity continued to be generally high 
throughout Northern Ontario centres. The volume of 
construction during the first half of 1972 was consider- 
ably higher than during the comparable period in 1971. 
In Sudbury, despite a decrease from the exceptionally 
high levels recorded in 1971, the industry remained 
buoyant. Moreover, the outlook for the months ahead 
appeared encouraging. In addition to substantial levels of 
residential and commercial construction, major indus- 
trial projects included an expansion of Algoma Steel’s 
facilities at Sault Ste. Marie, a $25-million anti-pollution 
program at Lakehead Terminal Elevators, $4-million 
stud-mills at Thunder Bay and Kapuskasing, and a 
$3-million saw-mill at Kirkland Lake. In the public 
sector, $2 million will be spent on airport improvements 
at Timmins and a slightly larger sum for new airport 
facilities at Sudbury. A $3.5-million hospital is planned 
for Kenora, and construction of sewage disposal plants 
at Sturgeon Falls and Kirkland Lake. A $2.5-million 
secondary school is also scheduled for the latter centre. 


In the transportation sector, lake shipping remained 
seasonally active with grain and ore shipments exceeding 
the levels recorded during the same period in 1971. 


The generally strong pace of economic activity was 
reflected in retail trade in most areas. However, the 
growth in employment levels did not keep pace due to 
increased utilization of existing part-time staff. 


3—LAKE ONTARIO/EASTERN ONTARIO 


In the period under review, employment in Eastern 
and Lake Ontario underwent seasonal expansions in 
agriculture and tourism. Particular strength was evident 


in the construction industry. Slight improvements were 
recorded in the manufacturing sector. 


In agriculture, the harvesting of produce created a 
moderate demand for unskilled farm help. In addition to 
normal utilization of migrant workers, demand was met 
by local student labour supplemented by Caribbean 
workers. In Belleville and Cobourg, workers were hired 
to harvest the tomato and apple crops while in Cobourg, 
tobacco workers were required as well. The Perth area 
had similar requirements for unskilled help in order to 
secure the hay, grain and corn crops. Excessive rainfall 
affected crops in all areas with Peterborough, Lindsay, 
Prescott and Kingston being particularly hard-hit. 


In the manufacturing sector, employment opportuni- 
ties increased as a result of replacement hirings combin- 
ed with recruitment of workers for new positions. In the 
wood industries, as a result of a grant from Ontario De- 
velopment Corporation, Carson Lake Lumber Company 
announced plans to build a sawmill operation to employ 
approximately 50 workers upon completion in the 
spring of 1973. On the other hand, Franklin Fence and 
Furniture Limited of Perth laid off approximately 40 
workers and is in the process of an internal reorganiza- 
tion. 

In textiles, work has commenced on a $16 million 
plant expansion at Dupont of Canada Limited, Maitland, 
following settlement of a labour-management dispute. 
This is part of a total $100 million plant expansion pro- 
gram planned by the Company. 

Elsewhere in the industry, Levi Strauss of Canada Inc. 
announced plans to build manufacturing facilities in 
Cornwall after receiving a grant from the Department of 
Regional Economic Expansion. Upon completion, three 
years hence, the plant will employ approximately 400 
workers. On the other hand, in Perth, approximately 30 
textile equipment operators were affected when Tay 
Yarns Limited closed down operations. The Company 
hopes to relocate its operation in Smiths Falls and to 
offer employment there to the workers affected. A 
shortage of yarn resulted in the layoff of approximately 
45 workers during August at Glenayr Knit Limited in 
Lanark. Some recalls were expected during September. 

In the steel industry, Ivaco Industries Limited an- 
nounced plans to build a $6 million steel billet plant in 
L’Orignal to employ approximately 100 workers upon 
completion in 1974. 

In transportation equipment, Boeing of Canada 
Limited, Vertol Division, in Arnprior, recalled all 
workers previously laid off and hired additional staff 
after having received several government contracts. In 
mobile-home manufacturing, the Fleetwood Enterprises 
Limited plant in Lindsay is expected to employ approxi- 
mately 200 workers when construction is completed. 


Shortages of carpenters, welders, tile setters, brick- 
layers, roofers and dry wall applicators were prevalent in 
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the construction industry. Housing construction ab- 
sorbed a large number of skilled and unskilled workers in 
Smiths Falls, Napanee, Ottawa, Cobourg, Arnprior and 
Belleville. Highway and road projects also created a 
demand for workers in Pembroke, Perth, Hawkesbury 
and Ottawa. In addition, a number of new factories and 
expansions of existing facilities were underway in the 
manufacturing and retail trade sectors. A $5.5 million 
hospital development was underway in Kingston. 

Future developments in the construction industry 
appeared optimistic. It was reported that the City of 
Ottawa anticipates considerable future building activity 
in the downtown area. In addition, a $60 million hydro 
electric dam will be built near Arnprior in the next four 
years providing employment for up to 700 workers in 
the peak season. Plans for a multi-million dollar expan- 
sion were announced by Campeau Corp. to develop the 
Kanata community near Ottawa. 


As a result of buoyant consumer demand, increased 
hirings of full and part-time sales personnel occurred in 
retail trade in the period under review. Demand was aug- 
mented by the recruitment of workers for new shopping 
plazas. In addition, qualified auto mechanics, car wash- 
ers and service station attendants were in demand. 


In personal services, the tourist industry provided 
seasonal employment. Workers in demand included wait- 
resses and kitchen helpers. Elsewhere, there was a con- 
tinuing demand for domestic workers. 


In public administration, the withdrawal of students 
from the labour force in September followed expanded 
employment activity during the summer months. How- 
ever, the withdrawal was in part offset by a renewed 
hiring of clerical support staff in September. 


4—NIAGARA-HAMILTON/ 
MID-WESTERN ONTARIO 


NIAGARA-HAMILTON 

Economic conditions improved moderately during 
the third quarter of 1972. Student employment varied 
throughout the area but was generally higher than last 
summer. Increased employment levels prevailed in the 
manufacturing sector, despite the effects of normal 
seasonal shutdowns. Shortages of welders and sewing- 
machine operators were reported. Seasonal employment 
expansions occurred in the primary and tertiary indus- 
tries and in construction. 


In agriculture, the fruit harvest provided numerous 
employment opportunities for seasonal farm help includ- 
ing student labour. Crops were affected in some areas by 
adverse weather conditions. As a result, there was a de- 
creased grape yield and area wineries expressed concern 
over a possible shortage of grapes. Moreover the harvest- 
ing of tobacco crops was delayed due to frost conditions 
during June. 
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In manufacturing, employment levels in food proces- 
sing increased as area canneries recruited seasonal work- 
ers. Import competition continued to affect local opera- 
tions in some instances. For example, Arkell Foods Ltd., 
Winona discontinued processing fruit and vegetables, 
thus reducing their seasonal staff requirements, and 
Tregunno Niagara Farms will close their cannery in 
Ridgeville affecting 35 employees. Elsewhere, Robin 
Hood Multifoods Ltd. and Maple Leaf Mills Ltd. both of 
Port Colborne continued to operate with high produc- 
tion levels. Flavorite Poultry Ltd. opened a processing 
plant in Saltfleet with a current staff of sixty. 

In the rubber industry, stable production levels were 
maintained at Firestone Tire and Rubber Company of 
Canada Ltd., Hamilton’s main tire producer. 

Area textile and clothing manufacturers continued to 
experience shortages of sewing-machine operators, re- 
flecting strong consumer demand for their products. 

Although vacation shutdowns occurred in many area 
foundries, improved conditions prevailed in the primary 
metal industry with the completion of major contract 
negotiations in the steel industry. The International 
Nickel Co. of Canada Ltd. plant in Port Colborne main- 
tained reduced production levels. Atlas Steel Co., a 
division of Rio Algom Mines Ltd., Welland, undertook 
limited recalls of employees; one hundred men still re- 
main on layoff. The Steel Co. of Canada Ltd. announced 
plans for a new $18-million spiral-weld pipe mill in 
Welland. Operations are expected to commence early in 
1974, providing from 250 to 300 new jobs when the 
plant is in full production. In Hamilton, The Steel Co. of 
Canada Ltd. and the Dominion Foundries and Steel Co. 
Ltd. both maintained stable production levels while a 
continued demand for skilled machinists, machine opera- 
tors, welders and welder-fitters prevailed in the metal 
fabricating industries. 

In transportation equipment, Port Weller Dry Docks 
Ltd., St. Catharines, maintained high production levels. 
As a result of new orders received, National Steel Car 
Corporation Ltd., Hamilton, hired approximately five 
hundred new employees, mainly welders. Stable employ- 
ment levels prevailed in the automotive parts industry. 

In electrical products, following the settlement of the 
industrial dispute at Westinghouse Canada Ltd., the firm 
expanded the work force in its appliance division by 
approximately 150 workers. Similarly following the 
termination of a labour management dispute at the 
Lanark Manufacturing Co., Dunnville, employees were 
recalled and new workers recruited. General Signal 
Appliances Ltd. (formerly lona Regina Ltd.) Welland, 
announced plans to expand operations early in 1973 
doubling their present staff of approximately 300 on 
completion. 


High employment levels prevailed in both residential 
and non-residen ial construction during the summer. The 
demand for skilled tradesmen, particularly carpenters, 
bricklayers and plasterers continued. Activity will be sus- 


tained by new and ongoing projects including the 
42-storey office-apartment tower, Century 21, and the 
$25 million Eastgate Square in Hamilton, as well as road 
construction on the Queen Elizabeth Way. Work on the 
multi-million dollar Welland Canal Project continued on 
schedule. 


In the transportation sector, seasonally increased 
shipping activity was evident in. Hamilton with addi- 
tional facilities being constructed. The demand for truck 
drivers reflected continued high activity levels in the 
construction industry. 


Increased hiring activity occurred in retail trade with 
the opening of the Lloyd D. Jackson Square in Hamil- 
ton. In general, longer retail hours have lead to an in- 
crease in part-time staffing. 


In finance, insurance and real estate, a demand for 
experienced bank tellers was prevalent, particularly in 
St. Catharines and Welland. Increased hiring has oc- 
curred in the insurance sector. 


In services, seasonal increases in tourism resulted in a 
demand for cooks, waitresses and bartenders. General 
hiring activity in Fort Erie increased as a result of the 
Canadian Open Golf Tournament and the summer race 
track meet. The strong demand for experienced licensed 
auto mechanics and for service station attendants con- 
tinued throughout the summer. 


MID-WESTERN ONTARIO 

Buoyant economic conditions prevailed in Mid- 
Western Ontario, with many manufacturing companies 
expanding their employment levels and some shortages 
of skilled workers evident. Seasonal influences contrib- 
uted to employment increases in agriculture, tourism 
and construction. The summer student labour market 
benefitted from the improved conditions with increased 
hirings of student labour. 

In agriculture, seasonal employment increases created 
many casual positions for students. However, inclement 
weather conditions delayed harvesting. 


In manufacturing, area food processors generally ex- 
perienced high production levels, and in September the 
withdrawal of students from the labour force resulted in 
a number of shortages. The use of mechanized equip- 
ment at Canadian Canners Ltd., Exeter, has reduced 
seasonal labour requirements. A labour-management dis- 
pute involving approximately 380 workers at Dare 
Foods Ltd., Kitchener, remained in effect at time of 
writing. 

In the textile industry, area employers generally ex- 
perienced stable conditions, with a demand for experi- 
enced weavers and loom-fixers in Galt. Andreya Winding 
Ltd., announced plans to build a new plant in Galt, with 
production expected to begin near the end of 1972. On 
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the other hand, in Kitchener, Merlin Mills, a fabrics 


manufacturer, announced plans to phase out their opera- 
tions in the near future, affecting approximately 20 
employees. 

A demand for skilled upholsterers, cutters, sewing- 
machine operators and woodworkers prevailed in the 
furniture industry in Stratford and in Kitchener, while in 
the rubber industry, Uniroyal Ltd., continued expanded 
recruitment activity. 

Production levels steadily increased in the metal fabri- 
cating industries, with a persistent demand for skilled 
machinists, tool-and-die makers, welders, welder-fitters, 
layout men and machine operators. Buoyant conditions 
also prevailed in the machinery industries. By June, 
1973, The National Cash Register Co. of Canada Ltd. 
plan to employ approximately 200 workers at their new 
research development and manufacturing centre in 
Waterloo. In Stratford, production was resumed at 
Cooper-Bessemer of Canada Ltd. following the termina- 
tion of a nineteen-day labour-management dispute in 
July. 

Employment levels increased in the transportation 
equipment industries as production of 1973 models 
commenced with a resulting demand for assemblers and 
maintenance mechanics. Canadian Fabricated Products 
Ltd., Stratford, and Galt Metal Industries Ltd. continued 
to hire additional workers. Van Dresser Ltd. Waterloo 
indicated that they plan to establish a third production 
line soon. 

In the electrical products industry, conditions were 
buoyant, with significant hirings occurring throughout 
the area. In Galt, Franklin Manufacturing Co. (Canada) 
Ltd., a producer of major household appliances, expand- 
ed its operation and hired approximately fifty new 
employees. Electrohome Ltd., Kitchener, recently 
doubled their capacity for production of colour tele- 
vision sets and approximately 450 additional workers 
were hired. 


High employment levels were evident in the construc- 
tion sector with activity concentrated in residential, 
commercial and institutional projects. There was an 
accompanying shortage of skilled tradesmen. The Uni- 
versity of Guelph commenced a new phase of construc- 
tion valued at over $9 million. Other projects underway 
included the Westcliffe Mall in Stratford and the John 
Galt Shopping Plaza in Galt. 


In transportation, a steady demand existed for experi- 
enced heavy-truck drivers, particularly tractor-trailor 
operators, reflecting the continuing activity in the con- 
struction industry. 


An increase in activity in the trade sector was ac- 
companied by a demand for manager-trainees and ex- 
perienced retail salespersons. The A&P and K-Mart stores 
opened in the new Stratford Westcliffe Mall during the 
period under review and provided over 150 jobs, the 
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majority being part-time. There was a continuing de- 
mand for licensed automobile mechanics. 


In finance, insurance and real estate, a steady level of 
employment activity prevailed with a shortage of experi- 
enced bank tellers, key punch operators and insurance 
salesmen. 


In the personal service sector, experienced cooks, 
waiters, waitresses and bartenders were in short supply. 
Part of this demand resulted from the seasonal expan- 
sion in tourism in Stratford and along Lake Huron. The 
imminent opening of the Waterloo Motor Inn, Waterloo 
is expected to provide employment opportunities for 
approximately 100 workers. In health services, a limited 
demand prevailed for registered nursing assistants for 
area nursing homes. 


In the clerical field, there was a persistent demand for 
experienced secretaries, stenographers and workers in 
related occupations. 


5—SOUTHWESTERN ONTARIO 


Employment increased in most industries during the 
period under review. In addition to seasonal influences, 
the expanded hirings were a reflection of increased 
strength in the manufacturing sector and a number of 
shortages of skilled tradesmen and semi-skilled produc- 
tion workers developed. Adverse weather conditions 
disrupted normal seasonal employment patterns in the 
primary industries. Construction activity continued at 
high levels. 


In agriculture, both tomato and tobacco crops were 
about two weeks later than normal in maturing, thus 
precluding the extensive use of student labour. The de- 
mand for harvesters, especially tomato harvesters, re- 
mained strong throughout September with employers’ 
manpower needs being met by both local and migrant 
workers. In an attempt to develop a potential supply of 
harvest workers, local Canada Manpower Centres had 
surveyed tobacco growers to ascertain the extent of 
shortages occasioned by the student withdrawal from 
the labour force in September. 


In manufacturing, area food processors were later in 
commencing foodpack operations as a result of harvest 
delays. Nevertheless when work got under way a number 
of shortages developed particularly in tomato processing 
plants. 

The clothing and textile industries in London and 
Woodstock have undertaken a number of training pro- 
grams to alleviate persistent occupational shortages of 
both production workers and supervisory personnel. 

In wood products industries, a new division of Living- 
ston Industries Ltd., Hagersville, is scheduled to com- 
mence production of wirebound boxes in September 
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with a Training-in-Industry Program for approximately 
100 new workers. Elsewhere in the industry, in London, 
cabinet manufacturers and sash and door producers were 
exceptionally busy. Shortages of experienced wood 
machine operators, millmen and cabinet makers per- 
sisted. 

Pattern makers, metal-and-wood-mould makers, tool- 
and-die makers and machine-tool-set-up operators were 
in demand in the metal fabricating industry. Following a 
longer-than-usual employment decline among tool pro- 
ducers in Windsor, demand increased for qualified metal 
tradesmen. In addition, metal fabricating companies in 
London experienced difficulty in obtaining qualified 
maintenance mechanics and machine repairmen. A new 
firm, Star Kist Caribe Inc., Chatham, was scheduled to 
commence the production of metal containers in 
September. The resulting employment opportunities for 
skilled tradesmen, office personnel, and production 
workers will assist in offsetting the effects of the 
October closure of American Can Co. Ltd. in which ap- 
proximately 60 workers are involved. In St. Thomas, 
hiring activity in metal parts manufacturing continued at 
a high level, with the exception of the labour-manage- 
ment dispute affecting 500 employees of Gould Manu- 
facturing Company Ltd. 

In the transportation equipment industries, a con- 
siderable number of hirings occurred among assembly 
Operations as employers undertook recruitment to re- 
place students withdrawing from the labour force. In 
addition, a significant number of new hirings of as- 
semblers and metal finishers occurred with shortages de- 
veloping in St. Thomas. 

Several automobile parts manufacturers increased 
production staff. In Sarnia, The Prestolite Company, a 
producer of electronic components, hired extensively in 
anticipation of increased production levels. In Windsor, 
improved employment opportunities were evident 
among firms manufacturing bumpers. North American 
Plastics Ltd., in Wallaceburg, hired 80 production work- 
ers in response to the increased demand for 1973 auto- 


mobile parts while Standard Tube of Canada Ltd., 
Woodstock, have also hired 125 new employees since 
June. Another Woodstock firm, Essex International of 
Canada, Ltd., experienced a continuing demand for pro- 
duction workers. 

Elsewhere in manufacturing, Holmes Foundry Ltd., 
Sarnia, recently recalled all laid-off workers and hired 50 
additional workers in anticipation of production in- 
creases. 


In the construction sector, the demand for skilled 
labour remained high as projects proceeded towards 
completion. Bricklayers, carpenters, plasterers, experi- 
enced construction labourers and heavy-equipment 
operators were reported in shortage in various CMC areas, 
Activity in the residential sector resulted in increased 
employment opportunities for skilled tradesmen. 

Major non-residential construction projects included 
an hotel and office complex and a new Provincial Court 
building in London, as well as an O.W.R.C. water plant 
and filtration station in Sarnia. 


In retail trade, the return of students to school and 
the preparation of stores for fall shopping combined to 
create a large number of new employment opportunities 
throughout the area. The opening of a new Sayvette 
department store in Windsor this November will create 
150 jobs for full and part-time personnel. Similarly, a 
new plaza scheduled to open in Leamington this 
September will result in 150 to 200 new jobs. Automo- 
tive product retailers experienced difficulty in obtaining 
both motor mechanics and auto body repairmen in 
London and Windsor. In the wholesale sector, increased 
manpower requirements for pharmaceutical, food and 
distillery salespersons were evident. However, no short- 
ages developed as supplies of qualified persons ade- 
quately met the demand. 


In services, an expansion in training activity occurred 
to assist in providing support staff for the new hospital 
at the University of Western Ontario.

As indicated above, we are continuing with new arrange- 
ments whereby the Review is published on a quarterly basis.

Consequently, while there is no issue with a cover 
dated “‘Fourth Quarter 1972” there has been no break in the 
continuity of coverage. 
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GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


1972—A REVIEW 


Preliminary information indicates that despite some 
slowdown in the third quarter, the resurgence of eco- 
nomic activity which occurred in 1971 continued during 
1972 with the growth in real Gross National Product at 
least approximating the 5.4 per cent increase recorded 
during the previous year. As was the case in 1971, con- 
sumer expenditures on durable and semi-durable goods 
and housing provided a substantial stimulus to economic 
activity. Merchandise exports also rose substantially in 
1972 and imports by an even greater amount. Business 
expenditure on new plant and equipment grew moder- 
ately. 


In the labour market in 1972 little or no change 
occurred in the average unemployment rate for Canada 
which stood at 6.3 per cent compared to the previous 
year’s figure of 6.4 per cent. However, in Ontario, a 
more notable decline occurred with the rate dropping 
from 5.2 per cent in 1971 to 4.8 per cent in 1972; this 
was the result of a near-record growth in employment 
which more than offset an extremely large increase in 
labour force. 


The Ontario labour force experienced a 4.0 per cent 
expansion between 1971 and 1972 reaching a monthly 
average of 3,381,000. The increase was slightly greater 
than the 3.8 per cent growth recorded in the previous 
year and was the result of an expansion in both the 
working-age population and the participation rate which 
reached the high level of 59.1 per cent. Males accounted 
for a larger share of the labour force growth than was 
the case in the previous year. During 1972, the male 
sector grew by 3.4 per cent compared to a 2.3 per cent 
growth in 1971. On the other hand, the female labour 
force grew by only 5.3 per cent in 1972 compared to 6.6 
per cent in 1971. In terms of age-groups, the growth 
pattern in 1972 was similar to the one in the previous 
year with the younger age-categories recording the high- 
est growth rates while the number of labour force par- 
ticipants aged 65-and-over declined. The number of 
14-19 year-olds in the labour force grew by 22,000 or 
7.0 per cent in 1972 and the number of persons in the 
20-24 age category expanded by 29,000 or 6.4 per cent. 
The middle age-groups, where the bulk of the labour 
force is concentrated, grew more slowly with 25-44 year 
olds registering an increase of 64,000 or 4.5 per cent and 
45-64 year-olds 21,000 or 2.2 per cent. 


Annual average employment rose by 4.5 per cent to 
3,219,000 in 1972 from 3,079,000 in 1971, a significant 
gain compared to the 2.8 per cent employment growth 
recorded in the latter year. Most of the effects of the 
improved employment performance were felt in the 
male sector which grew by 3.9 per cent in 1972 to 


2,100,000 in comparison with a 1.4 per cent growth in 
1971. In the case of the female sector, where the em- 
ployment level in 1972 averaged 1,119,000, the growth 
rate of 5.8 per cent was largely unchanged from the 
1971 increase of 5.6 per cent 

With the exception of those aged 65 and over, where 
employment levels continued to decline, all age cate- 
gories experienced employment growth in 1972. How- 
ever, the employment increases were most striking in the 
younger age groups. Among 14-19 year-olds and 20-24 
year-olds, employment increased by 9.2 per cent and 6.9 
per cent between 1971 and 1972 in contrast with in- 
creases of 3.4 per cent and 3.7 per cent respectively 
between 1970 and 1971. In the 25-44 category, the 
largest age groups, employment grew by 4.7 per cent in 
1972 compared to 3.9 per cent in the previous year 
while among 45-64 year-olds the increase in employment 
was 2.6 per cent compared to 1.2 per cent in 1971. 

Among the industry divisions, employment growth in 
1972 was notably strong in manufacturing, trade, public 
administration, and community, business and personal 
services. In the case of the first two, this represented a 
significant recovery since both sectors had recorded little 
or no employment growth in 1971. For public admini- 
stration, and community, business and personal services, 
the employment expansion in 1972 was a continuation 
of the gains recorded during the previous year. Else- 
where, transportation, communication and other utilities 
were characterized by moderate employment increases 
in 1972 while little or no change was recorded in con- 
struction, and finance, insurance, and real estate. In 
these latter instances this employment stability followed 
in the wake of moderate employment increases between 
1970 and 1971. In agriculture, there was a decline in 
1972 following no appreciable change in employment 
between 1970 and 1971. 


The number of unemployed persons in Ontario aver- 
aged 162,000 in 1972, down somewhat from the 
170,000 recorded in 1971. Males comprised approx- 
imately 69.0 per cent of the unemployed in both years. 
The average unemployment rate also dropped from 5.2 
per cent in 1971 to 4.8 per cent in 1972. Year-over-year, 
the average unemployment rate declined from 10.0 per 
cent to 9.0 per cent in the 14-24 age category while 
among those aged 25 and over, the rate declined from 
3.8 per cent to 3.4 per cent over the same period. 
Seasonally-adjusted unemployment rates indicate that 
the major reductions occurred during the first two quar- 
ters of 1972 when the rates averaged 4.7 per cent and 
4.5 per cent. In the second half of 1972, the quarterly 
seasonally adjusted rates increased to 5.0 per cent and 
5.3 per cent respectively. 


THE JOB VACANCY SURVEY 


Latest available data indicate that, in the third quar- 
ter of 1972, there were on the average approximately 
38,800 jobs vacant in Ontario. This should be inter- 
preted as approximating the general level of vacancies 
during any day in the quarter. The third quarter estimate 
was significantly higher than the 20,300 recorded in the 
second quarter of 1972 and the 20,400 estimate for the 
third quarter of 1971. Of the 38,800 total vacancies, 
approximately 34,600 were full-time jobs, about 7,900 
of these full-time jobs were open for one month or 
more. 

The 34,600 vacancies for full-time jobs in the third 
quarter of 1972 were approximately 86 per cent higher 
than the level of 18,600 recorded in the second quarter. 
In absolute numbers, the largest expansions occurred in 
clerical and sales, structural work and service occu- 
pations. In addition, a very large rise was evident among 
occupations not elsewhere classified. Some increase was 
evident among machine trades and professional, tech- 
nical and managerial occupations. Among the industry 
divisions, a large numerical increase in demand was 
recorded in manufacturing with the rise in the non- 
durables sector being only slightly more pronounced 
than in the durables sector. The commercial services seg- 
ment of community, business and personal services also 
showed a significant increase as did trade. Other sectors 
showed little or no change. 

Comparisons with the third quarter of 1971 reveal a 
substantial upward movement in labour demand over the 
year with total full-time current vacancies increasing by 
almost 98 per cent. Most occupational groups experi- 
enced significant increases with the exception of profes- 
sional, technical and managerial occupations which 
stayed virtually stable. Among the industry divisions, 
particularly strong advances occurred in manufacturing 
(both durables and non-durables) and in commercial ser- 
vices. The number of vacancies in trade, and finance, 
insurance and real estate increased slightly while very 
small changes occurred elsewhere. 

Despite a quite substantial increase in labour demand 
as measured by the incidence of job vacancies between 
the third quarters of 1971 and 1972, employers in 
Ontario did not appear to be encountering much addi- 
tional difficulty in filling their more numerous vacant 
jobs. Some indication of relative recruiting difficulty can 
be obtained from ‘“‘longer-term vacancy rates’’. A longer- 
term vacancy is one which remained open for one 
month or more and the number of such vacancies 


expressed as a percentage of total jobs (ie., filled and 
unfilled) is a longer-term job vacancy rate. In all of 
Ontario, approximately two out of every thousand jobs 
were vacant for one month or more in the third quarter 
of 1971. In the third quarter of 1972, the corresponding 
figure was approximately three out of every thousand 
jobs indicating that employers were not encountering a 
great deal of additional difficulty in recruiting em- 
ployees, a fact which could be attributed, at least in 
part, to continuing rapid expansion in the labour force.

DISTRICT AND INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS 


OCTOBER-NOVEMBER-DECEMBER 1972 


1—TORONTO AND CENTRAL ONTARIO 


TORONTO METRO 

In the Toronto Metropolitan Area, employment 
increases occurred in manufacturing, trade and trans- 
portation in the period under review. Short-term in- 
creases in production associated with Christmas buying 
were only partly responsible for the employment gains 
as some industries increased employment in response to 
expansions of a long-term nature. Normal seasonal 
employment patterns occurred in the agriculture and 
construction sectors as well as in related manufacturing 
industries. 


In manufacturing, employment in the food and bever- 
age industry increased. sharply during the fourth quarter 
of 1972, reflecting the impact of the expanded demand 
for food products during the Christmas period. The 
increase was, however, short-term, utilizing additional 
workers on a temporary basis with many jobs termi- 
nating towards the early part of December. Producers of 
confectionery products undertook further hirings with 
the introduction of additional shifts of production 
workers and packers. Meat processors registered a sharp 
increase in the demand for butchers, boners and workers 
in related occupations during September and October. 
This was primarily due to inventory build-ups to meet 
Thanksgiving and Christmas demand. On the other hand, 
the Devon Ice Cream Company Limited, Toronto, 
announced the intended closure effective January 17, 
1973, of its Nassau Street plant with about 60 persons 
affected. 

The relatively important advances noted in the mis- 
cellaneous textile and clothing industries in previous 
months were maintained during the quarter. Factors con- 
tributing to the continued production expansion in the 
garment sector included the rapid changes in fashions 
and an increasing growth in export markets for Canadian 
clothes. There remained, however, the problem of fully 
realizing the potential level of employment in the face of 
a persistent shortage of sewing machine operators. In 
addition to the garment industry, shoe factories, uphol- 
stery manufacturers and manufacturers of other textile 
products compete for sewing machine operators. 

The wood and furniture industries maintained a 
strong demand for people skilled in a variety of occu- 
pations. Production to meet a high level of consumer 
demand for home furnishings was, however, hampered 
by the shortage of cabinetmakers, assemblers, furniture- 
finishers and woodworking-machine operators. The 
increased output and labour demand in this industry 
have been significantly affected by the volume of resi- 


dential units completed and marketed during recent 
months. 

Firm indications of an upturn in the metal fabricating 
industry emerged during the period under review. Pro- 


- duction and employment increases were evident among 


manufacturers of aluminum doors, windows and other 
metal products. There was an expansion in demand for 
polishers, buffers, spray painters and _ sheet-metal 
workers and welders. A layoff of 40 workers occurred at 
Reynolds Extrusion Company Limited, resulting from 
the firm’s intended move to a new location. Among the 
firms contributing to increased employment were Alu- 
minum Goods Division of Alcan Canada Products 
Limited and American Standard Products (Canada) 
Limited. Increased employment in the latter accrued 
partly as a result of the firm’s new undertaking to pro- 
duce infra-red furnaces. Demand for tool-and-die 
makers, millwrights and machinists strengthened as a 
result of a resurgence in the machinery industry. The 
market for machine trades occupations was, however, 
aftected by labour-management disputes. For example, 
an industrial dispute between McGraw-Edison of Canada 
Limited, Toronto, and United Steel Workers of America, 
lasted approximately one month and affected over 300 
workers. Similarly, five major elevator producers have 
been involved in an industrial dispute which has lasted 
approximately four months. At Massey-Ferguson Indus- 
tries Limited, an industrial dispute lasting approxi- 
mately one month involved members of the Interna- 
tional Union of United Automobile Aerospace and 
Agricultural Workers of America. 

Activity in the transportation equipment industry 
lagged somewhat due primarily to depressed conditions 
in the aircraft industry which exerts a strong influence in 
this area. At The De Havilland Aircraft of Canada 
Limited, depressed production and employment levels 
prevailed following the settlement in September of an 
8-month industrial dispute. The firm was, however, en- 
gaged in preparations for an expanded level of activity 
and a light demand existed for specialized occupations at 
the professional level. Slight employment gains occurred 
in other areas of transportation equipment. The new 
auto parts plant of Chrysler Corporation Limited at Erin 
Mills became operative during the period under review. 
Contributing also to employment gains was the expan- 
sion of Mercury Marine Limited which moved to a larger 
plant in Mississauga; an increase of 25 employees 
resulted. 

The demand for workers in the electrical products 
industry continued an upward trend but at an acceler- 
ated pace. The employment gains realized in the past 
months related to the increased demand for consumer 


durables reflected particularly in the volume of appli- 
ance and television sales. Nearly all Canada Manpower 
Centres in the Toronto area reported a sharp increase in 
the demand for electrical assemblers for appliances, tele- 
visions, radio components and light fixtures. 

Plastic products, paper and allied products and toy 
manufacturing companies were among the light manu- 
_ facturing industries which increased output and tempo- 
rary employment to meet the particularly high volumes 
of sales at Christmas. There were subsequent layoffs 
between November and December when production 
targets had been attained. 


The total volume of construction starts underwent a 
- seasonal decline during the period under review. The 
- level of construction employment during September and 
October was high, however, due to the demand exerted 
by new starts and projects that were already in progress 
with accompanying shortages of construction tradesmen, 
including bricklayers, carpenters and masons. Seasonal 
layoffs of skilled tradesmen were evident late in the 
quarter and, in addition, construction employment was 
affected by the industrial dispute involving elevator 
workers. However, a substantial amount of construction 
activity continued. For example, work commenced ona 
$17 million office tower, part of the Manufacturer’s Life 
Centre at Bay and Bloor. Activity continued on the 
Scarborough Town Centre and also under construction 
were the Carter Products Limited Etobicoke head office; 
a 90,000 sq. ft. warehouse for Fireco Sales Limited, in 
Mississauga; and a warehouse valued at approximately 
$1.4 million for Rubbermaid of Canada Limited. The 
level of construction activity was also maintained by the 
continuation of the subway extension and public works 
construction related to the improvement of streets. 


Employment conditions varied in transportation, 
communication and other utilities with most of the 
increases occurring in transportation. Truck drivers were 
in strong demand by the railway companies and sundry 
retail establishments. There was also an_ increased 
demand for locomotive repairmen and_ trackmen. 
Demand for telephone operators and clerks by Bell 
Canada Limited resulted in expanded employment in the 
communications sector. In public utilities, a four-month 
labour-management dispute involving members of CUPE 
local 1000 and Ontario Hydro terminated in October. 


Hiring activity in retail trade increased in response to 
’ expanded sales of consumer goods. There was a growth 
in demand for sales clerks and cashiers to satisfy tempo- 
rary Christmas requirements as well as permanent 
employment demands related to new store openings. 
The new Zellers Limited outlet in Etobicoke employed 
approximately 60 persons on its opening in November. 
_ Other major establishments which increased the demand 
for permanent staff included the T. Eaton Company 
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Limited, Simpson Sears Company Limited, F. W. Wool- 
worth Company Limited and Consumers Distributing 
Limited. This demand was mainly for packers, drivers 
and warehousemen. 


Finance, insurance and real estate showed a mar- 
ginal increase as gains in some areas were offset by 
declines in others. Increased hirings of manager-trainees 
and tellers were undertaken. Overall, the real estate 
business experienced a seasonal decline from a particu- 
larly high level in the previous quarter although expecta- 
tions of continued strength stimulated expansions 
among some firms. For example, in Mississauga, R. 
Cholkan Real, Estate Company Limited opened a new 
office creating employment for approximately ten 
persons. Also, the United Trust Company Limited 
initiated an expansion program which will result in an 
increase of retail estate sales staff. Employment levels in 
insurance remained static. 


In the service sector, employment opportunities were 
concentrated in the personal service industries. 
Vacancies for waitresses, bus boys and kitchen helpers 
remained high during September and October but 
declined in November. The hirings were partly attribu- 
table to the demands of newly-opened hotels and an 
increasing number of licensed restaurants. The higher 
volume of business accompanying the Christmas season 
also increased the demand for service workers in 
December. This demand was to some extent exaggerated 
due to the incidence of short-term employment and high 
turnover in permanent positions. 


In public administration, hirings of clerks, typists, 
stenographers and customs and excise officers were 
undertaken. The Departments of National Revenue, 
Health and Welfare, and Manpower and Immigration 
were notable sources of demand. In addition, the 
employment of temporary workers to dispatch Christ- 
mas mail was undertaken by the Post Office. 


INDUSTRIAL PERIPHERY 

Employment levels remained largely unchanged 
during the fourth quarter of 1972 despite the negative 
impact of the seasonal downturn in agriculture and some 
personal service industries. Manufacturing activity levels 
remained consistently high throughout the quarter, par- 
ticularly in the automotive industries, and were accom- 
panied by shortages of skilled and semi-skilled workers 
in the machine and automotive trades in Oakville and 
Brampton. 

Notwithstanding inclement weather conditions, 
vegetable production in the Holland Marsh area north of 
Newmarket was particularly good, and domestic and 
foreign demand for produce was strong. 


Most manufacturing industries registered increasing 
production and employment levels during the period 
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under review. In the durable goods sector, the transpor- 
tation equipment, machinery, metal fabricating and 
furniture industries accounted for most of the employ- 
ment gains. In the transportation equipment industry, 
major automotive manufacturers experienced high pro- 
duction levels and buoyant sales. Ford Motor Company 
of Canada Limited, Oakville, registered a continuing 
demand for assembly workers and a record production 
volume was achieved in November. Production employ- 
ment at the American Motors (Canada) Limited plant in 
Brampton was ten per cent higher in November 1972 
compared to November 1971. Major expansions in this 
industry included the December commencement of a $4 
million building expansion program at Mack Trucks 
Canada Limited, Oakville. The expansion program Is 
expected to last five years and approximately 400 new 
jobs will be created by completion. 

Firms in the machinery industries experienced persis- 
tent shortages in the skilled and semi-skilled machine 
trades. Stimulated by buoyant activity in the transporta- 
tion equipment and construction sectors, metal fabri- 
cating firms generally experienced high production 
levels. However, the announced closure of The General 
Fireproofing Company in Georgetown in March 1973 
will result in the layoff of 200 persons. 

Production levels continued to be high in the furni- 
ture sector. The Moyer Vico Company Limited, a manu- 
facturer of school furniture, will transfer its production 
facilities to the Office Specialty Limited plant at 
Holland Landing, resulting in the creation of 25 new 
jobs. In Georgetown, H. H. Furniture Limited, a manu- 
facturer of living room furniture, encountered shortages 
of woodworkers and cabinetmakers. 

In the non-durable goods manufacturing sector, food 
and beverage and chemical manufacturers registered 
increased production volumes. Canada Packers Limited, 
Food Service Division, of Brampton hired 70 additional 
workers in October in their new meat packing plant 
designed to service the hotel, restaurant, and industrial 
catering industry. Deerfield Plastics Limited of New- 
market, a manufacturer of plastic bags, commenced 
building a $260,000 addition to its present plant, and 
Barber-Green Canada Limited began production of 
asphalt in a new automated plant in Milton. 


Employment levels were consistently high in the con- 
struction sector, with an emphasis upon residential 
projects in Newmarket, Oakville, Milton and Mississauga. 
There was a continuing demand for bricklayers, carpen- 
ters, and painters during December. Above-average 
volumes of industrial construction partially offset the 
seasonal decline in road building. 


The trade sector experienced very high sales with 
strong consumer demand for apparel, furniture, and 
household electrical products. Most retail establishments 
undertook staff expansions during November and 
December. 


The personal services sector continued to account for 
a significant proportion of job vacancies. 


In public administration, the December commence- 
ment of the Local Initiatives Program and the Ontario 
Municipal Employment Incentive Program partly offset 
seasonal downturns in other areas. 


GEORGIAN BAY 

Normal declines in employment in seasonally sensi- 
tive sectors of the area’s labour market were partly off- 
set during the fourth quarter of 1972 by increases in 
employment in manufacturing and public administra- 
tion. 


The completion of the tobacco harvest in September 
and the apple harvest in November was followed by a 
normal seasonal decline in agricultural employment. 
Caribbean workers were again employed during the har- 
vest and served to offset the withdrawal of students 
from the labour market as well as to fill a gap created by 
an insufficient influx of harvest workers from other 
sources. 


Employment in manufacturing increased during the 
period under review with a strong demand for assemblers 
particularly in the electrical products and metal fabri- 
cating industries. Similarly, in the primary metal, 
machinery, and rubber products industries employment 
Opportunities were evident for foundry workers, various 
skilled machine tradesmen, and forming pressmen. These 
demands were partly met by transporting workers from 
nearby centres on a daily basis and by use of the Canada 
Manpower Mobility Program. Shortages of machinists, 
tool-and-die makers, lathe-and-milling-machine set-up 
Operators and welder-fitters persisted in the Midland and 
Owen Sound areas. The outlook for local employment in 
the rubber products industry improved with the 
announced move of the head office of the General Tire 
and Rubber Company of Canada Limited from Toronto 
to Barrie creating an estimated 60 new jobs. In addition, 
a $1.5 million expansion of the Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber Company of Canada Limited in Collingwood is 
expected to increase that plant’s work force by some 25 
to 30 persons. 

Despite a temporary layoff of approximately 40 semi- 
skilled workers by Canadian Shipbuilding and Engineer- 
ing Limited in Collingwood, employment at the ship- 
yards remained at a high level with shortages of ship- 
fitters and welders. A recall of laid-off workers was 
anticipated as work under existing contracts advanced. 

Slight increases in employment in the wood products, 
furniture, non-metallic mineral products and_ plastics 
industries occurred during the period under review. 
While most of the related occupational demands were 
satisfied locally, some woodworking occupations were in 
shortage, particularly in the Owen Sound and Colling- 
wood areas. 


Declines in employment in the non-durable goods 
sector were principally seasonal in nature as layoffs 
occurred in food and beverage and textile industries. 
There was, however, a strong demand by clothing manu- 
facturers for sewing-machine operators with a shortage 
existing in the Midland area. Some 60 additional jobs in 
the beverage industry are expected to result from a $4 
million plant expansion currently underway at the For- 
mosa Spring Brewery Division of Benson and Hedges 
(Canada) Limited plant in Barrie. Similarly a $1.5 
million expansion being undertaken by Harding Carpets 
Limited in Collingwood is expected to result in an addi- 
tional 30 to 40 jobs there. 


A large volume of residential and road construction 
augmented by a number of commercial and industrial 
projects served to maintain construction employment 
well into the fall season. Contractors expedited the com- 
pletion of outside work prior to the colder weather and 
despite the termination of some projects started earlier 
in the year, a good carry-over into 1973 was indicated. 
Following initial shortages of carpenters and bricklayers, 
a strong demand for skilled construction tradesmen and 
labourers continued throughout the period under review. 


Employment in transportation declined with the ter- 
mination of lake shipping in December. In addition, 
truck drivers were in surplus in most local centres. A 
temporary increase in hirings in the communications 
sector resulted from normal seasonal demands by the 
Post Office. Employment increased in the utilities sector 
with the resumption of work by Ontario Hydro employ- 
ees at Douglas Point in October. 


In trade, although retail establishments increased 
their sales staffs for the Christmas period, their needs 
were largely met by increasing the hours worked by 
existing part-time staff. Shortages of automobile 
mechanics and autobody repairmen were evident and 
demand persisted for service station attendants. Employ- 
ment declines in some service industries were partly off- 
set by expanded winter recreational activities. Employ- 
ment opportunities existed for hairdressers, waitresses 
and bartenders as well as domestic workers such as baby- 
sitters and housekeepers. In health services, shortages of 
licensed practical nurses, nurse-aides and _ orderlies 
existed for employment in nursing homes in the Colling- 
wood area. 

In the Barrie area, the demand for office workers was 
moderate with some shortages occurring in the more 
highly skilled occupations. A slight demand for tempor- 
ary and part-time key-punch operators was evident in 
the Owen Sound area. 


Increases in employment in public administration 
resulted from various projects initiated under seasonal 
employment programs. 


MANPOWER REVIEW 9 


2—NORTHERN ONTARIO 


In Northern Ontario during the period under review 
seasonal influences resulted in a decline in employment 
in construction and transportation. On the other hand a 
seasonal expansion in employment occurred in trade. 
Improved conditions continued to prevail in forestry and 
mining and previously-recorded employment gains in 
manufacturing were largely maintained. 


In the primary sector, improved conditions continued 
to prevail in forestry in the fourth quarter of 1972 and 
further expansions in activity were anticipated in 1973. 
In the labour market, shortages of cutters, heavy- 
equipment operators, skidder operators and mechanics 
persisted throughout the area. 


As a result of improved world market conditions for 
nickel, copper and zinc, mining activity continued to 
strengthen during the period under review and extensive 
exploration was maintained in the Sturgeon Lake area. 
Similarly, gold mines in the Red Lake area experienced 
expanded production. In addition, The Griffith Mine, 20 
miles south-east of Red Lake announced plans to expand 
production of pelletized iron thereby substantially 
increasing their labour requirements and, at Sudbury, the 
International Nickel Company of Canada Limited 
announced that those workers affected by layoffs earlier 
in 1972 would be gradually recalled. Finally, Allied Min- 
ing Corporation announced that it would shortly com- 
mence development of an asbestos mine in the Kirkland 
Lake area. In contrast, several closures were also an- 
nounced. For example, Kamkotia Mines Limited near 
Timmins closed permanently in December with approx- 
imately 160 workers affected. 


In the manufacturing sector, the Algoma Steel Cor- 
poration Limited commenced construction of a new $50 
million blast furnace as part of its on-going expansion 
program which is expected to significantly increase pro- 
ductive capacity and employment levels. 

In the wood products industries, the recent expansion 
in lumber production has been accompanied by a 
notable growth in the number of local sawmills. These, 
together with recent development in pulp and paper, 
plywood and particle board, should be accompanied by 
a significant number of new jobs in the northern part of 
the province. For example, larger projects include a $5 
million saw and chip mill at Nairn Centre, a $7 million 
expansion of a sawmill at Hudson, near Sioux Lookout, 
and a $7 million plateboard plant at Long Lac. 

In primary metals, Falconbridge Nickel Mines Lim- 
ited announced the closing of their iron ore refinery near 
Sudbury due to technical problems. Approximately 85 
workers, mainly technicians, technologists, metallurgists 
and clerical staff will be permanently affected with an 
additional 100 persons being temporarily laid off. 
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Elsewhere in manufacturing, shortages of sewing- 
machine operators were encountered by Tee-Kay 
Apparel Limited of Thunder Bay. 


In construction, normal seasonal decreases were evi- 
dent during the period under review. In 1972 the only 
notable declines in activity occurred at Sudbury and 
New Liskeard. Throughout the entire area industrial and 
publicly-funded construction continued to play a signi- 
ficant role. For example, it was estimated that in the 
Kenora area the laying of 27 miles of gas pipeline would 
provide over 400 new jobs. 


By late December, seasonal layoffs occurred in the 
transportation sector with the termination of Great 
Lakes shipping activity. In 1972 both iron ore and grain 
shipments exceeded levels recorded in the previous year. 


In public administration, seasonal hirings by the 
Post Office occurred somewhat later than usual. In- 
creases in employment in trade also were evident in most 
centres in the district. The volume of Christmas sales 
recorded a significant increase over the previous year. 

Job opportunities for elementary and secondary 
school teachers were few and restricted to isolated areas. 
On the other hand, most hospitals continued to experi- 
ence a shortage of technical people. 


3—LAKE ONTARIO/EASTERN ONTARIO 


Seasonal employment declines in agriculture, tourism, 
and, to a lesser extent, construction were evident during 
the period under review. The slight gains in manufac- 
turing noted in the previous quarter were largely main- 
tained, although some layoffs did occur. Positive 
seasonal influences were apparent in public admin- 
istration and trade. 


In agriculture, shortages of farm help were evident for 
harvesting operations particularly in Cornwall and 
Cobourg. In the early fall following the withdrawal of 
summer studets from the labour market, a limited num- 
ber of Caribbean workers were employed in harvesting 
activities. In the beef and dairy farming communities, 
qualified farm hands were in continuous short supply. 
The inclement fall weather resulted in considerable crop 
losses and marginal farming concerns were particularly 
hard-pressed with farmers forced to look for temporary 
employment elsewhere. 


Generally stable conditions prevailed in the manu- 
facturing sector and work continued on a number of 
previously-announced plant expansions in textiles, trans- 
portation equipment and primary metals. In the period 
under review increased employment occurred in the gar- 
ment and textile industries. In electronic components, a 
number of layoffs occurred. For example, both A.S.M. 
Limited of Cornwall and S.C.M. (Canada) Limited, 


Proctor-Lewyt Division, of Picton reduced staff levels for 
an indefinite period and R.C.A. Limited of Prescott laid 
off approximately 200 workers following the com- 
pletion of large orders. 


In construction, some seasonal declines in activity 
were evident although these were less pronounced than 
in previous years. While the decreases were concentrated 
in the residential sector, commercial building continued 
to experience stable activity and skilled tradesmen 
remained in demand. 


Reflecting generally improved economic conditions, 
employment levels in the transportation industry 
remained buoyant. A number of workers seasonally laid 
off were able to obtain alternative employment in snow- 
removing operations. 


In retail trade, seasonal shortages of store clerks, cash- 
iers and part-time help were evident. The personal ser- 
vice industries continued to experience a strong demand 
for labour. 


In public administration, a significant number of 
temporary workers were hired in the early part of the 
quarter in connection with the operation of the Federal 
election. In addition, there were further hirings related 
to the administration of winter employment programs. 


4—NIAGARA-HAMILTON/ 
MID-WESTERN ONTARIO 


NIAGARA-HAMILTON 

In the Niagara-Hamilton area, high levels of activity in 
the construction and metal fabricating industries 
resulted in some shortages of skilled workers during the 
period under review. On the other hand, a considerable 
number of layoffs occurred in various manufacturing 
firms, reflecting slackened demand in some areas. 


In agriculture, continuing inclement weather con- 
ditions delayed fall planting and harvesting schedules 
and reduced some crop yields. Tobacco harvesting and 
grading were completed in November and there was a 
shortage of experienced farm workers and landscape 
gardeners. 


In manufacturing, while some food processers laid off 
seasonal employees, those companies involved in year- 
round operations maintained high production levels. 

In Hamilton, the Firestone Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany of Canada Limited, the area’s major tire producer, 
maintained high and stable production levels. 

Buoyant conditions existed in the textile and clothing 
industries, with a continuing demand for sewing-machine 
operators and trainees. In Brantford, G.W.G. (Eastern) 
Limited commenced partial operation in December of its 


newly-constructed plant which will employ about 150 
people when in full production. On the other hand, 
Brantford Cordage Company ceased operations during 
the period under review with approximately 150 work- 
ers affected. Similarly, in Hamilton, the closure of 
Kaylee Textiles Limited affected 80 workers. In both 
instances, a number of the employees were offered alter- 
native employment. A labour-management dispute com- 
menced in December at Wabasso Limited, Empire 
Division, in Welland, affecting 470 employees. 

Recruitment activity continued in the electrical prod- 
ucts industry, reflecting strong consumer demand in this 
sector and expanded hiring activity was anticipated in 
future months. 

High and stable employment levels were maintained 
by the area’s major steel producers, the Steel Company 
of Canada Limited and Dominion Foundries and Steel 
Company Limited, Hamilton. In addition, the Inter- 
national Nickel Company of Canada Limited, Port 
Colborne, announced plans to recall 80 employees pre- 
viously laid off. On the other hand, in Welland, Atlas 
Steel Company, a division of Rio Algom Mines Limited, 
maintained reduced production levels, while in Port 
Colborne, the Algoma Steel Corporation Limited, Can- 
adian Furnace Division, laid off 75 employees in Octo- 
ber, with recall expected in mid-January. 

In transportation equipment, the National Steel Car 
Corporation Limited, Hamilton, continued hiring new 
employees, with welders constantly in demand. In con- 
trast, Thompson Products Limited, St. Catharines, laid 
off about 140 workers in December. Elsewhere in the 
automotive industry, stable employment conditions pre- 
vailed. 

In agricultural implements, the industrial dispute at 
Massey-Ferguson Industries Limited, Brantford, was set- 
tled in November. White-Cockshutt Farm Equipment 
Limited, Brantford, laid off approximately 200 pro- 
duction workers in December with recalls scheduled for 
February. Qualified machine operators, tool-and-die 
makers, and welders were in steady demand in the metal 
fabricating and machinery industries. 


Area construction activity remained buoyant, despite 
an industrial dispute among provincial elevator con- 
structors which delayed work on the Stelco Tower and 
the Theatre-Auditorium in Hamilton. In the residential 
sector, construction of both single and multiple dwelling 
units remained active throughout the area. Similarly, 
work progressed on road construction. 


A seasonal increase in hiring activity occurred in trade 
during the Christmas period. Recruitment activity was 
undertaken by department stores in anticipation of the 
April opening of Eastgate Square, Hamilton. The T. 
Eaton Company of Canada Limited hired 60 employees 
for a store presently under construction in St. Cath- 
arines. Elsewhere, there was a continuing demand for 
licensed auto mechanics and service station attendants. 
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In finance, insurance and real estate, experienced 
bank tellers were in demand. Experienced clerical per- 
sonnel were also recruited by local insurance companies. 


In the services sector, the Niagara Falls area experi- 
enced seasonal employment reductions in the tourist 
industry. A shortage of licensed experienced hairdressers 
persisted. 


In public administration, hiring activity intensified in 
the Post Office during the Christmas Season. The 
Unemployment Insurance Commission also undertook 
hiring of temporary employees. 


MID-WESTERN ONTARIO 

Economic conditions remained favourable in mid- 
Western Ontario during the period under review with a 
number of firms operating at full capacity and several 
plant expansions underway. As a result expanded hiring 
activity was evident with shortages of qualified workers 
prevalent. 


In agriculture, poor weather conditions continued, 
causing severe crop losses in Huron County. Despite the 
normal seasonal slowdown following the completion of 
harvesting, a continuing demand for experienced farm 
workers was evident. 


In manufacturing, while vegetable processors com- 
pleted canning operations in November, area meat pro- 
cessors maintained steady production levels. The labour- 
management dispute at Dare Foods Limited, Kitchener 
remained in effect. 

Recruitment activity continued in the textile and 
clothing industries. In Galt, textile companies were seek- 
ing experienced weavers and loom fixers. 

In wood industries, the Goderich Manufacturing 
Company Limited temporarily laid off over 50 employ- 
ees in October, due to declining orders. Many of those 
laid off have found other employment. On the other 
hand, buoyant conditions continued in the furniture 
industry, with a steady demand for skilled cabinet- 
makers, upholsterers and woodworking-machine oper- 
ators. 

High production levels prevailed in the transportation 
equipment and related industries. In Stratford, Canadian 
Fabricated Products Limited continued to recruit 
sewing-machine operators. In Centralia, the Hall Lamp 
Company Canada Limited hired approximately 135 
employees during the early fall. Similarly Dearborn Steel 
Tubing Company (Canada) Limited, Goderich, hired 
about 40 workers for their new welding facility and 
Standard Products (Canada) Limited recruited approx- 
imately 50 workers in October. 

In electrical products, Electrohome Limited, Kitchen- 
er experienced a brief labour-management dispute in 
November. Franklin Manufacturing Company (Canada) 
Limited, Galt, hired approximately 50 assemblers in Sep- 
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tember and further staff expansions were planned in the 
near future. 

Shortages of machinists, machine operators, and 
welders occurred in the metal fabricating and machinery 
industries. Marsland Engineering Limited in Waterloo 
hired about 200 assemblers for production of desk-top 
calculators and other products. 

Elsewhere in manufacturing, The Leisure Group, a 
Stratford producer of sporting goods, indefinitely laid 
off their production staff of approximately 150 employ- 
ees in December. 


Construction activity remained at high levels despite 
the industrial dispute involving elevator workers. Con- 
tinued activity in residential construction generated a 
demand for carpenters, bricklayers and plasterers. On- 
going projects included the $1 million Campbell Soup 
Company Limited extension in Listowel; the National 
Cash Register Company of Canada Limited building in 
Waterloo; and the Oxlea tower and T. Eaton Company 
of Canada Limited store in downtown Kitchener. 


In transportation, demand for various types of truck 
drivers continued until the normal December slowdown. 


Extensive hiring of part-time employees for the 
Christmas season was undertaken in retail trade. Several 
shopping centres were under construction in the Galt 
and Guelph areas. The demand for service station atten- 
dants continued. 


In finance, insurance and real estate, a shortage of 
experienced bank tellers and key-punch operators per- 
sisted in the Kitchener area. 


In the personal services sector, experienced wait- 
resses, bartenders and cooks were in continuous demand, 
while the Kitchener area reported a shortage of qualified 
hairdressers. The International Plowing Match was held 
in Stratford in September, creating temporary employ- 
ment for approximately 150 people. University budget 
restrictions caused area universities to reduce hiring 
activity. 


In public administration, the hiring of seasonal work- 
ers for the Post Office commenced in November. Fur- 
ther recruitment activity accompanied the implemen- 
tation of regional government in Waterloo County. 

In the clerical field, the demand for experienced sec- 
retaries, stenographers and related workers continued. 


5—SOUTHWESTERN ONTARIO 


During the period under review, seasonal employment 
declines occurred in agriculture and related processing 
activities and hirings in the personal service industries 
decreased. On the other hand, employment increases 
were recorded in retail trade. Manufacturing and con- 


struction experienced generally high and stable employ- 
ment conditions. 


Employment levels in agriculture declined with the 
completion of tobacco farming operations in December. 
In the Windsor area, the employment declines occurred 
somewhat earlier due to extensive frost damage to the 
tomato crop. 


In the manufacturing sector, seasonal manpower 
requirements were significantly lower than normal in the 
food processing industry due to crop damage caused by 
inclement weather. However, towards the end of the 
period under review, some employment gains were evi- 
dent as firms increased production to meet Christmas 
demands. For example, McCormick’s Limited recruited 
approximately 40 additional workers. 

In the textile and clothing industries, an increase in 
hirings occurred and shortages of sewing-machine oper- 
ators were encountered by all major manufacturers. 
Ranger Safety Products Limited, a Simcoe manufacturer 
of industrial safety apparel, and Harvey Woods Limited, 
a Woodstock textile manufacturer, have both under- 
taken government-sponsored training programs to allevi- 
ate the shortage. 

In wood products, there was a continuing demand for 
skilled workers, particularly furniture finishers, cabinet- 
makers and woodworking-machine operators. In Wood- 
stock, GNC Limited, GNC Homes Division, a producer 
of prefabricated homes, announced plans to increase 
production with an additional 40-50 workers required. 

A limited number of hirings occurred in the primary 
metals and metal fabricating industries which were char- 
acterized by high and stable employment levels during 
the period under review. On the other hand, Canadian 
Mechanical Handling Systems Limited, a conveyor man- 
ufacturer, announced plans to transfer operations from 
Windsor to Toronto in early 1973. The Toronto jobs 
have been offered to the approximately 50 employees 
affected. An industrial dispute involving approximately 
100 workers was settled at Mueller’s Limited, Sarnia in 
late September. 

In transportation equipment, limited hirings occurred 
among automotive parts manufacturers in Chatham and 
St. Thomas. Elsewhere, shortages of skilled workers such 
as tool-and-die makers and maintenance mechanics pre- 
vailed. On the other hand, Tour-a-Home Limited, a 
London manufacturer of camper-trailers, released all 35 
employees as a result of plant closure. 

Eaton Yale Limited, a Woodstock machinery manu- 
facturer, commenced implementation of a government- 
sponsored program to train welders in anticipation of 
future production requirements. 


Relatively high activity levels prevailed in both resi- 
dential and non-residential construction particularly in 
Sarnia, London and Chatham. New projects in Chatham 
included a $3.5 million addition to St. Joseph’s Hospital 


and the $7.4 million Union Gas Company Limited office 
and service complex. In London, the Royal Bank of Can- 
ada announced plans to build a $3.5 million apartment- 
commercial complex while work continued on a $20 
million hotel and office project in the downtown area. 
In Sarnia, Sun Oil Company Limited announced plans to 
undertake a major expansion of their refinery. 
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In retail and wholesale trade, there was a seasonally- 
increased demand for part-time sales help. Hirings were 
reduced in the service sector although shortages of wait- 
resses, waiters, janitors, orderlies and laundry workers 
persisted in some areas.

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GENERAL TRENDS 


Latest available data from the National Accounts 
of Statistics Canada indicate that the rate of growth of 
the Canadian Gross National Product accelerated sharply 
during the fourth quarter of 1972 following a slight 
moderation during the third quarter. The fourth quarter 
increase in real GNP at 2.6 percent was the strongest 
quarterly gain of 1972. Economic growth is expected to 
be further stimulated by the expansionary provisions of 
the Federal Budget introduced in February. In his Bud- 
get Speech, Finance Minister Turner estimated that ap- 
proximately 300,000 additional jobs would be created in 
Canada in 1973, compared with 250,000 in 1972 and 
200,000 in 1971. 

In addition, both Federal and Provincial Govern- 
ments’ Winter Employment Programs continued to have 
an impact on the levels of activity. While there are no 
Statistics available showing the combined employment 
effect of these programs, by the end of March under the 
Canada Manpower Training-on-the-Job Program, the De- 
partment of Manpower and Immigration had signed 
close to 3,300 contracts involving jobs for approxi- 
mately 12,000 workers in Ontario. In addition, nearly 
1,250 agreements had been undertaken providing some 
13,000 jobs under the Local Initiatives Program. 


In the labour market, the first three months of 1973 
revealed a notable improvement in employment condi- 
tions in that the quarter-over-quarter declines in the level 
of employment which usually are experienced at this 
time of year did not occur. Consequently, while an in- 
crease in the size of the labour force resulted in an ex- 
pansion of the number of unemployed, the increase 
among the jobless was below normal for this time and the 
seasonally adjusted unemployment rate in March at 3.9 
percent was the lowest recorded since March 1970. 


The Ontario labour force averaged 3,403,000 during 
the first quarter of 1973, an increase of 22,000 over the 
previous quarter thereby maintaining the expansion pat- 
tern which has occurred at this time during the two 
previous years. The increase was concentrated in the 
male category which expanded by 17,000 to a level of 
2,203,000. On a year-over-year basis the male labour 
force recorded an increase of 2.2 percent while the fe- 
male sector was up by 6.1 percent reflecting the more 
rapid growth in the female labour force throughout 
1972. Within the age categories, the quarter-over-quarter 
increase was concentrated among the 45-64 year-olds, 
little or no change occurring in the other groups. Com- 
pared to the first quarter of 1972, 14-19 year-olds re- 
corded the largest year-over-year increase of 7.5 percent 
reflecting the maintenance of the high year-over-year 
growth which has characterized previous quarters. The 


middle age groups (25-44 year-olds and 45-64 year-olds) 
where the bulk of the labour force is concentrated con- 
tinued to record more modest year-over-year increases 
and were up over the first quarter of.1972 by 3.4 per- 
cent and 3.6 percent respectively. On the other hand, 
the 20-24 year-old category which has recorded a de- 
clining year-over-year growth for several quarters was up 
by only 2.5 percent over the first quarter of last year. 


The level of employment in Ontario averaged 
3,236,000 during the first quarter of 1973 recording 
little or no change from the fourth quarter of 1972. This 
was a distinct departure from the pattern which has 
normally occurred at this time in recent years when the 
quarter-to-quarter change was accompanied by a re- 
duction in employment levels. The first quarter 1973 
stability was significant in the case of both the male and 
female sectors since both groups have usually undergone 
a decline at this time in the past. 

On a year-over-year basis, first quarter male employ- 
ment was up by 3.1 percent reflecting a current strength- 
ening in the employment trend following the slight 
weakening which occurred during the second half of 
1972. In the case of the female sector first quarter 1973 
employment was 6.9 percent above the level in the same 
period in 1972 reflecting the generally stronger growth 
in this group during the last nine months. 

Within the age categories the current quarter-over- 
quarter stability concealed a significant increase in 
employment among 45-64 year-olds where there was an 
expansion of 18,000 to a level of 995,000. The increase 
was offset by the combination of several individually 
minor declines among the other age categories with re- 
sulting employment levels averaging 268,000 and 
441 000 among 14-19 year-olds and 20-24 year-olds, and 
1,467,000 and 65,000 among 25-44 year-olds and those 
aged 65 and over. 

Compared with the first quarter of 1972 all age cate- 
gories, with the exception of those aged 65 and over 
recorded higher employment levels. The largest year- 
over-year increase occurred among the 14-19 year-old 
group which was up by 9.4 percent thereby maintaining 
the improvement recorded throughout 1972. In the case 
of 20-24 year-olds and 25-44 year-olds more modest in- 
creases of 3.0 percent and 4.0 percent were recorded. 
Among 45-64 year-olds, employment was up by 5.1 per- 
cent with asignificant proportion of the increase actually 
occurring during the first quarter of 1973. 


Among the industry divisions significant quarter-to- 
quarter employment increases occurred in manufac- 
turing (particularly the durable goods sector) and com- 
munity, business and personal services. However, these 


were offset by employment declines which occurred in 
construction and trade. Elsewhere, there was little or no 
change. On a year-over-year basis the first quarter em- 
ployment levels were significantly higher in durable 
goods manufacturing, transportation, communication, 
and other utilities, trade, agriculture, and community, 
business, and personal services. 


The number of unemployed in Ontario averaged 
167,000 per month during the first quarter of 1973, an 
increase of 22,000 from the 145,000 average during the 
fourth quarter. Males comprised approximately 70 per- 
cent of the unemployed in both quarters. The average 
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unemployment rate for the first quarter also increased to 
4.9 percent compared with 4.3 percent during the pre- 
vious period. However, eliminating the effects of sea- 
sonal factors which normally occur at this time of year, 
the trend as shown by the seasonally adjusted unemploy- 
ment rate indicated a significant decline with an average 
rate of 4.1 percent for the first quarter of 1973 com- 
pared with 5.1 percent during the previous three 
months. While the seasonally adjusted rate has been de- 
Clining consistently since last October the major drop 
occurred in January of this year when there was a de- 
crease to 4.2 percent from 5.0 percent in the previous 
month. The seasonally adjusted rate in March of 3.9 
percent was the lowest recorded since March 1970. 


THE JOB VACANCY SURVEY 


Latest available data indicate that, in the fourth quar- 
ter of 1972, there were approximately 32,100 job vacan- 
cies in Ontario. This should be interpreted as approxi- 
mating the general level of vacancies during any day in 
the quarter. This represents a substantial increase over 
the 15,500 vacancies estimated for the fourth quarter of 
1971. Of the 32,100 vacancies, approximately 28,900 
were for full-time jobs; about 10,200 of these full-time 
jobs were open for one month or more. 

The 28,900 full-time job vacancies in the fourth quar- 
ter of 1972 was somewhat lower than the comparable 
figure of 34,600 estimated in the third quarter of 1972. 
In each of the three years for which data are now avail- 
able, a decrease has occurred in estimated vacancies be- 
tween the third and fourth quarters. 

Compared with the fourth quarter of 1971, total esti- 
mated current full-time vacancies at 28,900 more than 
doubled from 13,700 recorded a year earlier. While all 
major occupational groups showed substantial increases, 
the largest proportionate rise occurred in services where 
vacancies rose by more than 200 percent from 1,100 in 
the fourth quarter of 1971 to 3,400 in the fourth quar- 
ter of 1972. All major industry groups showed fairly 
substantial increases with particularly large percentage 
rises occurring in durable goods manufacturing, com- 
mercial services, and finance, insurance and real estate.

As an indicator of the degree of recruiting difficulty 
being encountered by employers, a statistic called the 
longer-term vacancy rate has been developed. ‘‘Longer- 
term vacancies” refers to those jobs which have been 
open for one month or more. This number is expressed 
as a proportion of total jobs (ie., filled and unfilled) to 
produce a longer-term vacancy rate. Comparisons over 
time indicate that, in Ontario, employers appeared to be 
encountering more recruiting difficulty in the fourth 
quarter of 1972 when approximately 4 out of every one 
thousand full-time jobs were open for one month or 
more than in the fourth quarter of 1971 when the com- 
parable rate was 2 out of every thousand jobs. Indica- 
tions of increased recruiting difficulty were particularly 
noticeable in durable goods manufacturing and com- 
munity, business and personal services, possibly sug- 
gesting some tightening of iabour market conditions in 
those industries.

DISTRICT AND INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS 


JANUARY-FEBRUARY-MARCH 1973 


1—TORONTO AND CENTRAL ONTARIO 
TORONTO METRO 


In the Metropolitan Toronto area, economic activity 
increased during the period under review. Cyclical fac- 
tors contributing to gains in the 1st Quarter of 1973 in- 
cluded continued increases in consumer spending on 
housing, durable goods and services and increased capital 
expenditures in the manufacturing, trade, and services 
sectors. Investment in fixed plant and equipment in- 
creased in the Ist Quarter of 1973, complementing high 
volumes of activity in residential and commercial con- 
struction in the Toronto area. The normal negative im- 
pact of seasonal factors has been minimal in recent 
months. In the labour market, marginal increases in ag- 
gregate employment were concentrated in the construc- 
tion, services, transportation and communications, 
public administration, and durable goods manufacturing 
sectors. Shortages persisted in some skilled trades and 
para-professional office occupations. 


In manufacturing, increasing consumer demand re- 
mained a prime factor underlying the cyclical upswing. 
Following initial inventory depletion, increased produc- 
tion was apparent in some non-durable goods industries, 
notably food and beverages, textiles and apparel, and 
consumer chemical products. Activity declined some- 
what in meat processing as consumers tended to substi- 
tute other foods for meat in response to rising market 
prices and normal seasonal recalls of laid off workers did 
not occur. On the other hand, confectionary manufac- 
turers have experienced better-than-average sales and 
production volumes. Technological improvements in 
cold storage facilities have tended to even out seasonal 
fluctuations in food production. 

In leather products, increasing basic leather prices 
have adversely affected the competitive positions of 
medium-sized shoe manufacturers and a number of lay- 
offs have occurred. Alternatively, manufacturers of lea- 
ther apparel and sporting goods have experienced steady 
production volumes. 

Buoyant consumer demand for new fashions and 
home furnishings remained the major impetus behind 
increased production levels in the textile sector, parti- 
cularly in carpeting, upholstery and drapery production. 
Apparel manufacturers continued to produce near capa- 
city, subject to constraints attendant with persisting 
labour shortages. Employment expanded in the canvas 
and vinyl products industries during the period under 
review. 

The chemicals industry has recovered from formerly 
depressed levels. Firms are utilizing capital equipment 


fully and several major expansions have been under- 
taken. Demand has been particularly strong for chemical 
fertilizers, industrial chemicals and various consumer 
chemicals. The increasing use of plastics has created con- 
siderable demand for extruding-machine operators, in- 
jection-moulding-machine operators, fibre-glass lay-up 
workers, unskilled labour and various skilled profes- 
sionals. 

Paper box and bag manufacturers registered increased 
production levels in the Ist Quarter of 1973. In printing, 
some layoffs of bindery workers have occurred although 
a strong demand has developed for offset pressmen to 
operate new machinery. 

Employment gains in durable goods manufacturing 
were concentrated in the primary metals, metal fabrica- 
ting, electrical and transportation equipment industries. 
In primary metals and metal fabricating, production and 
employment levels increased in response to the needs of 
the construction industry. Boiler and plate works pro- 
ducers and pipe manufacturers increased production in 
accordance with demands from petro-chemical and pipe- 
line construction firms. Increased refrigerator and boat 
production stimulated the manufacture of aluminum 
castings. Manufacturers of plumbing fixtures, wire prod- 
ucts, and aluminum doors and windows registered in- 
creased production, while lower activity levels prevailed 
in sheet metals. Shortages of machine operators, brake- 
press and punch-press operators, and machinists per- 
sisted. 


All segments of the electrical products industry main- 
tained near-capacity levels of production during the Ist 
Quarter. Employment gains were concentrated in the 
manufacture of electronic components and_ circuit 
boards. Considerable demand for labour was registered 
by manufacturers of data display and computer compo- 
nents. Capacity production levels and improving profit 
positions have resulted in an expansion of fixed capital. 
Garret Manufacturing Limited opened a new plant pro- 
ducing microelectronic components in March, creating 
60 jobs. While communications equipment and electrical 
industrial equipment manufacturers maintained steady 
volumes, production increases moderated in electrical 
appliance production. Philco Ford Limited, a producer 
of electrical products, closed its auto-radio assembly 
operation, eliminating 75 jobs. 


In transportation equipment, the DeHavilland Air- 
craft Company of Canada Limited continued to recall 
workers in connection with the development of the 
DHC-7 (STOL) aircraft. Some employment opportuni- 
ties existed for skilled pattern-makers, model and mock- 
up makers. Automotive parts manufacturers maintained 
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high production levels and a steady demand for labour. 

In machinery, employment gains were evident as 
manufacturers of machine tools, textile, woodworking 
and food processing machinery increased production to 
fill new orders related to the cyclical upswing in business 
investment in capital equipment. Reduced hirings and 
some temporary layoffs were evident among elevator 
manufacturers during the industrial dispute which af- 
fected elevator installers until its termination in March. 

In wood products, despite some labour and material 
shortages, furniture manufacturers were producing at 
capacity levels. Some firms have undertaken mechani- 
zation programs in response to the need for mass pro- 
duction. Shortages of skilled furniture assemblers have 
been accentuated by technological changes attendant 
with the substitution of urethane plastics for scarce 
hardwoods as basic materials. A steady demand also 
existed for woodworking-machine operators, cabinet 
makers and upholsterers. 


The volume of construction activity increased during 
the Ist Quarter of 1973, notwithstanding the continua- 
tion of the dispute involving elevator installers until 
March 24, 1973. The volume of residential starts, com- 
pletions and units under construction increased while 
the dispute had little negative impact upon new projects 
in the commercial and industrial sectors. Major projects 
underway included the Gateway Postal Facility and $20 
million City Centre complex in Mississauga, the $250 
million lakefront Harbour Square project, and the $160 
million Bank of Montreal project at King and Bay. Com- 
merical and industrial construction activity levels were 
particularly high in Mississauga, Scarborough and 
Weston-North York. There was a marked increase dur- 
ing March in the demand for construction labourers, car- 
penters bricklayers and painters. 


Employment activity in transportation, communica- 
tions, and other utilities increased towards the end of 
the Ist Quarter. The Toronto Transit Commission in- 
creased regular hirings of vehicle operators in connection 
with the opening of the York Mills subway extension. 
The hiring of airport service personnel proceeded at the 
new Terminal Il at Malton. The construction sector con- 
tributed to strong demands for truck drivers. Generally, 
employment increased in the telephone, hydro and air 
transport sectors. 


Seasonal layoffs were less than normal in trade as 
most retail operations experienced high sales volumes. In 
wholesale trade, demand increased for material handlers, 
warehousemen, and shippers. In March, some depart- 
ment stores began recalling temporary staff laid off in 
January. Many vacancies in the retail sector specified 
salespersons with knowledge of specialized products. 
Increased sales have\ generated a related demand for 
mechanics and appliance servicemen. Major expansions 
included the $40 million Scarborough Centre where re- 


cruitment activity has begun in preparation for the May 
opening. 


The finance, insurance and real estate sector con- 
tinued to generate a steady demand for clerk typists, 
business machine operators and secretaries. Most hiring 
was apparently the result of regular turnover. The open- 
ing of the Unity Bank of Canada in March created 40 
additional administrative and clerical positions in this 
sector. Banks and trust companies reported some acti- 
vity in hiring new university graduates, while insurance 
companies continued to focus interest upon recent high 
school graduates or those with partial university educa- 
tion. A number of major insurance firms have under- 
taken internal reorganization in connection with the in- 
troduction of new mutual fund and pension services. In 
some cases, employment was temporarily reduced during 
the period of readjustment. 


In community, business, and personal services, 
employment conditions remained relatively stable in the 
education and medical services occupations. The effects 
of spending constraints and static student enrolment 
have combined to minimize increases in secondary 
school teaching positions. Further, the lack of oppor- 
tunities has reduced the incidence of job turnover in the 
teaching profession. The Ryerson Institute of Tech- 
nology has laid off 40 custodial staff while other com- 
munity colleges have begun to reduce teaching staff in 
response to budget difficulties. Static employment con- 
ditions prevailed in the nursing occupations. Hirings of 
unskilled hospital workers were mainly for replacement 
purposes. In personal services, employment expansion 
was generated by the opening of new hotels and restau- 
rants. Bartenders, waitresses, hotel clerks, and cooks 
were in particularly strong demand. 


Employment in public administration increased; how- 
ever, most new positions were of a temporary nature. 
Substantial employment increases were realized through 
government-sponsored special employment programs. 


INDUSTRIAL PERIPHERY 

An upswing in consumer spending together with in- 
creases in productive capacity resulted in an increase in 
manufacturing employment in the periphery. Similarly 
employment in the construction and trade sectors re- 
mained above normal seasonal levels. Normal seasonal 
declines in other sectors of the area’s economy were 
partly offset by government job-creation programs. 


Employment in agriculture was at a seasonal low with 
demands persisting only for dairy farm hands. Green- 
houses were being prepared for early spring transplanting 
and related demands for planters and nursery workers 
developed toward the end of the quarter. Because of 
these early demands the Caribbean Seasonal Worker Pro- 
gram was adjusted to allow for an early entry of workers 
from 1 April 1973 to 15 November 1973. 


Despite closure of the General Fireproofing Company 
in Georgetown in March, which affected approximately 
200 employees, manufacturing employment generally in- 
creased during the quarter. The increases occurred pri- 
marily in the transportation equipment, metal fabri- 
cating, electrical products, and furniture and fixture in- 
dustries. Record car and truck sales resulted in peak pro- 
duction and employment levels at the Ford Motor 
Company of Canada Limited plant in Oakville and at the 
American Motors (Canada) Limited plant in Brampton. 
Similarly manufacturers of automobile parts and truck 
bodies as well as a manufacturer of railway tank cars 
increased their respective work forces. The Northern 
Electric Company Limited at Bramalea began a gradual 
recall of employees laid off over the last year. There 
were strong demands for and shortages of tool-and-die 
makers, machinists, engine-lathe and brake set-up opera- 
tors, arc welders and fitters. Furniture manufacturers 
continued to experience a shortage of cabinetmakers. 

Employment in food and beverage industries re- 
mained at the high level attained in the previous quarter. 
However, a slight decline occurred in the leather prod- 
ucts industry with some layoffs initiated by Canada 
Packers Limited, Beardmore Division in Acton. 

Further increases in manufacturing employment were 
indicated by new plants and plant expansions occurring 
in the periphery. Simmons Limited, a manufacturer of 
mattresses and upholstered furniture, has undertaken a 
13,400 sq. ft. expansion of its Bramalea plant and will 
employ an additional 50 persons when the expansion is 
completed in July or August. A new plant under con- 
struction for International Paints (Canada) Limited, also 
at Bramalea, will employ some 30 workers in the pro- 
duction of wallpaper. A new $500,000 plant planned by 
United Extrusions Limited in Orangeville and the reloca- 
tion of the Kord Plastics Limited plant from Mississauga 
to expanded facilities in Brampton, as well as the reloca- 
tion of the IMCO Container (Canada) Limited plant 
from Downsview to Bramalea, will increase employment 
in the area’s plastics industry. In addition, the recently 
completed transfer by Kodak Canada Limited of its film 
processing department from Toronto to Brampton has 
increased employment at the latter location to 300 from 
some 90 persons two years ago. The ready availability of 
industrial land and the development of industrial sites at 
various locations in the periphery continued to attract 
employers to the area. 


Led by a substantial volume of residential construc- 
tion throughout the periphery, employment in the con- 
struction industry was maintained at a high level. Several 
new plants, plant expansions and warehouse projects 
were begun and major alterations were undertaken to 
accommodate new tenants at the Bramalea City Center 
shopping plaza. Work on a $12 million Maplehurst 
Regional Detention Center, located in Milton, was 
started in February with completion scheduled for some- 
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time in 1973. Related demands for construction trades- 
men were moderate though a shortage of bricklayers, in 
particular, continued to exist. 


The official opening of the Bramalea City Center at 
the end of March accounted for the major employment 
activity in the trade sector. The plaza features some 160 
stores including large department and food chain estab- 
lishments and will employ between 1200 and 1500 per- 
sons. A shortage of specialized commodity salespersons 
to meet the demands of plaza tenants was encountered. 
Plans for a $5.3 million Upper Canada Mall to be built in 
Newmarket and the expansion of a major shopping com- 
plex in Oakville will also increase demands for sales and 
clerical personnel in those areas. 


Although keypunch operators were in oversupply, 
there was a light shortage of experienced tellers and 
bookkeeping machine operators to meet demands in 
finance, insurance and real estate establishments. 


In the service sector, the demand for cooks and 
waiters increased towards the end of the quarter. There 
was a light shortage of security guards particularly in the 
Oakville area with a persistent demand throughout the 
periphery for various domestic service occupations. Staf- 
fing at the Mohawk Raceway near Milton was completed 
in March. 


In public administration, employment opportunities 
resulting from various government-sponsored seasonal 
employment programs served to offset declines in sea- 
sonally-sensitive sectors of the economy. 


GEORGIAN BAY 

Seasonal declines in employment in some sectors of 
the Georgian Bay economy were accompanied by similar 
seasonal declines in labour force participation. Manufac- 
turing employment remained stable and together with 
the operation of various government job creation pro- 
grams helped to somewhat mitigate the effects of the 
seasonal slowdowns in other sectors. 


Little change occurred in manufacturing employment 
during the quarter. Low seasonal employment levels pre- 
vailed in leather products and food and beverage indus- 
tries with small increases taking place in the rubber, elec- 
trical products, furniture and fixture, and non-metallic 
mineral industries. The demand for small-product assem- 
blers and sewing-machine operators remained strong. 
On-the-job training programs were undertaken by several 
employers in order to meet their requirements for coil- 
workers, furniture assemblers, furniture finishers and 
woodworking-machine set-up operators. 

Employment in metal industries and in the machinery 


and transportation equipment industries remained un- 
changed from the high levels reached in the previous 
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quarter. Shortages of tool-and-die makers, welders and 
various machine set-up operators persisted. 

Hiring by Harding Carpets Limited in Collingwood to 
staff its recently completed $1.5 million expansion 
served to offset layoffs that occurred elsewhere in the 
textile industry. 

Further increases in manufacturing employment, par- 
ticularly in rubber products, were indicated by the an- 
nouncement of a $4-million expansion of the Mansfield- 
Denman General Company Limited (Tire Division) plant 
in Barrie. Employment details are not yet available; how- 
ever, completion of the expansion is scheduled for the 
end of 1973. 


Seasonal reductions in employment opportunities 
were somewhat less than normal for this time of year as 
the carryover of construction projects from 1972 re- 
sulted in a light demand for some skilled tradesmen. 
With winter layoffs at the Ontario Hydro Bruce Genera- 
ting Station under construction at Douglas Point, 
employment at the site declined to 2,000 persons. The 
total is expected to increase slightly over the summer 
months but will be substantially reduced when structural 
work on the plant is completed at the end of 1973. New 
starts in residential construction and the beginning of a 
number of industrial projects towards the end of the 
quarter indicated an early spring upturn in construction 
activity. 


With the exception of a light demand for truck driv- 
ers, the seasonally-sensitive transportation industries re- 
mained relatively inactive. Similarly, trade establish- 
ments experienced a normal slowdown in sales during 
the period under review and continued to offer only 
part-time employment for clerical and sales personnel. 
Manager-trainees were in short supply for positions avail- 
able in both the retail trade sector and in finance, insur- 
ance and real estate. 


In the services sector, winter recreational activities 
were somewhat reduced due to mild weather conditions. 
However, demands for waiters, waitresses and bartenders 
were strong, particularly in the Owen Sound area where 
hotel and restaurant owners responded to expanded li- 
quor privileges resulting from a plebescite a year ago. In 
health services, new nursing home facilities planned for 
Southampton and Meaford will result in increased de- 
mand for registered nurses, registered nursing assistants, 
nurse aides and medical technologists. 


Employment increases in public administration re- 
sulted from various government job-creation programs. 
A number of community and municipal projects were 
established under the Local Initiatives Program while the 
Ontario Seasonal Employment Program employed a 
large number of persons for tree-cutting, trimming and 
road clearance. In the Barrie area, the Department of 
National Defence employed a number of construction 
tradesmen. 


2—NORTHERN ONTARIO 


Mining, construction, and, to a lesser extent, manu- 
facturing, were very active in much of Northern Ontario 
during the period under review. Employment increases 
were indicated in forestry, tourism and health services. 
On the other hand, despite relatively high activity levels, 
employment remained stable or declined slightly in 
transportation and retail trade. 


Throughout the primary sector, improved conditions 
prevailed during the first quarter of 1973. In agriculture, 
shortages of qualified dairy farm hands were evident in 
Sault Ste. Marie. Record catches were reported in the 
commercial fishing industry. The outlook in the trapping 
industry appeared quite optimistic as unprecedented dol- 
lar sales volumes were realized at the Ontario fur auction 
in North Bay in March. The increases are attributable 
both to substantially higher prices for pelts and to an 
increased number and variety of pelts being auctioned. 


Generally high levels of activity prevailed in the for- 
estry industry throughout 1972 and equally favourable 
conditions are indicated for 1973 with continuing strong 
demand for pulp and paper and for lumber. Shortages of 
cutters, fallers, skidders, and harvesting-machine opera- 
tors were apparent. 


As a result of improved world market conditions for 
copper, lead, zinc and gold, mining activity continued to 
strengthen during the period under review. Recent in- 
creases in the price of gold have led to the reopening of 
several gold mines in the Red Lake, Timmins, and Sault 
Ste. Marie areas. At Sturgeon Lake in the Kenora area, 
the Matabi mine is now in production. Declines in em- 
ployment levels in mining in the Sudbury area, which 
have occurred over the past couple of years, appeared to 
have stabilized in recent months. In areas other than 
Sudbury, some shortages of qualified miners were re- 
ported. 


Manufacturing employment levels increased some- 
what during the period under review as pulp and paper- 
mills and sawmills maintained very high levels of produc- 
tion. Elsewhere in manufacturing, Dupont of Canada 
Limited, Nipissing Works, in North Bay, began recruit- 
ment of some 30 additional workers. On the other hand, 
Dow Chemical of Canada Limited announced the fall 
closure of their mercury cell chlorine-caustic plant at 
Thunder Bay affecting approximately 40 employees, 
many of whom the Company hopes to transfer to other 
operations. Some layoffs occurred at Port Arthur Ship- 
building Company during the first quarter of 1973. In 
primary metals, Algoma Steel Corporation Limited in 
Sault Ste. Marie operated at capacity during the first 
quarter and work continued on its long-term expansion 
program. 


Seasonal increases in the construction industry occur- 
red somewhat earlier than usual this year in most areas. 
Major projects underway included a $50 million blast 
furnace at the Algoma Steel Corporation Plant and a $14 
million waterfront re-development, both in Sault Ste. 
Marie. In North Bay, work commenced on a $1.8 million 
city hall and a $1.4 million senior citizens’ apartment 
building. New sawmills, costing approximately $4 million, 
augmented construction activity at Thunder Bay, 
Kapuskasing, and Mead. At Kirkland Lake, a $600,000 
high school addition, a shopping mall, a liquor store and 
a hospital are under construction. 


In transportation, the Great Lakes navigation season 
opened earlier than usual due to mild weather. However, 
total employment levels are likely to decline somewhat 
due to technological change in the industry. For ex- 
ample, approximately 115 employees of Steamship For- 
warding have been given notice of permanent layoff. In 
rail transport, Canadian Pacific Railways announced 
their intention to reduce their staff at White River by 30 
to 35 employees between April and June of this year. 
The Ontario Northland Transportation Commission has 
started on a $13.75 million capital investment project 
which includes a $2.75 million railway car maintenance 
shop in North Bay and $11 million of new rolling stock. 


In retail trade, while sales volumes increased signifi- 
cantly during March, these were not accompanied by 
increased hirings of sales staff in every instance. 


In anticipation of further growth in the tourist indus- 
try, a marine craft transfer rollerway was in the process 
of construction in the Kenora area to link the Lake of 
the Woods and the Winnipeg River. Further expansions 
are anticipated in the Fort Frances and Rainy River 
areas as a spillover effect from the development of rec- 
reational facilities in Minnesota. 


In health services, work was in progress to expand 
nursing home facilities in Sudbury and North Bay. 
Shortages of registered nurses, registered nursing assis- 
tant and nurse aides were anticipated. 


3—LAKE ONTARIO/EASTERN ONTARIO 


Economic activity increased in the Lake Ontario/ 
Eastern Ontario areas in the period under review. Labour 
demand was particularly strong in the construction and 
manufacturing sectors, especially for highly skilled and 
experienced workers. 


Following last year’s unfavourable harvest, agricul- 
tural activities were able to commence sooner than usual 
because of the early arrival of spring. Farmers continued 
to encounter some difficulty in obtaining qualified and 
suitable workers. Pruners and nursery workers were also 
in short supply. 


The forestry industry was particularly active in the 
Pembroke and Peterborough areas. Sawmills in the 
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Pembroke area maintained high production levels. In 
Peterborough, preliminary measures have been taken to 
set up a program to train fallers and skidder-operators. 


Generally stable conditions continued to prevail in 
manufacturing with some increase in activity in the pro- 
duction of electronic systems and equipment. Digital 
Equipment of Canada Limited received a $400,000 con- 
tract for the Central Computer Complex of the Depart- 
ment of Transport Air Traffic Control Simulation Centre. 


In transportation equipment, General Motors of 
Canada Limited in Oshawa planned to hire up to 600 
assembly line workers during the period under review 
and Prowler Industries Limited of Lindsay increased pro- 
duction of trailers. Neonex Leisure Products Limited, an 
Arnprior manufacturer of travel trailers, hired approxi- 
mately 30 people during the period under review. 

In metal fabricating, The Steel Company of Canada 
Limited opened its new plant in Kingston in January and 
hiring progressed gradually throughout the Ist Quarter. 
Douglas Filter Corporation were planning a $500,000 
plant in the Trenton area. They will initially hire 20 
people. In addition to new plant openings, a number of 
companies have undertaken expansions including Union 
Carbide Canada Limited, Reichhold Chemicals (Canada) 
Limited, Brinton Carpets Limited and Airen Ceramics 
Limited of Lindsay. In Cornwall, Atlas Hoist and Body 
Incorporated hired approximately 30 additional em- 
ployees for their manufacturing plant. 


In construction, some seasonal declines in activity 
were evident although these were less pronounced than 
in previous years. Construction was particularly active in 
Ottawa, Oshawa, Smith Falls, Pembroke, Brockville, 
Kingston, Trenton and Peterborough. In Kingston, the 
number of building permits issued during 1972 was more 
than double the comparable figure for 1971. Through- 
out the district, a significant number of large contracts 
was awarded for road and sewer construction including 
an $8 million sewage project in the Regional Munici- 
pality of Carleton. Fisher Brothers Incorporated Foods 
Limited announced plans to build a $1 million produc- 
tion plant in Trenton. In addition, large residential and 
office projects were planned in several centres, notably 
in Ottawa. 


A number of shortages were apparent in the personal 
services industry with demand particularly strong for 
hairdressers, housekeepers, babysitters, waitresses, 
short-order cooks and domestics. However, relatively 
low wages and shift-work are thought to have contributed 
to the recruitment difficulties. Some employment oppor- 
tunities became apparent as resort operators prepared for 
the coming tourist season. Unfavourable weather condi- 
tions in March resulted in some temporary staff cutbacks 
in local winter resorts. 


In public administration, stable employment condi- 
tions prevailed during the period under review. 
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4—NIAGARA—HAMILTON/ 
MID-WESTERN ONTARIO 


NIAGARA-HAMILTON 

High levels of activity prevailed during the period un- 
der review in most industrial sectors as a number of 
firms undertook recalls of workers previously laid off. In 
addition, a significant number of employment opportu- 
nities resulted from government-sponsored job-creation 
programs. On the other hand, a slight decline in labour 
demand was apparent in health services. 


In manufacturing, relatively stable employment con- 
ditions prevailed in food processing. A temporary layoff 
occurred at Gerber Products of Canada Limited, in 
Niagara Falls. The Maple Leaf Chips — Ontario, Division 
of Grissol Foods Limited, St. Catharines, discontinued 
manufacturing operations, eliminating 17 jobs. 

In the rubber industry, the Firestone Tire and Rubber 
Company of Canada Limited, in Hamilton, maintained 
steady production levels. 

Buoyant conditions prevailed in the textile and cloth- 
ing industries with a continued demand for power 
sewing-machine operators. In Welland, a brief labour- 
management dispute which affected just over 450 em- 
ployees at Wabasso Limited, Empire Division, termi- 
nated in January. Cosmos Imperial Mills Limited, a 
Hamilton yarn and cloth manufacturer, went into receiv- 
ership in February. 

Rising employment levels were evident in primary 
metals as the Algoma Steel Corporation Limited, Cana- 
dian Furnace Division in Port Colborne, recalled 75 em- 
ployees previously laid off and the International Nickel 
Company of Canada Limited similarly recalled approxi- 
mately 70 employees. A very large order valued at $70 
million was obtained by the Steel Company of Canada 
Limited. 

High activity levels prevailed among area metal fabri- 
cating and machinery companies and some shortages of 
qualified tradesmen were apparent. In Brantford, Keep- 
rite Products Limited recruited staff for their new $1 
million plant expansion. In agricultural implements, 
White-Cockshutt Farm Equipment Limited, Brantford, 
recalled production workers previously laid off. On the 
other hand, Otis Elevator Company Limited, Hamilton, 
announced in March the indefinite layoff of approxi- 
mately 45 employees. The Company had earlier exper- 
ienced a brief shutdown involving approximately 500 
workers in February. 

Continued buoyancy in electrical products was re- 
flected in the announcement of expansions by West- 
inghouse Canada Limited, in Hamilton, and by John 
Inglis Company Limited, in Stoney Creek. In addition, 
Union Carbide Canada Limited was planning a $1 mil- 
lion expansion to their carbon and graphite plant in 
Welland. In Dunnville, the Lanark Manufacturing Com- 
pany hired over 70 production workers during March. 

In transportation equipment, auto parts manufactur- 


ers continued recruiting new employees and a number of 
expansions were planned for the near future. In Hamil- 
ton, the National Steel Car Corporation Limited recalled 
about 200 employees on temporary layoff. 

In the furniture and fixture industries, The Sanderson- 
Harold Company in Paris commenced construction of 
a plant expansion which is expected to provide about 50 
jobs upon completion. 


Area construction activity remained buoyant with 
residential construction providing the main stimulus. In 
addition, a number of commercial projects were an- 
nounced including the $1.5 million West Mall Business 
Centre and the S.C. Johnson and Son Limited office 
expansion in Brantford. Plans were also unveiled for a $6 
million senior citizens’ project in Hamilton. The March 
termination of the lengthy labour-management dispute 
involving elevator workers contributed to expanded acti- 
vity levels on several large projects. 


In transportation, the Welland Canal opened earlier 
than usual due to the mild winter weather. 


Recruitment activity continued in the retail trade 
sector with the April opening of both Eastgate Square 
and the Stadium Mall in Hamilton. A steady demand for 
manager-trainees was reported. In Fort Erie, staffing was 
underway for a new shopping centre also due to open in 
April. 


In health services, staff reductions were reported by 
some hospitals while hirings at Hamilton’s new McMaster 
University Medical Centre were below expectations. 
Employment levels remained stable in the education 
sector. 


In finance, insurance and real estate, there was a 
demand for experienced clerical personnel from area 
insurance firms. 


In public administration, various Federal and Provin- 
cial special employment programs resulted in the crea- 
tion of many temporary jobs. 


MID-WESTERN ONTARIO 

During the first quarter of 1973, the seasonal decline 
in employment levels was tess severe than usual as mild 
weather permitted continued activity in transportation 
and construction. In addition, government-sponsored 
seasonal work programs provided significant numbers of 
employment opportunities and high production levels 
were maintained in most manufacturing industries with 
some shortages of skilled labour emerging. 


In manufacturing, the labour-management dispute at 
Dare Foods Limited, Kitchener remained in effect. Else- 
where in food processing, firms maintained normal pro- 
duction levels. 


Recruitment activity continued in the textile and 
clothing industries, particularly in the Cambridge area. 
Kraus Carpet Mills Limited hired over 50 employees for 
their plant in Waterloo and their Elmira subsidiary, 
Strudex Fibres Limited. In Kitchener, John Forsyth 
Company Limited and Cluett, Peabody and Company of 
Canada Limited intensified hiring activity under govern- 
ment-sponsored training programs. 

In the rubber industry, firms in the Kitchener area 
sustained steady production levels during the quarter. 

In wood industries, the Goderich Manufacturing 
Company Limited recalled workers previously laid off. 
Buoyant conditions continued in furniture manufactur- 
ing with a steady demand for skilled production 
workers. 


Employment levels remained relatively high in the 
electrical products sector despite a temporary layoff of 
approximately 100 employees at Marsland Engineering 
Limited in Waterloo. Electrohome Limited hired approx- 
imately 60 assemblers for their new motor division in 
Cambridge while a normal seasonal slowdown resulted in 
some temporary layoffs at their appliance division in 
Kitchener. In Fergus, G.S.W. Appliances commenced 
partial operation of their new heater division. 

In transportation equipment, steady demand for 
skilled workers prevailed at Budd Automotive Company 
of Canada Limited and at General Spring Products 
Limited, both in Kitchener. Stratford auto part manu- 
facturers reported high production levels and several 
plant expansions were planned for the near future. 
Canadian Fabricated Products Limited, a manufacturer 
of automotive trim, experienced a heavy demand for 
power sewing-machine operators. Marlette Homes of 
Canada Limited, a producer of travel trailers, recalled 
approximately 100 employees previously laid off. Area 
boat manufacturers also intensified hiring activities. 

In the metal fabricating and machinery industries, 
employment opportunities existed for skilled workers in 
a variety of occupations. Dominion Road Machinery 
Company, Goderich, hired in excess of 75 additional 
employees. In Elmira, a brief labour-management dis- 
pute occurred at McKee Brothers Limited, in January, 
affecting 140 workers. 


In the construction sector, seasonal layoffs were less 
pronounced than normal due to the mild winter 
weather. Activity increased further with the termination 
of the industrial dispute involving elevator workers. 
Demand for bricklayers remained steady while the 
demand for labourers showed a seasonal decline. Resi- 
dential projects provided the main impetus for area 
activity, although other new projects also included build- 
ing programs at the University of Guelph, a $2 million 
farmers’ market and parking garage in Kitchener and a 
$12 million expansion at the South Waterloo Memorial 
Hospital in Cambridge. 


In transportation, the shipping season commenced 
earlier than usual as a result of mild weather conditions. 
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Demand for manager-trainees, stenographers and ex- 
perienced tellers persisted in finance, insurance and real 
estate. 


In retail trade, a significant number of full-time and 
part-time employees were hired for the John Galt 
Shopping Plaza in Cambridge. 


Experienced cooks, waitresses and maids continued 
to be in short supply in the personal services sector. In 
health services, local hospitals reported some staff cut- 
backs. Stable employment levels prevailed in education. 


In public administration, special employment pro- 
grams initiated by all three levels of government gener- 
ated considerable employment activity throughout the 
Mid-Western area. 


5—SOUTHWESTERN ONTARIO 


Employment in Southwestern Ontario increased 
slightly during the period under review. Gains were quite 
significant in the transportation equipment industry and 
in public administration. On the other hand, employ- 
ment declined in agriculture and related processing 
activities. 


Activity in the agricultural sector was seasonally re- 
duced during the period under review. However, recruit- 
ing activity increased slightly in March as_ spring 
approached. 


In the manufacturing sector, employment declined 
seasonally in tobacco and food processing. For example, 
The Simcoe Leaf Tobacco Company laid off 500 
seasonal workers in March. In London, Provincial Mush- 
rooms Limited terminated operations affecting some 70 
employees. 

In the textile and clothing industry, increased hirings 
were evident. Government-sponsored training programs 
were undertaken to alleviate shortages of sewing- 
machine operators. In Woodstock, La France Textiles 
Canada Limited, a manufacturer of upholstery fabrics 
and carpets, and Harvey Woods Limited, a producer of 
hosiery and underwear garments, undertook limited 
hirings. 

In the primary metal and metal fabricating industries, 
a number of shortages of skilled tradesmen and semi- 
skilled production workers were evident, mainly in the 
Chatham and St. Thomas areas. Machinists, machine 
repairmen and metal fabricators were in short supply 
throughout the district. 

In the transportation equipment industries, considera- 
ble hiring activity took place during the period under 
review, especially among automobile manufacturers. In 
Windsor, Chrysler of Canada Limited, hired approxi- 
mately 750 employees, both permanent and temporary. 
The Ford Motor Company of Canada Limited of St. 
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Thomas increased production staff by more than 150 
workers. 

Eaton Yale (Suspension Division) in Chatham, 
planned to hire approximately 125 production workers 
by mid-May. In Woodstock, the Company’s forestry 
equipment division hired 20 new workers in February 
and further staff expansions were anticipated. 


In the construction sector, a seasonal reduction in the 
demand for skilled labour was evident. With the excep- 
tion of a $14 million commercial complex in downtown 
London, no new major projects were started. Some 
demand for bricklayers, plumbers and labourers was 
evident in Chatham. 


Employment levels increased slightly in retail and 
wholesale trade. In London, the opening of the new 


Westmount shopping mall created a heavy demand for 
sales staff. In Windsor, approximately 250 full-time and 
part-time employees were hired for the University 
Shopping Mall. On the other hand, Zeller’s Limited, 
Chatham, closed its downtown store in January affecting 
some 15 employees. 


In the services sector, some cutbacks occurred in 
hospital and educational expansion programs. However, 
the University Hospital in London hired additional staff 
while in Chatham, some increase in the demand for 
nurses aides was evident. In personal services, shortages 
of waiters and waitresses persisted. 


In public administration, seasonal employment pro- 
grams sponsored by all three levels of government pro- 
vided a significant number of job opportunities.

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2 MANPOWER REVIEW 


GENERAL TRENDS 


Latest available data from the National Accounts of 
Statistics Canada indicate that the Canadian economy 
continued to expand strongly in the first quarter of 1973 
with a further acceleration in consumer spending follow- 
ing an exceptional growth in the fourth quarter of 
1972. In addition, there was a sharp pick-up in the rate 
of business inventory investment and continuing acceler- 
ation in corporation profits. In volume terms, the Gross 
National Product showed a further significant increase 
of 2.9 per cent, an identical growth rate to the revised 
fourth quarter 1972 figure. 


In the Ontario labour market, the demand for labour 
as shown by Statistics Canada’s Job Vacancy Survey 
indicated that there were approximately 27,100 job va- 
cancies in the first quarter. This should be interpreted as 
approximating the general level of vacancies during any 
day in the quarter and represented a substantial increase 
over the 14,000 vacancies estimated in the comparable 
period in 1972. Of the 27,100 vacancies approximately 
24,800 were for full-time jobs about 7,800 of which were 
open for one month or more. 

In the second three months of 1973, there was a con- 
tinuation of the already significant improvement in em- 
ployment conditions which had occurred in the previous 
quarter. While much of the improvement may be attri- 
buted to seasonal factors, there was, in addition a further 
appreciable strengthening in the underlying employment 
trend. Consequently, while the labour force increased 
coincident with the influx of summer students onto the 
labour market, the actual unemployment rate declined 
significantly and the seasonally-adjusted figure also edged 
further downwards. Within the province there were indi- 
cations that Toronto, the Southwest, and Eastern Ontario 
were experiencing lower unemployment rates than was 
the case in the Niagara Region and Northern Ontario. 


The Ontario labour force averaged 3,536,000 during 
the second quarter of 1973, an increase of 133,000 over 
the previous quarter. While a quarter-over-quarter increase 
is normal at this point in time, the expansion was 
among the largest in recent years and may be attributed 
to the maintenance of a strong trend towards expanded 
participation in the labour force as well as to the normal 
growth in working-age population. The quarter-over- 
quarter increase was concentrated in the male sector 
which increased by 94,000 to 2,297,000. However, com- 
pared with the same period in the previous year the 
male labour force was up by only 2.8 per cent while 
females recorded an increase of 6.9 per cent over the 
second quarter of 1972. In the case of the latter group, 
this reflected the continuation of the trend of relatively 


stronger labour force growth which has been demon- 
strated for some time. 

Within the age-categories, the current quarter-over- 
quarter expansion was concentrated among 14-19 year- 
olds and 20-24 year-olds with increases of 78,000 and 
30,000 respectively mainly as a result of the entry of 
summer students into the labour force. In addition, com- 
pared with the second quarter of 1972, 14-19 year-olds 
recorded the largest year-over-year increase of 10.1 per 
cent, reinforcing the trend of high year-over-year growth 
that characterized earlier quarters. The middle age groups 
(25-44 year-olds and 45-64 year-olds) where the bulk of 
the labour force is concentrated continued to record 
much more modest year-over-year increases and were up 
by 3.7 per cent and 4.0 per cent respectively. On the 
other hand, the 20-24 year-old category which has been 
demonstrating a reduced year-over-year growth for sev- 
eral quarters was up by only 1.8 per cent. 


The level of employment increased by 154,000 to 
average 3,390,000 during the second quarter. This was 
an above-average expansion in comparison with recent: 
years and followed upon the already significant strength- 
ening in the employment trend which occurred during 
the first quarter. The quarter-over-quarter growth was 
concentrated in the male sector which increased by 
117,000 to 2,203,000 while the female sector grew by 
only 38,000 to 1,187,000. 

On a year-over-year basis, however, the female sector 
recorded the relatively larger employment growth of 7.1 
per cent in comparison with the second quarter of 1972 
while the comparable figure for males was 5.4 per cent. 
This represents a further expansion in the trend in both 
sectors during the second quarter, particularly in the case 
of males. 


Within the age-categories, while the quarter-over- 
quarter employment increase was distributed among all 
groups, there was a considerable concentration among 
14-19 year-olds with an expansion of 72,000 to 340,000. 
More modest increases of 31,000 and 33,000 occurred 
among 20-24 year-olds and 25-44 year-olds respectively 
with quarterly employment levels averaging 472,000 
and 1,500,000. The 45-64 year-old category underwent 
an increase of 13,000 to 1,008,000, while little or no 
change occurred among those aged 65 and over. 


Compared with the second quarter of 1972, all of 
the age categories, with the exception of those aged 
65 and over, experienced increased employment. The 
largest percentage increase occurred in the 14-19 year- 
old category which was up by 13.3 per cent thereby re- 


vealing a further expansion during the current quarter 
of the significant growth trend indicated in earlier 
months. In the other age categories, a more modest em- 
ployment growth pattern was indicated with employment 
gains recorded in earlier months being maintained. Com- 
pared with the second three months of 1972, employment 
among 20-24 year-olds was up by 2.8 per cent, while 
among 25-44 year-olds and 45-64 year-olds, increases of 
4.3 per cent and 4.8 per cent were recorded. 

Among the industry divisions, significant quarter-to- 
quarter employment increases occurred in agriculture, 
construction, trade, and non-durable goods manufactur- 
ing, with more modest increases recorded in community, 
business, and personal services. Little or no change oc- 
curred elsewhere. 

On a year-over-year basis, employment levels were 
significantly higher in trade, construction, and transpor- 
tation, communication, and other utilities, with more 
moderate increases occurring in durable and non-durable 
goods manufacturing, community, business and personal 
services and public administration. Elsewhere, little or 
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no change occurred. This would appear to indicate some 
modification of the pattern which developed during 1972 
with employment growth in services and public adminis- 
tration possibly moderating somewhat. 


The number of unemployed in Ontario averaged 
147,000 per month during the second quarter of 1973, 
a decrease of 20,000 from the 167,000 average during 
the first quarter. The decrease was concentrated in the 
male sector with the numbers unemployed declining by 
23,000 to 94,000. The average number of women un- 
employed remained largely unchanged at 53,000. The 
actual unemployment rate also declined between the 
first and second quarters with a drop from 4.9 per cent 
to 4.1 per cent. While normal seasonal factors accounted 
for much of the decline, the trend as indicated by the 
seasonally-adjusted unemployment rate did indicate a 
further drop from 4.1 per cent to 3.8 per cent The 
seasonally-adjusted unemployment rate of 3.6 per cent 
in June was the lowest on record since February 1970.

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DISTRICT AND INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS 


APRIL — MAY — JUNE 1973 


Commencing with this edition of the Review, the 
Lake Ontario/Eastern Ontario District is being reported 
upon as two separate areas. For specific geographic def- 
initions, readers are referred the Canada Manpower 
Centre Area Index on Page 17. For reporting purposes 
in this publication the corresponding Management Areas 
for the Lake Ontario and Eastern Ontario Districts are 
Oshawa and Ottawa respectively. 


1—TORONTO AND CENTRAL ONTARIO 
TORONTO AREA 


Production and employment in the Toronto area ad- 
vanced significantly during the period under review, add- 
ing further to the strong gains realized during the first 
quarter. A sharp rise in employment occurred in nearly 
all sectors and was accompanied by a shortage of workers 
in numerous skilled trades. Manufacturing which showed 
increasing strength was further reinforced by a resur- 
gence in such industries as aircraft and machinery. The 
construction industry gained seasonal momentum with 
increased emphasis on industrial projects. Demand for 
workers in the service and transportation sectors also 
accelerated. To a considerable extent, demand for 
workers to fill jobs of a short-term nature was filled by 
students. 


Manufacturing activity gained increasing strength from 
a fairly broad base as a significantly expanded level of 
employment was realized in nearly all industries, not- 
withstanding some curtailment of production due to 
industrial disputes. In the durable manufacturing sector, 
a production increase in metal fabricating was generated 
by expanded activity in machinery and transportation 
equipment and a number of plant expansions were under 
way. For example, Redirack Industries Limited, Toronto, 
producer of metal storage frames was in the process of 
increasing capacity with an expected 50 per cent increase 
in staff. Other firms expanding into larger plants included 
Millbrook Industries Limited, Diwalt Industries Limited, 
and Huck Manufacturing Company (Canada) Limited. 
These expansions will result in staff increases of between 
15 and 40 per cent. Overall employment gains in the 
industry were partly offset by the phasing-out of General 
Impact Extrusion (Manufacturing) Limited with approxi- 
mately 250 employees affected. 

The wood and furniture industry maintained produc- 
tion at capacity level with most companies continuing to 
experience backlog of orders. Luby Products Limited, 
manufacturers of upholstered furniture, were in the pro- 
cess of adding 150,000 sq. ft. to existing plant space. The 


problems of shortages of skilled workers, experienced for 
some time, still existed throughout the industry generally 
with companies attempting adjustment by in-industry 
training. 

The machinery industry picked up pace reflecting the 
increasing level of equipment investment occurring in 
other manufacturing industries and a persistent shortage 
of workers in machine trades became more evident. Em- 
ployment increases in the transportation equipmerit 
industry were the result of record levels of automo- 
bile and truck production during the quarter and 
the aircraft industry’s preparation for improved produc- 
tion levels. American Motors Limited, Brampton, and 
Ford Motor Company of Canada Limited, produced at 
capacity, resulting in a higher level of employment than 
has been evident for some time. The aircraft industry 
registered a demand for workers in professional occupa- 
tions and skilled trades, including engineers, draftsmen 
and sheet metal workers. 


Activity among electrical products firms varied some- 
what but employment was generally maintained at a high 
level in the industry. There was a strong demand for 
assemblers of various electrical components as a result of 
a number of expansions which occurred during the 
quarter. On the other hand employment in communica- 
tions equipment, which had moved ahead in the first 
quarter as a result of recalls at the Northern Electric 
Company Limited plant at Bramalea, decreased due to a 
labour-management dispute involving members of the 
United Auto Workers and the United Electrical Workers 
Unions. 


Substantial employment gains in non-durable manu- 
facturing occurred in the food and beverage industry, and 
in rubber and plastic products. In the case of the former 
the employment growth was partly the result of increases 
in plant capacity among firms producing carbonated 
beverages. Other major expansions were also in progress 
among numerous food firms including Gay Lea Foods 
Limited, producers of dairy products and the Griffith 
Laboratories Limited, Scarborough, manufacturers of 
food ingredients. In the rubber and plastic products 
industry, Kord Plastics Limited relocated to a new Bram- 
alea location, doubling previous plant capacity. |mco Plas- 
tics Limited also were in the process of relocating from 
Downsview to Bramalea into larger premises. 


A seasonal slow-down of the clothing industry mod- 
erated the demand for sewing-machine operators, but 
employment in textile mills increased further. M. Press- 
burger Incorporated, a new textile firm, commenced 
Operations during the period under review with an 
accompanying demand for knitters, warpers and finishers. 


Carpet production also contributed to the demand for 
workers in the textile industry and further employment 
gains were anticipated with a major plant addition in 
progress at Burlington Carpet Mills (Canada) Limited. 
Continued employment increases were evident in the 
paper and allied products industry. Some firms, such as 
McCutcheons Business Forms Limited, expanded fixed 
plant while other firms made more short-term adjust- 
ments by introducing additional shifts of workers. 

Production levels increased in the chemicals industry 
stimulated by a strong demand for industrial chemicals 
and plastic resins. In addition, employment levels in- 
creased at Canadian Industries Limited with the com- 
mencement of operations of the firm’s liquid waste 
treatment plant. 


In construction, activity on non-residential projects 
increased notably especially in North York and the In- 
dustrial Periphery with the expansion occurring in! both 
the industrial and commercial sectors. As a result of the 
increased employment a shortage of bricklayers, carpen- 
ters and refrigeration mechanics persisted. The volume of 
building permits issued during the quarter assures further 
growth in the demand for construction workers. 


In the transportation, communication and utilities 
sector, employment growth continued to be influenced 
by an increasing demand for public transportation. This 
is evidenced by large increases in the route mileage and 
subway extensions of the Toronto Transit Comission, 
leading to further significant increases in the demand for 
drivers. Elsewhere recent additions to Toronto Harbour 
facilities were accompanied by increased hirings to handle 
expanded volumes of cargo. 


While the employment growth in trade was less rapid 
than occurred in the previous quarter, the demand for 
retail management trainees and material handlers per- 
sisted. In the retail sector, despite the opening of a num- 
ber of food, clothing and department stores, employ- 
ment increases moderated. 


Employment levels in finance, insurance, and real es- 
tate remained relatively stable during the period under re- 
view with some increase in demand for accountants, 
credit officers, and management trainees. 


In the service sector, seasonal expansions in tourism 
and an expanded demand for business services resulted 
in increased hirings. Cooks and waitresses were in par- 
ticularly strong demand. In business services, consulting 
firms registered a strong demand for electrical engineers, 
draftsmen, financial analysts and other professional and 
technical personnel. 


GEORGIAN BAY 
Increases in employment during the second quarter, 
initiated by both seasonal factors and a generally buoyant 
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local economy, offset the seasonal expansion of the 
labour force. Employment was at a high level with most 
firms operating at or near full capacity, and a number of 
plant expansions were under way. Students filled some 
of the resulting vacancies, particularly in the service 
sector, and there were indications of improved conditions 
in the summer student labour market compared to the 
previous year. 


Seasonal increases in agricultural activity occurred 
during the second quarter. Farmers placed their orders 
for seasonal workers to help harvest the apple crop. 
There were indications that the output will be larger 
than in the previous year. 


Manufacturing employment grew during the second 
quarter as a result of new hirings in addition to recalls 
of workers previously laid off. The Goodyear Rubber 
Company of Canada Limited and Harding Carpets 
Limited, both of Collingwood, increased their staff as 
plant expansions neared completion. In addition, tex- 
tile and leather manufacturers undertook further hir- 
ings to meet increases in orders, and in some 
cases shortages have developed, particularly for loom 
fixers, weavers, and sewing-machine operators. In the 
case of the last-mentioned, Canada Manpower Training 
Programs will be used to help alleviate the problem. 
Employment was curtailed in the food and beverage 
industry as aresult of an industrial dispute which occurred 
at Canada Packers Limited in Walkerton. In addition, a 
decrease in employment occurred with the transfer of 
Salada Foods Limited from Barrie to Kitchener. 
In the plastics and furniture industries, firms were opera- 
ting at full capacity and, in the case of the latter, only 
replacement hirings were undertaken during the period 
under review. Several woodworking firms were scheduled 
to commence Canada Manpower Training Programs in 
August to meet their staffing requirements. 

Employment in the electrical products, metal and 
machinery and transportation equipment industries con- 
tinued to increase. Suppliers to the auto industry were 
particularly busy due to the high level of consumer de- 
mand for automobiles. Shortages of assembly workers, 
machinists, machine set-up operators and welders have 
persisted. At the time of writing an industrial dispute was 
in progress at the Hobart Manufacturing Company Limi- 
ted, an Owen Sound producer of commercial kitchen 
equipment, with approximately 120 workers affected. 


While the seasonal increase in construction was some- 
what delayed early in the second quarter by wet weather, 
increased activity resumed as the period progressed. 
Shortages of bricklayers, carpenters and heavy-equip- 
ment operators developed. Residential construction 
increased in comparison with the same period last year 
with greater emphasis on smaller development. Recent 
developments in the non-residential sector were con- 
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centrated among commercial and governmental projects. 
For example, plans were announced for a Holiday Inn 
and multi-million dollar shopping centre to be located 
at Collingwood and work was scheduled to commence on 
a Holiday Inn project and Howard Johnson Motor Lodge 
in Orillia, while at Douglas Point a multi-million addition 
to the Ontario Hydro Generating Station was announced. 


With the coming of warmer weather, activity heigh- 
tened in the area’s transportation sector. The demand for 
truck drivers, which reached a peak early in the quarter, 
subsequently levelled off but a related shortage of 
licensed mechanics and body repairmen persisted. 


A seasonal increase in employment levels occured in 
the trade sector with most of the vacancies being filled 
by students. There were preliminary indications that 
the current tourist season would be a busy one. 


Service industries, as well, experienced seasonal in- 
creases in activity. In food services, problems arose in 
filling vacancies, particularly for cooks and waitresses. 
Other staff also were requried by local motels and inns, 
and service stations. Many of these seasonal vacancies 
were filled by summer students. 


Employment in public administration remained rel- 
atively stable. Several community and municipal projects 
established under the Local Initiatives Program were 
extended over the summer. During the latter part of the 
quarter, most Provincial Municipal Incentives Programs 
were completed. In Barrie, the Department of National 
Defence placed orders for several casual workers. 


2 — NORTHERN ONTARIO 


The Northern Ontario economy advanced strongly 
during the second quarter of 1973, with gains recorded 
in forestry, mining, manufacturing, and construction. 
General employment levels increased significantly al- 
though in some instances the employment increases did 
not keep pace with the expansions in production. 


In the forestry industry, the Ontario Government’s 
tree-planting program provided several hundred casual 
jobs of three to six weeks duration throughout the North 
District. After an unusually short seasonal shutdown, 
activity in the logging industry reached high levels by 
mid-May. but slackened somewhat during late June. The 
Ontario-Minnesota Pulp and Paper Company Limited 
will be adding approximately 100 men to its woods 
labour force as it commences cutting on limits 25 miles 
northeast of Fort Francis. 


In mining the serious shortage of workers across 
Northern Ontario persisted. Employment in gold mining 
continued to enjoy a mild recovery as a result of greatly 
increased world prices. Although the staking of new 


gold properties has not been all that significant, re- 
activation of a number of former operations is being 
considered. Among these are the Surluga Mine north of 
Sault Ste. Marie, closed only a couple of years ago, the 
Wilmar property of Cochenour Willans Mines Limited 
in the Red Lake area, closed in 1970, the Newlund Mines 
property near Sioux Lookout, Hollinger’s New Kelore 
Mine in Hislop Township of the East Porcupine area, and 
the Macleod Mosher gold property at Geraldton. Lake 
Shore Mines are considering the feasibility of treating 
the tailings of the latter property for gold recovery. 

In other mining developments, the International Nickel 
Company of Canada Limited’s new Shebandownan Mine, 
employing approximately 350 workers, was officially 
opened at the end of June, and the eight-week labour- 
management dispute at Noranda’s Maintowadge Area 
Mine ended on June 10. 


Expanded manufacturing activity was maintained 
during the second quarter. In primary metals, the steel 
mills at Sault Ste. Marie were operating at capacity levels. 
On the other hand, as aresult of the firm’s new automated 
dock facilities, student hirings this year declined signifi- 
cantly. In the pulp and paper industry, production at the 
majority of firms approached capacity. In addition, work 
continued on three projects in the Thunder Bay area. 
The largest is MacMillan Bloedel Limited’s new $9.4 
million Asperite plant, which when it goes into operation 
in the summer of 1974 will require approximately 140 
plant and 70 woods personnel. Similarly The Great Lakes 
Paper Company Limited’s new $4 million stud-mill is 
scheduled to open in January 1974. A number of 
further additions to plant capacity are anticipated at 
Kapuskasing, Smooth Rock Falls, and Sault Ste. Marie. 
Elsewhere in manufacturing, extremely buoyant employ- 
ment conditions prevailed. For example, the Canadian 
Car Company Ltd., Thunder Bay, won a new $22 million 
contract for subway cars and in the chemical industry 
it was announced that Dupont of Canada Limited plan 
to expand their North Bay plants. 


Extremely high levels of construction activity were 
reported during the period under review particularly in 
the Thunder Bay and Sault Ste. Marie areas. In addition 
to the manufacturing sector, major activities included 
projects in public works, urban renewal, health facilities, 
and hotel building. General shortages of most construction 
tradesmen were apparent with bricklayers in extremely 
short supply. 


Despite the unusually early commencement of lake 
shipping this year, transportation of grain out of Thunder 
Bay has fallen behind tonnages for the comparable 
period in 1972. In addition, Canadian Steamship Lines 
Ltd. permanently closed their dock at Sault Ste. Marie 
with approximately 15 workers affected. During the 
period under review, a new air service was inaugurated 


linking Fort Francis with Kenora, Red Lake, and Dryden, 
while the Ontario Government announced reductions 
in freight rates within the Ontario Northland Transpor- 
tation System. 


In the wholesale and retail trade, improved employ- 
ment conditions were evident with the exception of the 
Sudbury area. However, some increase in employment 
levels is anticipated by 1974 when Simpson Sears 
commence recruitment of approximately 300 full-time 
workers for their new Sudbury operation. 


In the personal services sector, a seasonal increase in 
employment activity occurred in the tourist industry 
with indications that the current season will be an 
extremely busy one. Shortages of experienced personnel 
such as guides, waitresses and short-order cooks were 
prevalent. 


3 — LAKE ONTARIO 


Employment increases exceeded labour force growth 
in the Lake Ontario District during the second quarter of 
1973. Following normal seasonal patterns, increased 
demands for labour were evident in agriculture, forestry, 
surface mining, transportation and personal services. 
Production and employment increases associated with the 
current cyclical upturn were registered in the durable- 
goods manufacturing sector and construction, as many 
firms reached capacity levels of production. In the labour 
market, increased job opportunities appeared for skilled 
tradesmen, professional and technical occupations, and 
experienced commercial clerks and sales personnel. 


In the primary sector considerable increases in the 
demand for seasonal labour were experienced. In agricul- 
ture, spring sowing and planting were completed and the 
harvesting of early crops generated some demand for 
casual labour. Generally high prices for produce, meat, 
and dairy products have resulted in increased acreages 
under cultivation. There have been persisting shortages 
of general and dairy farm-hands as increased job oppor- 
tunities in higher wage sectors of the economy have 
reduced available supplies of unskilled labour. Sporadic 
shortages of semi-skilled labour in the forestry sector 
continued to constrain production, notwithstanding the 
premium wage rate levels currently prevailing. In the 
mining sector, seasonally increased production levels 
were evident in quarries and sand pits. 


In manufacturing overall production and employment 
gains were evident as firms in transporation equipment, 
metal fabricating, and furniture attained capacity levels 
of production. 

In the food and beverages industry, most firms 
registered a steady seasonal demand for labour. Fisher 
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Brothers Incorporated, a new producer of bottled fruit 
juices in the Trenton area, began hiring in May. 

In textiles and apparel, area firms were producing at 
capacity levels. Brinton Carpet Limited, a relatively new 
firm in the Lindsay area, rapidly expanded employment 
during April and May. In leather products, conditions 
remained relatively stable, as shortages of leather hides 
persisted. 

Area chemicals and rubber producers registered further 
increases in production. 

In durable manufacturing, transportation equipment 
continued to be the leading sector. Production levels at 
General Motors of Canada Limited of Oshawa were 
considerably higher in the first half of 1973 compared 
with the same period in 1972. Hiring at the automotive 
assembly complex levelled off in the late spring as 
employment neared capacity levels. Producers of auto- 
motive parts and accessories in the Lake District registered 
continuing demands for machinists and tool-and-die 
makers. Manufacturers of mobile homes also maintained 
production at capacitylevels. A strong consumer demand 
has resulted in the establishment of several new firms 
in this industry with increased hirings of fibreglass and 
sheet-metal workers. 


In metal fabricating, production volumes increased in 
response to demands from the automotive and construc- 
tion sectors. In the Lake Ontario region, primary metals 
production has remained relatively static. The Ontario 
Malleable Iron Company Limited, Oshawa, resumed 
production in June following a 130 day labour-manage- 
ment dispute. 

Stable employment conditions continued to persist 
in the machinery sector. The Outboard Marine Corpora- 
tion of Peterborough began to recall staff laid off in 
early April in their snowmobile division. Area firms 
producing heating and air conditioning equipment ex- 
perienced increased orders related to construction in the 
period under review. 


Production and employment trends in the electrical 
products sector have fluctuated somewhat during the 
second quarter. A major labour-management dispute at 
Northern Electric Company Limited of Belleville re- 
mained in effect at the time of writing with approximately 
1000 plant workers involved. In electrical industrial 
equipment, the Canadian General Electric Company of 
Peterborough recently began recalls of workers laid off 
intermittently during the past two years. Generally, area 
manufacturers of small appliances have reduced new 
hiring in response to build-ups in inventory levels. Some 
employment expansions occurred in the electronics sector, 
resulting in sporadic shortages of electronic engineers 
and technologists. Many new computer component 
firms utilized the Canada Manpower Training-on-the 
Job Program to expand the supply of qualified workers. 


In the wood-furniture sector, area lumber and furniture 
manufacturers maintained production at capacity levels. 
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A strong upturn occurred in the construction sector 
during May and June. The volume of residential projects 
in the Oshawa - Ajax - Pickering area exceeded levels 
during the same period in 1972, although decreases 
occurred elsewhere in the District. The housing upturn 
in the Oshawa area has generated shortages of skilled 
construction tradesmen: bricklayers, roofers, electricians, 
sheet-metal workers and heavy-equipment operators. 

Major commercial projects under way included the 
construction of a hotel-restaurant-shopping complex in 
Napanee. Construction employment at the site of Lennox 
Hydro Generating Station levelled off at 1600 in June. 
Increased demands for dump-truck drivers, back-hoe 
operators, and front-end-loader operators were generated 
in highway construction. 


In transportation, communication and _ utilities the 
Oshawa area trucking industry operated at peak capacity, 
generating heavy demands for tandem and tractor-trailer 
drivers. However, there were adequate supplies of 
experienced drivers to fill new vacancies. In utilities, 
a fourth nuclear reactor commenced operation at the 
Pickering Hydro-Nuclear-Power plant, concluding a $700 
million construction program. 


In finance, insurance and real estate there was a 
considerable demand for experienced stenographers, 
clerk-typists and tellers. However, the considerable sur- 
plus of inexperienced clerks in the area has remained 
undiminished. New university and community college 
graduates have been fairly successful in obtaining perma- 
nent employment in this sector. 


In trade, most area retailers reported labour needs 
related mainly to normal replacement turnover. Increased 
demands were registered for salesmen with product 
specialization. Employment conditions in the wholesale 
sector remained static. 


In community, business, and personal services, in- 
creases In demand were primarily seasonally related. 
Restaurant, hotel, and cottage operators undertook 
hirings of cooks, waitresses, and maids. In the education 
sector, only marginal increases in opportunities for 
teachers were evident as school boards began recruitment 
for the 1973-74 school year. A heavy demand for 
qualified hospital and nursing-home personnel was regis- 
tered in the Oshawa area during the period under review. 


Some seasonal employment opportunities existed in 
the public administration sector. On the other hand a 
number of temporary clerical workers were released by 
the Unemployment Insurance Commission in Belleville. 


4 — EASTERN ONTARIO 


Improved economic conditions continued to prevail 
in Eastern Ontario during the period under review, with 


much of the employment growth concentrated in 
manufacturing, construction and tourism. 


In agriculture, initial activities were hampered some- 
what by damp weather. However, despite this there were 
indications that farm production would exceed the pre- 
vious year’s levels. Shortages of farm workers persisted 
despite the influx of student labour. High levels of 
production were maintained in the forestry industry with 
increases in employment levels apparent. Approximately 
230 workers were hired through the tree planting pro- 
gram sponsored by the Ontario Ministry of Natural 
Resources. 


Production levels rose in manufacturing, with a 
significant part of the increase occurring in the textile 
industry. For example, approximately 70 workers were 
hired in Hawkesbury at Canadian Uniforms Ltd. and 
Pachogue Plymouth Hawkesbury Mills. In addition, a 
number of hirings occurred in Kingston at Millhaven 
Fibres Ltd. and Kingston Spinners (Canada) Ltd. Also, 
Levi Strauss Company Limited, Cornwall, commenced 
work on a $2.5 million expansion while an $11 million 
expansion was under way at Du Pont of Canada Limited’s 
Maitland and Kingston plants. High production and 
employment levels have been maintained in the chemical 
industry as a result of the expansion in demand for 
synthetic textiles. In the pulp and paper industry, firms 
were reported as operating at near-capacity levels. The 
electrical products industry remained fairly active during 
the period under review, with RCA Limited, Prescott, 
undertaking the recall of 300 workers previously laid off. 
On the hand, the company-wide labour-management 
dispute at the Northern Electric Company Limited 
curtailed production at the firm’s Kingston plant with 
approximately 350 workers affected. 


The construction industry was extremely active 
throughout the second quarter in both the residential 
and non-residential sectors. The latter included a res- 
urgence in manufacturing projects as well as continued 
high activity in commercial and governmental areas. One 
of the largest developments was the $26 million Bank of 
Canada complex in Ottawa, work on which was scheduled 
to commence in June. 


An expansion in employment occurred in retail trade 
in response to seasonal increases in tourist traffic as well 
as a strengthening of the local economy. Some shortages 
of sales-clerks prevailed due partly to high turnover. 
Similarly, a seasonal upswing occurred in the trans- 
portation sector with additional hirings of experienced 
personnel, particularly heavy-equipment operators and 
truck drivers, being reported. 


The increase in tourism also resulted in greater activity — 


in the personal service industries with a greatly expanded 
demand for restaurant and hotel personnel. A_ large 


proportion of the increased hirings took place among 
summer students. 


Employment levels increased in public administration 
largely as a result of hirings of summer students. Among 
professional occupations there was a demand for auditors, 
statisticians and veterinary scientists. 


5 — NIAGARA-HAMILTON / 
MIDWESTERN ONTARIO 


NIAGARA — HAMILTON 

Generally buoyant conditions prevailed in the Niagara- 
Hamilton economy during the second quarter of 1973. 
Some major plant expansions and the establishment of 
new plants were announced during this period. On the 
other hand, several major industrial disputes as well as 
significant layoffs did curtail employment _ .activity 
somewhat. Seasonal hirings in tourism, and, to a lesser 
degree, in agriculture were a major force in the labour 
market; many vacancies were filled by students. 


In agriculture, farmers commenced the recruitment of 
seasonal workers. 


In manufacturing, Gerber Products of Canada Limited 
in Niagara Falls recalled all workers on temporary lay- 
off. Elsewhere in food processing, Andres Wines Limited, 
Winona, announced a $1.5 million expansion program to 
commence in July. 

In chemicals, Cyanamid of Canada Limited, laid off 
350 employees this year while phasing out their explosives 
operations in Niagara Falls; their other manufacturing 
operations will be maintained. Furthermore, Canadian 
Industries Limited in Hamilton were in the process of 
moving their fertilizer plant to Toronto, affecting 
approximately 150 employees. 

Conditions remained buoyant in the textile and 
clothing industries with a continued demand for power 
sewing-machine operators. 

In wood industries, production activity increased 
seasonally in the Hamilton area, particularly among 
manufacturers of prefabricated cottages and homes. 

In the rubber industries, the Firestone Tire and Rubber 
Company of Canada Limited, Hamilton, announced a 
$12 million expansion program which, when completed 
in 1975, will create approximately 125 jobs. 

Two major industrial disputes, both of which com- 
menced in June, curtailed production in the transportation 
equipment sector. At Canadian Trailmobile Limited 
Brantford, 625 employees were affected while at the 
National Steel Car Corporation Limited, Hamilton, 900 
workers were involved. 

In agricultural implements, International Harvester 
Company of Canada Ltd., Hamilton had 130 workers on 
layoff due to a steel shortage. However, the industry is 
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currently experiencing buoyant conditions and it is anti- 
cipated that employment levels will increase in the 
months ahead. 

High and stable employment levels continued in 
primary metals with Hamilton’s two major steel pro- 
ducers, the Steel Company of Canada Ltd. and Dominion 
Foundries and Steel Limited, being extremely busy 
in the face of steel shortages. The Nelson Steel Company 
plans to construct a plant in Saltfleet to be operational 
by September to process hot rolled steel. 


In the metal fabricating and machinery industries, 
skilled tradesmen continued to remain to short supply. 
However, Stelco’s Welland Tube Works Division 
temporarly laid off approximately 150 production 
workers in May, and Stanton Pipes Limited, Hamilton, 
permanently closed their engineering division during the 
same month. On the other hand, Hussman Store Equip- 
ment Limited, a Brantford manufacturer of food store 
equipment, commenced construction of a $1.7 million 
office-plant addition. 

In electrical products, Westinghouse Canada Limited 
undertook hirings of 70 additional workers as a result 
of a $5 million order. 

Elsewhere in manufacturing, a West German producer 
of musical instruments announced plans to locate in 
Niagara Falls with a work force of up to 150 people by the 
end of 1974. 


Commercial and residential projects provided the 
main impetus in the construction sector. Many office 
buildings and shopping centres were in the planning 
stages or under construction throughout the area. 
Projects announced during the period under review in- 
cluded the $18 million Niagara Square regional shopping 
centre in Niagara Falls scheduled to commence this 
year. Shortages of skilled workers prevailed, particularly 
bricklayers, carpenters, and painters. 


Hiring activity in the trade sector during the second 
quarter was restricted mainly to demand for replacement 
needs. 


In transportation, increased activity in the construc- 
tion sector created a demand for truck drivers, especially 
tractor-trailer drivers. Experienced personnel were in 
short supply. 


In finance, insurance and real estate, the Banque 
Canadienne Nationale opened their first Southern Ontario 
branch in Welland with a staff of 10 bilingual employees. 


In personal services, expanded employment oppor- 
tunities were generated by the commencement of the 
tourist season combined with the opening of new hotels 
and restaurants throughout the area. Experienced 
restaurant and hotel personnel continued to be in 
high demand. Elsewhere, employment conditions re- 
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mained stable in the education and health service 
occupations due to provincial budget restraints. 


MID-WESTERN ONTARIO 

High levels of economic activity prevailed during 
the period under review with many firms operating at 
near-capacity levels. A number of expansions of existing 
plants as well as the establishment of new operations were 
announced, particularly in manufacturing. On the other 
hand in a few instances production was curtailed as a 
result of labour-management disputes. 


In agriculture, the demand for farm workers remained 
unabated. However, the influx of summer students onto 
the labour market expanded the supply of workers 
available. 


In manufacturing, production levels were at full 
capacity in many area establishments, with a considerable 
number of expansions occurring. 

High sales volumes continued to result in a backlog 
of orders in the machinery and metal fabricating indus- 
tries. Some firms were in the process of expanding 
facilities to meet this demand. Waterloo Metal Stampings 
Limited, Kitchener announced a $750,000 expan- 
sion of their plant facilities which will create approxi- 
mately 100 new jobs upon completion. Vulcan Equip- 
ment Company Limited announced plans to commence 
construction of a plant in Fergus in September with 
completion slated for the spring of 1974 and approxi- 
mately 60 new jobs being created. 

In the rubber industry, an industrial dispute of 
approximately 4 weeks duration occurred at Uniroyal 
Limited in June with over 600 workers affected at the 
Kitchener and Guelph locations. In chemicals, the 
dispute which commenced in May at Domtar Chemicals 
Limited, Sifto Salt Division in Goderich continued into 
July with approximately 180 workers affected. Activity 
remained generally stable in the food-processing industry. 
In addition, Hostess Food Products Limited were in the 
process of building a $245,000 addition to their plant 
in Cambridge and a $600,000 bean processing plant 
in Seaforth. 

A shortage of skilled and semi-skilled workers persisted 
in the furniture and fixture industries. An industrial 
dispute commenced in June at Hespeler Furniture 
Company Ltd., involving approximately 105 workers. 

In transportation equipment, high production levels 
prevailed among automotive-component firms with some 
difficulties being encountered in recruiting sufficient 
workers. Blackstone Industrial Products Limited, Strat- 
ford were in the process of expanding their facilities at 
a cost of $2 million and will be increasing their work 
force by approximately 600 workers over the next two 
years. 

Firms remained active in the textile industry with 
the demand for skilled workers, such as weavers and loom 
fixers, exceeding the supply. 


In the electrical products industries, the three-month 
layoff which occurred at Electrohome Limited was 
terminated in June and the company commenced hiring 
production assemblers. Johnson, Mathey and Mallory 
Limited announced plans to build a $510,000 plant in 
Stratford which will create approximately 50 new jobs 
upon completion at the end of 1973. During the period 
under review, Marsland Engineering recalled approxi- 
mately 70 workers. 


In construction, improved weather conditions helped 
reinforce the normal seasonal upswing with an increased 
emphasis upon industrial projects. Residential construc- 
tion remained stable at extremely high levels. 


In finance, insurance, and real estate, slight shortages 
of qualified stenographers, bookkeepers and tellers were 
apparent and in addition a number of hirings occurred 
in senior clerical positions. 


Employment levels remained stable in the retail and 
wholesale trade with hirings consisting mainly of replace- 
ments due to turnover. 


In the services sector, the demand for cooks, waiters 
and related workers continue to exceed the supply and 
the gap has widened with the gradual growth in 
restaurant facilities. Further increases in the hiring of 
part-time staff have become apparent. 


6 — SOUTHWESTERN ONTARIO 


During the second quarter, employment growth was 
more than offest by the entry of students into the 
labour force. Employment increases occurred in agricul- 
ture and personal services, and, to a lesser extent, in 
construction. Employment gains in the retail trade were 
very slight while, with the exception of the trans- 
portation equipment industries, employment levels re- 
mained largely unchanged in the manufacturing sector. 


Primarily because of planting operations, activity in 
the agricultural sector increased somewhat during the 
period under review. 


In| manufacturing, the general recall of laid-off 
employees took place among area food processing plants 
particularly in Wallaceburg, Tillsonburg andWoodstock. 
On the other hand, Coleman Packing Company Limited, 
a London meat processor, closed down on June 26, 
with approximately 280 workers affected. In addition, 
a one-month labour-management dispute involving ap- 
proximately 400 employees occurred at Omstead Food 
Limited, Wheatly. 

Scattered layoffs occurred in the textile and clothing 
industry during the period under review. Reductions in 
orders due to the vacation period were cited as the major 
reason for these layoffs. As in past years workers affected 


may be absorbed in seasonal employment in agriculture 
or in the related processing industries. 

In wood products, shortages of skilled workers, 
particularly cabinet makers, continued during the quarter 
as production in the industry approached capacity. In 
Woodstock, GNC Homes Limited recalled all their laid 
off employees and haveplaced an order for an additional 
90 workers to handle increased production. 

Employment increased slightly in the primary metals 
and metal fabricating industries. In Sarnia, Holmes 
Foundry Limited increased its staff in May in response 
to increased production levels prior to the holiday 
period. In Wallaceburg, Benn Iron Foundry Limited 
continued to expand its staff in response to improved 
orders. 

In transportation equipment, Windsor and St. Thomas 
automakers undertook additional hirings in preparation 
for model change-overs. In addition, General Motors of 
Canada Limited, Diesel Division, London, was awarded 
a contract from CNR totalling $34 million and it is 
expected that this will have a significant impact on the 
work force at the plant. Elsewhere in the industry, there 
was some indication that firms had reached full capacity 
with the volume of hirings slowed down slightly during 
the period under review. A resumption of increased hir- 
ings is expected during late August to replace summer 
students withdrawing from the labour force. 

Activities were curtailed in the electrical products 
industries as a result of a two-month labour-management 
dispute at the Northern Electric Company Limited’s 
London plant with approximately 1,700 workers affected. 
Full production was expected to resume on July 30 
following the vacation period. In addition, Sparton of 
Canada Ltd., an electronic component manufacturer in 
London, laid off approximately 40 employees due to 
shortages of parts. On the other hand, Singer Controls 
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Limited, and Therm-O-Disc (Canada) Limited, both of 
St. Thomas, announced expansions requiring a total of 
approximately 120 additional workers. 


In the construction industry, overall activity increased 
moderately during the second quarter of 1973. In the 
residential sector, activity was concentrated in Sarnia, 
Leamington, Simcoe, and St. Thomas, with a number of 
shortages of skilled workers such as bricklayers and 
carpenters developing. Slacker conditions prevailed else- 
where. 

In the non-residential sector, in addition to the already 
numerous commercial projects already under way, several 
new developments were announced during the period 
under review, including an $8 million motor hotel, stores, 
restaurant and office building to be built near the airport 
in east London, and two new shopping centres costing 
an estimated $ 4 million. 


Slight increases in hirings occured in retail trade 
with some shortages of experienced sales personnel 
emerging. In London, while the opening of the White 
Oaks shopping mall was expected to create some 300 
sales jobs, a number of layoffs occurred at the West- 
mount shopping mall. 


In community, business and personal services, employ- 
ment levels increased slightly, with summer students 
accounting for most of the expansion. In the accommoda- 
tionsand food services sector, Ramada Inns of Canada 
Limited, announced the construction of a motel-hotel 
in London and upon completion this development, 
coupled with on-going projects, will further accentuate 
the acute shortage of cooks, waiters, waitresses, and other 
related occupations in that industry.

GENERAL TRENDS 


Latest available data from the National Accounts of 
Statistics Canada indicate that a high level of economic 
activity was maintained in the second quarter of 1973 
although the rate of expansion slowed considerably 
from the extremely high growth rates in the preceding 
two quarters. Despite an apparent decline in the overall 
rate of expansion, very large gains were evident in 
housing construction while consumer spending on most 
durable goods, with the exception of automobiles, 
continued to grow. Expenditure on non-durable goods 
increased strongly. Business investment continued to 
expand but at a lower rate than in the preceding quarter. 
In volume terms, the Gross National Product rose by 0.9 
per cent following an increase of 2.7 per cent in the first 
quarter of 1973. 


In the Ontario labour market, Statistics Canada’s Job 
Vacancy Survey showed approximately 32,300 job 
vacancies in Ontario in the second quarter of 1973, up 
slightly from the 27,100 recorded in the first quarter. This 
should be interpreted as approximating the general level 
of vacancies during any day in the quarter. In the 
comparable period of 1972, there were 20,000 job vacan- 
cies in Ontario. Of the 32,300 job vacancies in the 
second quarter of 1973, 29300 were for full-time jobs 
with 7,400 of these being open for one month or more. 


The Ontario labour force averaged 3,567,000 in the 
third quarter of 1973, an increase of 31,000 over the 
previous quarter representing a smaller-than-usual 
increase for this time of year. This followed an unusually 
large increase between the first and second quarters of 
1973. The quarter-over-quarter increase was shared by 
both males and females whose numbers rose by 19,000 
and 11,000 respectively. Compared with the third quarter 
of 1972, female labour force rose by 4.9 per cent and 
male labour force by 2.1 per cent. 


Among the age groups, the quarterly labour force 
increase occurred exclusively in the younger age groups 
with 14-19 year-olds contributing by far the major part 
of the expansion. In fact, the number of labour force 
participants in the 45-64 age group decreased substan- 
tially with slight decreases also indicated for those 25-44 
and 65 and over. Compared with the third quarter of 
1972, most age groups recorded increases with the larg- 
est percentage growth occurring among the 14-19 year- 
olds. The only exception was a slight decline among 
those 65 and over. : 


The level of employment in Ontario averaged 
3,440,000 in the third quarter of 1973, a 1.5 per cent 


increase over the level recorded in the second quarter. 
The major proportion of the increase was comprised of 
males whose numbers rose by 37,000 while employment 
of females expanded by 14,000. Compared with the third 
quarter of 1972, females showed a higher rate of 
employment growth at 5.2 per cent than males at 3.2 per 
Gent: 


Among the age categories, the pattern was similar to 
that of the labour force with quarter-over-quarter 
employment expansion being concentrated heavily 
among 14-19 year-olds with a smaller rise occurring 
among 20-24 year-olds. A slight decrease was apparent 
in the 45-64 age group while only slight changes 
occurred elsewhere. 


The year-over-year employment comparisons reveal 
the highest rate of growth to be 7.2 per cent in the 14-19 
age group. Substantial increases also occurred among 
20-24 year-olds (4.8 per cent), 45-64 year-olds (3.6 per 
cent) and 25-44 year-olds (3.5 per cent). A slight decline 
was evident over the year in the employment of those 
65 years of age and over. 


Among the industry divisions, substantial employ- 
ment increases were recorded between the second and 
third quarters of 1973 in construction and finance, 
insurance and real estate. A slight decline was evident 
in trade while only slight changes occurred elsewhere. 
Compared with the third quarter of 1972, notable 
increases occurred in the manufacturing of both durable 
and non-durable goods and in construction. Numeri- 
cally smaller increases occurred in public administration, 
community, business and personal services, trans- 
portation communication and other utilities and 
finance, insurance and real estate. Other industry groups 
remained virtually stable. 


The number of unemployed persons in Ontario at 
127,000 in the third quarter of 1973 was 20,000 lower than 
in the second quarter and 22,000 lower than the figure 
recorded in the third quarter of 1972. The quarter-over- 
quarter decline was concentrated heavily among males 
with the number of unemployed women remaining 
virtually unchanged. The unadjusted unemployment 
rate feil from 4.2 per cent in the second quarter to 3.6 
per cent in the third and compared favourably with the 
4.3 per cent recorded in the third quarter of 1972. 
However,on a seasonally-adjusted basis, the unemploy- 
ment rate increased to 4.2 per cent in the third quarter 
from 3.8 per cent in the second.

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DISTRICT AND INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS 


JULY — AUGUST — SEPTEMBER 1973 


1 — TORONTO AND CENTRAL ONTARIO 
TORONTO AREA 


Nearly all sectors of the Toronto area economy expe- 
rienced further gains in production and employment 
during the third quarter of 1973 but at a moderated rate 
of increase. Employment increases in some cases were 
restrained by a growing shortage of skilled and semi- 
skilled workers. Manufacturing continued to witness a 
record number of expansions, as firms attempted to 
overcome capacity constraints. An increasing number 
of industrial projects, in addition to a very active hous- 
ing sector, maintained a buoyant construction industry. 
Activity in the service sector has continued at the high 
level shown in the previous quarter, while trans- 
portation employment declined temporarily as a result 
of an industrial dispute between the non-operating 
railway workers and Canadian railway companies. Many 
employers were left short of part-time help as students 
returned to school in September. 


Further expansion of the manufacturing sector 
resulted in employment growth over a broad spectrum 
of industries. Some increases in employment and 
production were the result of preparation for the 
Christmas season. A shortage of qualified manpower 
rather than a lack of plant space, materials or sales orders 
curtailed further industrial growth in other cases. 


High production levels were noted in nearly all dura- 
ble manufacturing industries. Employment in metal 
fabricating increased although some of the gains were 
offset by plant closures such as at Toronto Foundry 
Limited which went into receivership releasing 80 
workers. Announced plant expansions include R. 
Reininger & Son Limited, a metal stamping firm, who 
expect to employ about 300 workers at its new plant in 
Scarborough, the Quality Aluminum Casting Company 
Limited, Brampton, and Hudson Bay Diecastings 
Limited, Bramalea. 


The wood and furniture industry maintained produc- 
tion at capacity levels, with strong demand for all 
woodworking trades, especially qualified cabinet- 
makers. The Stylerite Furniture Manufacturing Company, 
a manufacturer of chrome kitchen and dinette suites, 
was in the process of adding to its plant space. Canac 
Wood Products Limited, on the other hand, hoped to 
overcome increased shortages of experienced help by 
introducing automated equipment into its cabinet 
production line. An industrial dispute at Consumers 
Glass Company Limited idled 860 workers during the 
month of July. 


Shortages of machinists, machine set-up operators 
and other skilled machine trades continued, reflecting 
the increased pace of activity in the machinery industry. 


Duriron of Canada Limited, a manufacturer of pumps 
and valves, added to its plant space during the period 
under review. 


Employment gains in the transportation equipment 
industry reflected the continued record levels of 
automobile and truck production and the recovery of 
the aircraft industry which continued to demand highly 
skilled tradesmen. The De Havilland Aircraft Company 
of Canada Limited announced that it was preparing to 
start its delayed DHC 7 (STOL) project. Parts shortages 
resulting from the rail labour-management dispute 
halted production for about one week at the Ford Motor 
Company of Canada Limited assembly plant in Oakville 
during the latter part of the third quarter. 


Manufacturers of electrical products maintained high 
levels of production leading to a strong demand for 
assemblers. Employment growth reflected not only the 
settlement of a labour-management dispute at the 
Northern Electric Company Limited plant at Bramalea, 
but also plant expansions such as that carried out by 
Motorola Canada Limited. These employment and 
production increases were moderated slightly by the 
closure of Cords (Canada) Limited, producers of electri- 
cal wiring, with the resulting lay-off of 75 persons. 


Employment levels increased in non-durable manu- 
facturing. In the food and beverage industry, confec- 
tionery manufacturers such as the Rowntree Company 
Limited have hired additional staff in anticipation of a 
record sales season. The plastics industry experienced 
continued growth, with a steady demand for injection 
moulding machine tenders. Jeffrey-Craig Limited 
commenced production of contemporary plastic furni- 
ture in its new 10,000 sq. ft. plant in Toronto. 


While activity in the clothing industry declined 
temporarily in the latter part of July as many firms closed 
down for summer vacation, momentum increased as the 
production of winter fashion lines commenced near the 
end of the quarter. The demand for sewing machine 
operators, clothing pressers and knitting machine tender 
trainees continued, with many employers considering 
government sponsored training programs to meet the 
shortage of occupations. Mylord Shirt Manufacturing 
Limited closed down its operations in Toronto, but the 
30 employees affected had no difficulties in finding 
other employment as sewing machine operators. 


In the paper and allied products industry, miscel- 
laneous paper convertors such as Canadian Wallpaper 
Manufacturers Limited and Stone Straw Corporation of 
Canada Limited reported high levels of employment and 
numerous job vacancies during the period under review. 
Production increased in the printing industry, as 
reflected by the expansion of the bindery division and 
increased hiring by Ronalds Federated Limited of 
Richmond Hill. 
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Employment levels in petroleum refining dipped 
slightly during the period under review due to a 
labour-management dispute involving 292 employees of 
Texaco Canada Limited. Future gains in employment in 
this sector are expected as BP Refinery Canada Limited 
announced plans for a $60 million expansion program 
which will increase employment at that plant by 30 to 
50 per cent. 


Production levels in the chemicals industry remained 
relatively stable. A new manufacturer of industrial 
paints, Halton Paint and Chemicals Company Limited, 
commenced production in Milton using a government 
sponsored training program to train its staff. Some 
output and employment was lost to the industry when 
Peterson Puritan Canada Limited closed its custom 
aerosol packaging firm and laid off 40 employees. 


Construction activity for both residential and non- 
residential projects continued at the record breaking 
levels set in the first half of the year. Accompanying this 
was a shortage of numerous skilled tradesmen and 
labourers. A one week labour-management dispute 
between 1200 workers and the Federation of Painting 
and Decorating Contractors occurred in July. Industrial 
construction gained momentum as more companies 
expanded to overcome capacity constraints, as for 
example, Canada Envelope (Ontario) Limited in Rexdale 
who began building a new $1 million envelope manu- 
facturing plant. Four new industrial parks comprising 383 
acres are planned for the Oakville area with the first one 
to be completed in May 1974. Bramalea General Devel- 
opments announced that it is planning a complex of five 
high-rise apartments of up to 28 stories each, a 15,000 
seat covered skating rink and an 80,000 seat domed 
sports stadium. Indications are that the high level of 
activity in this industry will be maintained for some time 
to come. 


Employment gains in the — transportation, 
communications and utilities section continued in the 
third quarter. A steady demand for truck drivers and 
tractor trailer drivers reflected not only increased activ- 
ity in construction, distributing and wholesale outlets, 
but the effects of the rail labour-management dispute as 
well. Qualified drivers are in short supply; consequently 
a number of vacancies remained unfilled. The Toronto 
Transit Commission engaged a government sponsored 
training program to meet its demand for drivers and the 
Canadian National Railway began recruitment of 30 
persons to train as brakesmen. Related to an increased 
demand for truck drivers was a continuing shortage of 
licensed mechanics and body repairmen. 


The return of students to school and preparations for 
the Christmas season increased the demand for persons 
in both wholesale and retail trade, on both a full-time 
and part-time basis. All sizes of stores were having diffi- 
culty in finding staff. Packagers, material handlers, order 
clerks and other types of warehouse workers were also 
in demand as firms prepared for increased activity 
associated with Christmas sales. 


Employment levels continued relatively stable in 
finance, insurance and real estate in the period under 
review. Banks reported difficulties in recruiting experi- 
enced tellers and trainees, while the increased business 
experienced by some insurance companies has led to 
increased vacancies for clerical and sales staff. On the 
other hand securities and bond houses were in some 
instances forced to lay off staff because of a decline in 
sales and volume. Some shortages of accountants and 
auditors were seen in other areas. 


The usual shortages continued to exist in most service 
categories. Hotels and restaurants were still having 
difficulties in recruiting waiters, cooks, countergirls, 
dishwashers and maids. Security guards, housekeepers, 
cleaning staff and couples for apartments were also in 
short supply. 


In health and welfare services, some shortages of 
qualified physiotherapists, occupational therapists, 
general technologists and general duty registered nurses 
were reported, although hospitals did little hiring during 
the quarter because of budget restrictions imposed late 
in 1972. In business services, consulting engineers regis- 
tered a strong demand for design draftsmen, plant engi- 
neers, mechanical designers and construction surveyors 
who possessed 3 to 5 years Canadian experience. 


GEORGIAN BAY 


In the Georgian Bay area economic growth acceler- 
ated further during the period under review. The 
composition of labour demand reflected a strong 
advance in all major sectors while in some cases short- 
ages intensified in numerous skilled occupations which 
had neared supply limits in the previous quarter. 
Student labour temporarily filled vacancies in various 
manufacturing establishments as well as filling jobs of 
a short-term duration in other sectors. 


Agricultural activity showed a seasonal increase in the 
demand for labour to help harvest the tobacco, grain 
and apple crops. Due to the generally strong demand for 
local labour by competing industrial sectors, farm 
requirements were met mainly by migrant labour. 


The manufacturing industry sustained the unusual 
strength in production and employment established 
during the previous quarter. The strong advance was 
fairly uniform in all major industries, limited in some 
cases by a shortage of qualified manpower. However, 
several large manufacturing firms closed temporarily for 
annual vacations during the month of August. 


The strong labour demands registered in the food 
processing industry derived mainly from a significantly 
increased output of processed poultry. While the 
employment of workers on alternating shifts facilitated 
the short-term adjustment of some firms, shortages of 
workers were still apparent. Pillsbury Canada Limited in 
Midland showed further increases in employment levels 
as the market for cake mixes and dough products 
continue to expand. The company expects to relocate in 
a larger plant early in 1974. 


In the textile and clothing industry, the acceleration 
in production which has been evident for some time 
prevailed. In addition to the constant demand for 
sewing machine operators, the demand for knitters and 
weavers took a sharp upturn. Sundry firms including Bay 
Mills Limited, Midland, increased production. The future 
demand for skilled workers is expected to advance 
further as a result of anew plant planned for 1974 in the 
Barrie area by Corah Limited, manufacturers of knitted 
goods, which is expected to employ approximately 400 
persons. 


In plastic products employment levels increased as 
output of foam rubber for automobile seats and dash 
boards expanded at the Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
Company of Canada Limited in Owen Sound. An indus- 
trial dispute involving 50 employees at the Longford 
Mills plant of Chemical Developments of Canada 
Limited had little effect on the employment growth seen 
in chemical manufacturing during the quarter. 


In durable manufacturing, employment in_ firms 
producing automotive parts was stimulated by the rapid 
growth of automobile and truck production elsewhere 
in the region. Employment increases included the 
addition of approximately 125 workers to the work-force 
of Whitaker Cable of Canada Limited, producers of 
automotive wiring, in Owen Sound. Also, the Orillia 
plant of Otaco Limited was in the process of expanding 
output and employment in response to record levels of 
industrial demand for trailer axle assemblies. At the 
Collingwood Shipyards, a high level of employment was 
maintained and will be prolonged for at least two years, 
due to increased orders for ships. 


In the electrical products industry, demand for 
assemblers and other related occupations was apparent. 
The employment of an additional 100 persons at the 
Midland plants of RCA Limited to some extent compen- 
sated for the disruptive employment effects of a 4-week 
labour-management dispute at that plant which 
occurred during the quarter. 


Demand for workers in metal fabricating, furniture 
and machinery industries continued to prevail at a pace 
which outstripped supply. Shortages of welders, 
machinists and various furniture making occupations 
placed some limitations on output. 


Construction demand for labour expanded during the 
period under review, under the impetus of a significant 
number of new starts, adding further to the volume of 
buildings in progress from the previous quarter. While 
the pace of residential construction moderated, the 
pace of industrial construction accelerated. The under- 
lying strength in industrial construction derived from 
the provision of added capacity, particularly in the 
manufacturing and tourist industry. The available supply 
of construction workers was fully utilized and for 
particularly large projects, skilled tradesmen were 
brought in from other areas. Major construction projects 
in progress included a Holiday Inn hotel and a new 
Medical Centre in Owen Sound as well as a major 
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expansion to the Owen Sound Sun Times building. A 
school valued at $2.8 million was under construction at 
Port Elgin. 


In retail trade, employment leveled off during the 
period under review, despite the opening of the 
Georgian Mall, in Barrie, which employed approximately 
100 clerks. 


Seasonal gains in personal service employment 
attained an unusually high level. Major demands derived 
from tourism which boomed under the beneficial influ- 
ence of a prolonged period of good weather. Area hotels 
and motels maintained a near-full occupancy rate 
despite a significant increase in capacity from a year ago. 
Toa large extent the strong demand for waitresses, room 
attendants and other related occupations was met by 
student labour. Other areas of the service industry 
reflected a high demand for nurses aides, nursing assis- 
tants and auto mechanics. These were in short supply. 


Employment in Public Administration increased 
slightly as a result of the recruitment of workers to staff 
the Department of National Defence’s new data 
processing Centre in Barrie and the increased demand 
for clerks in Barrie by the Unemployment Insurance 
Commission. 


2 — NORTHERN ONTARIO 


In the period under review the Northern Ontario , 
economy continued to advance, especially in forestry, 
mining, manufacturing, and construction. Shortages of 
skilled labour were apparent in some. industries. 


In agriculture, the harvest was completed in all areas 
with excellent yields. The Indians of northwestern 
Ontario harvested a record amount of wild rice from 
various lakes in the district. This cash crop provided a 
handsome return for the local Indian bands as Canadian 
wild rice has now achieved the status and price of a 
gourmet food. 


The forestry industry was operating at capacity, with 
some firms reporting a number of hard-to-fill vacancies 
during the quarter. 


The mining industry continued to show strong growth 
in both production and employment, with a shortage of 
miners and mine tradesmen apparent in all mining areas 
of Northern Ontario. The International Nickel Company 
of Canada Limited and Falconbridge Mines Limited both 
began rehiring employees for their Sudbury operations. 
Pelletized iron mining production expanded at the 
Griffith Mine at Bruce Lake and the Sherman Mine near 
Temagami. Development work continued on Falcon- 
bridge Nickel Mines Limited’s holding in the Sturgeon 
Lake area while Texas Gulf Incorporated decided to 
expand production at its Timmins complex. 


In other mining developments, Steep Rock Iron Mines 
Limited announced that they were proceeding with 
their Lake St. Joseph iron ore deposit, 200 miles north- 
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west of Thunder Bay, which would entail initial outlays 
of about $330 million, and provide approximately 800 
jobs for the area. Production is tentatively scheduled to 
begin in 1976. 


Further expansion of manufacturing activity occurred 
during the third quarter. In primary metals, the steel 
mills at Sault Ste. Marie continued operations at capacity 
levels. The Canadian Car Division of Hawker Siddeley 
Canada Limited plant at Thunder Bay increased employ- 
ment due to increased demand for transportation 
equipment, especially railway cars. In the pulp and 
paper industry, employment levels dipped slightly due 
to a labour-management dispute at the Ontario-Minne- 
sota Pulp and Paper Company Limited involving 
approximately 1,500 workers at Kenora and Fort Frances. 
Kimberly-Clark of Canada Limited announced plans to 
build a $3.3 million stud mill, dry kiln and planer opera- 
tion at Terrace Bay, which on completion will provide 
sixty new jobs in the mill and woodlands operations. 
Elsewhere in manufacturing, numerous plants 
announced production and employment increases, 
including Reichhold Chemicals (Canada) Limited and 
Du Pont of Canada Limited at North Bay. The North 
Shore Craft Centre in Elliot Lake received a grant of $1 
million from the Ontario Government to produce and 
market craft items. 


High levels of residential and commercial construc- 
tion activity were maintained throughout the district. 
Work commenced on a new $7.5 million hospital at 
Kirkland Lake and a $3.2 million school at Sturgeon Falls, 
and continued on urban renewal schemes in Sault Ste. 
Marie and Sudbury. Industrial construction included the 
start of anew chemical manufacturing plant in Sturgeon 
Falls. With the exception of Elliot Lake and Sudbury, all 
centres reported that the value of building permits 
issued during the third quarter this year was consid- 
erably higher than for the comparable period in 1972. 
Serious shortages of most construction tradesmen, 
particularly bricklayers and masonry workers, were 
apparent. 


Following the trend first seen in the second quarter 
of 1973, transportation of grain out of the Lakehead fell 
further behind tonnages for the comparable period in 
1972. There was a temporary disruption of the move- 
ment of grain to Thunder Bay during the railway dispute 
early in the quarter. 


In wholesale and retail trade, employment levels 
decreased significantly in the Sudbury area following 
declining retail sales. Employment levels were stable or 
up slightly in other areas. 


In the services sector, the tourist industry continued 
to experience shortages of waitresses and cooks. Serious 
shortages of physiotherapists, registered nursing assis- 
tants and medical laboratory technologists were 
reported in health services. 


3 — LAKE ONTARIO 


Employment and output increases in the Lake Ontario 
region remained moderate during the third quarter 
following the establishment of an over-all slower 
growth pattern in the second quarter of 1973. Major 
factors underlying limited employment growth included 
the above average number of man-days lost due to 
labour disputes, the persisting tendency to shortages of 
resource based materials in the manufacturing sector, 
and the limiting effect of capital capacity constraints as 
demand for firms’ output exceeded their current capac- 
ity to produce in many cases. There was a strong demand 
for skilled construction tradesmen, qualified metal 
workers, experienced secretary-stenos, and various 
professional-technical occupations. 


In the primary sector, most producers faced rising 
market demands for resource based products during the 
third quarter. In agriculture, decreased average crop 
yields have reduced the demand for seasonal farm help. 
In forestry, continued buoyant demand for wood prod- 
ucts was accompanied by high demand for semi-skilled 
forestry workers north of Peterborough. In mining, all 
area sand and gravel quarries remained at capacity. 


In manufacturing, employment and output gains were 
limited by the impact of labour-management disputes 
and capacity constraints. In non-durable manufacturing 
there was sustained employment growth during the 
quarter accompanied by heavy capital investment in 
some sectors. Firms in food and beverages continued to 
adjust output to buoyant demand conditions. Quinte 
area canneries were in full production during August 
and September, although reduced crop acreages limited 
employment at some establishments in Trenton and 
Deseronto. 


Employment patterns were varied in the textiles, 
knitting and apparel sectors. Generally, firms continued 
to face buoyant consumer demand; however, problems 
with shortages of raw materials and labour turnover 
persisted during the period under review. Bata Indus- 
tries Limited of Batawa, a large footwear manufacturer, 
maintained steady employment levels. In the rubber and 
plastics sector, area producers were constrained by 
shortages of plastic resins such as Polyethylene; 
however, Union Carbide Canada Limited of Lindsay 
expanded employment. In the paper products, printing 
and publishing sectors, most area firms were producing 
at capacity. However, technological change eliminated 
some compositor and typesetter jobs in the Oshawa 
area printing sector. In Trenton, Moore Business Forms 
Limited was expanding production in conjunction with 
rising prices for fine paper products. 


In durable manufacturing, employment strength was 
concentrated in the transportation equipment and 
electrical sectors during the third quarter. At General 
Motors of Canada Limited, Oshawa, quarterly produc- 
tion volumes exceeded levels for the same quarter in 
1972 as record sales volumes continued to be registered 
during July and August. There was some reduction of 
output and employment coincident with the railway 


industrial dispute in late August; however, recalls of 
8,400 assembly workers occurred steadily in September 
as 1974 model vehicle production increased. In electrical 
products, producers of industrial and communications 
electrical equipment increased employment during the 
third quarter. The Northern Electric Company Limited of 
Belleville hired additional plant workers in August 
following the settlement of a labour-management 
dispute involving 1,000 employees. The Canadian 
General Electric Company Limited of Peterborough 
continued to hire skilled machine operators, machinists 
and engine lathe operators. 


Production and employment levels in the primary 
metals sector were steady. Some shortages of raw mate- 
rials were experienced by area foundaries, although 
steel production was at a record high. In metal fabricat- 
ing, shortages of skilled machine operators, machinists 
and welders were evident in the Oshawa and Peter- 
borough areas as production levels remained high. Most 
firms in the machinery sector produced at capacity 
levels during the third quarter. Smaller machine shops 
generated a steady demand for skilled tradesmen such 
as tool and die makers, machinists, and welder-fitters. 
The Outboard Marine Corporation of Canada Limited of 
Peterborough continued to experience production 
constraints stemming from shortages in the skilled 
machine-shop occupations. Industrial disputes inter- 
rupted production at Armour Elevator Canada Limited of 
Pickering and the Mathews Conveyor Company Limited 
of Cobourg. In nonmetallic minerals, area firms were 
undertaking major capital expansion projects as the 
demand for cement and concrete products continued to 
expand. Area wood and furniture producers continued 
to operate at high production levels during the period 
under review. 


The volume of construction activity remained high 
during the third quarter. The main impetus in construc- 
tion employment was in the commercial and industrial 
sectors with a high volume of public utilities construc- 
tion. Several large motel-hotels were under construction 
at Napanee, Whitby and Peterborough, and as well at 
Napanee the $2.5 million Napanee Shopping Mall. In 
Oshawa, McLaughlin Square Development Company 
announced plans to reconstruct one square block in the 
downtown city area, costing $18 million, which would 
include a shopping mall, hotel and apartment towers. 
There was a high demand for skilled tradesmen. Supply 
has been adequate on large construction sites employ- 
ing union labour, however shortages have developed at 
smaller projects in Trenton, Napanee, and Cobourg. 


In the transportation sector, employment stabilized in 
September following the settlement of the industrial 
dispute involving the railway workers. In utilities, the 
Hydro-Electric Power Commission of Ontario 
announced the planned construction of an oil fired 
generating station at Wesleyville. 


Firms in the finance, insurance and real estate sector 
registered an increased demand for qualified and expe- 
rienced secretaries, stenographers and _ clerk-typists 
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during August and September. The chartered banks 
increased hirings marginally following substantial 
increases in quarterly revenues. 


In the trade sector, employment increases during the 
period under review were mainly seasonal. The trend to 
self-service retailing techniques continued with the 
establishment of two consumer cataloguing stores in 
Ajax. Generally, demand was steady for qualified and 
experienced salespersons with specialized product 
knowledge. Surpluses of inexperienced labour persisted. 


Employment in the personal services sector increased 
markedly during the third quarter. The strong demand 
for waitresses, cooks, chambermaids and dayworkers 
originated with area hotels, motels, resorts and tourist 
camp operators. A number of restaurant service centres 
located along Highway 401 tripled normal staff levels 
during the August tourist peak month. Problems persi- 
sted with undesirable wages and working conditions in 
some occupations. 


In health services, a $15 million new wing of the 
Oshawa General Hospital was opened during 
September. In the education sector, the demand for 
teachers increased only marginally and unemployed 
teachers remained in the market. Employment remained 
stable in the public administration sector. 


4 — EASTERN ONTARIO 


Further increases in economic activity were evident in 
Eastern Ontario during the period under review. Labour 
demand was particularly strong in the construction and 
tourist industry, especially for highly skilled and experi- 
enced workers. 


In agriculture, a moderate demand for unskilled farm 
help to bring in the harvest was largely filled by student 
labour. 


The forestry industry was active, especially in the 
Pembroke area where sawmills increased production 
and employment levels during the quarter. 


Manufacturing maintained a steady pace during the 
period under review, with some growth in the produc- 
tion of electrical products, furniture, and textiles. RCA 
Limited of Prescott increased its staff during the quarter 
by approximately 350 workers. Production increased in 
the computer electronics field with indications of 
further increases in the future. Shortages of skilled 
workers developed in furniture and textile manufac- 
turing. Production was close to capacity in chemical 
product manufacturing. 


Construction activity increased during the third 
quarter with some severe shortages of skilled workers 
developing. While residential construction was fairly 
active, the increase in activity in the non-residential 
sector, which was first noted during the last quarter, 
gained momentum. Activity included industrial, 
commercial and government projects, such as the 
million dollar sewage treatment system at Chalk River;

highway construction work in the Hawkesbury, 
Cornwall, Ottawa and Pembroke areas, and the Hydro 
dam at Arnprior, although in the latter case shortages of 
skilled earth moving equipment operators slowed down 
work on the project. 


In the transportation, communication and _ utilities 
sector, shortages of qualified truck drivers and heavy 
equipment operators developed, as transportation facil- 
ities were utilized at near peak capacity. The labour- 
management dispute involving the non-operating 
railway workers caused some temporary shipping and 
shortage problems. The utility sector enlarged its capac- 
ity to meet increased demand, as for example the Bell 
Telephone Company of Canada Limited’s expansion of 
its Ottawa facilities. 


Increased levels of activity in both wholesale and 
retail trade during the third quarter led to some 
increased hiring of sales staff, although much of the 
increase was among part-time personnel. 


In personal services, employment levels in the tourist 
industry increased with more than their usual seasonal 
momentum, as excellent weather helped attract large 
numbers of tourists to the area. Restaurants and motels 
reported some shortages of staff. 


Employment levels in finance, insurance and real 
estate remained relatively stable during the quarter with 
some demand for skilled office personnel. 


In public administration, the federal civil service 
increased recruitment of clerical and administration 
staff during the period under review. The majority of the 
summer students working for the government left their 
positions sometime during August or September. 


5 — NIAGARA — HAMILTON/ 
MIDWESTERN ONTARIO 


NIAGARA — HAMILTON 


High levels of activity prevailed in the Niagara-Hamil- 
ton economy during the third quarter of 1973. Employ- 
ment conditions were especially buoyant in manufac- 
turing, construction and tourism. 


In agriculture, the demand for harvesters was filled 
mainly by students and Caribbean workers. With the 
exception of peaches and tobacco, lower crop yields 
were reported due to poor weather conditions. Employ- 
ment levels remained low in grape harvesting as a result 
of the expanding utilization of mechanical harvesters: 
over forty have been introduced in the Niagara Penin- 
sula since 1968. 


In manufacturing, high employment levels prevailed 
in the agricultural implements industry despite vacation 
shutdowns. In Hamilton, the International Harvester 
Company of Canada Limited recalled 130 employees 
previously laid off and hired over 100 additional workers 
during the quarter. 


In primary metals, area steel firms continued to 
display buoyant employment conditions. In Hamilton, 
Dominion Foundries and Steel Limited announced an 
expansion program for 1974-75 aimed at doubling their 
steelmaking and finishing capacity, the first phase being 
a $50 million program to rebuild their Number 1 blast 
furnace. 


Metal fabricating and machinery firms reported a 
heavy demand for welders, welder-fitters and machin- 
ists. 


In transportation equipment, the industrial dispute 
affecting 625 employees at Canadian Trailmobile 
Limited, Brantford, was settled in July. Nine hundred 
workers were still involved in a labour-management 
dispute at the National Steel Car Corporation Limited in 
Hamilton. 


High employment levels prevailed in electrical prod- 
ucts despite summer shutdowns. 


Food processors experienced generally high produc- 
tion levels during the period under review. The demand 
for qualified bakers continued. In Hamilton, Henninger 
Brewery (Ontario) Limited commenced production in 
July with an initial staff of 32 people. 


Despite seasonal vacation shutdowns, textile manu- 
facturers reported high employment levels. 


In paper industries, Consolidated-Bathurst Packaging 
Limited, Bag Division, Brantford, opened a new plant 
and offices in September, hiring over 150 new employ- 
ees. Elsewhere, an industrial dispute commenced at The 
Ontario Paper Company Limited in Thorold in 
September affecting 1100 workers. 


Elsewhere in manufacturing, the Screen Print Display 
Advertising Limited, Brantford, announced an expansion 
program which will create approximately 60 positions 
within the next year. 


In the construction industry, high employment levels 
prevailed particularly in residential construction with a 
continuing strong demand for skilled tradesmen, 
especially carpenters and bricklayers. Projects included 
a $5 million motor inn in Fort Erie and multi-million 
dollar shopping centres in Welland and Brantford. 
Industrial projects included the commencement in 
September by Oneida Canada Limited of their $2 million 
plant in Niagara Falls, a $1 million Union Carbide 
Canada Limited plant addition, and a $2.5 million distri- 
bution centre for Westinghouse Canada scheduled for 
fall completion. 


Recruitment activity in retail trade was mainly 
confined to the filling of positions left vacant by 
students returning to school in the latter part of the 
quarter. 


In services, the favourable summer weather generated 
a record tourist season, which created a steady demand 
for manpower, especially restaurant personnel in the 


Niagara Peninsula. Qualified hairdressers also were in 
short supply. Auto mechanics remained scarce through- 
out the area. 


A major labour-management dispute in public 
administration was settled in September with the return 
to work of the Hamilton civic outside workers. 650 
employees were affected. About 750 Hamilton civic 
inside workers were still involved in an industrial 
dispute with the city. 


MID — WESTERN ONTARIO 


The Mid-Western economy continued to be extre- 
mely active during the third quarter with many firms 
operating at near-capacity levels. Shortages of both 
skilled and unskilled labour became apparent, especially 
in the machinery and metal fabricating sectors. Many 
employers recruited outside the area and overseas with 
limited success. Summer students temporarily helped to 
fill the void. 


In agriculture employment levels increased seasonally 
due to the harvest while the shortage of dairy farm 
workers intensified. In mining, a labour-management 
dispute involving 100 workers at the Sifto Salt Division 
of Domtar Chemicals Limited in Goderich was settled in 
August. 


In manufacturing, high employment levels prevailed 
although in a few instances production was curtailed as 
a result of vacation shutdowns. Production levels were 
generally high in metal fabricating and machinery, with 
some difficulties being encountered in recruiting suffi- 
cient skilled workers, especially welders and machine 
operators, and particularly in Cambridge and Stratford. 
Babcock and Wilcox Canada Limited, Cambridge, 
recruited overseas, having experienced difficulties in 
filling about 160 positions. In Guelph, Allis-Chalmers 
Rumley Limited received a $5 million contract for fork- 
lift trucks to be exported to Africa over the next four 
years. The Dominion Road Machinery Company Limited, 
Goderich, continued to expand their work force, hiring 
over 75 persons during the quarter. 


A shortage of wood-working machine operators and 
furniture assemblers persisted in the furniture and 
fixture industries. The industrial dispute at Hespeler 
Furniture Company Limited in Cambridge, which 
involved about 105 workers, was settled in August. Else- 
where, Simmons Limited-Selig Division were in the 
process of expanding their facilities in Elora during the 
quarter. 


In transportation equipment, seasonal production 
levels were slightly lower than normal among automo- 
tive-component firms as the railway dispute which took 
place during the quarter temporarily slowed the delivery 
of supplies and materials. In other developments, 
Glendale Mobile Homes Limited commenced opera- 
tions in Clinton in August, and when in full production 
will have a labour force of about 50 employees. 
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Manufacturers of electrical products maintained high 
production levels despite problems of steel shortages. 
Electrohome Limited of Kitchener commenced hiring of 
assemblers in September to begin their program of 
hiring 80 additional workers over a three month period. 


Food processors were reported to be generally active 
throughout the area with some firms experiencing 
labour shortages. The addition of new production lines 
boosted employment levels in the Kitchener area rubber 
industries. High employment levels prevailed in the 
Cambridge area textile industry while skilled workers 
remained in short supply. 


Employment levels increased in the construction 
industry for both skilled tradesmen and_ general 
labourers. Residential construction remained active, 
while the level of industrial construction continued to 
advance. Projects commenced during the period under 
review included the $1.5 million Simplicity Products 
Division, McGraw-Edison of Canada Limited office and 
plant additions in Cambridge and the $1 million 
addition to the Simpsons-Sears Limited store in 
Kitchener. 


Transportation firms were active in the Goderich area 
during the period under review, as salt began to be 
shipped out in large quantities from the Sifto Salt 
Division of Domtar Chemicals Limited following the 
August settlement of their industrial dispute. 


Employment conditions continued stable in the retail 
trade sector during the third quarter. With the opening 
of their new Kitchener store slated for October, the T. 
Eaton Company of Canada Limited continued to recruit 
new employees. 


In the services sector, a steady demand for nursing 
home personnel existed in the Stratford and Cambridge 
areas. The summer tourist season created a demand for 
hotel and restaurant personnel, particularly in the Lake 
Huron and Stratford areas, which provided many 
employment opportunities for area students. 


6 — SOUTHWESTERN ONTARIO 


During the third quarter, employment levels increased 
with much of the expansion occurring in the manufac- 
turing and construction industries. Seasonal employ- 
ment gains occurred in agriculture, while in retail trade 
and personal services total employment remained 
largely unchanged. 


In agriculture, despite a better than average harvest, 
especially of tobacco, the supply of workers was gener- 
ally adequate, although a few farms reported shortages. 
Labour needs were met by importing Caribbean, 
Mexican and other foreign workers, as well as by utiliz- 
ing students and transient farm labourers. Employment 
in dairy and mixed farms increased slightly. 


In manufacturing, seasonal employment increases 
occurred in the food processing industries with Green 
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Giant of Canada Limited and Libby, McNeill & Libby 
Limited being the most active. The need for temporary 
workers increased in the latter part of the quarter as 
students returned to school. The Campbell Soup 
Company Limited of Chatham, which presently employs 
400 workers, announced a major expansion which would 
double the present plant capacity over the next twelve 
months, considerably increasing future demand for 
cannery workers. 


A deficiency of drapery workers and sewing machine 
operators persisted throughout the textile industry in 
the London area. Monsanto Canada Limited of Chatham, 
instituted a training program for 30 industrial workers 
and 10 supervisory staff. However, both Harvey Woods 
Limited and Firestone Textiles Limited of Woodstock 
laid off unskilled labourers because of insufficient 
orders. 


The woodworking industry continued to experience 
a shortage of skilled labour during the period under 
review. 


Production levels increased steadily in the metal and 
metal fabricating industries. Fisher Controls Company of 
Canada Limited of Woodstock, and General Crane 
Industries Limited of London, both announced expan- 
sions in the third quarter and projected gradual future 
increases in their labour force. A 13-week old labour- 
management dispute at George White & Sons Company 
Limited, London, was finally settled, which resulted in 
the return to work of 80 employees. 


Firms in the machinery industries approached full 
Capacity with many expansions reported during the 
period under review. One example, Eaton Yale Limited 
of Woodstock, announced expansion of its machine 
shop and assembly operation which will create a 
demand for 80 more machine shop workers and 
assemblers. 


Employment activity in the transportation equipment 
industry was moderate. Plants such as International 
Harvester Company of Canada Limited, Chatham, closed 
for summer holidays. Neonex Leisure Products Limited, 
Woodstock, a house trailer manufacturer, closed for two 
months because of inventory build-up. Parts shortages 


created by the rail labour-management dispute and a 
one week labour-management dispute at Chrysler 
Canada Limited, Windsor, slowed employment growth 
by the automakers in the early part of the third quarter. 
Some expansion in employment did proceed, as Ford 
Motor Company of Canada Limited achieved: record 
sales for the month of September. Livingston Industries 
Limited of Tillsonburg added approximately 70 persons 
to its work force. 


A labour-management dispute at Northern Electric 
Co. Limited, London, which involved some 1700 
workers, was settled, returning employment to normal 
in the electrical and electronics industries. A shortage of 
qualified electrical repairmen was apparent. 


The construction industry maintained high employ- 
ment levels with some shortages of carpenters and 
bricklayers. In London, an apartment complex, police 
station, federal building and hospital garage will 
account for almost $17 million in new construction this 
fall. Similarly, the Sun Oil and Petroleum Company of 
Sarnia was undergoing a multimillion dollar expansion. 
Further construction will include a $2.75 million dollar 
shopping mall in Wallaceburg. Progress continued on 
the calling of tenders for the million dollar Texaco 
refinery in Nanticoke. 


In transportation, the increased use of containeriza- 
tion reduced employment for dock workers in the Sarnia 
area. 


Some recruitment of sales personnel in retail trade 
took place in an attempt to replace students who 
returned to school. Shortages still existed for skilled 
technical and commission salesmen. 


In the community, business and personal service 
industries, a demand for registered nursing assistants 
was apparent in Sarnia hospitals. Similarly, shortages of 
cooks, domestics and janitors were reported during the 
quarter in both the London and Windsor areas. Short- 
ages of class “A’’ mechanics and class “B” auto body 
repairmen persisted. 


The demand for University graduates and teachers 
without experience was slack as employers sought 
candidates with job related experience.

Care must be exercised in the use and interpretation of the operational data from Canada Manpower Centres.

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GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


1973—A REVIEW 


Preliminary information indicates that the resurgence 
of economic activity of the last couple of years was 
continued into 1973, with the growth of real Gross 
National Product at least approximating and possibly 
surpassing by a wide margin the 5.8 per cent increase 
recorded in 1972. Consumer expenditure on durable and 
non-durable goods and increased merchandise exports 
continued to be principal areas of economic strength, 
although some weakening of these sectors was evident 
in the latter part of the year. Outlays on residential 
construction remained strong. Business expenditure on 
new plant and equipment showed signs of accelerated 
growth. 


In the labour market the average unemployment rate 
for Canada, which was little changed between 1971 and 
1972, declined significantly in 1973 to 5.6 per cent from 
6.3 per cent the previous year. In Ontario the rate also 
dropped sharply for the second year in a row from 4.8 
per cent in 1972 to 4.0 per cent in 1973; as in the previous 
year this was the result of a near-record growth in 
employment which more than offset a large increase in 
the labour force. 


In Ontario, Statistics Canada’s Job Vacancy Survey 
showed approximately 39,700 job vacancies in Ontario 
in the third quarter of 1973, up somewhat from the 
32,300 recorded in the second quarter. This should be 
interpreted as approximating the general level of vacan- 
cies during any day in the quarter. In the comparable 
period of 1972, there were 39,300 job vacancies in 
Ontario. Of the 39,700 job vacancies in the third quarter 
of 1973, 36,300 were for full-time jobs with 15,600 of 
these being open for one month or more. 


The Ontario labour force experienced a 3.8 per cent 
expansion between 1972 and 1973 reaching an annual 
average of 3,509,000. The increase was only slightly less 
than the 4.0 per cent growth recorded in the previous 
year and was the result of an expansion in both the 
working age population and the participation rate 
which, despite a slight slowdown in its rate of growth, 
reached the high level of 59.7 per cent. The number of 
females entering the labour force continued to grow at 
a rate roughly double that of the number of males. 
During 1973, the male sector grew by 2.7 per cent 
compared to a 5.9 per cent growth of the female sector. 
In terms of age groups the growth pattern in 1973 
displayed marked differences from the one in 1972. 
Whereas in 1972 both the number of 14-19 year olds and 
those 20-24 years of age in the labour force grew faster 
than any other groups at 7.0 per cent and 64 per cent 
respectively, in 1973 growth among the 20-24 year olds 
slowed considerably to 2.3 per cent, the lowest rate 
among all the age categories. The youngest group, those 
14-19 years old, continued in 1973 to display the fastest 
rate of growth at 8.9 per cent. While in 1972 growth 
among those 25-44 years of age was about twice as rapid 
as growth of those 45-64 years old, at 4.5 per cent and 


2.2 per cent respectively, in 1973 the growth rates of the 
two groups were roughly similar at 3.8 per cent and 3.5 
per cent respectively. 


Annual average employment rose by 4.6 per cent from 
3,219,000 in 1972 to 3,367,000 in 1973, the second 
consecutive year of extremely high gains. As has been 
the pattern in recent years, employment among females 
grew at a much faster rate, at 6.2 per cent in 1973, than 
among males, at 3.8 per cent for the same year. 


With the exception of those aged 65 and over, where 
employment levels continued to decline, all age 
categories experienced employment growth in 1973. 
However, the employment increase was the most strik- 
ing among those aged 14-19 years, where employment 
grew by 11.4 per cent in 1973, up from 9.2 per cent in 
1972. Employment growth among those 20-24 years of 
age was the lowest of any of the age groups in 1973 at 
3.1 per cent, rather than being the second highest as in 
1972 at 6.9 per cent. Employment growth among the 
25-44 year olds and those 45-64 years of age was 4.2 per 
cent and 4.5 per cent in 1973. This pattern of employ- 
ment growth being roughly equal between the two 
groups contrasted with the pattern in 1972, when growth 
in the 25-44 age category at 4.7 per cent was almost twice 
as high as growth in employment among 45-64 year olds 
at 2.6 per cent. 


Among the industry divisions, employment growth in 
1973 was notably strong in manufacturing, community, 
business and personal services and construction. This 
represented a significant recovery in the construction 
sector, where employment growth had been weak in 
1972. Employment growth in trade and public adminis- 
tration declined after an impressive year in 1972. Slight 
increases in employment growth were evident in trans- 
portation, communications and other utilities andin 
finance, insurance and real estate. In agriculture there 
was a Slight increase in employment levels in 1973 
following a decline in employment in 1972. 


The number of unemployed persons in Ontario 
averaged 142,000 in 1973, down significantly from the 
162,000 recorded in 1972. Almost all of this drop was in 
the male sector. The average unemployment rate also 
dropped from 4.8 per cent in 1972 to 4.0 per cent in 1973. 
Year-over-year, the average unemployment rate 
declined from 9.0 per cent to 7.9 per cent in the 14-24 
age category while among those aged 25 and over, the 
rate declined from 3.4 per cent to 2.8 per cent. Within 
the province there were indications that Toronto, 
Windsor, London and Eastern Ontario were experienc- 
ing lower unemployment rates than was the case in the 
Niagara Region and Northern Ontario. Between 1972 
and 1973 unemployment appeared to decline consid- 
erably in the Toronto, Eastern and Northern Ontario 
areas, although in the case of the latter unemployment 
still remained relatively high.

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DISTRICT AND INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS 


OCTOBER — NOVEMBER — DECEMBER 1973 
1 — TORONTO AND CENTRAL ONTARIO 


TORONTO AREA 


In the Toronto area during the period under review 
industrial production was at capacity level and wide- 
spread occupational shortages were evident. This 
condition was stimulated by continuing increases in 
consumer demand for goods and services and producer 
demand for investment goods. While seasonal influ- 
ences in such industries as trade, printing and publish- 
ing, food processing and toy manufacturing contributed 
significantly to the occupational demand, the major 
component represented a continuation of the sustained 
long term growth in industrial labour requirements. To 
a large extent the seasonal demand that arose from 
increased activity prior to Christmas was met by people 
employed on a temporary basis. Construction activity 
reflected the usual seasonal downturn, providing some 
respite from the excessive demand for labour evident in 
the previous quarter. 


The manufacturing sector maintained the upward 
trend in production and employment established in the 
previous quarters. Durable manufacturing received 
added impetus from the industrial machinery, metal 
fabricating, transportation equipment and electrical 
products industries. Advances in these industries were 
indicative of the stimulative effect of new investment 
which moved up to a rate higher than has been attained 
in recent years. Machinery industries, including Massey 
Ferguson Limited and K-K Precision Parts Ltd., signifi- 
cantly increased industrial capacity and labour force to 
meet the demand for output. A large unsatisfied 
demand for workers in the machine trades occupations 
existed. Local and export demand for farm machinery 
attained unusually high levels, a situation stimulated by 
the rapid world-wide increase in the demand for farm 
products. 

The metal fabricating industry significantly increased 
capacity. Production of metal storm screens and doors 
and ornamental metal used in construction increased; 
and so did the demand by sundry manufacturing indus- 
tries for various metal inputs. A major plant expansion 
was in progress at Commercial Roll-Formed Products 
Limited, a firm involved in custom roll-forming for 
manufacturers of steel and aluminum products. 
Advanced Extrusions Limited, manufacturers of aerosol 
containers and collapsible tubes, planned to expand 
productive capacity to facilitate a major increase in 
output. The company registered demand for sheet metal 
workers and related occupations. 

The transportation equipment industry increased its 
demand for manpower. While all sectors in this industry 
showed high levels of activity, employment increments 
derived mainly from the recovery in aircraft production 
which was previously at an extremely low level. 
Assemblers of aircraft and of aircraft components 


comprised a major part of the demand for workers at De 
Havilland Aircraft of Canada Ltd. and Douglas Aircraft 
of Canada Limited respectively. A number of vacancies 
in technical occupations also existed at the former. In 
Toronto’s industrial periphery, strong advances in the 
output of automobiles and trucks resulted in a higher 
level of demand for assemblers. In the auto parts 
component sector labour shortages impeded employ- 
ment gains. Notwithstanding, numerous capacity 
expansions stimulated by expected demand were 
evident. Davies Truck Equipment Ltd., manufacturer of 
trailers, Commenced an expansion that will add 23,000 
square feet of plant space. Expanded production in 
trailer output was also planned by Travel Lux Trailer 
Company of Canada Limited, who were seeking to 
increase their work force by about 100 employees. Other 
expansions in production were registered by Commer- 
cial Shearing Limited, manufacturers of hydraulic pumps 
and motors in Brampton, by Procor Limited of Oakville, 
manufacturers of tank cars and by Lincoln Engineering 
Co. (Canada) Limited, manufacturers of automotive 
lubricating equipment and lifts. 

In the electrical products industry, strong demand 
persisted for skilled electrical and electronic occupa- 
tions as well as assemblers of panel boards and printed 
circuits. In addition to the stimulus derived from 
consumer demand for household electrical appliances, 
output in this industry was boosted by industrial 
demand for electronic components used as inputs in 
electronic calculators and data processing equipment. A 
$21 million order to supply electrical equipment for 
Dofasco’s Hamilton Steel Plant was received by the 
Toronto plant of Canadian General Electric Company 
Limited and ensures a high level of production for the 
months ahead. 

Non-durable manufacturing industries sustained a 
high level of employment in response to strong 
advances in inventory build-up to meet Christmas 
demand. The sharp seasonal increase in demand 
followed a period of generally high employment and 
therefore proved excessive. Widespread shortages of 
material handlers, packers and small products 
assemblers were in evidence. This situation prevailed at 
numerous greeting card companies, producers of 
cartons and in the printing and publishing industry. The 
acquisition of larger plant capacity and labour force to 
keep pace with market demand was undertaken by 
numerous firms in the sector, including The Fasson 
Division of Avery Products Corporation (Canada) 
Limited, producers of labels and graphic arts film and by 
Cameron Packaging Incorporated, producers of corru- 
gated packaging material, who anticipated a doubling of 
its work force. 


Employment levels in the food and beverage industry 
advanced strongly, mainly in response to a seasonal 
demand for food packers, vegetable canners and pastry 
chefs. Increases were especially evident among specialty 
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bakeries and confectionery manufacturers. To a large 
extent the seasonal increment in labour demand was 
met by people who were hired on a short term basis and 
subsequently laid off when production targets were 
fulfilled. 

The textile and clothing industry was a source of 
further growth in the demand for carpet weavers, tailors 
and sewing machine operators. These occupations were 
in extremely short supply and in-industry training was 
undertaken by some manufacturers to overcome the 
situation, 

Contrary to previous periods, the plastics industry 
showed no advance in employment levels. The world- 
wide shortage of plastic resins has resulted in produc- 
tion cuts in firms manufacturing plastic flooring, 
packaging material and housewares and sundry other 
plastic products. 

In the chemical products industries small employment 
increments resulted mainly from increased production 
of cosmetics. Demand was primarily for packers. 

Production and employment activity increased in 
jewellery, toy and beauty-shop equipment manufac- 
turing, with numerous plant expansions being recorded 
in these industries. 


Employment declined in the construction industry 
during the period under review due to a seasonal 
downturn in building activity. However, employment 
levels were higher than was obtained for the same 
period in previous years, partly as a result of the number 
of late building starts and multimillion-dollar projects 
with extended time horizons. Major construction proj- 
ects which were started in Toronto during the quarter 
included the Yonge-Sheppard development complex, a 
$45 million development of offices, apartment towers 
and retail stores, the T. Eaton Company Limited devel- 
opment, a $200 million project, and the Canadian Bank 
Tower. An unusually high volume of major industrial 
and residential construction projects were also initiated 
in the industrial periphery during the quarter. These 
included the Consolidated Building Corporation 
townhouse project and Toronto Dominion Bank Build- 
ing, valued at $225 million, both in Brampton and a $4.5 
million Mental Retardation Centre in Oakville. The S.S. 
Kresge Company Limited in Brampton announced plans 
for the early building of a $10 million warehouse, while 
in the Newmarket area plans were announced for the 
early start of an 89-acre industrial park. These 
announcements indicate that construction in the 
ensuing building season will be sustained at a high level. 


Employment levels increased in the transportation 
sector partly as a result of a seasonal increase in the 
volume of goods shipped. However, the major compo- 
nent of the advance was a continuation of the general 
long term upward trend evident earlier in the year. 
Transport truck driver was the major occupation in 
demand. The railway companies registered increased 
vacancies for carman helpers, mechanics and body 
rebuilders. In public transportation, the commencement 
in North York of the Dial-a-bus service contributed to 
the increased demand for drivers. 


The annual seasonal demand by the post office for 
temporary workers to handle the increase in Christmas 
mail boosted employment in the communications 
sector. Key punch operators and other clerical occupa- 
tions were in demand at Bell Canada Limited. The 
company also had a number of temporary vacancies over 
the Christmas season for operators, most of which were 
filled by students. 


The trade sector showed seasonal increases in the 
demand for sales clerks and cashiers in numerous 
locations. This added further to the shortages in these 
occupations seen in the previous quarter. A continued 
demand for management trainees also existed. 


Finance, insurance and real estate showed a dimin- 
ished level of employment, a pronounced contrast to 
the third quarter, when the volume of transactions 
arising from accelerated credit demands stimulated 
increased hirings in banks and finance companies. The 
seasonal downturn characteristic of real estate also 
contributed to the decline. 


Shortages persisted in the service sector, especially for 
a wide range of personal service occupations, which 
included waiters, waitresses, hairdressers and janitors. 
The major demand sources were hotels, restaurants and 
drycleaning establishments. Demand in business 
services continued to exceed the supply in professional 
and technical occupations, such as drafting, engi- 
neering, accounting and business management. The 
discontinued operations of Film House Limited slightly 
offset employment in amusement services, as this 
resulted in the displacement of 90 employees. 


In public administration, employment increased at all 
levels of government. Professional, technical and 
especially clerical occupations were in high demand. In 
the federal government, the Department of Revenue, 
Secretary of State, Health and Welfare and the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission registered a 
significant increase in the employment of clerks and 
secretaries, as did the municipal and provincial govern- 
ments. A significant number of post-secondary gradu- 
ates commenced employment during the quarter with 
the Ontario Health Insurance Plan. 


GEORGIAN BAY 


During the fourth quarter, the usual seasonal slow- 
down in economic activity became evident. Employ- 
ment in the district decreased due to layoffs despite 
some additional hirings. However, the level of employ- 
ment was above that of the fourth quarter of last year. 
Shortages of materials and some types of labour affected 
production in some firms. Overall conditions in the area 
continued to remain favourable. 


The completion of the apple harvest in the early part 
of the quarter was followed by a normal seasonal 
decline in agricultural employment. The Caribbean 
workers offset potential shortages of harvest labour. 


Manufacturing continued operations at or near full 
Capacity in most sectors. However, shortages of skilled 


labour and of some materials acted as constraints to 
several area firms. Many firms closed down operations 
for 2-3 weeks for holidays during December, consid- 
erably reducing activity over Christmas. 

Employment in the food and beverage industry 
remained relatively stable, although Canada Packers 
Limited reported a slowdown in poultry processing. A 
new firm was in the process of being established in 
Bracebridge, Cumberland Packaging Limited, which will 
initially require a staff of 8 to process and package its 
line of diet foods. 

Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company of Canada 
Limited undertook additional hirings at the company’s 
Owen Sound plant to keep up with increased orders. A 
shortage of plastic materials forced Plastomer Limited, 
Barrie, to cut back its production of custom mouldings. 

In the textile and clothing industry, production 
continued at the previous high levels, being constrained 
somewhat by labour and material shortages. Globe Mills 
Limited, Meaford, announced plans for a $0.5 million 
addition to increase its carpet yarn capacity. At the same 
time Harding Carpets Limited, Collingwood, reported 
that its production was being affected by shortages of 
synthetic yarns. However, demand in the area continued 
to be high for loom fixers, weavers and sewing machine 
operators. Several area firms expressed their intention of 
meeting thesestaffing requirements through govern- 
ment sponsored training programs. 

In the durable manufacturing sector, Canadian Pitts- 
burgh Industries Limited, Owen Sound, announced 
plans to increase their staff by 14 and to add a third 
tempering furnace at a cost of $2.3 million to increase 
production of safety glass. This favourable development 
in the area was somewhat overshadowed by temporary 
layoffs in the transportation equipment industry. At 
Canadian Shipbuilding and Engineering Ltd. in Colling- 
wood, a layoff of 100 persons took place, pending the 
building of a 739 foot all-steel self-unloader early in the 
new year. 

With the exception of one firm where approximately 
120 persons were laid off, area auto parts manufacturers 
maintained steady employment levels despite produc- 
tion cutbacks in the United States auto industry. 

The electrical products industry was affected by 
layoffs as well. Whitaker Cable of Canada Limited, at 
Owen Sound, producing automotive wire assemblies, 
discontinued a midnight shift, resulting in the layoff of 
15 persons. A temporary shortage of materials was the 
cause of a layoff of 340 persons at TRW Electronic 
Components Ltd., Collingwood. Those on layoff will, 
however, be recalled in mid-January 1974. At the Hobart 
Manufacturing Company Limited, Owen Sound, 
production resumed late in the fourth quarter, after a 
seven month labour-management dispute which had 
involved over 100 employees. 

In the furniture industry, employment increased 
slightly. Q-C Manufacturing Limited, Collingwood, 
reduced their staff by 15, a usual occurrence after the 
Christmas season when output declines. The resumption 
of the production of dining and bedroom furniture at 
Andrew Malcolm Furniture Co. Ltd., Kincardine, 
however, will result in 60 persons being trained through 
a government sponsored training program, increasing 
employment in this sector. 
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Construction underwent the usual seasonal decline, 
although activity and employment remained at levels 
above those of last year at this time. Few new starts 
occurred in residential building. Occupational demand 
was concentrated in the skilled trades, such as carpen- 
ters, electricians and plumbers. Because of the many 
non-residential projects currently under construction, it 
is expected that the demand for the skilled trades will 
continue through the winter in most centres. Several 
projects were initiated during the fourth quarter: in 
Orillia, a $406,000 arena, a new shopping plaza and a 
Howard Johnson Motel and Restaurant complex; in 
Parry Sound, a shopping centre; in Meaford, a 40 bed 
nursing home costing almost $0.5 million; in Markdale, 
an arena and community centre, and in the Collingwood 
area, extensive road construction. 


In the transportation sector, the bi-weekly shipments 
of pelletized ore as well as the delivery of petroleum 
products by oil boats ceased as the shipping season 
came to an end in mid-December. Temporary employ- 
ment increases occurred in the communications 
industry in December to handle the influx of Christmas 
mail in area Post Offices. 


Activity in the trade sector peaked during the fourth 
quarter reflecting the increased sales in retail trade 
which are characteristic of the Christmas season. 
Demand for retail sales clerks was high as well, but by 
the end of December had declined. Demand was also 
registered for skilled and experienced clerical personnel. 


Summer resorts closed for the season reducing activity 
in the service sector. Year around resorts remained 
closed despite the completion of preparations for the 
winter tourist season, as weather conditions continued 
mild. Some activity occurred in the Parry Sound area 
due to the deer hunting season. In other areas demand 
continued for nurse’s aides, nurses general duty, nursing 
assistants, cooks, waiters, chambermaids, housekeepers 
and babysitters. Mechanical draftsmen and cost 
accountants were in short supply. Employment in the 
service sector increased slightly in Owen Sound, with 
the opening of Lee Manor, home for the aged, with 38 
new jobs resulting. 


Employment in public administration increased 
slightly as a result of the recruitment of 50 to 60 tempo- 
rary workers by the Department of National Defence to 
take part in special winter projects. Winter employment 
levels in this sector showed signs of dropping below 
those of last year because of the discontinuance of the 
Provincial Municipal Employment Incentive Program. 


2 — NORTHERN ONTARIO 


The Northern Ontario economy remained relatively 
stable at high levels of activity during the period under 
review, rather than cqntinuing to advance as had been 
seen in previous quarters. A seasonal decrease in 
employment in transportation was evident, along with 
a decline in residential construction. On the other hand, 
a seasonal increase in employment was seen in retail 
trade, while activity remained high in industrial and 
commercial construction. 
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In the primary sector, increased activity was evident 
in the Kenora District’s commercial fishery. Trapping 
was also active during the quarter. 


The forestry industry continued to operate at Capacity, 
with some firms reporting shortages of skilled person- 
nel. 


In mining the serious shortage of workers across 
Northern Ontario continued with the exception of 
Sudbury. Mines announced plans to employ women in 
traditionally male mining jobs. Production and employ- 
ment levels rernained relatively stable during the period 
under review. Several companies were in the process of 
adding to their capacity during the quarter. 


Activity in manufacturing remained relatively stable at 
high levels, with little change in production or employ- 
ment. In primary metals, the steel mills at Sault Ste. 
Marie were operating at capacity levels, but experienced 
shortages of qualified workers. Despite a weakening of 
price, lumber output and employment remained 
virtually unchanged from the third quarter. Numerous 
capacity expansion projects were announced or contin- 
ued by such companies as Kimberly-Clark Pulp and 
Paper Co. Ltd. who have scheduled new mills at both 
Terrace Bay and Nakina. In pulp and paper, the labour- 
management dispute at the Ontario-Minnesota Pulp 
and Paper Company Limited involving approximately 
1,500 workers at Kenora and Fort Frances ended in late 
November. Elsewhere in the industry, production and 
employment continued at high levels as the shortage of 
paper, particularly newsprint, persisted. Some increases 
in capacity are expected, such as the Great Lakes Paper 
Company Limited’s bleached kraft pulp mill at Thunder 
Bay. 


Although construction remained active during the 
quarter, residential building slackened due largely to 
high interest rates and the lack of serviced land in the 
larger Communities, such as Thunder Bay. Construction 
strength was in the industrial and commercial sectors, 
where numerous projects were under way. These 
included developments in the pulp and paper, mining 
and saw milling industries as well as shopping malls in 
several cities. 


Employment levels dipped in transportation following 
the end of the shipping season at the Lakehead. Steve- 
dores, grain trimmers and elevator workers were laid off. 


In trade, Christmas season sales were at high levels at 
all areas except Kenora and Fort Frances. Increased sales 
were not matched by employment gains. 


In the services sector, activity in the tourist industry 
was constrained by a lack of snow. Similar conditions 
prevailed in the year before. 


In public administration, plans were announced to 
close the Canadian Forces bases at Armstrong and 
Ramore by October of 1974. Approximately 100 civilian 
employees and 300 servicemen will be affected at the 
two bases. 


3 — LAKE ONTARIO 


Moderate output and employment gains occurred in 
the first two months of the quarter followed by stable 
employment levels during December. Normal seasonal 
employment declines in the primary and durable manu- 
facturing sectors accentuated the negative effect of the 
over-all slow down of cyclical growth. Lower growth 
rates of domestic demand for major consumer durables 
became evident in the fourth quarter. Conversely, the 
output of producers attempting to supply expanding 
demand was restricted by capacity constraints. Tempo- 
rary supply short-falls were evident in the primary 
metals, petro-chemicals, and capital goods producing 
sectors, leading to postponement in some cases of the 
new capital investment plans of firms and institutions. 
Positive output and employment gains were registered, 
however, by producers of semi-durables and services 
during the review period. In the labour market, the 
district supply of unskilled and semi-skilled labour 
became more adequate. There was a persisting strong 
demand for skilled machinists, metal patternmakers, 
metal workers, cabinet makers, and office machine 
servicemen, along with shortages of supply. Surpluses of 
teachers, medical service personnel and commer- 
cial-clerical office workers continued to be evident. 


In the primary sector, agricultural employment 
declined during the quarter while employment levels in 
forestry remained static. 


In manufacturing, the level of employment and 
output declined in the durable goods sector as 
consumer demand weakened and temporary shortages 
occurred in capital goods and materials. Marginal 
employment increases occurred in the non-durable 
manufacturing sector. In food and beverages, produc- 
tion and employment were stable during the quarter. 
Activity at area canneries lessened due to reduced 
harvests of vegetables and fruits. ln Oshawa a new sugar 
refinery, Westcane Limited, commenced operation in 
November. 


There were diverging employment trends in the 
leather, textiles and apparel sectors. Firms producing 
textile fabrics encountered shortages of raw materials 
such as vinyl chloride resin, but no layoffs resulted. A 
temporary lay-off of 1,200 workers occurred at the Ajax 
Trim Plant Chrysler Canada Limited in October, while 
further lay-offs of approximately 140 employees took 
place during November and December. Large area firms 
in the boot and shoe industry hired additional produc- 
tion staff. 


Reductions in employment and production were 
evident in plastic processing and fabricating firms, 
particularly in the smaller ones, because of shortages of 
polyethylene and polystyrene resins. However, output 
and employment levels remained high in the rubber 
industry. 


Output and employment in the chemical sector were 
high, although increases were limited by capacity 
constraints. In Cobourg, Westinghouse Canada Limited, 
Atomic Power Division, received increased production 
orders from nuclear hydro plants but no substantial 


employment increases are expected. In paper products, 
Moore Business Forms Ltd. in Trenton, a producer of 
computer printout sheets, Commenced an expansion in 
November which is expected to add a substantial 
number of jobs within a year. 


In durable manufacturing, employment declined in 
transportation equipment but levels were maintained in 
other sectors. In primary metals, production and 
employment levels remained steady. Aluminum and 
steel raw materials were in short supply. Area firms in 
the metal fabricating sector continued to produce at 
capacity in response to high demand. 


Output and employment levels increased in the 
machinery sector during the fourth quarter as firms 
continued to produce at capacity. Producers of farm 
machinery, industrial equipment, and building fixtures 
maintained high production volumes. The Mathews 
Conveyor Co. Ltd. of Port Hope commenced hiring 
following the termination in mid-November of a 51-day 
industrial dispute involving approximately 230 workers. 
Similarily, a dispute at Armor Elevator Canada Limited in 
Pickering which idled 425 machine operators and eleva- 
tor installers was settled in mid-October. In Peter- 
borough, the Outboard Marine Corporation of Canada 
Limited maintained a strong demand for skilled machine 
operators as normal winter season lay-offs did not occur. 
Generally, producers in this industry contributed to a 
very high demand for skilled tool and die makers, 
pattern and mould makers, machinists and machine 
operators in the Oshawa and Peterborough areas. 


Numerous lay-offs took place in the transportation 
equipment sector during the period under review. A 
decline in automobile sales in the United States 
resulted in production cutbacks and lay-offs at the 
General Motors of Canada Limited Oshawa plant. 
Approximately 6500 workers were laid off for one week 
in mid-December and a further lay-off of 600 for an 
indefinite period was announced. Area manufacturers of 
auto parts reduced production in response to declining 
U.S. and domestic demand and shortages of basic mate- 
rials. Houdaille Oshawa Limited laid off 600 employees 
as aresult of the General Motors production cut-backs. 
In Lindsay, Prowler Industries Limited, a producer of 
recreational trailers, laid off 117 employees in 
December. 

Production and employment levels remained high in 
the electrical products sector. Employment levels were 
steady at the Northern Electric Company Limited of 
Belleville; however, normal seasonal increases in part- 
time positions did not occur. The Canadian General 
Electric Company Limited of Peterborough continued to 
register a high demand for skilled machine shopworkers 
and draftsmen. Erie Technological Products of Canada 
Limited in Trenton announced an expansion to present 
facilities which may result in substantially increased 
employment. 

In non-metallic minerals processing, all area firms 
were producing at capacity. Lake Ontario Cement 
Limited of Picton announced a program to install a $15 
million kiln which will double the plants’ capacity. 
Brooklin Concrete Products Limited in Whitby, a 
producer of concrete slabs, expanded production 
Capacity. 
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The Oshawa area construction sector continued to 
register increased activity andemployment, notwith- 
standing the normal seasonal downturn late in the 
fourth quarter. Residential building remained extremely 
active in Belleville, Trenton, and Cobourg, although a 
downturn was evident in Oshawa and Peterborough. 
Commercial and industrial construction volumes 
continued to increase in the Oshawa area, Peterborough 
and Trenton. Major projects underway included the 
commercial redevelopment of a section of downtown 
Peterborough and the continuing construction of the 
second phase of the Bond Towers in Oshawa. The 
proposed McLaughlin Square development in Oshawa 
has been scaled down to an estimated $10 million 
expenditure. Plans for a major construction program to 
double the size and power capacity of the Pickering 
Nuclear Hydro-Electric station were announced by the 
Ontario Government. The demand for a wide range of 
skilled construction tradesmen remained high. Labour 
shortages hindered progress at some projects in 
Oshawa. The December seasonal downturn did, 
however, alleviate shortages of unskilled construction 
labourers and tradesmen’s helpers. 


Activity in transportation remained steady during the 
fourth quarter. Fuel price increases affected the cost 
structure of road, rail and air carriers; but no negative 
employment impact was evident. In the Oshawa area, a 
strong demand for heavy truck drivers was in effect. 
Activity declined somewhat in December as General 
Motors curtailed its new car delivery volumes. Employ- 
ment levels were static in the utilities sector during the 
period under review, even though area Hydro systems 
increased electric power exports to the United States. 


In finance, insurance and real estate, demand 
increased for specialized occupations such as: bank 
tellers with experience in the computerized ledger 
system, qualified real estate appraisers, and suitable 
insurance salesmen. Activity and employment 
expanded, particulary in the insurance and real estate 
sectors. Excess supplies of partially qualified commer- 
cial-clerical office personnel were in evidence during 
December. 


Employment in the retail and wholesale trade sector 
reached a seasonal peak during the fourth quarter, 
accentuating steady over-all growth. Employment 
increases occurred in October and November; most new 
sales clerk positions were part-time and temporary. 
During December, there were strong supplies of quali- 
fied retail salespersons desiring full-time job positions. 
Demand remained strong for service station attendants 
and driver salesmen. 


Employment in personal services was at a seasonal low 
during the review period. While employment opportu- 
nities in the hotel-restaurant sector remained limited, 
increased demands for babysitters, housekeepers and 
day workers were evident in the domestic sector. In 
community and health services qualified teachers and 
para-medical service occupations were in excess supply 
in the area. In public administration, employment 
remained static, as municipalities suspended recruiting 
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during the fourth quarter in anticipation of the 
changeover to the new regional government system. 


4 — EASTERN ONTARIO 


Economic conditions continued to improve in Eastern 
Ontario during the period under review, but at a slower 
rate than seen in the previous quarter. Seasonal 
downturns were less severe than usual, especially in 
construction. However, material shortages did restrict 
production in some instances. 


In agriculture, farm production exceeded last year’s 
levels in most commodities, due in part to favourable 
weather conditions which continued into November. 
The demand for farm help was unusually strong in the 
early part of the quarter, with a persistent shortage of 
qualified dairy workers. A poor apple crop resulted in 
fewer employment opportunities for pickers than are 
usually seen at that time of year. In the forest industry, 
increases were evident in log hauling activity. 


During the quarter, production levels in manufac- 
turing remained relatively stable, with some firms having 
problems in obtaining necessary raw materials. This lack 
of supply caused several plants to cut production 
including M.C.A. (Records) Ontario Limited and Atlas 
Hoist and Body of Cornwall, and Union Carbide Canada 
Limited of Arnprior. On the other hand, activity 
increased in electrical products industries. For example, 
Black and Decker Manufacturing Company Limited of 
Brockville, a producer of power tools, increased their 
staff as part of a $1.5 million expansion. A labour- 
management dispute at Atomic Energy of Canada 
Limited in Chalk River affecting 900 employees was 
settled and work resumed early in November. In wood 
products, sawmills operated at full capacity with a high 
demand for sawmill workers, edgermen, and lumber 
handlers. 


Despite seasonal slowdowns in some of the smaller 
areas, relatively high levels of construction activity were 
evident in many parts of the district. These included 
Ottawa, where construction was concentrated in the 
commercial sector, Brockville, Pembroke and Kingston 
although the latter experienced a lower level of activity 
than in the previous year. Smiths Falls recovered from a 
period of slow construction growth. Activity throughout 
the district was aided by good weather and new 
construction techniques. However, employment levels 
in some areas such as Cornwall were adversely affected 
by shortages of certain building materials. Also, despite 
a surplus of plumbers in Ottawa, qualified roofers, 
Carpenters, painters, plumbers and electricians were in 
short supply. One major project, the Arnprior hydro dam 
bogged down awaiting the award of future contracts. 


In the transportation sector, light truck drivers were 
in high demand in the period preceding Christmas. 
While seasonal slow-downs reduced the need for heavy 
truck drivers, qualified long distance drivers were in 
constant demand. Employment levels were stable in 
communications and other utilities. 


A seasonal upturn in hirings of both full and part-time 
personnelincreased employment levelsin wholesale 
and retail trade during the quarter. 


In community, business and personal services, 
employment levels continued to increase, although 
some slow down of activity was evident in the Ottawa 
area, A decrease in employment in the tourist industry 
was offset by an increase in hirings in the personal 
service sector. Problems persisted in filling vacancies In 
many occupations such as domestics and waitresses, 
due in part to undesirable wages and working condi- 
tions. Inexperienced workers were hired in many 
instances. To a limited extent, employment activity in 
this sector was seasonally related to Christmas. 


In public administration, employment levels remained 
relatively stable at all levels of government. 


5 — NIAGARA — HAMILTON/ 
MIDWESTERN ONTARIO 


NIAGARA — HAMILTON 


Generally high production and employment levels 
prevailed in the Niagara-Hamilton economy despite the 
dampening influences of the energy crisis and shortages 
of both material and labour. Production cutbacks in the 
transportation equipment industries were evident, 
especially among auto parts manufacturers in St. 
Catharines. To resolve shortages of qualified workers, 
firms expressed an increased interest in the various 
government sponsored training programs. In the 
professional and technical field, occupations in short 
supply included draftsmen, engineers, technicians and 
accountants. 


In agriculture, experienced permanent farm workers 
continued to be in short supply despite the completion 
of the harvest. 


In manufacturing, companies specializing in seasonal 
food processing experienced reduced production and 
employment levels due to generally lower crop yields. 
Those companies involved in year-round opperations 
remained very active. 


In Hamilton, the Firestone Tire and Rubber Company 
of Canada Limited continued to recruit new employees 
as production levels remained high and stable. 


In paper industries, the month-long industrial dispute, 
involving 1,100 employees, at the Ontario Paper 
Company Limited, in Thorold, was settled in October. 
Due to the shortage of qualified personnel, area textile 
and clothing firms made use of government sponsored 
training programs in an effort to meet the demand for 
sewing-machine operators. 


In non-metallic mineral processing, Domtar 
Construction Materials Limited in Caledonia settled 
their two-month industrial dispute in December. 
Approximately 225 workers were affected. 


In Brantford, 100 employees permanently lost their 
jobs when Formpac Canada Limited, a plastics manufac- 
turer, went out of business. 

In primary metals, the Steel Company of Canada 
Limited announced that the construction of the first 
phase of their Nanticoke project on Lake Erie will 
commence early in 1974. Production operations should 
begin in 1978. Severe shortages of skilled welders, fitters 
and machinists, among other occupations, continued in 
the machinery and metal-fabricating sectors due to the 
strong demand for metal products. In Welland, Stelco’s 
Welland Tube Works Division recalled over 90 employ- 
ees on lay off since May. 

In chemicals, the scheduled closing in December of 
Cyanamid of Canada Ltd’s fertilizer plants in Niagara 
Falls did not take place as the closing deadlines were 
extended by the Ontario Ministry of the Environment. 

In wood industries, Sanderson-Harold Company, 
Paris, hired 40 trainees from Newfoundland during the 
quarter. Woodworking firms in the Hamilton area expe- 
rienced difficulties in obtaining cabinet makers and 
woodworking machine operators. 

Material shortages remained a problem in the electri- 
cal products field. Nevertheless, area firms maintained 
high employment levels, with some having recruited 
personnel in Great Britain. 

In agricultural implements, Massey-Ferguson Indus- 
tries Ltd. announced a $17 million expansion program in 
Brantford which will create approximately 600 positions 
by the end of 1975. Other area firms maintained high 
production levels during the period under review 
despite component shortages. 

In transportation equipment, the National Steel Car 
Corporation Limited, Hamilton, settled their four month 
industrial dispute involving 900 employees early in 
October. They initiated a government sponsored 
program to train 50 welders and hired another 300 
people in October for welding and general labouring. 
An industrial dispute at Aimco Industries Ltd., St. 
Catharines, involving approximately 140 workers 
commenced in December. As a result of production 
cutbacks by major auto producers, Hayes-Dana Ltd. of 
St. Catharines laid off about 130 employees for an indef- 
inite period, while Allen Industries Canada Ltd. in 
Hamilton laid off 25 employees permanently and 80 
indefinitely. 


The construction industry remained active, especially 
the residential sector. Current industrial projects 
included the Gates Rubber of Canada Ltd. $2.3 million 
addition in Brantford, while in Hamilton, St. Peter’s 
Hospital was constructing a $6.5 million addition. Short- 
ages of qualified tradesmen were evident. 


Some seasonal increase in hiring activity occurred in 
trade during the Christmas period, although many area 
merchants increased the hours worked by their part- 
time staff rather than employing additional personnel. 


In the service industry, employment levels declined 
with the completion of the tourist season although a 
steady demand for cooks and janitors prevailed. There 
was a general shortage of auto mechanics in the Hamil- 
ton area. 
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In finance, insurance and real estate, local banking 
firms continued to express a stong demand for experi- 
enced tellers. 


In the public administration sector, the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Commission opened an office in Brant- 
ford, hiring approximately 50 employees. 


MID — WESTERN ONTARIO 


Buoyant conditions prevailed in most sectors of the 
Mid-western Ontario economy during the last quarter of 
1973. However, the transportation equipment industry 
suffered major slowdowns, due in part to the energy 
crisis. The initial impact of the energy situation coupled 
with material and labour shortages played a large role 
in delaying expansion plans of a number of local firms. 
To diminish labour shortages, many firms indicated an 
increased interest in various government sponsored 
training programs, and in labour recruitment ouside the 
area and also outside Canada. 


In agriculture, a normal seasonal decline in employ- 
ment occurred during the quarter. A demand for experi- 
enced dairy farm workers persisted. 


In mining, seasonal layoffs occurred earlier than usual 
at the Sifto Salt Division mine of Domtar Chemicals 
Limited, Goderich, due to a serious fire in the mine in 
November. 


Within the manufacturing sectorseveral industries 
suffered from labour shortages, which in the case of 
Kitchener area rubber manufacturers, were severe 
enough to cause difficulties in maintaining capacity 
production. A continuing demand for workers in the 
leather industry was reported by Greb Industries Limited 
and Robson-Lang Leathers, both of Kitchener. 

In the textile sector, Fiberglas Canada Limited in 
Guelph laid off approximately 40 employees at the 
beginning of November. On the other hand, Listowel 
and Cambridge firms reported a persistent demand for 
textile workers, especially sewing machine operators. In 
Stratford, Canadian Fabricated Products Limited 
announced an expansion program with requirements for 
approximately 150 additional employees by the spring of 
1974. In the paper industries, the Boehmer Box Company 
of Kitchener reduced production levels as a result of a 
cardboard shortage, although employment levels were 
not affected. 

Kitchener furniture manufacturers experienced a 
continuing lack of skilled machine operators, cabinet 
makers and upholsterers. Despite shortages of some 
materials, electrical products firms in the Kitchener- 
Waterloo area continued to hire all types of personnel 
from unskilled labourers to technicians. Qualified 
machinists and welders were in great demand by 
machinery and metal fabricating firms. Despite labour 
shortages, many area Companies announced expansion 
plans for 1974. 


A decline in employment levels prevailed in the 
transportation equipment sector. The Hall Lamp 
Company in Huron Park closed suddenly in November 
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due to bankruptcy affecting over 400 employees. 
Cutbacks in the production of larger automobiles 
caused the Budd Automotive Company of Canada 
Limited, to lay off 80 workers permanently in December. 
A new firm to the area, Glendale Mobile Homes Limited, 
in Clinton closed their plant due to a lack of orders, 
affecting 50 employees. In November, General Spring 
Products Limited, Kitchener laid off approximately 200 
employees for an indefinite period. 


With favourable autumn weather conditions, 
construction activity was maintained.at high levels until 
December. Residential building was again predominant. 
Newly-announced industrial projects included the $6 
million building program at Galt Metal Industries 
Limited, Cambridge, a manufacturer of auto parts. 


In transportation, ideal weather conditions enabled 
Lake Huron shipping to continue at a record pace until 
late December. 


In the trade sector, the normal seasonal increase in the 
demand for temporary sales help occurred. The contin- 
uing demand for licensed motor vehicle mechanics 
remained unabated. 


Occupations reported to be in continual short supply 
in the service industries included waitresses, cooks and 
nursing home personnel. 


6 — SOUTHWESTERN ONTARIO 


A slight decrease in employment levels was evident in 
the southwestern Ontario economy during the quarter, 
although employment was still higher than for the same 
time period last year. Seasonal employment declines 
were seen in the agricultural, foods and beverage, and 
construction industries. Layoffs were prevalent among 
area automotive parts manufacturers. In all other areas, 
industry continued production at a steady pace. Some 
bottlenecks developed because of material and skilled 
labour shortages. 


There was little employment activity in the agricul- 
tural sector, after a very successful crop year. Tobacco 
production increases were announced in expectation of 
new markets in Japan and China. 


In manufacturing, several short-term layoffs occurred 
in the food and beverage industry. 


Skilled labour shortages were predominant in the 
metal and metal fabricating industry. Firms in this sector 
levelled off their employment growth after large expan- 
sions in the previous quarter. 

The transportation equipment industry suffered 
several employment cutbacks. The three major auto 
manufacturers in Windsor laid off a total of approxi- 
mately 300 workers, while an additional 100 people were 
laid off by the Ford Motor Company of Canada Limited 
plant in Talbotville. An eleven day labour-management 
dispute at the Ford Motor Company of Canada Limited 
prior to Christmas further hampered production. 
Production decreases among auto manufacturers 
coupled with material shortages caused production and 
employment levels to fall in the auto components 
industry. Approximately 400 people were laid off during 
the quarter. 

Layoffs also occurred, in the heavy equipment manu- 
facturing industry because of a shortage of steel and 
other materials, and in the leisure products industries 
because of a sudden decrease in demand. In farm 
machinery, the International Harvester Company of 
Canada Limited plant in Chatham closed for one week, 
affecting 1,100 workers. 


A seasonal downturn was evident in construction 
during the period under review. Although building was 
fairly equally divided between residential and non- 
residential projects, the latter showed signs of becoming 
the predominant activity. Residential activity was 
particularly slow in the London and Windsor areas. 
Construction was hampered by shortages of materials 
and skilled labour, especially carpenters and bricklayers. 


In communications, large numbers of temporary 
employees were hired by the London and Windsor area 
Post Offices to help handle the rush of Christmas mail. 


In trade, the seasonal demand for sales help over the 
Christmas period was moderate. One exception was 
Chatham, where the opening of a large mall created a 
heavy demand for sales staff. Difficulties existed in fill- 
ing some sales representative positions. 


Shortages were evident in a wide range of occupa- 
tions in the services sector, including housekeepers and 
restaurant staff, security guards and custodial staff, 
registered nurses, nursing assistant, nurses aides and 
orderlies. In some cases undesirable wages and working 
conditions contributed to recruitment difficulties.

GENERAL TRENDS 


Latest available data from Statistics Canada indicate 
that the strong expansion of the Canadian economy 
under way since the beginning of 1971 continued in 
1973 at an accelerated pace. Real growth in Gross 
National Product at 7.1 per cent for the year was well in 
excess of that experienced in any year since 1966. As in 
the previous two years, consumer outlays, especially on 
automobiles and other durable goods, and housing con- 
struction provided the major impetus to expansion. A 
sharp increase in business investment in plants and 
equipment was evident after six years of relatively low 
activity. Both exports and imports of goods and services 
increased considerably. However, inflation was parti- 
cularly severe in 1973, especially in the case of raw 
materials and food products. The price index rose by 7.1 
per cent in 1973, one of the highest increases on record. 


In the Ontario labour market Statistics Canada’s Job 
Vacancy Survey showed approximately 33,500 job 
vacancies in the fourth quarter of 1973, down somewhat 
from the 39,700 recorded in the third quarter. This 
should be interpreted as approximating the general level 
of vacancies on any day in the quarter. In the compar- 
able period of 1972 there were 32,100 job vacancies in 
Ontario. Of the 33,500 job vacancies in the fourth 
quarter of 1973, 30,400 were for full time jobs with 
12,800 of these being open for one month or more. 


The Ontario labour force averaged 3,548,000 in the 
first quarter of 1974, an increase of 20,000 over the 
previous quarter. Although increases of this magnitude 
have not been unusual in the last few years, the long 
term trend has been for a decrease at this time of year. 
Males accounted for the bulk of the quarter-over-quarter 
increase. Compared with the first quarter of 1973, the 
labour force increased by 4.3 per cent, with the number 
of females in the labour force having increased by a 
slightly greater percentage rate than the number of 
males. 


The quarterly labour force increase was fairly evenly 
divided among the age groups except for those 65 years 
old and over, whose number in the labour force showed 
little change either on a quarter-over-quarter or year- 
over-year basis. Compared with the first quarter of 1973 
all other age groups showed sizable numerical increases. 
However, in percentage terms increases among the age 
groups were quite moderate in all but the 14-19 category 
which grew at an extremely high rate of 16 per cent. 


The level of employment in Ontario averaged 
3,371,000 in the first quarter of 1974, a slight decline 
from the level recorded in the previous quarter. Males 
comprised the bulk of the decrease. Compared with the 
first quarter of 1973, employment grew by 4.2 per cent, 
with the increase among females being considerably 
greater than among males. 


On a quarter-over-quarter basis, the bulk of the 
decline was among those 25-44 years old, with moderate 
declines in the other age groups except for those 20-24 
and 65 years old and over, which experienced no change. 
As in the case of labour force, all age groups showed 
considerable increases On a year-over-year basis, except 
for the 65 and over category which remained relatively 
stable. Again the largest percentage increase, almost 17 
per cent, occurred among those 14-19 years of age. 


Among the industry divisions, employment declined 
substantially in construction between the fourth quarter 
of 1973 and the first quarter of 1974, with more 
moderate decreases evident in manufacturing and trans- 
portation, communication and other utilities. Some 
increase in employment was apparent in trade, especially 
wholesale trade. Employment in all other industry divi- 
sions remained relatively stable. On a year-over-year 
basis, a substantial employment increase was seen in 
wholesale trade, with significant advances being recorded 
in community, business and personal services, fiance, 
insurance and real estate and construction. Slight 
employment gains were evident in non-durable manu- 
facturing and in retail trade. All other industry divisions 
showed little change. 


The number of unemployed persons in Ontario in the 
first quarter of 1974 was 177,000. This represented a 
rise of 49,000 over the number recorded in the fourth 
quarter of 1973, an increase quite in line with past 
seasonal trends. The bulk of the increase consisted of 
males. While the unadjusted unemployment rate rose 
substantially from 3.6 per cent in the fourth quarter of 
1973 to 5.0 per cent in the first quarter of 1974, the 
seasonally adjusted rate changed very little, moving from 
4.1 per cent to 4.2 per cent. The latter was the same 
seasonally adjusted unemployment rate as was exper- 
ienced in the first quarter of 1973.

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DISTRICT AND INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS 


JANUARY — FEBRUARY — MARCH 1974 


TORONTO AREA 


Industrial output and employment in the Toronto 
area declined from the previous period. While seasonal 
inactivity in construction and retail trade were partly 
responsible, the decline was also due to nonseasonal 
factors such as material and occupational shortages, to 
layoffs which derived from the energy crisis and to 
industrial disputes, especially in the manufacturing 
sector. 

A high rate of investment in productive capacity 
maintained a high level of demand for a variety of 
occupations, such as architects, engineers and draftsmen. 
Local shortages were aggravated by numerous capital 
projects in other parts of Canada. 


The manufacturing sector experienced employment 
declines due to labour-management disputes which 
occurred in firms producing electrical products, fabri- 
cated metals and clothing. Other declines were the result 
of major layoffs in the transportation equipment 
industry, a direct repercussion of the decreased demand 
for automobile and component parts due to the energy 
crisis. 

In non-durable manufacturing, a seasonal reduction in 
employment was registered in the food and beverage and 
in the clothing industries. This was further aggravated by 
a short-term industrial dispute in each sector. However, 
the clothing industry was gathering considerable momen- 
tum by the end of the quarter and employees previously 
on seasonal layoff were recalled. 

Despite a shortage of materials, production in paper 
and allied products and printing and publishing was 
strong in contrast to the situation which prevailed at the 
same time last year. In line with increased demand for 
paper products, a number of area firms expanded pro- 
ductive facilities and demanded an increased volume of 
packagers, bindery workers and pressmen. A shift in the 
operations of Dominion Paper Box Company Ltd., 
Etobicoke, however, resulted in a loss of employment 
for over 100 people in the area as a branch of this plant 
relocated in Hamilton. 

The chemical and chemical products industry was 
affected by the shortage of petrochemicals, which re- 
sulted in a reduced output of paints, industrial cleaners, 
polyethylene and other resins. 

Cutbacks in the supply of polyethylene had a con- 
siderable impact on the plastic products industry. In 
numerous cases, plans for expansion were deferred, over- 
time work eliminated and in some instances layoffs of 
personnel occurred. 

Employment and production levels varied among 
durable goods manufacturers during the quarter. The 
furniture industry appeared to have stabilized with the 
same level of demand for upholsterers, cabinet-makers 
and finishers as reported in the previous quarter. The 


metal fabricating industry continued at previously high 
levels of employment and most firms had a shortage of 
workers. The short supply was an impediment to the 
degree of capacity expansion that would have been 
optimum, given the level of demand for output. Alumi- 
node Limited in Rexdale began a search for labour for 
their new $10 million plant to anodize structural alumi- 
num. In Scarborough, Master Sheet Metal Limited 
expanded their plant space in response to a considerably 
increased demand for truck bodies. 

Industrial disputes resulted in work stoppages in 
numerous metal fabricating firms including Canadian 
Baker Perkins Limited, Brampton, Carrier Air Condition- 
ing (Canada) Limited, Bramalea, Neptune Meters Limi- 
ted, Toronto and S.K.F. Manufacturing of Canada 
Limited, Scarborough. 


Little change from the previous period was evident in 
the machinery industry where a strong demand for 
machinery and equipment remained unsatisfied due to a 
shortage of productive skills. A number of firms here, 
however, are undertaking increased investment in larger 
plant capacity. These included Standling Specialty 
Manufacturing Limited, Etobicoke producers of hydrau- 
lic lifts and Wayne Sweeper Mfg. Canada Ltd., Bramalea. 
An industrial dispute involving a number of firms tem- 
porarily interrupted employment levels in the machinery 
industry. The Etobicoke plant of Massey-Ferguson 
Limited and James Howden & Parsons of Canada 
Limited, Scarborough, were included. 

The transportation equipment sector suffered con- 
siderable employment losses as a result of a series of 
layoffs in the automobile, aircraft and truck industries. 
The most significant cause of the employment decline 
was the energy crisis and the related decreased demand, 
particularly in the United States for large automobiles 
and component parts. Other layoffs were due to parts 
shortages. In Oakville over 3,500 Ford Motor Company 
of Canada Limited employees were placed on layoff and 
although some were recalled, resumption of work for 
others remained indefinite. The effect of the energy 
crisis On the automotive industry has increased demand 
for smaller cars, a factor which moderated the impact of 
declining employment in the industry. The new demand 
pattern was reflected in increased production at Ameri- 
can Motors (Canada) Limited, Brampton, but this was 
slightly offset by sporadic layoffs due to parts shortages. 
Rockwell International Limited, Milton, Long Manufac- 
turing Division Borg-Warner (Canada) Limited, Oakville, 
and A.G. Simpson Company Limited, Etobicoke, all 
manufacturers of car parts, reduced employment as a 
result of decreased demand. 

Employment also decreased at Douglas Aircraft 
Company Limited of Canada in Mississauga because of a 
shortage of parts and at Dehavilland Aircraft of Canada 
Ltd. in Downsview as a result of declining demand for 
equipment. Shortages of skilled labour and materials 
impeded growth in production of truck and _ travel- 
trailers. 


The electrical products industry showed con- 
siderable strength during the quarter accompanied by 
an increase in the demand in relevant occupations. The 
demand was most concentrated in the electronic 
component sector of the industry where major expan- 
sions were in progress. Sunlec Corporation Limited and 
Canadian Background Sound Limited, both in Missis- 
sauga, are among the companies that commenced opera- 
tions in producing electronic components during the 
quarter. Tork Controls of Canada Ltd., manufacturers of 
electronic switches and controls in Rexdale, doubled its 
plant facilities by relocating in a larger plant. 

On the other hand, a 25 day company-wide indus- 
trial dispute involving over 2,500 employees of Cana- 
dian General Electric Company Limited temporarily 
interrupted the advance of employment in this industry. 
Various locals of the Electrical Workers Union were 
involved. 


Construction reflected the usual seasonal downturn, 
although the degree of unemployment in some trades 
was moderated by the continuation of numerous pro- 
jects that were started in the previous year. Much of the 
activity was in industrial and commercial building as 
firms began to expand capacity. Recent starts in non- 
residential construction included a $1% million hotel in 
Newmarket, the Safeco Insurance Company $2 million 
headquarters in Etobicoke and the Robert Bosch 
(Canada) Limited warehouse and plant in Meadowvale 
Industrial Park. 


In the trade sector aggregate employment fell. Whole- 
sale trade showed an increase in demand for shipping 
and receiving clerks, but this was more than offset by a 
considerable slowing of demand for retail sales clerks. 
Some new employment opportunities did appear how- 
ever with the opening of new retail establishments in the 
area. The Hudson’s Bay Company commenced opera- 
tions at two new locations creating temporary and part- 
time employment for approximately 800 persons. 
Recruitment was also in progress for the New Upper 
Canada Mall in Newmarket. 


A notable upturn in the demand for clerical occupa- 
tions was apparent in finance and insurance in response 
to increased activity, but the demand for personnel in 
real estate moderated. 


Transportation activity was at a seasonal low. This 
was aggravated by a reduction of activity resulting from 
labour disputes in the American trucking industry. Con- 
sequently there was a decline in the demand for heavy 
truck drivers. However, an increase in the demand for 
drivers and maintenance men was registered by the 
Toronto Transit Commission. 


Employment in the service sector remained constant 
as a decline in hirings in personal services was compen- 
sated for by increased employment in business services. 
Among the latter, manager trainees, consulting engineers 
and advertising personnel were in demand. 


In Public Administration, various levels of govern- 
ment registered increased demand for clerical and tech- 
nical occupations. The hirings of keypunch operators 
was up significantly as a result of additional demand by 
the Department of National Revenue. 
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GEORGIAN BAY 


Employment and production activity in most sectors 
continued at a slow pace during the first quarter. 
Material shortages, seasonal factors and a decline in the 
automobile market were responsible. Layoffs, mainly of 
a temporary nature, were widespread. A limited number 
ef new hirings took place. Despite the decrease in 
employment opportunities, shortages of particular 
occupations, such as the machine trades, continued. 
Some evidence of renewed activity was apparent late in 
the quarter. 


Agricultural activity was at a seasonal low during the 
period under review with a slight increase in hiring near 
the end of the quarter. In non-metallic mining, hiring of 
heavy equipment operators and crusher operators was 
initiated to commence operations in area gravel pits 
when weather permits. 


Employment in the manufacturing sector declined as 
a result of layoffs by firms manufacturing parts for the 
automobile industry and by firms experiencing the usual 
seasonal downturn in activity. Some firms experienced 
slight employment gains, but these were not large 
enough to offset the decreases. Towards the end of the 
quarter, some seasonal employees and some of those on 
temporary layoff were recalled. 

The non-durable sector experienced decreases in 
employment and production in certain industries. In the 
chemicals industries, Canadian Industries Limited 
Explosive Division, in the Parry Sound area, laid off 60 
employees for the months of February and March. 

Mansfield Footwear Co. Limited, Midland, closed 
down operations during the quarter, putting some 90 
persons out of work. Further employment declines in 
the textile and clothing industry were attributed to 
temporary layoffs. Harding Carpets Limited, Colling- 
wood, laid off 80 employees during the early part of the 
quarter because of shortages of orders and materials, 
however all were recalled by the end of March. The 
discontinuance of the manufacture of blankets by Globe 
Mills Limited, Meaford, necessitated the indefinite lay- 
off of approximately 60 employees. 

Employment levels decreased among area firms 
supplying parts to the automobile industry. Several firms 
in the Collingwood area, producing car windshields, 
radios, seatbelts, automobile trim and automotive roll- 
formed parts, were affected. Despite these develop- 
ments, some firms remained active. Whitaker Cable of 
Canada Limited, a manufacturer of automotive wiring 
assemblies in Owen Sound, increased employment and 
another firm, North American Rockwell of Canada 
Limited of Parry Sound, adjusted its production to that 
of wheel discs for small cars, in line with changing con- 
sumer demands. Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co. of 
Canada Ltd., Collingwood (rubber hose products) re- 
mained unaffected due to its versatility in production 
and orders booked in advance. This company announced 
plans to hire in the near future to staff its new addition. 

Despite a shortage of welders and sheet metal work- 
ers, employment levels increased at Canadian Ship- 
building and Engineering Ltd. in Collingwood during the 
period under review. 

Employment in the electrical products industry was 
temporarily reduced due to a _ labour-management 
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dispute between Canadian General Electric Company 
Limited of Barrie and approximately 500 members of 
the United Electrical Workers. Wood industries also 
experienced some employment decreases due to layoffs 
at Four Seasons Chalet Ltd., a producer of pre-cut log 
homes, in Parry Sound. This latter development was 
partially offset by additional hirings at Keenan Indus- 
tries Limited of Owen Sound, a manufacturer of items 
such as snow fence and wooden crutches. 

During the quarter the furniture industry faced 
shortages of some plastic products required in the manu- 
facturing process. However, this development did not 
curtail production or employment needs. Fitton-Parker 
Furniture Limited in Southampton (dining room and 
bedroom furniture) recruited during the quarter. A 
government sponsored training program has been arrang- 
ed with this firm. 


A seasonal downturn in construction activity was 
evident in most centres. However, in the Barrie area 
more accommodating weather allowed for continued acti- 
vity in the residential sector. Demand was particularly 
strong for tradesmen, especially carpenters, bricklayers 
and non-union electricians; shortages developed in the 
latter two cases. In contrast, construction labourers were 
in a surplus situation. The only large project initiated 
during the quarter was a $12 million plant of the Mon- 
roe Auto Equipment Company in Owen Sound. 


Retail trade continued to be slow in most areas, 
although Barrie reported some demand for retail clerks. 


In the transportation sector, slight demand existed 
for light truck drivers, auto mechanics and auto repair- 
men. The Ministry of Transport, in preparation for 
spring break-up, readied icebreakers and manned light- 
houses and shore installations. Some temporary layoffs 
were reported from the Hydro Project at Douglas Point. 


In personal services, unstable weather curtailed 
employment in the winter tourist trade. However, vacan- 
cies were plentiful for waitresses, babysitters, chamber- 
maids, day-workers, cleaning personnel and janitors. 
Nurses aides, nurses general and nursing assistants 
continued to be in short supply. In business services 
vacancies existed for manager trainees, accountants and 
bookkeepers. 


NORTHERN ONTARIO 


During the period under review the mining, forestry, 
and steel manufacturing industries continued to operate 
at high employment levels with some shortages of man- 
power evident. Activity lessened in retail trade and was 
low in transportation. 


Throughout the primary sector, improved conditions 
prevailed during the first quarter of 1974. The outlook 
in the trapping industry appeared quite optimistic as 
unprecedented dollar sales volumes were realized at the 
Ontario fur auction in North Bay. In forestry, logging 
Operations continued to expand under the impetus of 
increased demand from the paper and sawmilling 
industries. 


The mining industry was especially active during the 
period under review. Employment was at high levels 


with shortages of miners and other mine personnel in 
evidence in the northwest part of the area. Several com- 
panies continued the expansion of existing facilities and 
plans were announced for further expansion and 
development of new sites. 


Manufacturing activity continued at a high level 
during the first quarter. In primary metals, Algoma Steel 
Corporation Limited in Sault Ste. Marie operated at 
capacity as demand continued to be high. Employment 
in pulp and paper as well as the lumber industries was 
buoyant. The Three H’s Manufacturing Company began 
to build modular furniture at New Liskeard with 10 
employees, although they hope to expand their labour 
force in the near future. 


A seasonal slackening of construction activity was 
apparent during the quarter, although a number of major 
industrial projects were in progress and plans for several 
others in mining, mineral processing, pulp and paper and 
sawmilling were announced. For example, the Abitibi 
Paper Company Limited declared its intention to build a 
$5.5 million heat and power generating unit at Smooth 
Rock Falls. Construction of a new $5 million saw- 
mill for Cochrane Enterprises Ltd. of Cochrane will 
begin in April. 


In transportation, seasonally low employment levels 
prevailed over the quarter in the shipping industry. 
Opening of the harbour at Thunder Bay was delayed by 
heavy ice, and low grain inventories resulted in a more 
moderate upturn in grain handling employment than is 
usual at the start of the shipping season. 


In the trade sector, a slackening of retail sales resulted 
in a cutback in staff numbers and hours worked. 


LAKE ONTARIO 


Employment levels reamined static during the first 
quarter of 1974 in the Lake Ontario region. The major 
factor in manufacturing tending to restrict output and 
employment growth was the decline in the foreign 
demand for automobiles and parts. Shortages of raw 
materials resulted in curtailed production growth in 
primary metals, petrochemicals, plastics and miscel- 
laneous manufacturing, however most firms maintained 
production at or near capacity. Employment levels in 
the service sectors increased marginally in response to 
buoyant consumer demand. In the labour market layoffs 
of semi-skilled assembly workers occurred, although 
demands for skilled tradesmen, technicians and para- 
professionals remained strong. 


In agriculture, employment rose during March as 
farmers prepared increased acreages for planting. 


In manufacturing, levels of employment and output 
remained static due mainly to production input material 
shortages and reduced export demand for consumer 
durables. Production and employment levels in non- 
durables remained reasonably high although there were 
declines in some industries. Food and beverages was at a 
seasonal low during the first quarter. In paper products, 
there was some downturn in March due to shortages of 
raw materials and declining sales. 


In the leather, textiles and apparel sectors, firms 
utilizing’ man-made fibres as production inputs 
encountered shortages resulting in some employment 
losses. At the Ajax Trim Plant Chrysler Canada Limited, 
355 sewing machine operators and textile workers re- 
mained on indefinite layoff at the end of March because 
of reduced export demand for automotive products. The 
Textile Division of UniRoyal Limited, Lindsay, a pro- 
ducer of tire cord and high pile linings reported capacity 
production and employment levels. In the chemical 
sector, firms continued to produce near capacity. Anca 
Laboratories Limited, a new manufacturer of pharma- 
ceuticals in Whitby, commenced production in January 
with 90 plant employees. 

Some recovery of former output and employment 
levels in durable manufacturing was evident late in the 
first quarter, but trends were divergent among sectors. In 
wood and furniture products, Allen Wood Products 
Limited of Fenelon Falls underwent a series of drastic 
layoffs. A number of production workers were laid off 
in February by J.E. Thomas Specialties Limited of 
Lindsay, a producer of aluminum lawn furniture. 

Within rubber and plastics, tire producers in the area 
maintained high levels of employment despite slowed 
growth in the automotive sector. Small plastics fabri- 
cators encountered difficulties obtaining supplies of 
polypropylene and polystyrene resins from foreign 
sources. Gentil Plastics Limited of Lindsay closed down 
in January as a result of resin shortages and labour 
recruiting difficulties, resulting in a layoff of 17. On the 
other hand, the Canadian General Electric Company 
Limited in Cobourg, a large custom plastics fabricator, 
recalled 25 laid off in November and December 1973. 

In transportation equipment manufacturing, employ- 
ment remained relatively low and further layoffs occur- 
red since the previous quarter. At General Motors of 
Canada Limited in Oshawa approximately 600 assem- 
blers remained on indefinite layoff. Houdaille Oshawa 
Limited layed off 450 for two weeks during March to 
balance inventory levels. At Duplate Canada Limited, a 
manufacturer of auto glass, 106 remained on indefinite 
layoff at the end of the first quarter. Manufacturers of 
camper trailers for export have reduced production and 
employment. Wickes Canada Limited of Picton has 
ceased production while Prowler Industries Limited of 
Lindsay laid off 47 in February for an indefinite dura- 
tion. 

Electrical products firms produced at close to capa- 
city levels. A four week labour-management dispute at 
the Canadian General Electric Company Limited idled 
2,000 workers in Peterborough and 260 in Trenton 
during February and March. However, following the 
settlement the firm registered a high demand for assem- 
bly workers and skilled machinists. In the machinery 
sector major firms generated a strong demand for skilled 
machinists, welders, welder-fitters, and brake-shear 
operators. However, Outboard Marine Corporation of 
Canada Limited of Peterborough laid off 123 workers in 
March as its snowmobile assembly operation terminated. 
In primary metals and metal fabricating labour demand 
conditions remained buoyant. 


9 MANPOWER REVIEW 


Industrial and commercial construction showed a 
rapid rise in activity during the first quarter. In the 
commercial sector, major projects beginning in the 
period under review included the $15 million Peter- 
borough Square office-retail-hotel development. Indus- 
trial construction projects occurred in all major manu- 
facturing sectors with new firms locating in Whitby, 
Oshawa, Bowmanville, Port Hope and Lindsay. In 
residential construction new housing starts increased 
year over year in the Oshawa area but the major growth 
areas continued to be Cobourg, Port Hope, Trenton and 
Belleville. This sector began to show sharp seasonally 
increased demand for labour in March as new projects 
were started. Labourers, heavy equipment operators, and 
various journeymen tradesmen were in demand. 


Employment in the transportation sector remained at 
moderate levels during the quarter. In Peterborough and 
Trenton some truck drivers were temporarily laid off as 
a result of the industrial dispute at the General Electric 
Company Limited. 


In utilities, construction neared completion of a new 
switching centre in Whitby for the Bell Telephone 
Company of Canada Limited. 


Employment increased in the finance, insurance and 
real estate sector during the period under review. There has 
been a pronounced increase in the employment of 
insurance salesmen and real estate agents. Employers 
continued to hire very selectively in the commercial- 
clerical occupations. Persons with specialized training 
and/or experience were accorded preference in the 
occupations of secretary, office-clerk, teller and book- 
keeper. 


Some employment expansion occurred in the trade 
sector as the opening of several new stores offset the 
negative exployment effects of the mid-winter seasonal 
downturn. Hiring of salesclerks occurred at Napanee in 
conjunction with the partial opening of a new regional 
shopping mall. In Oshawa, a new Zellers store opened in 
March at the Five Points Mall. 


Activity and employment levels increased in the 
personal services sector while community and business 
services remained relatively static. Following the normal 
seasonal slack in hiring at restaurants and hotels during 
January and February, those enterprises catering to the 
tourist trade registered early demands for cooks, dining 
room service and chambermaids in preparation for the 
summer season. Small restaurants continued to exper- 
ience high staff turnover rates and recruiting difficulties. 


In public administration a strong demand _ for 
commercial-clerical and a range of specialized admini- 
strative Occupations was registered by the new Durham 
Regional Government during the first quarter. Speci- 
alized clerk-secretaries, municipal clerks, public works 
managers, planners, industrial consultants, and engineers 
were hired by the new level of government. In many 
cases, the regional government positions were staffed by 
employees of existing municipalities which resulted in 
increased turnover and vacancies at the municipal level. 
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EASTERN ONTARIO 


Production and employment were moderately active 
in Eastern Ontario during the period under review. 
Labour demand was strongest in construction, manu- 
facturing, personal services and public administration. 


In agriculture some demand for farm workers was 
apparent, although no shortages were reported except 
for qualified dairy workers. Employment levels were 
high but stable in forestry during the quarter. 


Substantial increases in output and employment were 
evident in manufacturing during the period under 
review. Industries in the plastics, electronics and textile 
sectors increased production to meet expanding product 
demand. Shortages occurred in several skilled occupa- 
tions; for example, Boeing of Canada Ltd. Arnprior 
Division experienced a shortage of qualified machinists 
while in other industries demand for electrical and 
mechanical draftsmen exceeded supply. 


In construction, activity increased steadily during the 
quarter. A wide range of office and warehouse centres 
were started in Eastern Ontario especially in Ottawa, 
Kingston and Hawkesbury. Also, work began on several 
dams, bridges and other water control projects. Com- 
pared to the first quarter of 1973, the number of 
building permits and the total value of construction 
contracts increased substantially. Demand for most 
skilled trades was high and shortages were reported. 
However, there existed a surplus of plumbers and pipe 
fitters. 


In transportation, communications and utilities short- 
ages of qualified long-distance truck drivers continued. 
Seasonal slowdowns reduced employment among light 
delivery drivers. The utilities and communications 
sectors experienced stable employment levels during the 
quarter. 


Despite some seasonal slowdowns, retail trade was 
fairly active over the quarter. Sales occupations 
remained in demand and increases in part-time staff were 
apparent towards the end of the period. 


In personal services, hiring activity increased as 
tourist operators and other service establishments made 
preparations for the tourist season. 


Employment remained stable in public administration 
with some increased hiring of part-time and casual 
workers taking place in order to meet fiscal year end 
deadlines. Most of this demand was concentrated among 
clerical and support staff occupations. The professional 
civil service occupations grew at a moderate rate. 


NIAGARA — HAMILTON 


Steady employment growth prevailed in most sectors 
during the period under review except those affected by 
seasonal slowdowns. The manufacturing sector 
continued to provide the most opportunities and 
announcements of some major expansions indicated 
continued growth in the future. However, the transpor- 
tation equipment industry remained unstable due to 


uncertainties regarding energy supplies. Skilled labour 
shortages intensified with employers recruiting across 
Canada and overseas. 


While hiring activity in agriculture was seasonally 
slow during the quarter, farmers still faced a shortage of 
experienced farm hands. 


Employment gains in the manufacturing sector 
continued at a strong pace with labour shortages, parti- 
cularly of skilled tradesmen, more pervasive. 

A strong demand for steel particularly for use in new 
pipeline developments resulted in  unprecedential 
employment levels in the primary metals industry. Over 
200 workers were recalled at the Steel Company of 
Canada Limited’s Welland plants. Atlas Steels Company, 
Welland, announced a $20 million expansion involving a 
new melt shop to produce stainless tool and steel alloys. 
The plant is expected to be operational in late 1976; no 
substantial job creation is planned. 

In rubber industries, an industrial dispute commenced 
at the Firestone Tire and Rubber Company of Canada 
Limited, Hamilton, involving 1,200 workers and _ re- 
mained in effect at time of writing. 

In non-metallic mineral processing, Dominion Glass 
Company Ltd. of Hamilton laid off 92 workers due to 
the shutdown of a furnace for repairs; recall is expected 
in late April. 

The metal fabricating and machinery industries 
continued to experience employment increases with 
major new additions to plant capacity planned. Foster 
Wheeler Limited, St. Catharines, announced their inten- 
tion to build a $9 million assembly plant for steam 
generators at Port Robinson. Upon completion, the new 
plant is expected to provide approximately 200 new 
positions. 

The transportation equipment industry continued to 
experience unsettled conditions. Layoffs occurred in 
both the automotive and shipbuilding industries in St. 
Catharines while a layoff of 160 workers at Port Weller 
Dry Docks Limited in St. Catharines was resolved in 
February. Furthermore, Allen Industries Canada 
Limited, Hamilton, recalled all personnel laid off in the 
last quarter of 1973, also hiring additional workers. 
Companies involved in the production of railroad equip- 
ment were extremely active as a result of renewed 
interest in this form of transportation. 

Increases in employment continued to characterize 
the electrical products industry. Much of the hiring was 
attributed to turnover while some real employment gains 
occurred for assemblers and punch-press operators. 


The seasonal slowdown in the construction industry 
at the beginning of the quarter began to dissipate as 
weather conditions improved in March. Building reports 
indicated that residential building continued to provide 
the major impetus. However, a considerable amount of 
commercial development was also indicated as work 
began on a number of shopping plazas in the area. 


In the transportation and other utilities sector, a 
seasonal increase in demand for most types of truck 
drivers occurred at the end of the quarter and was 
generally satisfied. An industrial dispute involving 200 
workers at Union Gas Limited in Hamilton commenced 


near the end of the quarter and was still in effect at the 
time of writing. 


The winter slowdown in retail trade evident at the 
beginning of the quarter was offset by increased sales 
and related hiring in March. Increased hiring activity in 
the wholesale sector resulted from the expansion of 
warehousing facilities in some industries. 


Increased hiring occurred in the food _ services 
industry as employers prepared for the tourist season. 
Low wages and high turnover continued to plague the 
industry. The demand for experienced janitorial staff 
outpaced the available supply and similarly, chronic 
shortages of auto mechanics and auto body repairmen 
persisted. 


Smaller centres in the area experienced considerably 
lower employment activity in the public administration 
sector as fewer job creation programs were initiated this 
year as compared to last year. Modest hiring activity 
occurred in Hamilton due to the Special Job Finding and 
Placement Drive being undertaken by the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Commission and Canada Manpower. 
Furthermore, additional clerical staff was hired by the 
Department of National Revenue to handle the seasonal 
rush on income tax returns. 


MID-WESTERN ONTARIO 


The local labour market experienced mixed condi- 
tions during the first quarter of 1974. There were several 
industrial disputes in the manufacturing sector indicating 
the tougher collective bargaining expected to charac- 
terize negotiations throughout the year. Some layoffs 
did occur mainly as a result of energy supply constraints. 
However, the demand for many types of skilled trades- 
men, engineers and draftsmen remained unsatisfied. The 
seasonal slawdown in the construction and transpor- 
tation sectors was not as severe as usual due to mild 
weather conditions. 


In manufacturing, industrial disputes affected 
employment in the primary metals, wood products and 
electrical products industries. An industrial dispute in 
Centralia idled 180 employees of Dashwood Industries 
Limited, a manufacturer of wood products, for six 
weeks in February and March. In Guelph, 350 workers 
at ITT Canada Limited and 470 employees of the 
Canadian General Electric Company Limited were 
involved in relatively short labour-management disputes 
with their respective companies during the quarter. A 
dispute affecting 144 employees of Doehler Canada 
Limited in Guelph began in January and remained 
unresolved at time of writing. 

In the transportation equipment industry, Bendix 
Home Systems Limited, a mobile home manufacturer in 
Hensall initiated a temporary layoff of 74 employees 
during the quarter but hired additional workers after 
effecting a total recall. However, because of cutbacks in 
auto production Budd Automotive Company of Canada 
Ltd., a car frame manufacturer in Kitchener, continued 
to reduce their force with approximately 500 workers 
on indefinite layoff at the end of March. Two firms in 
the rubber products industry producing auto accessories 
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were similarly affected. Standard Products (Canada) 
Ltd., Stratford laid off approximately 100 persons in 
January, while Uniroyal Ltd. also experienced a tem- 
porary layoff of 100 workers during the quarter at their 
General Products Division in Kitchener. 

Machinery and metal fabricating firms continued to 
experience severe shortages of skilled machinists, welder 
fitters and machine operators with orders being cleared 
throughout Canada as well as overseas. 

Food processing firms, footwear manufacturers, and 
furniture manufacturers experienced moderate hiring 
activity. In particular, food processing firms continued 
to hire labourers while furniture manufacturers hired 
recent graduates of related Canada Manpower Training 
Programs and advertised in Great Britain for more highly 
skilled workers. 

The Canada Manpower Industrial Training Program 
was used by Kitchener clothing manufacturers to allevi- 
ate a shortage of sewing machine operators while tailors 
remained in short supply. Textile firms in Cambridge 
expanded plant facilities and hired trainees as textile 
labourers continued to be in shortage. An additional 50 
jobs are expected to result from a $1 million contract to 
provide equipment to NATO awarded to Textile Indus- 
tries Limited in Guelph. 

Mild winter weather resulted in fewer seasonal layoffs 
in the construction sector. Residential activity remained 
in the forefront. Newly announced projects included a 
$5 million Stone Road Mall shopping centre in Guelph 
and a $5 million expansion at the Fairview Plaza in 
Kitchener, to include a Robert Simpsons Co. Ltd. 
department store. Completion of the latter mall is 
expected in the spring of 1975. In Stratford, a $10 
million subdivision was announced for the city, with a 
$12 million central hotel complex involving 150 rooms 
also planned by Acrom Developments Limited. 


In transportation Goderich area seamen were on 
seasonal layoff for most of the quarter, although their 
time out of work was shorter than usual this year 
because of the late closing of the lake shipping season. 


In finance, insurance and real estate, experienced 
tellers were in constant demand with many firms hiring 
graduates of the Canada Manpower Training Program 
Teller-Cashier course. Real estate firms enlarged their 
staffs as business in this sector continued to increase. 


In services, the steady demand for restaurant and 
nursing home personnel continued unabated. 


LAKE ERIE 


Recalls of workers on layoff and the settlement of 
several industrial disputes increased overall employment 
during the quarter. Seasonal upturns in agriculture, as 
well as strong growth in metal fabricating, electrical 
products and machinery industries provided impetus to 
the increases. However, the auto parts industry remained 
unstable as uncertain future sales of large cars resulted in 
several layoffs. 


In the agriculture sector, a strong demand for farm 
workers was experienced toward the end of the quarter. 
Labourers were required for field preparation and plant- 
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ing as well as for nursery and landscaping work. In addi- 
tion, some 80 workers were hired by McConnell’s 
Nursery for their new packaging and shipping plant in 
Tillsonburg. As a result of these demands, a relatively 
tight farm labour supply was evident in the area. 


Within the manufacturing sector, production levels in 
the transportation equipment industry began to Increase 
during the period under review. Almost all of the 100 
laid off at the Ford Motor Company of Canada Limi- 
ted’s Talbotville Pinto plant during the previous quarter 
were recalled. However, curtailment of large automobile 
production continued to be reflected in the auto parts 
industry as 400 full time workers were laid off. The bulk 
of the layoffs occurred at Standard Tube of Canada 
Limited in Woodstock while Kelsey-Hayes Canada 
Limited-Woodstock Division and Ingersoll Machine and 
Tool Co. Ltd. in Ingersoll incurred smaller layoffs. In 
addition 60 part-time workers were laid off by the Essex 
International Canada Limited plant at Ingersoll and a 
further 48 workers were laid off in February by the 
company’s plant in St. Thomas. Dominion Wire Ltd. of 
Tillsonburg recalled 30 employees after one month lay- 
off and Hoover Ball and Bearing (Canada) Limited 
Chemical Products Division of Tillsonburg have 150 
production workers on layoff with their recall expected 
by the end of April. In the wood products industry a 
reduced number of orders caused GNC. Homes Ltd., 
Woodstock, manufacturers of factory built homes, to lay 
off 121 hourly and 21 salaried employees in January. 

Employment levels increased in the electrical 
products industry after a 6 week strike by 120 
employees of Tecumseh Products of Canada Limited in 
London. The strike created a temporary shortage of 
appliance compressors and resulted in the layoff of 230 
workers at General Steel Wares Ltd., also in London. 
However, by the end of the quarter production had 
resumed at normal levels. Sparton of Canada Limited, 
London, hired an additional 60 assemblers to satisfy 
increased demand for its products. 

The metal fabricating and machinery industries 
continued to experience high levels of production and 
employment with shortages of skilled machine trades- 
men persisting. American Can of Canada Limited in 
Simcoe hired 50 production workers while Eaton Yale 
Limited Forestry Equipment Division, Woodstock and 
Moto Mower of Canada, Ingersoll hired an additional 
165 workers during the quarter. A government spon- 
sored training program was being implemented to allevi- 
ate skill shortages and to provide for additional require- 
ments related to anticipated expansion in the industry. 


Construction activity remained relatively depressed as 
the value of building permits issued during the period 
lagged about $17 million behind the value of those 
issued for the same period in 1973. Residential construc- 
tion followed a normal seasonal pattern with a slow- 
down evident during the period. Demand for labour 
concentrated on framing carpenters and experienced 
bricklayers, while demand in other occupations remain- 
ed slack throughout the period. However, some signs of 
an upturn were evident near the end of the quarter 
evidenced by the start of four new projects totalling $5 
million. These include a $1.5 million addition to the 
Kellogg Co. of Canada Ltd. plant in London. 


There was some reduction of retail sales staff due to 
seasonal sales decline. However, employment levels 
began increasing near the end of the quarter. 


LAKE ST. CLAIR 


A considerable decline in employment activity was 
evident in the Lake St. Clair area during the period 
under review due to a downturn in the American auto 
market. However, shortages were reported in some 
occupations, especially in the construction and service 
industries. 


Employment levels decreased in manufacturing in the 
first three months of the year due largely to layoffs in 
auto manufacturing plants and in several related indus- 
tries. Directly affected were plastic extension, chrome 
moulding and polishing and auto feeder plants generally. 
There were over 3,000 workers laid off indefinitely in 
the Windsor area with more than half of these resulting 
from the decreased production of large engines at the 
Ford Motor Company of Canada Limited’s engine plant. 
The parts producing industry accounted for about 1,000 
of the total layoffs. 


Construction experienced the usual seasonal down- 
turn, although activity was somewhat accelerated 
towards the end of the quarter. Plans for a considerable 
volume of industrial projects in the Sarnia area were 
announced during the period under review. These 
included the extension of the Inter-Provincial Pipeline 
from Sarnia to Montreal, the development of an auto 
plastics plant by Toyota Company Limited and the $250 
million Sarnia Olefin and Aromatic Project. The latter is 
a new development undertaken by a consortium of 
companies for the production of inputs for the plastics 
industry. Major Holdings and Developments Ltd. pro- 
posed the development of a large residential subdivision 
of about 1,300 units, including apartments, single family 
dwellings, townhouses, parks and schools. The Lower 
Thames Valley Authority began a multi-million dollar 
dike construction project which is to be completed in 
2-3 years time. Shortages of bricklayers, shingle roofers, 
siders, cement finishers and heavy equipment operators 
were apparent in March. 


In transportation, communication and other utilities 
an industrial dispute involving approximately 400 
employees of Union Gas Limited commenced in March, 
and was still in progress at the end of the month. Truck 
drivers were adversely affected by the auto industry 
layoffs, together with motor mechanics and general 
maintenance garage people. The opening of the Great 
Lakes shipping season in late March brought about 
increased activity in ship repair and maintenance in the 
Sarnia area, with sixteen ships requiring refitting. 


Activity in retail trade underwent a considerable 
improvement in the latter part of the quarter. There was 
a strong demand for sales personnel in the Windsor and 
Sarnia areas, especially for chemical sales representatives, 
department head trainees, furniture sales people and 
other retail sales clerks. 


In finance insurance and real estate, bank tellers, 
bookkeepers, receptionists and commission salesmen 
were in demand. 


In the community business and personal services 
sector, the highest demand occurred in occupations such 
as legal secretaries, hairdressers, waitresses, chamber- 
maids, janitors, babysitters and day labour. At the same 
time demand was light for registered nurses, surveyors, 
personnel officers, accountants and pharmacists.

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MANPOWER PROGRAMS

CANADA MANPOWER TRAINING PROGRAM (CMTP) 


In 1973/74 thousands of Canadian workers benefited 
from Canada Manpower Training Programs arranged for 
them by Canada Manpower Centre Counsellors and given 
in Ontario by Community Colleges of Applied Arts and 
Technology. 

Some workers needed upgrading in the three “Rs” 
through Basic Training for Skill Development either to 
gain more active participation in the labour market or 
entry into Skill Training. 

Those who took Skill Training or registered as 
Apprentices received training for which there was a 
specific labour market demand. Immigrants and 
Canadian migrants found work as a result of Language 
Training. And for some who had difficulty securing or 
keeping jobs, our Manpower Counsellors were able to 
arrange Work Adjustment Training. 

Even though $53 million was expended by the 
Department to purchase courses in Ontario, they were 
unable to meet the demand. It looks like fiscal 1974/75 
will be just as big for CMTP. a

BUSINESS MANAGEMENT TRAINING PROGRAM 


The Business Management Training Section identifies 
training needs; makes contractual arrangements for the 
preparation of course materials by recognized authorities 
in the fields concerned to meet these needs; and 
collaborates with and assists provincial government 
departments in their implementation of the management 
training courses with free promotional pamphlets, 
instructor training material, etc.

CANADA MANPOWER MOBILITY PROGRAM 


This program provides financial assistance to adult 
workers who are unemployed, about to become 
unemployed, or underemployed, to search for suitable 
employment and relocate in a new locale where reason- 
ably permanent employment has been found. The 
Program also provides for travel allowances for those 
accepting temporary employment outside of their own 
area of residence. A two-way travel allowance is available 
for adult workers taking job-oriented occupational 
training outside of their home community through the 
facilities of CMTP, and two-way transportation for 
students accepting summer employment in hard-to-fill 
vacancies which are located outside of their home 
community.

CANADA MANPOWER INDUSTRIAL 
TRAINING PROGRAM (CMITP) 


Last year 3,000 employers entered into contracts to 
train some 20,000 unskilled workers in Ontario, under 
the Canada Manpower Industrial Training Program 
(CMITP). These employers were reimbursed training 
costs and trainee wages according to an established 
formula by the Federal Department of Manpower and 
Immigration. 

Federal funding for the current fiscal year anticipates 
a substantial increase in the number of employers using 
the Program and expects that up to 30,000 Ontario 
workers will increase their skill level on the job through 
CMITP. 

The CMITP is an employer centred incentive program 
developed to assist Canadian employers to train new or 
present workers so that persistent skill shortages in the 
present labour market can be alleviated and, through the 
resulting improvement in productivity, to stimulate the 
Canadian economy, and decrease unemployment. 


Every employer interested in learning more about the 
benefits of this method of reducing skill shortages 
should contact the local Canada Manpower Centre which 
is prepared to examine proposals for training on the job 
in an extremely wide range of occupations. In each 
labour market area, the Department has an Industrial 
Training Consultant available to the Canada Manpower 
Centres and to the employers to provide assistance and 
services as required.

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GENERAL TRENDS 


Latest available data from the National Accounts of 
Statistics Canada indicate that the Canadian economy 
continued to expand strongly in the first quarter of 
1974, although at a slower pace than seen in the latter 
part of 1973. Consumer outlay on durable goods was 
still a major area or strength, as was residential construc- 
tion. As well, significant advances were made in business 
spending on plant and equipment. However, exports in 
real terms were a source of weakness in the quarter. The 
volume of production of goods and services rose in real 
terms by 1.7 per cent in the first quarter of 1974 
following an increase of 2.6 per cent in the fourth 
quarter of 1973. This compares with an increase of 3.0 
per cent in the first quarter of 1973. 


In the Ontario labour market Statistics Canada’s Job 
Vacancy Survey showed approximately 36,250 job 
vacancies in the first quarter of 1974, up slightly from 
the 33,500 recorded in the fourth quarter of 1973. This 
should be interpreted as approximating the general level 
of vacancies on any day in the quarter. In the compar- 
able period of 1973 there were 27,120 job vacancies in 
Ontario. Of the 36,250 job vacancies in the first quarter 
of 1974, 31,750 were for full time jobs with 14,500 of 
these being open for one month or more. 


The Ontario labour force averaged 3,682,000 in the 
second quarter of 1974, an increase of 134,000 over the 
previous quarter. The direction and magnitude of this 
change is in keeping with past seasonal patterns. Almost 
two-thirds of this increase was accounted for by males. 
Compared with the second quarter of 1973 the labour 
force increased by 4.1 per cent with the number of 
females having increased by a considerably greater 
percentage than the number of males. 

The quarter-over-quarter labour force increase was 
shared by almost all age groups with the notable 
exception of the 45-64 year olds whose numbers showed 
little change both on a quarter-over-quarter and on a 
year-over-year basis. The same stability, although not 
unexpected, was also seen in the numbers of those 65 
years of age and over. Other age groups showed roughly 
equal gains quarter-over-quarter. Year-over-year, the 
25-44 year olds showed the largest numerical increase, 
followed by the 20-24 year olds and those 14-19 years 
old, in that order. In percentage terms, the labour force 
20-24 years old grew at a rate of 12.5 per cent, 
approximately twice the rate of the 14-19 and the 25-44 
age categories. 


The level of employment in Ontario averaged 
3,536,000 in the second quarter of 1974, an increase of 
165,000 over the first quarter. While increases are usual 


between these two quarters, this is one of the largest 
gains in recent years. The increase was almost evenly 
divided between men and women, with the number of 
women employed having advanced only slightly more 
than the number of men. Compared with the second 
quarter of 1973 employment grew by 146,000 or 4.3 
per cent, with the percentage increase among females 
more than twice that among males. The increase follows 
the usual seasonal pattern and is of a magnitude 
approximately equal to that seen in recent years. 

On a quarter-over-quarter basis the increase in 
employment was fairly evenly divided among the age 
groups except for those 45-64 and 65 years of age and 
over. In both of these age groups the numbers employed 
remained fairly stable both year-over-year and quarter- 
over-quarter. Year-over-year, the largest percentage 
increase was among those 20-24 years old, although in 
absolute numbers the 25-44 year old group showed by 
far the greatest gain. 

Among the industry divisions there were spectacular 
gains in employment in construction and in com- 
munity, business and personal services between the first 
and the second quarters of 1974. Moderate employment 
increases were also evident in durable goods manufac- 
turing, retail trade, public administration and agricul- 
ture. A decline in employment was evident in wholesale 
trade while all other industrial sectors remained rela- 
tively stable. Year-over-year, employment increased 
dramatically in community, business and _ personal 
services while substantial employment gains were 
registered in construction, finance, insurance and real 
estate and public administration. There was some 
increase in employment in durable goods manufacturing 
while employment declined moderately in non-durable 
goods manufacturing. All other industry divisions 
showed little change. 


The number of unemployed persons in Ontario 
declined from the first quarter by 29,000 to 148,000 in 
the second quarter of 1974. While a decline is usual 
between these two quarters the magnitude of this most 
recent decline was larger than that seen in recent years. 
The bulk of the decline consisted of males. On a 
seasonally adjusted basis the unemployment rate went 
from 4.2 per cent in the first quarter of 1974 to 3.7 per 
cent in the second. This compares with a seasonally 
adjusted unemployment rate of 3.8 per cent in the 
second quarter of 1973.

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DISTRICT AND INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS 


APRIL — MAY — JUNE 1974 


TORONTO AREA 


In the Toronto area, continued increases in output 
and employment were registered in the second quarter. 
All industrial sectors showed some advance but signifi- 
cant secular growth was particularly notable in manufac- 
turing, construction and services. Seasonal advances in 
non-durables also added considerable momentum to 
labour demand. The unemployment rate fell to a low of 
3.5 per cent during the quarter, indicating a condition of 
substantially full employment. Strikes which affected a 
large number of firms in various sectors and labour and 
material shortages slightly moderated the pace of 
employment growth. 


The manufacturing industry received further stimulus 
from continued growth in investment and consumer 
demand. The supply of numerous skills including sheet 
metal workers, machinists and various categories of 
assemblers fell far short of demand, constraining growth 
in metal fabricating, machinery and other major indus- 
tries. 

The metal fabricating industry reflected further 
increases in the level of demand for various metal 
products. Although reduced demand occurred in trans- 
portation equipment, this was compensated for by 
increases in electrical products and machinery demand. 
In addition, the construction industry showed consider- 
able increased demand for structural and ornamental 
metals. Major expansions of productive capacity were 
reported by a number of firms including Kawneer 
Company Canada Limited, Scarborough, manufacturer 
of architectural metal shapes, Clark Door of Canada 
Ltd., producers of industrial doors and Wimco Steel 
Sales Company Limited, Rexdale, manufacturers of 
rolled steel products. Work stoppages resulting from 
labour-management disputes interrupted employment at 
a number of metal fabricating firms including Bundy of 
Canada Limited, Bramalea, Canadian Lukens Limited, 
Rexdale, Engelhard Industries of Canada Limited, 
Toronto and Phillips Cables Limited, Scarborough. The 
employment of approximately 900 persons was inter- 
rupted for periods which varied between 5 and 60 days. 

Labour demand in the machinery industry continued 
at high levels, but there was a noted decline in the 
volume of capacity expansions reported since the pre- 
vious quarter. The pattern and strength of consumer 
demand, however, continued to induce a high volume of 
output for agricultural machinery and construction 
equipment. Automobile re-tooling resulted in demands 
by various machine shops for tool and die makers. The 
shortage of machining skills was still a major problem for 
the industry although some firms such as American 
Standard Industrial Products Limited in Bramalea under- 
took in-industry training in an attempt to alleviate the 
problem. 


In the transportation equipment industry, the major 
component of increased employment occurred in the 
truck division. General Motors of Canada Limited 
commenced operations at its Scarborough van assembly 
plant creating employment for 825 persons. Additional 
employment increases as a result of expansions occurred 
at numerous other truck and trailer manufacturing firms 
including Freuhauf Trailer Company of Canada Limited 
in Mississauga, Commercial Truck Bodies, Ltd. in 
Toronto, Central Truck Body Co. Ltd. and General 
Tubes Ltd. in Weston. Advancing employment in the 
sector was, however, offset by declines in the automo- 
tive division due to temporary layoffs at the Ford Motor 
Company of Canada Limited plant at Oakville. Over 
8,500 were affected by the layoff which was caused by a 
combination of parts shortages and the reduced demand 
in the United States for large automobiles. The aircraft 
division of the transportation equipment industry 
showed no improvement subsequent to the poor market 
conditions which led to large layoffs in the previous 
quarter. 

The electrical products industry showed moderated 
employment demands compared to the previous quarter. 
The major component of the slowdown derived from a 
leveling off of appliance demand and from shortages of 
materials. The electronic division of the industry 
remained strong following a high level of capacity 
expansions which boosted employment in the previous 
quarter. 

Labour-management disputes involving a total of just 
under 2,000 workers which occurred at Canadian 
Admiral Corp. Ltd., Port Credit, John Inglis Co. Limited 
and Johnson Controls Ltd. in Toronto, contributed to 
employment losses in the electrical products industry. 
The unions involved were the International Union of 
Electrical, Radio and Machine Workers, the United 
Steelworkers of America and the International Brother- 
hood of Electrical Workers, respectively. 

The furniture industry showed no significant change 
from the previous quarter. Production and employment 
was maintained at high levels accompanied by continued 
skill shortages. 

Non-metallic mineral products industries in the 
Toronto area suffered employment losses during the 
quarter as a result of labour-management disputes. A 
work stoppage which occurred at approximately 50 
ready-mix concrete firms in various Toronto area loca- 
tions disrupted employment for approximately 1,300 
members of the International Brotherhood of Teamsters. 
Other disputes occurred at Canadian Johns-Mansville 
Company Limited, West Hill, and American Standard 
Products (Canada) Ltd. in Toronto. The Canadian Union 
of Operating Engineers and the United Steelworkers of 
America were the respective unions engaged in the 
disputes. 

Non-durable manufacturing activity advanced signifi- 
cantly, accelerating the demand for workers in leather,

clothing and textile industries. Year to year, strong 
growth was noted particularly in leather products where 
an increased volume of workers were in demand. 
In-industry training was undertaken by some firms to 
increase the supply of labour. Firms undertaking expan- 
sions in leather products included Scholl (Canada) 
Incorporated in Downsview which was increasing plant 
space by a 43,000 square foot addition. 

The paper and allied products industry maintained 
the trend in expanded output and employment as 
reported in the previous quarter. Consistent with this 
trend was a $30 million expansion and modernization 
program commenced at Continental Can Company of 
Canada Limited, Toronto. Dupont Paper Box Limited of 
Toronto were also increasing investment and were in the 
process of relocating to a 50,000 square foot plant in 
North York. Growth in printing and publishing was 
accompanied by increased employment in a number of 
firms. These included Canada Envelope (Ontario) 
Limited in Scarborough, Gibson Greeting Cards, Ltd. in 
Toronto and Acco Canadian Co. Ltd., Willowdale, 
manufacturers of school and office supplies. The latter 
added a complete shift of workers to facilitate increased 
output. 

Rubber and plastic products registered further 
employment declines due to the continued shortage of 
plastic materials which has affected the industry in 
recent months. An industrial dispute still in progress at 
the end of June at the Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
Company of Canada Limited involving approximately 
1750 employees was the source of further employment 
declines. 

Elsewhere in non-durables, the food and beverage 
industry showed seasonal employment increases. Meat 
packing and confectionery manufacturers operated at 
capacity levels but employment increases in the industry 
were offset by the lay-off of 60 employees at Thomas J. 
Lipton Limited, Bramalea, and a 5-day industrial dispute 
at Canada Packers Limited in Toronto involving approxi- 
mately 2,000 persons. 


The construction industry showed a continuation of 
the high volume of activity stimulated by business plant 
investment and strong housing demand which prevailed 
in previous months. Housing starts exhibited strong 
year-to-year increases during the quarter and employ- 
ment in the industry remained high. The shortage of 
building materials and of several categories of skilled 
labour such as carpenters, bricklayers, painters and 
experienced heavy equipment operators contributed to 
delays and bottlenecks to further employment growth. 
While the volume of construction in progress was at a 
very high level, there were indications during the quarter 
of an approaching slowdown as housing sales dropped 
and building permits declined both year-over-year and 
quarter-to-quarter. 

Major projects in non-residential construction 
which commenced during the quarter included the 
Canadian Tire Corporation $6 million warehouse, the 
chemical plant of Ashland Oil Canada Limited in 
Mississauga valued at $10 million, the $1 million plant 
of Wimco Steel Sales Company Limited in Oakville and 
the 71,000 square foot Moog Canada Ltd. automotive 
plant. Construction of major additions to plants were 
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also started at Continental Can Company of Canada 
Limited in Toronto and Labatt’s Ontario Breweries 
Limited in Weston where respectively 150,000 and 
200,000 square foot additions were in progress. A major 
residential construction project which also commenced 
during the period was the York Mills Estates project 
comprising 233 houses valued at over $100,000 each. 


Employment in the trade sector advanced further but 
was offset by work stoppages lasting approximately one 
month which affected a number of food retail firms 
including Ontario Produce Co. Ltd., Etobicoke, 
Hickson-Langs Supply Co. and Darrigo Food Markets in 
Toronto. Over 500 people, members of the International 
Bretherhood of Teamsters and of the Canadian Food 
and Allied Workers, were affected. Major retail outlets in 
the Toronto area, including the Robert Simpson Co. 
Ltd., Hudsons Bay Limited, the Hillcrest Mall and 
Fairview Corporation, were sources of increased employ- 
ment opportunities, a concomitant of ongoing 
expansions in these firms. 


The service industry showed seasonal increases in 
demand in various occupations. The largest demand was 
in personal services, deriving mainly from expanded 
demands by the hotel industry due to physical growth in 
hotel facilities and a rapid increase in the number of 
major conventions and trade shows held during the 
quarter. New vacancies for waiters, chambermaids and 
hairdressers were well above the levels deriving from the 
customary high turnover in these occupations. The 
demand in business services for engineers, financial 
analysts and architects moderated slightly but draftsmen 
and business managers remained in strong demand. No 
change was evident in community services. 


Employment demand in finance, insurance and real 
estate reflected an uneven pace. Banks and insurance 
companies registered increased demand for manager 
trainees, tellers and other clerical personnel. This was, 
however, offset by a decline in occupational demand in 
security firms and real estate. 


Transportation, communications and __ utilities 
recorded declines due mainly to industrial disputes and 
layoffs in transportation and communications. A 9-day 
industrial dispute in April which suspended operations at 
the Canada Post Office involved 1,800 mail workers, 
members of the Canadian Union of Postal Employees. In 
transportation the labour-management dispute by air- 
port fire fighters resulted in the temporary layoff of 700 
maintenance employees. No significant change occured 
in utilities. 


Employment in public administration increased 
slightly during the quarter as clerical workers were in 
demand to fill short-term vacancies in federal govern- 
ment departments, notably Health and Welfare and 
National Revenue. 


GEORGIAN BAY 


Moderate employment gains were evident during the 
second quarter in the Georgian Bay area. The major 
components of the increase originated with seasonal 
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upturns in agriculture, construction and services. In 
manufacturing, significant recalls of persons previously 
laid off were effected and also contributed to the 
increase in employment over the previous quarter. The 
increase in industrial activity still left employment levels 
below those of last year in some sectors, especially in 
automobile-related industries. Shortages in a number of 
occupations were apparent including sheet metal 
workers, machinists and welders as well as in some 
occupations in construction and services. These short- 
ages constrained further growth in employment. 


Agricultural demands for labour derived mainly from 
potato and tobacco farming and were satisfied by 
migrant labour. Poor transportation and relatively low 
wages made these vacancies unattractive to local 
residents. 


Manufacturing activity increased since the previous 
quarter but decreased compared to the same period last 
year. This was attributable to declines mainly in firms 
producing automotive components and to a lesser 
extent, in textiles and electrical products. 

The wood and furniture industries increased activity 
after a setback due to layoffs of cabinet makers at 
R.C.A. Limited, in Owen Sound. The firm recalled 39 
workers. Other employment gains resulted from expan- 
sion in the operations of Four Seasons Chalet Limited of 
Parry Sound, manufacturers of precut log homes, and 
the commencement of operations at Norsal Inc., in 
Barrie, manufacturers of lighting fixtures. 

A substantial proportion of workers on layoff were 
recalled in the transportation equipment industry but a 
considerable degree of unemployment in the industry 
persisted due to the lower demand for automotive parts. 
Companies which recalled workers included L.O.F. Glass 
of Canada Limited, Collingwood, Daal Specialties 
(Collingwood) Ltd., Decor Metal Products, Midland, 
Motorola Canada Ltd., Midland and Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber Co. of Canada Ltd., Owen Sound. Recalls in 
these firms ranged from 10 to 100 persons. T.R.W. 
Electronic Components Ltd., Collingwood, experienced 
a severe curtailment of their work force from 500 in 
1973 to 70 in June, 1974. This resulted from declining 
demand for components. 

In the textile and clothing industry, the recruitment 
of 114 people was in progress to staff the operations of 
Corah Manufacturing Ltd. in Barrie. Declining employ- 
ment is, however, expected in the industry as a result of 
the gradual phasing out of the blanket manufacturing 
division of Globe Mills Limited, Meaford. 


The construction industry showed a seasonal upturn, 
but compared with the previous year activity was 
moderate. Poor weather conditions in April were in part 
responsible but material shortages also contributed to 
the delay of major construction projects. Area demand 
for bricklayers and non-union construction electricians 
was strong but workers in these trades were in short 
supply. Major construction labour demands associated 
with on-going large building projects were met by 
workers brought from Toronto by related contractors. 
Large on-going non-residential projects in the area 
included the Ontario Hydro heavy water plant at 
Douglas Point near Walkerton, Newcastle Developments 
Shopping Centre in Parry Sound, the $3 million Monroe 


Auto Equipment plant in Owen Sound, and the manu- 
facturing plant of Orillia Precast Concrete. Work was 
also started on the construction of Northdown Homes 
Apartments, Owen Sound, valued at $600,000 and the 
residential development of Bovis Homes in Barrie, a 
complex of approximately 20 residences. An early start 
is also planned for the Trizec Corporation’s $6 million 
Shopping Centre, a 558-unit single family housing 
development and a 70-unit senior citizens complex, all in 
Orillia. 

In addition to these developments, construction 
activity was stimulated by a large volume of road 
building in progress. 


In the transportation sector the approach of more 
seasonable weather was accompanied by strong activity 
in road, rail and marine transportation and the attendant 
demand for related occupations. Demand for marine 
mechanics and truck drivers was notable in Orillia. 


The trade sector showed only slight increases in 
employment as no major growth in retail or wholesale 
activity occurred. 


In the service sector a strong seasonal rebound of the 
tourist industry was accompanied by a high level of 
vacancies for hairdressers, short order cooks and other 
personal service occupations. Students satisfied some 
demands but the unavailability of suitable accomodation 
in some areas made adjustment difficult. Operations 
commenced at the Knights Inn Hotel, Orillia, creating 
increased employment. Recruitment of about 80 persons 
was also in progress for the staffing of the Howard 
Johnson Hotel, Orillia, scheduled to be opened in July. 

In business services, vacancies continued to exist for 
draftsmen, particularly in Barrie. In Hanover a 65-bed 
nursing home opened, increasing the demand for 
R.N.A.’s and nurse aides. Demand for these occupations 
also continued in Collingwood. 


The opening of new banks in Barrie contributed to 
increased employment in finance as tellers, steno- 
graphers and typists were in high demand. 


NORTHERN ONTARIO 


Production and employment levels in the northern 
Ontario economy increased moderately during the 
period under review. Forestry, mining, manufacturing 
and industrial construction were the main sources of 
expansion with seasonal increases in employment occur- 
ring also in the tourist industry. 


After a delayed start due to inclement weather, 
agricultural activity began to increase. Employment 
reached its normal seasonal levels with some shortages of 
experienced farm labour reported. After a slow start due 
to bad weather, all divisions of the forestry industry were 
Operating at capacity with a serious shortage of fallers 
and skidder operators evident. 


Production in mining ran close to capacity under the 
stimulus of high prices for most metals, particularly 
gold, silver, copper, zinc and lead. Employment con- 
tinued at high levels with miners and other mine 
personnel in extremely short supply in many areas with 
the exception of Sudbury. 


Employment levels remained high in manufacturing. 
In primary metals, Algoma Steel Corporation Limited in 
Sault Ste. Marie operated at capacity, and added to their 
labour force as facilities continued to be expanded. 
Under the impetus of high and rising prices, employment 
in the pulp and paper industries was buoyant with some 
shortages of skilled labour reported. 


The construction labour force was virtually fully 
employed during the second quarter. Shortages of 
bricklayers, painters and carpenters were evident in some 
areas. The demand for construction labour resulted from 
high levels of industrial, commercial and institutional 
construction while activity in residential construction 
remained relatively low. 


In transportation, after a late start due to heavy ice 
and low grain inventories, shipping employment 
increased in the second quarter. By mid-June grain 
movement through the port of Thunder Bay was 
proceeding normally and employment in grain elevators 
reached an all time high. Employment in other transpor- 
tation industries remained stable. Shortages of heavy 
truck drivers were reported in the north-west part of the 
area and in Sault Ste. Marie. 


After a slow first quarter, sales in retail trade 
rebounded strongly in the second quarter. The opening 
of a number of new shopping malls helped boost 
employment levels for male and female sales clerks. 


In community, business and personal services, cooks, 
experienced waitresses and chambermaids were in 
demand in all areas as the tourist season approached its 
peak. Tourist activity set records during the quarter. Most 
areas reported shortages of various clerical occupations 
such as typists, secretaries, receptionists and hotel clerks. 


LAKE ONTARIO 


Employment levels remained static during the second 
quarter in the Lake Ontario region as new demands for 
labour showed a decline. Temporary disruptions affec- 
ting labour market activity included a greatly increased 
incidence of labour disputes and the depressant effect of 
inclement weather upon seasonal activity. The increased 
occurrence of labour disputes in the construction and 
manufacturing sectors negatively affected the demand 
for labour by interrupting normal recruiting actions of 
the involved firms and inducing lay-offs in other firms in 
economically dependent sectors. The late spring cur- 
tailed the seasonal increases in the demand for labour 
usually registered at this time of year by the construction, 
trade and personal services sectors. The current recession 
of the United States economy and resultant declines in the 
export demand for area manufactured products con- 
tinued to be the major cyclical factor affecting 
employment growth in the region. Shortages of some 
basic materials and new capital equipment resulted in 
the postponement of firms’ expansion plans. However, 
the maintenance of high levels of personal disposable 
income and buoyant levels of construction activity 
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insured some expansion of employment in the construc- 
tion, trade and services sectors. 


In agriculture, area farmers have reported increased 
acreages planted. Delayed seasonal increases in the 
demand for experienced farm workers were registered 
and supplies remained relatively low. 


No net increases occurred in the level of manufac- 
turing employment during the period under review. A 
concentration of labour disputes in this sector has 
reinforced the negative effects of reduced U.S. export 
demand and shortages of materials, capital equipment 
and machinery and skilled labour. The composition of 
the demand for labour generated by the manufacturing 
sector has shifted away from unskilled labour to 
emphasize skilled trades and technical occupations, 
resulting in a high degree of mismatch between the 
composition of labour supply and the requirements of 
area employers. 

In the non-durable products sector, most firms in 
food and beverages continued to produce at capacity 
levels. A major dispute which commenced in the early 
part of the quarter at the Black Diamond Cheese 
Company Limited in Belleville involving 180 production 
workers was terminated on May 21. In paper products 
employment and production levels were at a cyclical 
peak, although labour disputes interrupted employment 
at several plants. Production and employment levels 
remained static in the textiles and clothing manufac- 
turing sectors whereas the demand for labour remained 
buoyant at area knitting mills. Shifting competitive 
market conditions reduced employment at some 
clothing manufacturing firms while depressed export 
demand continued to reduce employment levels at major 
firms manufacturing industrial textiles and automotive 
accessory fabrics. Regional manufacturers of carpeting 
continued to expand employment in response to high 
demands registered in conjunction with high rates of 
new housing unit completions. In leather products, 
employment levels remained static. Employment in the 
petroleum and chemical sector continued to increase as 
firms produced near capacity levels constrained by 
difficulties in obtaining supplies of basic inputs. Al- 
though production and employment levels in the rubber 
and plastics sector remained at a cyclical high, activity 
was disrupted by a 10-week dispute involving 400 
production workers at the Bowmanville plant of 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company of Canada 
Limited. Production remained high at Dunlop Canada 
Limited of Whitby as the Firestone Tire and Rubber 
Company of Canada Limited negotiated to purchase the 
plant. Plastics and fibreglass fabricators reported produc- 
tion at capacity levels. 

An unusual concentration of industrial disputes and 
layoffs together with shortages of skilled labour and 
materials constrained activity levels in durable products 
manufacturing. Production and employment remained at 
capacity in the furniture sector although 600 members 
of the Upholsterers’ International Union of North 
America were idled during a four week dispute at Sklar 
Manufacturing Limited of Whitby. Activity in the 
primary metals sector remained buoyant as high 
demands continued to be registered for basic steel 
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products. In metal fabricating, there were divergent 
trends as expansion of production by some area produ- 
cers was constrained by shortages of skilled machinists 
and supplies of basic materials. In Lindsay, }. E. Thomas 
Specialties Limited, a major producer of aluminum lawn 
furniture and T.V. antennas laid off about 200 produc- 
tion workers after completion of the 1974 season 
production requirements. In the machinery sector a 
labour-management dispute occured at Bata Industries 
Limited, Engineering Division of Batawa during late 
April and early May involving approximately 200 
workers. In Peterborough, 225 semi-skilled workers were 
laid off in May by the Outboard Marine Corporation of 
Canada Limited as a result of material shortages in the 
U.S. However, gradual recalls of persons laid off began in 
June and the firm continued to register high demands 
for skilled machinists and machine set-up operators. The 
previously announced decision to terminate the snow- 
mobile manufacturing unit has been reversed. 

There has been a strong recovery of production and 
employment growth in the transportation equipment 
sector during the second quarter of 1974. At the 
beginning of June, General Motors of Canada Limited in 
Oshawa had recalled all of 600 assembly workers 
previously on lay-off and recruited additional permanent 
assembly workers as well as a number of summer 
students. Duplate Canada Limited, an Oshawa producer 
of automotive windshields recalled all production 
workers previously on lay-off. However, regional produ- 
cers of automotive parts and components who normally 
export part of their output to the U.S. continued to 
maintain lower production volumes. Houdaille Oshawa 
Limited, a producer of auto bumpers, began a six-week 
production stoppage in June due to the depressed U.S. 
market. In the electrical products sector, area firms 
continued to generate strong demands for labour as the 
cyclical recovery begun in 1973 continued through the 
second quarter of 1974. The Canadian General Electric 
Company Limited plants at Peterborough and Trenton 
registered increased demands for machinists, machine 
Operators and assembly workers in the second quarter. 
In Napanee, 245 production workers at Emerson- 
Electric Canada Limited, a manufacturer of small 
electric motors, were idled by an industrial dispute 
beginning June 1. Area manufacturers of electronic 
components reported buoyant employment levels. 


There was a year-over-year decline in the demand for 
labour registered by the construction sector in April and 
May; however, a trend to recovery was established in 
June. In the residential sector, the volume of new 
housing units started has strongly increased during the 
second quarter in Oshawa, Peterborough, Lindsay and 
surrounding environs. Increased demands were registered 
for carpenters, bricklayers, electricians, and drywall 
boardmen and tapers. The established trend of importing 
skilled labour into the region from Toronto by subcon- 
tractors continued. In commercial and_ industrial 
construction activity volumes remained relatively low as 
several major planned project starts were postponed. 
Total employment at the Lennox Hydro Generating 
Station near Napanee has reached a peak following the 
completion of the first generating unit. Site preparation 
commenced on the second phase of the Pickering 


Nuclear Hydro complex. The seasonal upturn of activity 
in road, bridge and highway construction generated 
increased demands for heavy equipment operators. 


Employment levels in transportation and _ utilities 
remained static in the second quarter. Industrial dis- 
putes, layoffs and declines in export demand tended to 
depress normal shipping volumes generated by the 
manufacturing sector. Increased fuel and labour costs 
adversely affected the competitive position of some 
truck carriers. Employment levels tended to stabilize in 
the retail and wholesale trade sector. The increased 
incidence of industrial disputes and layoffs throughout 
the region tended to reduce incomes and consumer 
spending. There was relatively little net increase in the 
demand for sales clerk personnel although a late seasonal 
upturn occurred in June. 


Employment levels remained high in finance, 
insurance and real estate as increased turnover demands 
were registered for tellers, experienced clerks, and 
qualified secretaries and stenographers. Demands have 
increased markedly for persons in professional and 
administrative occupations with requirements registered 
for accountants and manager trainees. Firms experienced 


continued difficulty recruiting life insurance salesmen 


and real estate salesmen due to the reluctance of 
candidates to accept commission terms. 


Within the services sector the second quarter seasonal 
upturn was less than normal in personal services. A high 
proportion of the labour demand was generated by 
turnover in low wage occupations such as domestics, 
nursing aides and food service helpers. Increased require- 
ments for engineers, draftsmen and technologists were 
apparent in the business services sector. 


EASTERN ONTARIO 


During the period under review employment in most 
sectors in Eastern Ontario remained reasonably stable 
with moderate increases occurring in retail trade, trans- 
portation, tourism and public administration. Shortages 
of some materials and several types of skilled tradesmen 
acted as a constraint on employment growth in a few 
instances. 


In agriculture, adverse weather conditions produced 
fluctuations in demand for farm labour with shortages 
reported in some areas. In particular, there was a 
consistent demand for and a shortage of dairy-workers. 
In some areas, student labour satisfied farmers’ demands. 


In forestry, saw mills ran at full capacity, while the 
provincial government employed several hundred 
workers throughout the area on a tree planting program. 


Employment in the manufacturing sector stabilized at 
near-capacity levels. Hirings were constant but gradual. 
Industries that faced a particularly high demand for 
products were the textile, chemical, and electrical 
product manufacturers. The tight supply of raw 
materials continued to exert some constraints on pro- 
duction. 


Most areas enjoyed high levels of construction 


activity although in some areas, such as Smiths Falls and 
Prescott, building was very limited. Construction in the 
residential sector maintained its steady growth, but 
further expansion was hindered by high land costs and 
interest rates. There continued to be a shortage of skilled 
tradesmen especially in the larger metropolitan areas 
while the demand for construction labourers also 
increased. 


Boosted by the seasonal influx of tourists, increased 
activity was evident in retail trade with a good demand 
for regular and part-time workers. However, employ- 
ment levels remained somewhat depressed in the whole- 
sale trade sector, especially in the wholesale building 
supply industry. 


The transportation sector experienced a seasonal 
upturn with an increased demand for heavy duty truck 
drivers particularly evident. 


In the service sector, most of the activity was 
concentrated in the tourist industry. Both expansion 
programs and seasonal activity produced an increase in 
employment levels. The supply of summer students 
helped satisfy the need for restaurant and hotel person- 
nel. Characteristically, many of the occupations 
experienced high turnover due to the part-time and shift 
nature of the work. In the larger metropolitan areas, 
hotel facilities were being expanded and demand for 
hotel personnel was high. In business services, clerical 
and office workers were in short supply. 


In public administration, employment levels showed a 
moderate increase during the quarter. 


NIAGARA-HAMILTON 


Employment levels increased somewhat in the 
Niagara-Hamilton area during the quarter as some 
industries experienced their seasonal upturn. In addition, 
further recalls of workers on lay-off contributed to 
employment growth. Continuing industrial disputes 
marred the employment picture. 


Wet weather throughout the quarter hampered crop 
planting which had an inhibiting effect on agriculture 
employment. However, the general shortage of 
experienced farm help continued. Increased acceptance 
of the Caribbean seasonal workers program aided hiring 
activity. 


In the manufacturing sector employment continued 
to remain high stimulated somewhat by more norma- 
lized levels of activity in the industries previously 
suffering lay-offs. 

In primary metals, the relining of blast furnaces at the 
Steel Company of Canada Limited, Hamilton, was 
completed and this generated additional hiring activity. 
In addition, recalls continued as over 150 workers were 
called back at the Steel Company of Canada Limited’s 
Welland plants. 

In non-metallic mineral processing, approximately 
100 workers laid off at Dominion Glass Company Ltd. 
of Hamilton in the first quarter due to furnace repairs, 
were recalled as normal production levels resumed 
towards the end of the quarter. 


MANPOWER REVIEW 11 


There was a modest upswing in the transportation 
equipment sector, as automotive companies began to 
recall workers. This upswing was restrained somewhat by 
the commencement of an industrial dispute at the 
beginning of June at Hayes Dana Limited, Thorold, 
which involved approximately 1600 workers and 
remained in effect at the end of the quarter. 

In rubber industries, the industrial dispute involving 
1200 workers at Firestone Tire & Rubber Company of 
Canada Limited, Hamilton, which commenced in the 
first quarter had not terminated by the end of the 
second quarter. 


Higher levels of activity were resumed in the con- 
struction sector after the seasonal slowdown in the first 
quarter. This resulted in the re-appearance of shortages 
of bricklayers and carpenters. Building reports indicated 
that commercial and industrial developments gained an 
increased share of the construction dollar. During the 
quarter, construction began on the first phase of the 
Seaway Mall and also on the Lincoln plaza extension, 
both in Welland. 


In the transportation, communication and other 
utilities sector, the industrial dispute at Union Gas 
Limited which commenced in the first quarter, remained 
in effect. There was a noticeable increase in activity in 
the transportation sector. 


In services, developments in the hospitality industry 
followed the normal seasonal pattern. With the surge in 
tourist trade towards the end of the quarter, demand for 
food service workers exceeded the supply. 


MID-WESTERN ONTARIO 


Production and employment continued to advance in 
Mid-Western Ontario during the quarter as industrial 
disputes were settled in several industries and more 
normalized demand conditions returned to the transpor- 
tation equipment market. 


The seasonal increase in agricultural activity usually 
seen in the second quarter was delayed this year by wet 
weather. 


In the manufacturing sector, the buoyant trend which 
commenced more than a year ago continued into the 
second quarter. However, the combination of labour and 
material shortages hampered production levels. 

Food processing firms undertook modest expansions 
in production along with marginal employment gains. 

In primary metals, the industrial dispute which began 
at Doehler Canada Limited in Guelph affecting 144 
employees, was resolved at the beginning of the quarter. 

Relative stability returned to the transportation 
equipment sector, after the unsettled conditions of the 
early winter months. All 500 employees previously laid 
off at Budd Automotive Company of Canada Ltd., 
Kitchener, were recalled. 


Production in the electrical products industries 
resumed normal levels after several industrial disputes in 
the first period. Hiring of assemblers by most area 
producers was maintained at a strong pace throughout 
most of the quarter. Many students were recruited for 
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these positions. 

In machinery industries, the strong international 
demand for agricultural implements prompted McKee 
Bros. Limited, Elmira, to embark upon a $1.1 million 
expansion which is expected to result in approximately 
150 new jobs. 


The effects of high mortgage rates, the scarcity of 
useable land and material shortages resulted in the 
slowdown of residential construction. However, short- 
ages of skilled labour especially carpenters and brick- 
layers were still apparent during the period. Indications 
are that industrial development will pick up any slack in 
the local construction labour market. 


In finance, insurance and real estate employment 
activity continued at a stable pace. The demand for 
insurance salespersons and experienced bank tellers 
remained unsatisfied. 


In trade as well as in the services sector, employment 
remained fairly stable. In the latter, there was a shortage 
of workers in personal service occupations while a 
surplus of teachers was apparent in some areas. 


LAKE ERIE 


The pattern of employment and production activity 
was mixed in the Lake Erie economy during the period 
under review. Employment gains were made in some 
sectors while in others losses resulted from material 
shortages and industrial disputes. In the buoyant indus- 
tries further employment growth was constrained by a 
shortage of certain skilled workers. 


In agriculture, the usual high demand for farm 
workers in tobacco began to develop during the quarter. 
Students were hired in many cases to satiate this demand 
and, in some cases, were brought in from other districts. 
Foreign seasonal workers also supplemented the local 
labour supply. The bulk of the farm placement activity 
was handled by the Canadian Farm Labour Pools. 


In manufacturing, employment was unstable owing to 
an unusally large number of industrial disputes and 
layoffs. Hiring in the food and beverage industry began 
to increase near the end of the quarter as food 
processors entered their busy season. The employment 
situation was favourable as the only industrial dispute in 
this industry, involving 40 employees, was settled after 
two weeks at the Borden Company Ltd. in Woodstock. 

Employers in the textile industry did little hiring 
during the quarter as a shortage of power sewing 
machine operators persisted. Meanwhile, about 110 
employees of Murray-Selby Shoe Company of Canada 
Limited, London, were laid off in mid-June as material 
shortages hindered activity in the leather industry. By 
the quarter end, about 40 workers had been recalled. 

Employment gains in paper and allied industries were 
poor due to two major industrial disputes. Bathurst 
Containers Ltd., St. Thomas were involved in an 
industrial dispute with 135 of their employees since May 
11. Also, an 8-week long industrial dispute by 400 
employees of 3M Canada Ltd. in London was settled by 
the end of the quarter. 

In the machinery industry, FMC of Canada Ltd., 


Woodstock, settled a two-week long industrial dispute 
with 90 employees in June. The company announced 
plans to increase production and hire an additional 30 
skilled workers. 


In primary metals, employment levels were high and 
growth was limited only by the unavailability of skilled 
labour and material inputs. T.P.S. Industries, a manufac- 
turer of steel pipe in Tillsonburg, announced plans to 
hire 35 workers within the next year, many of whom 
will be trained through government-sponsored programs. 

Employment increased in the metal fabricating indus- 
try as American Can of Canada Limited of Simcoe 
recalled 25-30 workers and sought additional employees. 
Despite the closing of Morrow Screw and Nut Co. 
Limited’s screw machine operation, it was expected that 
the 35 employees affected will be absorbed by the new 
plant being built by Ingersoll Fasteners Ltd. of Ingersoll. 
Most other firms in this industry experienced an upward 
trend in production during the quarter and were 
operating at full capacity. 

Although industrial disputes and lay-offs plagued the 
transportation equipment industry, there were signs of 
employment recovery by the end of the quarter as 
several firms began recalling laid-off workers. The largest 
lay-off occurred at Ford Motor Company of Canada 
Limited’s assembly plant at Talbotville, where 3,200 
workers were laid-off for one week due to parts 
shortages. Among the automotive feeder firms, 400 
workers were involved in a dispute since May 31 with 
Gould Manufacturing of Canada Limited in St. Thomas 
and were still out of work at the end of the quarter. 
Also, 34 employees of McKerlie Automotive Ltd. of 
London were idled for eleven weeks in a dispute which 
ended June 6. On the other hand the improving trend in 
employment was indicated by the recall of 96 employees 
on lay-off from Standard Tube of Canada Limited in 
Woodstock. 


In construction, employment activity in the com- 
mercial field was very high during the quarter as several 
projects neared completion. However, little new activity 
was being undertaken within the London area. In the St. 
Thomas CMC area plans were announced for the 
construction of several new projects such as the Aylmer 
Police College and a $2.5 million shopping mall. Resi- 
dential construction continued to decline through the 
quarter with housing starts considerably lower than for 
the same period last year. 


In the utilities sector, an industrial dispute affecting 
several hundred employees of Union Gas Limited in 
various parts of the district remained unsettled during 
the quarter. 


In the community, business and personal services 
sector, employment opportunities were plentiful for 
draftsmen and engineers and shortages were evident in 
the lower paying service industry occupations. 


LAKE ST. CLAIR 


In the Lake St. Clair economy during the period 
under review production and employment levels 
expanded moderately over those of the previous quarter. 
The major component of the expansion was an upturn in 


activity in the automotive and related firms. Construc- 
tion also enjoyed some advances while agricultural 
production experienced its seasonal increase as well as 
some further growth in cultivated acreage over last year’s 
levels. Losses in employment occurred as industrial 
disputes interrupted activity in some sectors. 


In the agricultural sector, both Leamington and 
Chatham CMCs reported heavy placement activity 
during the month of June as students were hired for 
farm labour. Growers also expressed a greater interest in 
labour from foreign sources this quarter than in the same 
period last year as advance orders for harvest workers 
were placed at local CMCs. Acreages devoted to some 
crops in the area were substantially expanded during the 
quarter and it is expected that farm employment levels 
consequently will increase this season over those of last 
year. 


Employment levels in manufacturing suffered some 
losses in the period under review as a result of work 
shortages and industrial disputes. In the food and 
beverage industry, poor catches of fish from Lake Erie 
resulted in the lay-off of 350 cannery workers from a 
total work force of 500 at the Omstead Foods Company 
Limited in Leamington. An industrial dispute began in 
the latter part of June at Hiram Walker & Sons Limited 
in Windsor affecting 600 workers. 

In the machinery and transportation equipment 
industries, increased placement activity was apparent 
although the improvement in the employment situation 
was somewhat interrupted by labour-management dis- 
putes. About 1300 workers at the International 
Harvester Company of Canada Limited in Chatham, 
producers of machinery and trucks, were engaged in a 
dispute at the end of June lasting just under two weeks. 
Among the auto feeder firms Eaton-Yale (Suspension 
Division) of Chatham was involved in a short dispute at 
the end of May which idled 300 workers while a short 
dispute in June and another in July idled 600 workers at 
the Ontario Steel Company Limited. Meanwhile, 450 
employees laid off in mid-May from Bendix Automotive 
of Canada Limited of Windsor were still out of work at 
the end of the quarter. On the other hand, some auto 
feeder plants such as Canadian Fram Limited, Chatham 
and Rockwell International of Canada Limited in 
Tilbury announced plans to bring new facilities into 
production and to undertake new hiring. 

Generally, placements were somewhat lower this 
quarter in the automotive industry than in the corres- 
ponding period last year, as a result of the slowdown in 
the first three months of 1974. Improvements since the 
first quarter were notable, however, as Chrysler Canada 
Limited, Windsor completed the recall of all of its 
laid-off employees. General Motors of Canada Limited, 
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much less affected by the auto sales slump, operated 
through the quarter at levels equal to those of 1973 but 
200 workers still remained on lay-off at the Ford Motor 
Company of Canada Limited engine plant in Windsor. 


In the construction industry placement activity ran at 
a level slightly above that of the same period last year. 
Most of the employment increase occurred in the Sarnia 
area as the oil companies made preparations for the con- 
struction of additions to refineries. In Chatham and 
Windsor construction remained strong with shortages 
reported in some trades such as bricklayers and carpen- 
ters. Major projects planned are a $25 million, 22-storey 
complex by Fort Garry Trust Company Limited in 
Sarnia and a $1 million expansion by Motor Wheel 
Corporation in Chatham. Both projects are scheduled to 
start in late fall of 1974. A lack of serviced land and 
material shortages continued to restrain the industry 
generally while high mortgage interest rates dampened 
the single-dwelling and multiple dwelling housing 
market. 


In transportation, communications and other utilities 
employment remained fairly stable. There was a steady 
market with substantial turnover for light truck drivers 
and a strong demand was apparent for taxi drivers. On 
the other hand, Seaway Forwarding Company Limited 
in Sarnia closed at the end of June, affecting 30 workers 
while approximately 400 employees of Union Gas 
Limited in Chatham remained out of work during the 
whole quarter as a result of an industrial dispute. 


Employment levels in retail and wholesale trade were 
somewhat lower during the quarter than a year ago at 
this time largely as a result of auto industry lay-offs and 
industrial disputes. Much of the demand was for 
part-time cashiers and sales clerks while shortages 
persisted in commission sales occupations. 


In finance, insurance and real estate there was a 
steady demand for tellers, part-time bookkeepers and 
C.A. students. Despite a slump in the housing market 
there remained a considerable demand for commission 
real estate salesmen. 


In spite of the large influx of students in the labour 
force, vacancies still existed in community, business and 
personal services for a variety of positions such as 
waitresses, babysitters and chambermaids. Windsor and 
Chatham CMCs reported a surplus of clients registered as 
accountants, managers, administrators, social workers, 
registered nurses, nurse aides and orderlies. While a 
strong demand was in evidence in some occupations, 
employment gains were restrained by the high standards 
demanded and relatively low wages and unsuitable 
working conditions offered by some employers.

GENERAL TRENDS 


Latest available data from the National Accounts 
indicate that the Canadian economy experienced a 
significant weakening in the second quarter of 1974. 
In real terms, personal spending on durable goods 
advanced at a modest rate but consumer outlay in all 
categories of goods, as well as residential construction 
expenditure, showed a marked deceleration from the 
strong rate of increase realized in the first quarter. 
After five successive quarters of strong increases, 
investment in machinery and equipment and in non- 
residential construction declined significantly in the 
second quarter. The external sector continued to 
weaken during the period as the volume of exports 
declined by 3.7 per cent, more than twice the percent- 
age drop in imports. Although GNP in current dollars 
showed a fairly strong advance, the total volume of 
production of goods and services remained stable 
during the second quarter. This represents an even 
poorer performance than the 0.4 per cent real increase 
of the same period in 1973 and contrasts sharply with 
a 1.5 per cent advance in the first quarter of 1974. 


In the Ontario labour market Statistics Canada’s 
Job Vacancy Survey showed approximately 42,300 
job vacancies in the second quarter of 1974, signifi- 
cantly higher than the 36,250 recorded in the first 
quarter. This should be interpreted as approximating 
the general level of vacancies on any day in the 
quarter. In the comparable period of 1973, there were 
32,300 job vacancies in Ontario. Of the 42,300 
vacancies in the second quarter of 1974, 37,900 were 
for full time jobs with 14,600 of these being open for 
one month or more. 


The Ontario labour force averaged 3,775,000 in 
the third quarter of 1974, an increase of 93,000 over 
the previous quarter. This represents a fairly strong 
advance, even if the seasonal factor is taken into 
account. Almost two thirds of the rise consisted of 
males. Compared with the third quarter of 1973, the 
labour force grew at the unusually high rate of 5.8 
per cent, composed of a much higher percentage in- 
crease among females than among males. 

In terms of age composition, the bulk of the increase 
in labour force between the two quarters consisted of 
14-19 year olds while the numbers in each of the other 
age groups exhibited no significant change. As would 
be expected at this time of year, the 14-19 group 
showed by far the highest percentage increase in 
labour force at 19.7 per cent. On a year-to-year basis, 
the 25-44 category accounted for almost one-half of 
the labour force increase and the 14-19 year olds for 


just less than one-fourth. The remainder of the ad- 
vance was shared by the 20-24 and the 45-64 age 
groups, as the 65 and over category remained virtually 
stable. The largest year-over-year percentage gain in 
labour force took place in the 14-19 category which 
grew by 11.1 per cent while the 20-24 and 25-44 
groups advanced by 6.2 and 6.6 per cent, respectively 
and the 45-64 category by only 3.1 per cent. 

The number of immigrants destined to Ontario in 
the second quarter was 32,242, bringing the total for 
the first six months of this year to 57,506. This consti- 
tutes an increase of 43 per cent over the number 
recorded during the first two quarters of 1973 and 
accounts for about 55 per cent of total immigration to 
Canada in the same period of the current year. Of the 
Ontario total, approximately one-half were destined 
to the labour force. Within this group, roughly 15 per 
cent intended to enter clerical and related occupations 
and an equal number intended to work in mining and 
quarrying occupations. Approximately 11 per cent 
intended to take service jobs while construction trades 
accounted for 10 per cent and machining and related 
occupations for another 9 per cent. Each of the 
remaining occupational groups accounted for a sub- 
stantially smaller proportion of the immigrant 
workers. 


The average level of employment in Ontario during 
the third quarter of 1974 was 3,636,000, a strong 
advance of 100,000 over that of the first quarter. If 
the seasonal factor is taken into account, however, 
this constitutes a more moderate gain in both absolute 
and percentage terms. Compared with the third 
quarter of 1973, the actual number of persons em- 
ployed grew by 196,000 or 5.7 per cent. The numeri- 
cal increase was almost evenly divided between males 
and females but the latter showed a notably higher 
percentage growth. 

The age distribution of the employment changes 
closely resembled that of the movements in labour 
force, both in the quarter-to-quarter and in the year- 
over-year case. Similarly, in each case the 14-19 age 
category held the leading position among age groups 
in terms of percentage increase in employment. 

Among industry divisions, the highest employment 
gain between the second and third quarters took place 
in manufacturing, the durable goods sector accounting 
for slightly more than half the advance. A much 
smaller but substantial increase was evident in con- 
struction, followed by gains in transportation, storage 
and communications and in public administration. 
Each of the remaining industrial sectors showed no

significant change in employment between the two 
quarters. On a year-over-year basis, the greatest 
advance took place in community, business and 
personal services while non-durable goods manufac- 
turing and retail trade experienced somewhat smaller 
increases approximately equal to one another. There 
was a considerably smaller increase in construction, 
followed rather closely by public administration and 
finance, insurance and real estate. The only other 
significant change in employment among industrial 
groups was a slight increase in the transportation, 
storage, and communication industries. 


The number of unemployed persons in Ontario 
declined marginally from 148,000 in the second 
quarter of 1974 to 139,000 in the third. This slight

movement contrasts with the fairly substantial de- 
creases observed between these quarters in recent 
years. The year-over-year comparison is similarly 
unfavourable as the level of unemployment increased 
by 12,000. 

Although the unadjusted unemployment rate fell 
from 4.0 per cent to 3.7 per cent between the second 
and third quarters, this decline was substantially 
smaller than is generally the case at this time of year. 
Consequently, the seasonally adjusted rate moved up 
from 3.7 per cent in the second quarter to 4.3 per cent 
in the third. The third quarter rates showed only a 
very slight upward movement from the 3.6 per cent 
(unadjusted) and the 4.2 per cent (seasonally ad- 
justed) unemployment rates recorded in the same 
period of 1973.

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DISTRICT AND INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS 


JULY — AUGUST — SEPTEMBER 1974 


TORONTO AREA 


Limited employment gains accompanied the con- 
tinued expansion of production in the major industry 
sectors of the Toronto area during the third quarter 
of 1974. Employment increases occurred mainly in 
retail and wholesale trade, accommodation and food 
services, services to business management and finance 
and insurance. Employment growth slowed in the 
manufacturing sector as strikes, labour and material 
shortages, and capital capacity constraints in some 
industries combined to reduce rates of new job crea- 
tion. Former high employment growth rates in the 
construction sector were reduced as activity in indus- 
trial and commercial construction slowed, accentuat- 
ing the marked downturn in the volume of residential 
construction evident since the second quarter of 1974. 

The Toronto area labour market remained rela- 
tively tight during the third quarter as the estimated 
unemployment rate in Metropolitan Toronto and the 
industrial periphery averaged approximately 3.0 per 
cent, compared to an estimated 3.7 per cent average 
in Ontario during the same period. Shortages per- 
sisted in a number of occupational areas including 
draftsmen/women, engineers, designers, accountants, 
machinists, and various semi-skilled occupations. 
These shortages were intensified, in some cases, by the 
normal seasonal decrease in the total labour force in 
September as students and other seasonal workers 
left the labour market. Despite these conditions, there 
remained significant pockets of surplus labour with 
notable concentrations in unskilled occupations and 
among youth entering the labour force with no 
previous job experience. A major negative factor in 
the labour market during the third quarter was the 
sharply increased incidence of labour disputes, par- 
ticularly in some key transportation and manufactur- 
ing sectors. Higher rates of job turnover persisted 
particularly in industries and occupations where 
employers tend to offer marginally low wages. 


Production and employment growth rates declined 
in the manufacturing sector during the third quarter 
relative to the cyclically high levels registered during 
1973; however, production levels remained near the 
limits of installed capital capacity in several sectors. 
Numerous expansions and relocations of firms, par-

ticularly in the periphery, tended to offset the negative 
employment effects of labour disputes and the July- 
August seasonal holiday closure of plants. 

There were divergent trends in the non-durable 
manufacturing sector. In food and beverages, produc- 
tion remained at high levels in meat processing, 
stimulated by the prolonged shutdown in the Alberta 
meat-packing industry. Labatt’s Ontario Breweries 
Limited undertook a major addition to their Toronto 
production facilities, expected to be completed in 
1976. In the bakery industry, employment was dis- 
rupted by labour-management disputes. A ten-week 
work stoppage involving 450 employees of Christies 
Bread Division of Nabisco Limited, Toronto ended on 
September 27. There was also a short work stoppage 
at General Bakeries Limited during September. Em- 
ployment levels remained high in paper products and 
in printing and publishing, although the smaller firms 
encountered constraints related to shortages of skilled 
labour and materials. 

In the textiles industry, producers of carpet yarn 
continued to experience strong product demand and 
maintained high employment levels. Garment and 
drapery firms registered high demand for sewing 
machine operators and garment pressers. High levels 
of production together with the expansion of plant 
capacity in response to the strong demand for indus- 
trial chemicals and other manufacturing inputs has 
resulted in high levels of employment in the chemical 
industry. In particular, construction continued on a 
$60 million expansion of refinery capacity for B P 
Refinery Canada Limited in Oakville. Trend Coatings 
Limited, a producer of industrial paints and indoor 
finishes recently relocated to larger production facili- 
ties in the Weston area. In the pharmaceuticals sector, 
Canadian Hoechst Limited and Copeland Labora- 
tories Limited were also undertaking major expan- 
sions. 

Labour disputes and material shortages had nega- 
tive effects on employment levels in the rubber and 
plastics industries. Approximately 1,750 employees 
of the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company of Canada 
Limited remained out of work during the whole of the 
third quarter as a result of a continuing industrial dis- 
pute. Disputes of varying duration caused production 
stoppages at Crawford-Bardco Industries Limited, 
Rexdale, Rubbermaid Canada Limited in Mississauga, 
and Sieberling Rubber Company Limited of Toronto 
during the period. Despite these disruptions, area 
manufacturers registered high demand for, tire re- 
builders, fibreglass laminators, injection moulders, 


extruder operators and semi-skilled assembly workers. 
B.F. Goodrich Canada Limited of Bramalea was 
proceeding with a major expansion, expected to be 
completed in January 1975, which will double the 
current production of polyurethane foam. In Missis- 
sauga, Twinpak Limited commenced construction of 
a $1.5 million plant which is expected to employ 
upwards of 100 people upon completion in the 
summer of 1976. In the plastics sector, shortages of 
basic input materials were restricting increases in the 
production of pipes, wire and cable insulation, flooring 
materials, film, reinforced plastics products and pack- 
aging products. 

The durable-goods manufacturing sector continued 
to generate a strong over-all demand for labour, 
although there were marked downturns in some areas 
of activity. In primary metals, area firms continued to 
produce at capacity and a shortage of foundry workers 
persisted through the third quarter. Metal fabricating 
continued to show an exceptionally strong perform- 
ance as numerous capital expansion projects began 
or were in progress in the area during the period under 
review. McKnight Windows Industries Limited of 
Weston and Modular Windows of Canada in 
Vaughan, manufacturers of metal window frames, 
were expanding facilities during the quarter. The 
labour force in the latter is expected to double. 
Dominion Bridge Company Limited and Canron 
Limited, producers of structural steel and pipes, were 
seeking gas welders and welder fitters to accommodate 
increased production orders. In Newmarket, construc- 
tion continued on the $2.9 million metal stamping 
plant of R. Reininger and Son Limited which may 
employ up to 300 persons upon completion in 1975. 
In Brampton and Scarborough, many smaller manu- 
facturers encountered difficulty recruiting tool and die 
makers, millwrights, machinists and sheet metal 
workers. 

Continued high levels of auto production insured 
that aggregate employment did not decline in the 
transportation equipment sector. Ford Motor Com- 
pany Limited in Oakville and American Motors 
Limited in Brampton reported August sales increases 
of 20% and 48% respectively, relative to August 
1973, indicating continued strength of domestic 
demand for sub-compact vehicles. A labour-manage- 
ment dispute began on September 16 at American 
Motors Limited, Brampton, idling 1,200 assembly 
workers. In Scarborough, General Motors of Canada 
Limited was in the process of recruiting 200 assembly 
workers in its recently completed truck plant. Condi- 
tions were unfavourable outside the automotive sector, 
however, as Douglas Aircraft of Canada Limited, 
Malton laid off 760 production workers in August as 
a result of reduced orders for DC 10 aircraft. 

In the machinery sector, area firms continued to 
produce at capacity in response to orders resulting 
from manufacturing investment in new machinery and

equipment. Envirotech Canada Limited, a manufac- 
turer of processing equipment for the mineral and pulp 
and paper industry, recently relocated to larger 
premises in Mississauga. Although interrupted by a 
brief labour dispute, production levels at Massey- 
Ferguson Industries Limited remained high during the 
quarter. A.B. Dick Company of Canada Limited and 
Xerox of Canada Limited announced the commence- 
ment of construction programs to expand facilities. 
However, National Cash Register Co. of Canada 
Limited laid off 100 assemblers in connection with 
the discontinuing of mechanical assembly operations. 
In the electrical products industry, the seasonal up- 
turn in small appliances manufacturing in the third 
quarter accentuated cyclically high production levels. 
Employment was high among manufacturers of major 
appliances as sales increased by 12 per cent in the 
first nine months of 1974 relative to 1973, a trend 
related to the rapid rates of new housing completions. 
The situation in this industry became even more 
favourable when Inglis Limited of Toronto, a pro- 
ducer of washing machines settled a 4% month 
dispute on August 18, resulting in the return to work 
of 1,000 production workers. Several area manu- 
facturers of electrical industrial equipment, including 
Trench Electric Limited and Phillips Cables Limited 
of Scarborough, reported expansions of plant facili- 
ties. 

Firms in wood products and furniture industries 
maintained capacity production despite some decline 
in the requirements of the construction sector. In 
furniture firms, there was a steady demand for up- 
holsterers, springers, and mattress makers. However, 
the downturn in residential construction affected other 
parts of the sector as evidenced by the decision of 
Polysar Limited to close its modular housing manu- 
facturing plant in Milton. The closing is effective 
October 31 and will result in a lay off of 200 persons. 
Other area producers of construction materials accu- 
mulated excess inventories over the quarter as sales 
declined. 


Overall construction activity volumes remained 
high during the third quarter, although there was no 
increase relative to the same period in 1973. The 
seasonal downturn appeared to have begun earlier 
this year, resulting in some build-ups of surplus during 
the period, both in unskilled and semi-skilled construc- 
tion occupations. In residential construction cumu- 
lated building unit starts in the January-August 1974 
period in the Toronto area declined slightly below 
1973 totals, although unit completions and the total 
under construction increased marginally. Commer- 
cial construction remained the leading part of the 
industry as work continued on the Eaton Centre 
complex, the $84 million First Canadian Bank Tower 
and the Toronto Place Hotel complex, among others. 


Employment trends varied widely in the transporta- 
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tion, communications and utilities sector during the 
third quarter. In transportation, employment levels did 
not increase markedly in this period of seasonal peak- 
ing in tourist activity. In Toronto, 5,700 members of 
the Amalgamated Transit Union were on strike for 23 
days as a result of a contract dispute with the Toronto 
Transit Commission. Normal recruiting procedures 
were suspended during the strike and a shortage of 
approximately 200 drivers continued to persist during 
September. The strike closed down all TTC operations 
and negatively affected employment in the manufac- 
turing and trade sectors; however, activity in other 
competing transit sectors such as taxi and buslines 
increased considerably during the strike. In the truck- 
ing sector, employment levels remained buoyant as a 
number of firms successfully negotiated new contracts 
with the Teamsters Union. The demand for qualified 
truck drivers continued to exceed supplies of experi- 
enced persons. The Port of Toronto reported con- 
tinued declines in cargo tonnages; however, the 
completion of a $10 million dredging program in the 
fall is expected to reverse this trend. In late Septem- 
ber, the Canadian Lake Carriers Association effected 
contract settlements with its employees terminating 
a major work stoppage which began in the early part 
of August. Railways registered reduced demands for 
material handlers and some major airlines operating 
in Toronto effected staff freezes during the period 
under review. In the communications sector Bell 
Canada is undertaking a $2.75 million expansion of 
a switching centre to be completed in early 1975. The 
company maintained a constant demand for telephone 
operators and clerk-typists. The Canada Post Office 
commenced the staffing of its new automated mail 
distribution centre in East Toronto. In_ utilities, 
Ontario Hydro maintained buoyant employment 
levels in connection with the administration of a 
growing network of power stations. 


Employment in the retail and wholesale trade sector 
increased during the period, with the opening of the 
Upper Canada Mall in Newmarket and the Hillcrest 
Mall in Richmond Hill. Retail stores in the city area 
reported downturns in sales during August partly as 
a result of the TTC strike. Smaller stores continued 
to face stiff competition from large chains and wage 
rates offered by employers in this sector increased 
very slowly during the quarter. 


The finance, insurance and real estate sector con- 
tinued to register increased demand for labour during 
the quarter. Banks and trust companies recruited 
typists, tellers, and office clerks to fill vacancies 
created by expansion and turnover. However, securi- 
ties brokerage firms have sharply reduced normal 
recruiting rates in response to decreased volumes of 
stock market trading. Insurance firms continued to 
actively recruit a wide range of clerical and sales staff 
to conduct increased business deriving from invest- 


ment plans. In the real estate sector, total sales 
volumes have declined on a year-over-year basis, — 


restricting new recruiting in this sector to minimal 
levels. 


Major employment gains occurred in the services 
sector. In accommodation and food services employ- 
ment expanded rapidly as the seasonal upturn 
accentuated the established upward growth pattern. 
Staffing activity was completed in July for the Prince 
Hotel, a major new establishment in this industry. 
Furthermore, a heavy demand for hotel and food 
service personnel was generated by the large number 
of conventions and trade shows held in Toronto dur- 
ing the third quarter. Shortages have appeared in 
many unskilled service occupations in which em- 
ployers offer marginal wage rates. In services to busi- 
ness management, security and investigative agencies 
continued to register strong demands for uniformed 
security guards and personnel to perform custodial 
tasks. There continued to be a large turnover in clean- 
ing, janitorial and maintenance occupations. In a 
series of contract settlements, nurses, technologists, 
interns, and para-medical and maintenance staff at 
various Toronto area hospitals have obtained sig- 
nificant increases in wages and salaries. The initial 
employment effects of the escalated costs, in a context 
of fixed budgets, included the immediate cessation of 
recruiting in some occupations. In education services, 
area school boards were recruiting to increase teaching 
staff in accordance with the new Ontario Government 
grant guidelines for 1974-75. 


In public administration, labour demands were 
primarily for clerical and building maintenance 
personnel. Recent federal government recruiting 
requirements focused upon professional social science 
occupations, while the new regional government 
organizations have generated requirements for urban 
and land use planners. 


GEORGIAN BAY 


In the Georgian Bay area, a general reduction in 
the volume of residential construction, lagging export 
demands for some manufactured products, and un- 
seasonal weather resulted in a marginal decline in 
employment growth. However, the slower rate of 
growth was accompanied toward the end of the 
quarter by a compensating withdrawal of persons 
from the area’s labour force. Unfilled job vacancies 
were mainly in high skill occupations that have experi- 
enced persistent shortages for some time or were in 
low skill occupations characterized by unattractive 
wages and working conditions. 


In agriculture, while early frosts affected some fruit 
and vegetable crops, there were the usual seasonal 
demands for labour associated with apple and potato 


_ harvesting. Students and migrant workers were avail- 
able for the temporary period required to satisfy 
_ these demands. 


Declines in durable manufacturing employment 
, occurred in wood products, non-metallic minerals, and 
_ metal fabricating industries as a result primarily of low 
levels of residential construction. In particular, layoffs 
occurred in plants manufacturing hardwood flooring 
_ and lumber as well as in plants manufacturing window 
glass. Domtar Construction Materials Ltd. began 
- construction in Huntsville of an $18 million plant to 
_ produce particle board and clap board. The plant 
will employ between 100 and 125 employees but will 
not be operational until the end of 1976. Employment 
in metal fabricating was adversely affected by reduced 
production of stainless steel sinks at KIL Industries 
Ltd. in Midland and, secondly by a dispute lasting 
more than one month between the Cooper Tool Co. 
Ltd. in Barrie and 174 employees, members of local 
6709 of the United Steel Workers of America. 

Decreased export demand for automotive com- 
ponents continued to depress employment levels in the 
transportation equipment industry. In addition, plans 
for increases in plant capacity including a plant expan- 
sion by Daal Specialties Ltd. in Collingwood and a 
new plant for Auto Equipment Ltd. in Owen Sound 
were postponed. Expected increases in shipbuilding 
employment were constrained by a shortage of steel 
products for use in the industry. However, added 
impetus to future employment growth is indicated in 
plans by Canadian Shipbuilding and Engineering 
Limited for a $10 million expansion of its facilities at 
the Collingwood Shipyards. 

High levels of production were maintained in the 
furniture industry with strong demands existing in 
related skilled and unskilled occupations. Industrial 
training programs were underway to provide the 
necessary skills for a number of firms in the Walkerton 
area. 

Firms in the machinery industry operated near 
capacity with the shortage of essential machining 
skills continuing to inhibit further production and 
employment increases. Set-up machinists, tool and die 
makers, lathe operators and punch press operators 
remained in demand. 

Employment increases in non-durable manufactur- 
ing occurred primarily in food processing industries 
and particularly in poultry processing and meat 
packing. Poultry processors, especially, were in strong 
demand in the Walkerton area. Only marginal in- 
creases in employment occurred in rubber and plastics 
products industries in relation to increased production 
at the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company Ltd. 
plant in Owen Sound and as a result of a move to 
larger premises by Centre Moulded Plastics Ltd. in 
Barrie. In the textile industry, the closure of the 
blanket manufacturing operations of Globe Mills Ltd.

in Meaford affected some 95 persons. However, most 
of these were able to relocate in alternative employ- 
ment. 


Projects still in progress have generated a demand 
strong enough to maintain a fairly high level of em- 
ployment in construction. As well as several industrial 
projects there were institutional and residential proj- 
ects underway in the Owen Sound area. An increased 
level of residential construction is being undertaken 
at Kincardine in the Walkerton area. This activity 
stems primarily from the heightened demand for 
accommodation associated with the $382 million 
nuclear generating station being built near Douglas 
Point. 


In transportation industries, a good demand existed 
for taxi drivers and for truck drivers particularly in 
the Parry Sound area. 


In the trade sector, the recruitment of 50 persons 
to staff the new Metropolitan Stores Ltd. premises in 
the recently completed Parry Sound Mall is scheduled 
to commence soon in order to meet its October 
opening. Construction of a $500,000 Fittens-Laclie 
shopping complex in Orillia was begun during the 
quarter. 


Employment gains in the service sector occurred 
mainly in the hospitality division although unseason- 
able weather conditions brought a premature slowing 
of business activity. By August, unfilled vacancies 
existed only for waitresses. Recruitment of staff con- 
tinued for the new Holiday Inn and Howard Johnson 
Motor Inn, both in Orillia, where operations are 
scheduled to commence in November. 

In other areas of the service industry, demand was 
registered for personal and health service occupations 
including housekeepers, babysitters, registered nurs- 
ing assistants and nurses’ aides. Although shortages 
in these occupations were mitigated by student em- 
ployment during July and August, they became 
prominent again towards the end of the quarter as 
students withdrew from the labour force. 


Vacancies in public administration declined signifi- 
cantly from the low levels which were obtained in the 
previous quarter. Job vacancies existed primarily for 
clerical workers demanded by the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission. 


NORTHERN ONTARIO 


Production and employment remained high in the 
Northern Ontario economy during the third quarter. 
Firms in several industries were operating at or near 
capacity levels and many were proceeding with or 
planning major expansions of production facilities. 
These included establishments in mining, forestry and 
manufacturing. Within the forestry and manufacturing 
groups, however, the wood industries showed serious 
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declined in production and employment. Moreover, 
while there were no significant employment effects 
during the quarter, indications arose of an approach- 
ing slowdown in the growth of some mining and 
primary metals manufacturing activities, as well as a 
decline in pulp and paper operations. Meanwhile, 
construction activity remained high throughout the 
area and the service establishments related to the 
tourist traffic experienced an exceptionally good 
season 


Although some agricultural activity was adversely 
affected by unfavourable weather conditions during 
the quarter, no employment impact was evident. Em- 
ployment in this sector remained stable while the 
chronic shortage of farm hands, chiefly dairy workers, 
continued to exist. 


In fishing and trapping, developments in the third 
quarter were very favourable. Commercial fishermen 
experienced excellent catches and good prices during 
the period and employment was up slightly as a result. 
With regard to trapping, the Ontario Ministry of 
Natural Resources reported that all assigned trap lines 
will be in use in the coming winter. The high employ- 
ment level in this sector is a reflection of high fur 
prices which have been prevalent in recent years. 


The forestry industry continued to experience 
strong demand conditions during most of the third 
quarter and maintained the capacity operating level 
of the previous period. Shortages of some woodlands 
workers, notably skidder operators and fallers, per- 
sisted in both the pulp and paper and the lumber 
divisions of the industry. In September, however, the 
shortages disappeared and layoffs began to occur in 
the latter as a result of the deterioration in the lumber 
products market. Pulp cutting operations appeared to 
be unaffected but indications arose late in the quarter 
that this sector would also undergo some employment 
cutbacks in the near future. One major industrial 
dispute in the industry began at the quarter’s end at 
the Great Lakes Paper Company Limited, affecting 
1200 woodlands employees. 


During the third quarter, employment in mining 
remained high as the buoyant conditions of the past 
several quarters continued. Shortages of miners and 
tradesmen were still a problem in all mining areas 
except Sudbury. A number of very large capital ex- 
pansions were announced and others were in progress 
during the period. Falconbridge Copper Limited 
prepared for the opening of operations at the Sturgeon 
Lake Mine and completed recruitment of the initial 
work force. Work proceeded on the United Asbestos 
Incorporated development near Matachewan in the 
Kirkland Lake area and some mining operations were 
already in progress. In Reeves Township near Tim- 
mins, substantial hiring was undertaken by the Johns- 


Manville Company as their asbestos mine returned to | 


production after a year of development work. The 
Umex Mine in the Kenora area announced their 
intention to proceed with the development of the 
copper-nickel deposit near Pickle Lake which is ex- 
pected to employ close to 400 workers. 


In uranium mining, plans were announced for | 
greatly expanded capacity in the Elliot Lake area. | 


Rio Algom Mines put forth an estimate of an addi-

tional 2000 workers to be employed in Elliot Lake © 
within the next decade. Preparations were in progress _ 
during the quarter for the company’s more immediate _ 


plan of increasing the work force by 100 in 1975. 
Although mining activity levels were generally 
high and expansions widespread, there were signs 
towards the end of the third quarter of a softening in 
the world market for metals. Copper and zinc were 


the first to be affected and their decreased price indi- — 
cate that some mining capacity expansion plans may » 


be temporarily postponed or completion dates may 
be extended. A major example of this was the Great 
Lakes Nickel Ltd. decision to suspend the develop- 
ment of their copper-nickel deposit near Thunder Bay. 


During the third quarter much of the manufacturing 
sector continued to operate near capacity levels, 
maintaining a considerable demand for additional 
labour and engaging in or planning major capital 
expansions. Among durable goods industries, such 
was the case in primary metals while the wood indus- 
tries were the only industrial group where conditions 
during the period showed a serious reversal from the 
favourable situation of previous quarters. However, 
even in the smelting and refining component of the 
primary metals industries, where employment re- 
mained high during the quarter, indications of an 
approaching slowdown began to appear. In non- 
durable goods manufacturing, the pulp and paper 
industry’s performance paralleled that of smelting and 
refining except that indications of a downturn actually 
materialized in a minor layoff at the quarter’s end. 

Primary metals industries continued to experience 
favourable demand conditions during most of the 
third quarter. Smelting and refining production ran 
at capacity levels and shortages of labour were re- 
ported. Although no employment effects were evident 
during the quarter, the softening in the market for 
some metals near the end of the period indicated that 
expansion plans in this industry may have to be 
reconsidered. In iron and steel milling, trends con- 
tinued to be favourable. The Algoma Steel Corpora- 
tion Limited expansion at Sault Ste. Marie proceeded 
according to schedule and as of the end of July, the 
company’s permanent labour force had grown to 9400 
from a level of 9000 a year earlier. Shortages of 
labour remained a problem, however, and the com- 
pany undertook extensive recruitment of students 
during the quarter. 


Conditions varied in the forestry-related industries 
during the quarter as pulp and paper production in 
most areas continued to run at capacity volumes while 
several sawmilling and other wood products manu- 
facturing firms reacted to signs of a severe weakening 
in related product markets. Labour shortages persisted 
in pulp and paper and employment was high, but 
even in this industry indications of a weakening began 
to appear in September. 

During the period, construction was in progress on 
new installations covering several forest-related manu- 
facturing activities. The Great Lakes Paper Company 
Limited expansion underway at Thunder Bay, for 
example, comprises an addition to pulp and paper 
capacity as well as stud mill capacity and a flakeboard 
mill. Approximately 1200 woodlands and mill jobs 
are expected to arise from the new installations. Also 
in progress during the period were the Dryden Paper 
Company Limited’s expansion project at Dryden and 
their construction of a kraft mill, chip board mill, 
chemical plant and sawmill in the Red Lake-Ear 
Falls area. It was announced that the former will 
require 700 additional workers by 1976 while the 
latter complex will provide 1100 jobs by 1979. The 
Abitibi Paper Company Ltd.’s new sawmill was ex- 
pected to start operating early in 1975, employing 80 
in the sawmill and approximately 150 in the woods 
division. Plans were announced by Kimberly-Clark 
Pulp & Paper Co. Ltd. to begin construction in the 
first quarter of 1975 on a $200 million expansion at 
Terrace Bay, comprising a pulp mill addition and a 
new stud mill. 

Other projects in the building stage during the 
period were a $17.5 million particle board plant in 
Atikokan and a $3 million sawmill addition in 
Mattawa. Announcements were made that two new 
installations will commence production in the fourth 
quarter: the MacMillan Bloedel Limited waferboard 
plant in Thunder Bay and the Goodman Staniforth 
Mill at Rutherglen in the North Bay area. Elsewhere in 
wood industries, construction progressed in the Fort 
Frances area on a new facility to manufacture wooden 
grain doors. The plant is expected to provide employ- 
ment for thirty workers. 

Although there was a considerable volume of expan- 
sions in progress during the third quarter both in the 
pulp and paper and in the wood industries, deteriorat- 
ing market conditions in the latter began in September 
to have a severe impact on several area firms. 

Among lumber producers, sawmilling activities as 
well as logging operations were affected. Over 200 
workers were laid off for periods ranging from four 
to six weeks in the Kapuskasing area. A further 49 
at Mattice and 100 at Dubreuiville were laid off 
indefinitely. In Sturgeon Falls only one of the five 
sawmills remained in operation by the end of the 
quarter. 

Particle board and veneer plants experienced simi- 
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lar drops in demand. The new flakeboard plant of 
Weldwood of Canada Ltd. at Longlac operated on a 
three shift, five day week, as opposed to a planned 
three shift, seven day week. Meanwhile, there was 
serious concern that Champlain Forest Products 
Limited would not be able to remain solvent and that 
the plants in Blind River and North Bay would be 
forced to close down. 

The first signs of a weakening in the pulp and paper 
sector began to appear at the end of the quarter. In 
September, Eddy Forest Products Limited announced 
a three-week layoff of 35 workers from its mill in 
Espanola. United States’ newsprint consumption for 
the first three quarters of 1974 was slightly down from 
the same period last year and it is expected that further 
employment cutbacks will occur in pulp and paper as 
a result of declines in the market. 

Elsewhere in manufacturing, a notable develop- 
ment during the quarter was an announcement by 
H. D. Lee of Canada Ltd. that their new clothing plant 
in North Bay will commence production in mid- 
October. The plant will initially employ a labour force 
of 500, to be increased to 1000 upon completion of 
the entire planned capacity. Meanwhile at Matheson, 
the creation of 25 new jobs has been delayed as 
Barmat Machinery announced that the operation of 
their log loader manufacturing facility will not com- 
mence until the spring of 1975 because of a shortage 
of machine parts. 


The level of construction activity showed an uneven 
pattern during the third quarter across Northern 
Ontario. Dollar values of building permits in Thunder 
Bay, Sault Ste. Marie, Timmins and North Bay were 
considerably higher thus far in 1974 compared to the 
same period in 1973 but most other areas experienced 
declines. Tradesmen were in extremely short supply, 
with the main labour demand stemming from indus- 
trial, commercial and institutional construction rather 
than residential. Only Timmins and Sault Ste. Marie 
showed gains in housing starts over the previous year. 

As well as the numerous industrial installations 
already mentioned, there were several other impor- 
tant construction projects throughout the area. These 
included the urban renewal projects at Thunder Bay, 
a new shopping mall at Kirkland Lake and a new 
T. Eaton Company Ltd. store and a $3 million Bell 
Canada switching centre and office tower at Sudbury. 
New hospitals were being built in Atikokan and 
Kirkland Lake and new schools at Red Lake and 
Ignace. A hotel was under construction in Kenora, 
valued at $9 million and two were in progress in 
Timmins, totalling $4.5 million in value. Plans were 
announced by the Ministry of Natural Resources for 
the construction of a new Regional Service and Fire 
Centre at Dryden Airport costing $2 million. 


In transportation, communications and other utili- 
ties, major layoffs resulted among grain terminal and 
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rail company employees at Thunder Bay, and to a 
lesser extent at Sault Ste. Marie, as the industrial 
dispute between the Canadian Lake Carriers Associa- 
tion and its employees brought shipping to a standstill. 
At the end of September grain movements at Thunder 
Bay were down nearly 70 million bushels compared to 
the corresponding point in time in the previous ship- 
ping season. It was anticipated that substantial new 
hirings would take place upon resolution of the dispute 
in an attempt to catch up the backlog before the close 
of the season. Another major development in this 
sector was the announcement of plans to build a $30 
million coal terminal at Thunder Bay, a joint project 
of the Canadian National Railway, the Canadian 
Pacific Railway and Neptune Coal Terminals Limited. 
The facility will handle the flow of western coal to 
markets in eastern Canada and will provide some 50 
permanent jobs when it becomes operational in 1976. 
A further important announcement this quarter was 
the provincial government’s intention to establish an 
air service in the northwestern part of the province, 
following the successful performance of that which 
has been in operation in the northeastern area for the 
past two years. The new service will link Thunder Bay, 
Atikokan, Fort Frances, Kenora and Dryden. 


Most areas of Northern Ontario reported consider- 
able sales strength in wholesale and retail trade during 
the quarter. Employment remained stable at the high 
level achieved, in the previous period and the only 
notable development was a number of new hirings 
related to the opening of a shopping mall in the 
Kenora area. 


Within the service sector, the level of activity related 
to tourism continued through the third quarter at the 
high levels experienced in the previous period. With 
the exception of North Bay, tourist traffic this summer 
was generally higher throughout the area than that 
experienced at the same time last year. Inclement 
weather, an unusually heavy incidence of blackflies, 
and higher gasoline costs were cited as reasons for the 
disappointing season in North Bay. The flow of tourists 
through the northwestern part of the province evi- 
dently was somewhat diminished during August as 
forest fires in the Dryden area impeded traffic to that 
major recreational area. As has been the case for the 
last few years, all areas reported a serious shortage of 
qualified help for tourist-related establishments. 
Locations, wages, and working conditions were evi- 
dently not attractive enough to draw the required 
supply of workers. 


In public administration, employment levels re- 
mained stable over the quarter. The Ontario Govern- 
ment’s Ministry of Correctional Services, however, 
announced its intention to close the Burwash Correc- 
tional Centre 25 miles south of Sudbury by March 
31st, 1975. Most of the 232 people affected will be 


offered alternate jobs elsewhere in the Ministry, but 
trade and service establishments in the area will likely 
be affected by the resulting loss of income. 


LAKE ERIE 


Employment levels in the Lake Erie area remained 
high in all industrial groups except construction. 
Material shortages affected fewer firms than in the 
second quarter, although this problem and a deficient 
supply of labour continued to restrict activity in some 
cases. Major industrial disputes which began in 
previous periods were settled in the third quarter 
although several new work stoppages occurred. 


In the agricultural sector requirements for seasonal 
workers persisted throughout the quarter. The strong 
demand, particularly for tobacco workers, was satis- 
fied largely through government domestic and foreign 
mobility programs. 


Activity in manufacturing maintained the generally 
high level of employment seen in the previous period 
as the firms no longer suffering material shortages 
began to re-build inventories and catch up on orders. 
As in the second quarter, some interruption of activity 
took place as a result of industrial disputes and em- 
ployment was still constrained in some instances by 
shortages of inputs and certain categories of labour. 

In the food and beverage industry, employment 
remained at the level seen in the second quarter except 
for a brief industrial dispute which idled about 25 
workers and resulted in the layoff of an equal number. 
Approximately 70 leather industry workers who 
remained on layoff at the end of the second quarter 
were called back to work during the current period 
as required material inputs again became available. 

In textiles, expansion of employment continued to 
be held back by a shortage of skilled labour, particu- 
ularly sewing machine operators. 

In the durable goods manufacturing industries, the 
transportation equipment sector showed increases in 
employment over the preceding period. An additional 
450 workers were hired by the Ford Motor Company 
of Canada Limited plant at Talbotville while the 
strength of the auto industry was further reflected in 
approximately 100 hirings at Standard Tube of 
Canada Limited in Woodstock, manufacturers of auto 
components and steel tubing. 

Further improvement in the metal fabricating in- 
dustry was seen as a thirteen-week labour dispute 
involving 400 employees of Gould Manufacturing of 
Canada Limited of St. Thomas was settled at the end 
of August and 30 new workers were hired. However, 
the employment situation was again disrupted by a 
week-long industrial dispute which affected 140 Con- 
tinental Can Company of Canada Ltd. employees in 
London and another dispute involving 70 workers of 
Dominion Wire Products Limited in Tillsonburg, 


_ which began in mid-July and remained unsettled at 
_ the quarter’s end. K.N.G. Tool and Mould Limited, 


London, began to phase out its operations during the 
third quarter. It is expected that most of the 65 
employees to be laid off will be quickly absorbed into 
new employment as many are in the high-demand tool 
and die and machining occupations. 

Activity in the machinery industry was also inter- 
rupted, but disputes in this sector were fairly minor. 
The most significant was a one-week work stoppage 
by 275 workers of Ex-cell-o Corporation of Canada 
Ltd. in London. The employment level in this sector 
was also affected by the temporary layoff of 60 
employees of George White and Sons Company 
Limited, London resulting from a plant fire. Generally, 
however, activity and employment remained strong 
in the machinery industry during the quarter. FMC 
of Canada Limited (Crane Excavator Division), 
Woodstock, reported 25 new hirings as a result of 
expansion and Clark Equipment Ltd. of Woodstock 
recruited an additional 20 workers. There were indi- 
cations that further growth was somewhat constrained 
by shortages of certain categories of workers, particu- 
larly welders and machine operators. 

Placements in the electric products industry rose 
during the third quarter throughout the area. GSW 
Appliances Limited, London announced plans to 
build a new plant which will employ as many as 1,000 
workers. In the meantime, however, parts shortages 
and a high inventory caused the company to tem- 
porarily lay off 130 employees near the end of the 
period. 


Commercial, industrial and residential construction 
activity in the third quarter all lagged behind that of 
last year. However, shortages of bricklayers and 
tradesmen were apparent. Plans for several large 
projects were announced comprising over $17 million 
of commercial construction in London, $5 million in 
St. Thomas and $7.5 million in Woodstock, with 
starting dates spread over the coming year. 


The settlement of the long dispute between Union 
Gas and its several hundred employees in the latter 
part of July brought an upturn in employment in the 
utilities sector. 


In retail trade, employment was at a high level as 
third quarter sales rose in real terms over the cor- 
responding period of 1973. 


LAKE ST. CLAIR 


Production and employment levels in the Lake St. 
Clair region increased moderately over those of the 
previous quarter. Employment increases occurred 
primarily in agriculture and in trade but were to some 
extent constrained in manufacturing by shortages of 
skilled labour and by labour disputes. Construction 
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employment was at a high level but was slightly below 
that for the same period a year earlier. 


Labour demand in agriculture peaked during the 
month of September but there were no serious short- 
ages throughout the area as there have been in past 
years. This was evidently due to the intensified opera- 
tion of the Canada Farm Labour Pools and to the 
temporary availability of additional labour resulting 
from industrial disputes in other sectors. There are 
also some indications that labour has become more 
attracted to agriculture as many area growers have 
improved wages, housing and working conditions. The 
duration of the seasonal agricultural demand was 
shortened this year, however, as adverse weather con- 
ditions forced the early curtailment of operations. 


Among the manufacturing industries, employment 
levels in the food and beverage group showed notice- 
able increases over the previous quarter as peak 
production levels occurred with the harvesting of 
various crops. Again shortages were virtually non- 
existent as a result of the industrial disputes in other 
sectors. Several canning companies began employing 
Caribbean and out-of-area workers during the quarter 
in order to meet their seasonal labour requirements. 
Some canning firms were affected by the early curtail- 
ment of activity in agriculture and were forced to lay 
off seasonal workers earlier than had been expected. 
The industrial dispute involving 600 employees of 
Hiram Walker and Sons Limited in Windsor, which 
began in the latter part of June, remained unsettled 
throughout the quarter. 

In durable goods manufacturing, third quarter pro- 
duction and employment in the automotive and 
machinery industries were at high levels approximat- 
ing those of the same period last year. Auto assembly 
was at a standstill during July and August as workers 
were on vacation and re-tooling took place. However, 
in September, the production of 1975 model auto- 
mobiles began and a high volume of hirings occurred. 
The Ford Motor Company of Canada Limited engine 
plant in Windsor recalled the 200 workers who were 
still on layoff at the end of the previous quarter and 
undertook some additional recruitment. Extensive 
hiring was reported at Chrysler Canada Limited in 
Windsor and at various machinery and auto com- 
ponents firms. These included Canadian Fram 
Limited, Motor Wheel Corporation of Canada 
Limited, Eaton Yale (Suspension Division), Inter- 
national Harvester Company of Canada Limited, all 
in Chatham and the Holmes Foundry Limited in 
Sarnia. Throughout the automotive and machinery 
industries there were serious shortages of skilled 
labour, notably tool and die makers, machinists, 
electrical repairmen, welders and precision machine 
operators. In the less skilled assembly occupations, 
the supply of labour was adequate during the quarter. 
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Activity was somewhat disrupted in the auto feeder 
and machinery industries as two major industrial 
disputes occurred in the area. Five hundred produc- 
tion employees of Bendix Automotive of Canada Ltd., 
Windsor, stopped work in early July and did not 
return until the last week in August. Following this, 
65 members of the office staff became involved in a 
dispute which began in mid-September and remained 
unsettled at the quarter’s end. An even more substan- 
tial work stoppage was the dispute involving approxi- 
mately 1,300 workers of the International Harvester 
Company of Canada Limited in Chatham. This began 
in the early part of July and a settlement was not 
reached until mid-September. 

Two expansions in the auto feeder industry were 
announced during the third quarter. Kysor Industrial 
of Canada Limited in Ridgetown announced plans 
to expand its labour force from 160 to 210 by late 
February of 1975 while Motor Wheel Corporation of 
Canada Limited indicated that it will increase employ- 
ment from 150 to 200 by June of the same year. 


In the construction industry, activity and employ- 
ment during the third quarter were slightly down 
compared to the same period in 1973. However, there 
remained a slight deficiency in the availability of 
skilled tradesmen including carpenters, bricklayers, 
painters, roofers and cement finishers. Heavy equip- 
ment operators and pipe-layers were also in short 
supply and strong interest has been shown in govern- 
ment-sponsored training programs with a view to 
relieve the shortages. Indications during the quarter 
pointed to a severe shortage of skilled tradesmen in 
Sarnia when the large petrochemical developments get 
under way. The City of Chatham announced plans to 
build a $3 million civic centre and construction was 
expected to begin in the fall. 


In transportation and other utilities employment 
improved considerably since the last quarter. There 
was a strong revival in the demand for tractor-trailer 


drivers as the auto industry re-tooled and introduced 
the new car models. 

In the utilities sector, employment rose as a result 
of the settlement on July 24 of the industrial dispute 
which had affected 400 employees of Union Gas 
Limited since March. 


Employment levels in the trade sector increased 
substantially during the third quarter with the opening 
of a new shopping complex in Windsor comprising a 
large R. Simpson Company Ltd. store and 18 smaller 
specialty stores. The hiring activity covered a wide 
range of occupations from stock clerks to sales per- 
sonnel and managers. Throughout the trade sector, a 
strong demand persisted for commission sales repre- 
sentatives, door-to-door salespersons and experienced 
retails salespersons. 


In the third quarter, employment conditions varied 
among occupations in the community, business and 
personal service sector. Employment levels rose 
among bank tellers and legal secretaries in response 
to strong demand but job opportunities were virtually 
non-existent in other clerical and commercial occupa- 
tions. The influx of tourists and the incidence of a 
number of festivals, carnivals and fairs generated a 
strong seasonal demand in restaurant, hotel and 
related service occupations which were filled largely 
by students. Employment in this sector suffered some 
setback, however, with the closing of the Norton 
Palmer Hotel in Windsor and a labour dispute of 
almost a month’s duration at the Wandlyn-Viscount 
Motor Hotel, affecting 60 and 90 employees, respec- 
tively. Labour shortages in the area continued to be 
evident in several service occupations including wait- 
resses, barbers, chambermaids, babysitters, house- 
keepers, janitors, registered nurses and nurses’ aides. 
While workers in some of these occupations were 
available, wages and working conditions did not 
appear to be favourable enough to attract them. Most 
of these occupations were characterized by a high 
turnover.

HUMAN RESOURCE STRATEGIES 


Where do you find skilled and semi-skilled workers 
capable of getting the job done right? A new solution 
is sweeping Europe and is emerging in Canada. This 
new solution is often called “Flexible Working 
Hours”, but the name may be misleading. The crucial 
element is the manner in which workers select their 
own working hours (‘the autonomous distribution of 
one’s own time”). However, employers are not the 
only ones to benefit, the men and women who par- 
ticipate can also benefit. Researchers have identified 


Cathy Graham, Senior Consultant in the Management Con- 
sulting firm of P.S. Ross & Partners in Toronto, is living 
proof of the advantages of Womanpower and Flexible Work- 
ing Hours. Author of a number of articles and studies on the 
concept of flexible part-time and full-time employment, Cathy 
now works 3/5 of a week for 3/5 salary and 2/3 benefits. 
Statistics and surveys show that her productivity, as often 
happens, has increased considerably. 


PROGRAMS 


a common core of five advantages which they have 
labelled: (1) improved productivity, (2) rise in 
morale, (3) drop in turnover, (4) decrease in absen- 
teeism, and (5) decline in overtime. 

Another reservoir of rich resources is reflected by 
the increase in female participation rates from an 
average in Ontario of 32.5 per cent in 1963 to an 
average of 41.6 per cent in 1973. Often referred to as 
‘“Womanpower”, this growing contribution of women 
to Canada’s social and economic development can be 
further assisted through the device of “Flexible Work- 
ing Hours”. 


Jean Brooks and Marlene Beck in the Toronto Office of 
“Times Change” are working on a program of employer 
visits to market Womanpower. 


These two concepts, “Flexible Working Hours” and 
‘‘Womanpower” are combined as objectives by a 
Toronto based demonstration project called “Times 
Change”. Funded by this Department, the project 
employs ten women. Their salaries are covered by 10 
paid positions with 25, 20 and 15 working hours per 
week. The provision of service is maximized by 
flexible work schedules planned around the require- 
ments of the enterprise and the preferences of all ten 
workers. 

Women often experience family and other commit- 


"ments that preclude standard nine to five employment, 
and thus are lost to the labour force. At the same time, 
) many of these women possess skills, training, aptitudes 


and temperaments that are urgently needed by many 
employers. Flexible working hours makes recovery 
and utilization of these resources not only possible but 
probable. 
) Theparentcompany of Philips Electronics Industries 
| Ltd. in the Netherlands, had great success in a new 
plant by having each employee draw up a contract 
with the employer. Workers were eligible for the full 
range of company advantages and received pay and 
all fringe benefits on a pro rata basis. The workers, all 
women, were able to set their own work schedules 
_ provided they committed themselves to no less than 
_ 25 nor no more than 45 hours per week and no fewer 
_ than four days per week. 

Employers of teachers and case workers report 
positive internal and external evaluation from shared 
time experiments with attrition among part-time em- 
ployees being one-third that of full-time workers. 

A 1972 survey by the Saskatchewan Department of 
Labour showed that less than 6 per cent of part-time 
workers would switch to full-time employment if it 
was available. Nearly 20 per cent of the 300 part-time 
workers interviewed had been working at their jobs 
five years or more. 

Both concepts hold the promise of rich rewards 
and are mutually supportive, but disenchantment will 
be experienced unless an appropriate managerial en- 
vironment capable of handling the central issues is 
developed.

MANPOWER JOB CENTRE KIOSKS 


Whatever you want to call them — Job Centres — 
Booths — Kiosks —they represent another new 
look at Canada Manpower, another venture that 
brings the services and programs of our Department 
to the market place —and, most important, it’s 
working. 

Without blaring bugles or pretty majorettes, the 
York-Weston Canada Manpower Centre introduced 
the Kiosk in Metro Toronto’s northwestern corner on 
a mild winter’s day in January, 1974. 

Later, two highly trained enthusiastic counsellors, 
with some clerical assistance plus an array of com- 
munication devices including special phones and video 
display equipment, exchanged job information with 
over 6,000 people, arranged employment interviews 
for more than 2,300 and received confirmation that 
714 accepted employment. 

There are many benefits to being visible and ac- 
cessible in a high traffic area. Local employers found 
workers and job applicants from among local resi- 
dents. Hesitant housewives explored the realities of 
paid employment and some took jobs they liked. 
Students found full and part-time work. People who 
had never been to a Canada Manpower Centre dis- 
covered some good reasons to know us better. 

Canada Manpower Job Kiosks are presently oper- 
ating in four locations with advanced plans for two 
more. We like the idea because our “customers” like 
it and it works. 


The silent TV -Monitor protruding from the top of the 
Canada Manpower Job Centre Kiosk displays a moving list 
of job opportunities received by phone, telex and mail from 
employers and other CMCs. On another side is an audio- 
visual display unit for those more interested in other pro- 
grams and services of our Department.

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GENERAL TRENDS 


1974 — A REVIEW 


Latest available data from the National Accounts 
indicate that the Canadian economy continued to 
experience significant weakness in the third quarter 
of 1974. Gross National Product, seasonally adjusted 
at annual rates, rose by 3.8 per cent in the third 
quarter in terms of current dollars but, as in the 
preceding period, the total volume of production of 
goods and services was unchanged from that of the 
first quarter. In real terms, consumer outlays on 
durable goods declined by 2.2 per cent, contrasting 
sharply with a percentage growth of the same magni- 
tude in the second quarter. Other categories of con- 
sumer expenditure accelerated strongly, yielding a 
1.0 per cent increase in consumer spending as a 
whole, a slight improvement over the second 
quarter’s 0.6 per cent growth rate. Business gross 
fixed capital formation also registered a real increase 
of 1.0 per cent in the third quarter, a reversal from 
the contraction of the second quarter. Within this 
component, a very pronounced drop in residential 
construction was more than offset by a healthy rise 
in non-residential construction and a surge in invest- 
ment in machinery and equipment. Business non- 
farm inventory accumulation continued to be strong 
although lower than in the previous period. Govern- 
ment gross fixed capital formation also accelerated 
rapidly in the third quarter while the increase in 
government current expenditures on goods and 
services represented a relatively large contribution to 
the increase in final domestic demand. The weakness 
in the external sector persisted as imports of goods 
and services rose by 4.9 per cent, approximately 
twice the percentage increase in exports. 

Real Gross National Product seasonally adjusted 
and averaged for the first three quarters of 1974 was 
4.7 per cent above the corresponding figure last year. 
Although complete data are not yet available for the 
fourth quarter National Accounts, preliminary in- 
formation suggests a significantly lower real growth 
rate in GNP for 1974 as a whole than the year-over- 
year gain for the first three quarters. This would 
constitute a departure from the acceleration in 
growth in recent years and a considerable drop from 
the 6.8 per cent growth rate in 1973. 


Employment in Ontario dropped by 105,000 from 
the third quarter to a level of 3,531,000 in the fourth 
quarter of 1974, a decline slightly larger than usual 
for this time of year. Males accounted for about 
nine-tenths of the drop. In seasonally adjusted terms, 
employment showed no change between the periods. 


The number of persons employed averaged 
3,519,000 in 1974, an increase of 4.6 per cent over 
that of 1973. This percentage gain is equal to the 
high growth rates of 1972 and 1973, these being the 
largest advances in the last decade. In absolute terms, 
the gain was equally divided between males and 
females, although the latter grew much faster in 
percentage terms. 

As would be expected at this time of year, there 
was a very large drop in employment from the third 
to the fourth quarter among those 14 to 24 years old. 
The total employment decline was somewhat smaller 
than this as relatively minor advances in the 25 and 
over age group had a moderating effect. Within the 
younger group, by far the greatest part of the de- 
crease, as well as the largest percentage drop, took 
place among those aged 14 to 19. 

In terms of annual averages, the largest absolute 
employment gain between 1973 and 1974 occurred 
in the 25 to 44 age category, accounting for about 
one-half of the total advance. The other increases, in 
order of magnitude, took place among those 14 to 
19, 20 to 24 and 45 to 64 years of age while no em- 
ployment change was evident in the 65 and over 
group. On a percentage basis, the 14 to 19 year olds 
showed the largest employment gain at 10 per cent, 
almost twice as large as the growth rates for the 20 
to 24 and the 25 to 44 age groups. The percentage 
growth in employment among those aged 45 to 64 
was relatively small. 

Among industrial divisions, construction accounted 
for the largest decline in employment between the 
third and fourth quarters. Considerably smaller but 
substantial decreases were also evident in manu- 
facturing, concentrated slightly more heavily in 
durable goods industries than in non-durables. De- 
clines of almost the same magnitude as those in 
manufacturing occurred in public administration and 
in agriculture. The only other employment changes 
of significance between the two quarters were moder- 
ate increases in retail trade and in transportation, 
storage and communication. Between 1973 and 
1974, the largest employment gains were in com- 
munity, business and personal services, followed 
fairly closely by the trade sector. In the latter, retail- 
ing accounted for the larger part of the advance. 
Manufacturing employment showed a_ substantial 
gain, concentrated almost entirely in durable goods. 
Construction and the finance, insurance and real estate 
sector both experienced slightly smaller increases 
while a significant increase was evident in public

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administration. Each of the remaining industrial 
groups showed virtually no change between the two 
years. 

Statistics Canada’s Job Vacancy Survey showed 
a significant increase between the second and third 
quarters in the number of job vacancies in Canada 
and in Ontario, despite the stability in GNP. There 
were approximately 57,100 vacancies in Ontario in 
the latter period, compared with the 42,300 recorded 
in the previous quarter. This should be interpreted 
as approximating the general level of job vacancies 
on any day in the quarter. Of the third quarter total, 
48,900 vacancies were for full time jobs with 19,300 
of these being open for one month or more. 

In terms of the occupational distribution, the 
48,900 full time vacancies were most heavily con-

centrated in clerical and related jobs and in the 
product fabricating, assembling and repairing cate- 
gory. Each of these two groups represented about 
17 per cent of full time vacancies. The proportions 
in each of the remaining categories were much 
smaller. Among the latter, the largest was the service 
group which accounted for just over nine per cent 
of full time vacancies. With respect to the industrial 
distribution, manufacturing showed the greatest share 
at about 39 per cent, concentrated heavily in durable 
goods production. Considerable numbers of full time 
vacancies were also seen in community, business and 
personal services and in trade. Other industrial 
sectors represented substantially lesser proportions. 
Although fourth quarter Job Vacancy Survey re- 
sults are not yet available for Ontario, national figures

for the period suggest that total job vacancies in the 
province likely declined substantially since the third 
quarter and were below those of the last quarter in 
1973. Nevertheless, indications were that the average 
for 1974 as a whole significantly exceeded that for 
LOTS: 


The Ontario labour force averaged 3,678,000 in 
the fourth quarter of 1974, a decline of 97,000 since 
the previous quarter. This is somewhat larger than 
usual for this time of year. Males accounted for the 
bulk of the decrease. The fourth quarter figures 
bring the average labour force for 1974 to a level of 
3,671,000. This represents an advance of about 4.6 
per cent over that of 1973, a significant acceleration 
in the growth rate relative to the record for the last 
decade. The absolute increase between 1973 and 
1974 was shared equally by males and females, al- 
though the percentage growth among the latter was 
much greater. 

The age distribution of the decline in labour force 
was very similar to that in employment, both in the 
quarter-to-quarter case and in the annual average 
comparison. 


As the size of the working age population rose 
somewhat between the third and fourth quarters, 
the decline in labour force was due to a significant 
drop in the participation rate from 62.1 per cent to 
60.1 per cent. Over this period the male participation 
rate dropped more than the female rate, although the 
former remained much larger. In the last quarter, the 
male participation rate was 77.4 per cent while the 
female rate stood at 43.2 per cent. 

A substantial proportion of the 1973 to 1974 
labour force increase was due to a rise in the partici- 
pation rate from 59.7 per cent to 60.7 per cenr 
However, a large gain in working age population 
contributed the major part of the labour force in- 
crease. The male participation rate rose from 78.4 
per cent in 1973 to 78.8 per cent in 1974 while the 
female rate showed a larger gain, from 41.6 per cent 
to 43.0 per cent. 

The number of immigrants destined to Ontario in 
the third quarter was 33,635, bringing the total for 
the first nine months of 1974 to 91,141. The latter 
represents 55 per cent of immigration to Canada in 
the same period and is about 35 per cent higher than 
the corresponding figure in 1973. When the figures

for immigration to Ontario in the fourth quarter be- 
come available, they will likely bring the 1974 total 
to over 110,000. 

Of the immigrants to Ontario in the first three 
quarters, almost one-half were destined to the labour 
force. Within this group, roughly 16 per cent in- 
tended to enter clerical and related occupations while 
14 per cent intended to work in product fabricating, 
assembling and repairing. The natural sciences, en- 
gineering and mathematics occupations, service jobs, 
construction trades and the machining and related 
category all accounted for substantial proportions, 
ranging from eight to ten per cent of total occupa- 
tional intentions of immigrant workers. 


As the decline in labour force was only slightly 
smaller than the contraction in employment, the num- 
ber of unemployed persons rose only marginally from 
139,000 in the third quarter to 147,000 in the fourth 
quarter. This relative stability is not out of line with 
the past record for this time of year. Following two 
consecutive decreases from the peak in 1971, average 


annual unemployment rose to 152,000 in 1974 ex- 
ceeding the 1973 figure by 10,000. This is one of the 
highest annual average unemployment levels on 
record, exceeded only by those for 1971 and 1972. 

The unemployment rate in Ontario in the fourth 
quarter was 4.0 per cent, unadjusted and 4.4 per 
cent, seasonally adjusted. These rates represent rela- 
tively minor increases since the previous period. With 
regard to annual averages, the unemployment rate 
also showed a very marginal advance from 4.0 per 
cent in 1973 to 4.1 per cent in 1974. Although the 
latter is lower than the rates for 1970, 1971 and 
1972, it is notably higher than the rates for the 
seven previous years. 

Among the economic regions of Ontario for which 
there are sufficiently reliable data, the Niagara- 
Hamilton area appeared to have the highest rate of 
unemployment in the last quarter of 1974. A some- 
what smaller rate was evident in the Georgian Bay- 
Northern Ontario area. The remaining regions for 
which data are available showed considerably lower 
rates of unemployment. 
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DISTRICT AND INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENTS 


OCTOBER — NOVEMBER — DECEMBER 1974 


TORONTO AREA 


Downturns in the manufacturing, construction and 
trade sectors were evident as a decline in the rate of 
expansion of economic activity in the Toronto area 
occurred during the fourth quarter of 1974. Reduced 
export and domestic sales of major consumer dur- 
ables remained the primary factor behind the eco- 
nomic slowdown. Diminished volumes of economic 
activity and slower rates of real income growth con- 
tributed to smaller employment gains in the trans- 
portation, utilities, trade and real estate sectors. In 
the service producing sector some expansion occurred 
in personal, business and accommodation and food 
services as employment volumes remained stable in 
finance, insurance, public administration and health 
and education services. 

Trends in the Toronto area labour market changed 
as the rate of labour force growth exceeded employ- 
ment expansion, resulting in an increase in the esti- 
mated rate of unemployment to an average of 3.4 
per cent during the quarter. This represented an in- 
crease relative to the previous quarter as well as the 
fourth quarter of 1973 and reflected the provincial 
trend. A sharper increase in the rate of unemploy- 
ment occurred in the industrial periphery area of 
Toronto. There were marked increases in the number 
of registered clients without employment at area 
Canada Manpower Centres, particularly unskilled 
and semi-skilled males in the metal-working, machin- 
ing, product fabricating and assembling, construction 
and transport equipment operating occupational 
groups. The aggregate volume of employer require- 
ments for labour declined in the fourth quarter, al- 
though significant shortages remained of skilled and 
experienced draughtspersons, specialized engineers, 
technologists, and skilled machinists and metal 
workers. Generally, employers have instituted more 
selective recruiting standards while high rates of job 
turnover in occupational areas with lower wage rates 
and less desirable working conditions have declined. 
Large surpluses of partially qualified new entrants to 
the labour market have accumulated in the com- 
mercial-clerical, administrative, technical and pro- 
fessional occupational groups. 


Area manufacturers have reduced production 
levels, curtailed normal recruiting volumes, and in

some cases effected major layoffs of production per- 
sonnel in response to reduced sales and excess in- 
ventory levels. Reduced production levels among 
manufacturers of major consumer durable products 
and lower construction volumes have reduced mar- 
kets in economically dependent industries such as 
metal fabricating, machinery, electrical products, 
chemicals and non-metallic minerals. 

In non-durable goods manufacturing, employment 
in food and beverages remained stable during the 
period under review. Some reductions of previous 
rates of output growth have occurred although these 
have not affected employment. Generally, employ- 
ment remained buoyant in paper products and print- 
ing and publishing during the recent quarter. Steady 
demands were registered at Canada Manpower 
Centres for experienced bindery workers, offset press- 
men, photogravure pressmen, flexographic pressmen 
and silk screen printers while there was an acute 
shortage of qualified clients. In the textiles and ap- 
parel industries some production and employment 
cutbacks occurred in firms producing industrial tex- 
tile products, automotive and household textiles. 
However, there continued to be steady requirements 
generated for skilled sewing machine operators. 
Manufacturers of industrial chemicals and non- 
metallic minerals reduced employment levels to ad- 
just for decreased demand from the construction, 
metal-working and automotive sectors. Producers of 
pharmaceuticals and miscellaneous consumer chemi- 
cals maintained buoyant activity volumes during the 
period under review. 

The depressant effects of reduced production 
activity in transportation equipment, electrical prod- 
ucts and construction spread through the durable 
manufacturing sector during the fourth quarter. In 
the wood and furniture industries, production levels 
were restricted by decreased residential construction 
volumes, including reduced starts and completions. 
Negative employment effects were minimal and de- 
mands were still registered for skilled machine set-up 
operators. The primary metals industry maintained 
stable production volumes although some declines 
have occurred in world markets. In metal fabricating, 
production declines were accompanied by deferred 
hirings and layoffs. 

A definite downturn occurred in transportation 
equipment during the fourth quarter as the major 
automobile assembly firms laid off production workers 
in response to declining sales. A total of 1,410 as- 
semblers were idled for short periods during Decem- 


ber at American Motors (Canada) Ltd. of Brampton 
and the Ford Motor Company of Canada Ltd. in 
Oakville. The rate of layoffs by automotive parts 
manufacturers accelerated particularly in the indus- 
trial periphery of Toronto. In Oakville, 320 workers 
were placed on indefinite layoff during November and 
December at two large area producers of automotive 
parts. Employment in the aircraft assembly sector 
remained depressed at Douglas Canada Ltd. since 
the large layoffs in the third quarter. However, it was 
announced that de Havilland Aircraft of Canada Ltd. 
will begin production of its DHC-7 short take-off 
and landing aircraft in the near future. Employment 
levels remained relatively stable in the electrical prod- 
ucts sector during the period under review, although 
Canadian General Electric Ltd. of Oakville laid off 
190 assemblers in response to excess inventory levels. 
In machinery products, the market remained strong 
for the agricultural machinery firms. 


A combination of factors caused substantial em- 
ployment cutbacks in the construction sector. Resi- 
dential construction continued to lead the slowdown 
as the total number of new housing starts and com- 
pletions in the fourth quarter was down sharply from 
that of the previous period and the corresponding 
period in 1973. High housing prices combined with 
a shortage of mortgage funds and a relatively high 
interest rate structure lowered consumer demand and 
curtailed new starts by developers. Commercial con- 
struction volumes dropped in the fourth quarter as 
the City of Toronto’s 45-foot height by-law dis- 
couraged the commencement of new major projects 
in some instances. A number of major commercial 
development projects ongoing in Toronto insured 
that a core volume of employment activity was main- 
tained in the electromechanical construction trades. 
A large number of industrial construction projects 
were in progress during the quarter; however, declin- 
ing markets in the manufacturing sector and con- 
tinuing inflation have caused many firms to re-evalu- 
ate planned investment projects. 


Employment levels were static in the transporta- 
tion sector as major road, rail and air carriers en- 
countered reduced aggregate shipment volumes and 
decreased travel volumes. In Toronto marked de- 
clines occurred in recruitment activity in the occupa- 
tions of general truck driver, dump truck driver, and 
material handler. Major airlines have curtailed hiring 
in all occupational areas as a cost-saving measure. 
The Toronto Transit Commission continued to seek 
driver-operator recruits. Employment and recruiting 
levels were buoyant in the communications sector as 
the Post Office experienced its seasonal peak volume 
of business. Staffing in clerical, maintenance and un- 
skilled jobs continued for two new postal facilities 
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in the area. In the utilities sector overall activity 
volumes remained static although the Bell Telephone 
Company of Canada and other major utility com- 
panies continued to hire telephone installers, oil 
burner servicemen and other skilled occupations 
currently in short supply. 


Following slow sales gains in October and No- 
vember, firms in the retail trade sector registered 
December seasonal peak dollar sales in excess of 
the previous year’s level. However, only marginal in- 
creases in actual volumes of goods sold were regis- 
tered with distinct weaknesses evident in the automo- 
tive, household furnishings and textiles, and electrical 
appliance product groups. Generally, retail and 
wholesale establishments added smaller seasonal in- 
crements to their sales staffs than last year, tending to 
vary the hours of part-time staff as demands fluctu- 
ated. Increased competition associated with a number 
of new suburban malls and downtown department 
stores tended to reinforce the process of staff retrench- 
ment in many established retail stores. 


Some declines in normal recruiting volumes were 
observed in the finance, insurance and real estate 
sector although employment levels remained buoyant 
as the volumes of consumer loans, bank deposits and 
insurance sales increased during the quarter. Banks 
and trust companies continued to recruit manager 
trainees with an emphasis upon new university grad- 
uates in economics and commerce. However, many 
of these institutions have begun to establish a policy 
of promoting tellers and other basic staff into the 
management stream in order to insure more con- 
tinuous career line progression. High turnover of 
female personnel continued to be evident in this 
sector. Insurance companies continued to register 
requirements for salesmen, clerk typists, and person- 
nel in other high turnover occupations. Employment 
fell in the real estate sector as the volume of sales 
transactions declined on a _ year-over-year basis. 
Experienced full-time agents associated with larger 
established agencies continued to account for the 
bulk of sales; many part-time agents have left the 
occupation. 


Activity remained high in personal, business and 
hospitality services compensating for the inactive 
education and health services sector. In services to 
business there was a marked upturn in the demand 
for janitors, custodial staff and protective service 
personnel, adding to an_ established recruiting 
emphasis upon specialized engineers, draughts- 
persons, and surveyors by consulting agencies. The 
employment of research personnel in the natural sci- 
ences fields has been severely curtailed by a lack of 
research funds. Recruiting levels were high in accom- 
modation and food services with emphasis upon 
lower skilled occupations of dishwasher, waitress, 
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busperson and chamberperson. Two new hotels, the 
Ramada Inn and the Travel Lodge in the North 
York area hired a wide range of occupations in 
preparation for openings in late December and early 
January. Recruiting also commenced during the 
quarter for the Hotel Triumph and the Harbour 
Castle Hotel, both to be opened in 1975. In education 
services, hiring levels remained minimal following 
the third quarter peak. Considerable retrenchment 
of employment occurred in health and social services. 
The provincial government budget restrictions, com- 
bined with shortfalls in United Way campaign fund 
goals, forced staff reductions at major hospitals and 
social agencies. Many hospitals have even curtailed 
the replacement hiring of new professional staff in 
response to increased salaries of hospital service 
personnel in the context of fixed budgets. 


Employment remained buoyant in the public ad- 
ministration sector during the fourth quarter. The 
provincial government instituted a staff freeze in the 
period but this did not immediately curtail recruiting 
for existing vacant positions. 


GEORGIAN BAY 


The fourth quarter, like the third, showed a con- 
traction of business activity for the Georgian Bay 
area. Resulting from this was a decrease in employ- 
ment opportunities as employers adjusted their 
labour requirements to reflect changes in markets for 
their outputs. 

Significant layoffs of production workers were ac- 
companied by some reductions in clerical and lower- 
level management personnel. Total employment in 
several industries was below fourth quarter, 1973 
levels. While material shortages were responsible for 
some lessening of employment, most was attributable 
to declines in product demand. Canada Manpower 
Centres in the area reported an increase in registrants 
without employment along with a decrease in listed 
vacancies. 


Agricultural employment was at its usual seasonal 
low in the fourth quarter. Employment activity was 
limited to the final completion of apple-gathering in 
October, while minor hirings occurred in connection 
with the harvesting of evergreen trees for the holiday 
season. Elsewhere in the primary industries, the late 
arrival of ice cover for lakes in the area retarded ice- 
fishing on Lake Simcoe. 


Manufacturing showed the most pronounced 
effects of the economic slowdown, with declines in 
production of consumer durables being notable. Pro- 
duction of items such as automotive components and 
electrical appliances proceeded with considerable 
excess capacity; TRW Ltd. all but ceased activity in 
Collingwood, while such firms as Decor, RCA and 


Motorola shut down operations completely around 
December 20 for a seventeen day period. 

Amid this generally unfavourable situation, there 
was some expansion of steel fabrication at Owen 
Sound, but this failed to compensate for declines in 
production elsewhere. Despite the surplus of less 
skilled factory labour, scattered shortages of machin- 
ists were still evident in the Georgian Bay area. 


The construction industry enjoyed conditions of 
uncommonly good weather during the quarter, but 
activity levels did not increase accordingly. High 
mortgage interest rates resulted in a decreased level 
of residential construction and, due to spare capacity 
in industry, major expansions of production facilities 
were not planned. In Barrie, issued building permits 
were $16 million below the same period of 1973, 
and such governmental institutions as area hospitals 
and Camp Borden were under budgetary restrictions 
which caused a reduction in hirings for maintenance 
and other occupations. Due to the lack of ice, heavy 
machinery was unable to reach many cottages in the 
area for annual repair and maintenance, thus shorten- 
ing the season for such employment unless there is a 
late spring. While there was a doubling of residential 
construction at Port Elgin to house employees of the 
Douglas Point generating station, this was more than 
offset by reduced activity elsewhere. 


In transportation, there was a modest increase in 
vacancies for truck drivers early in the quarter, but 
this trend did not continue. With output of most in- 
dustries reduced, demand for transport lessened 
accordingly. Meanwhile, in communication substan- 
tial holiday season hiring was done by the Post Office. 


Retail trade remained relatively buoyant, although 
the usual holiday season hirings did not materialize 
as expected. Many firms attempted to operate with- 
out additional staff, or with a fewer number of these 
than usual. A surplus of salespersons was evident 
during the quarter. 


In the service sector, the tourist industry did not 
do its expected volume of business due to the lack 
of snow for much of the period, which affected the 
skiing resorts and related establishments. While those 
having snow-making equipment enjoyed an advan- 
tage, the overall level of business was disappointing. 
However, scattered occupational shortages did occur 
in the service sector of the area for nurses, registered 
nursing assistants and waiters/waitresses. 


NORTHERN ONTARIO 


During the period under review, developments in 
the Northern Ontario economy were similar to na- 
tional and provincial trends. Low levels of activity 
were evident in residential construction, retail trade 


and in wood industries. In other industries such as 
primary metals manufacturing and pulp and paper 
production, activity ran generally near capacity. In 
the primary sector, production and employment in a 
large part of the forestry industry continued to 
weaken while near-capacity production was apparent 
in the mining industry as a whole. 


In agriculture, beef cattle raising suffered from a 
combination of high feed prices and low cattle prices 
but no employment effects resulted during the period. 
Despite the markedly lower prices prevailing at the 
Ontario Trapper’s Association first fur sale of the new 
season, activity and employment in trapping re- 
mained healthy. Prices at the North Bay sale fell 
from the record highs of last season by as much as 
forty per cent for such pelts as mink, otter, and 
beaver. The unsettled economic situation in Italy, an 
important market, was put forth as a major reason 
for the price drops. 


The severe shortage of forestry workers in North- 
ern Ontario waned with the close of 1974. Although 
layoffs occurred with increasing frequency in the 
sawlog part of the industry, there was still a demand 
for pulpwood workers. Even in the latter, however, 
demand was substantially reduced from mid-1974. 
In the Thunder Bay area, about 1,200 woodlands 
employees of the Great Lakes Paper Company 
Limited were out of work for nearly half of the fourth 
quarter as a result of a labour-management dispute 
which commenced at the end of the previous period. 


In mining, very little hiring activity took place 
during the quarter even though a shortage of mine 
workers remained in areas such as Elliot Lake, Mani- 
touwadge, Cobalt, Kirkland Lake and Sturgeon Lake. 
Isolation and the lack of adequate housing appeared 
to be the main barriers to satisfying the small but 
steady demand. Weaknesses in the market for copper 
and zinc had a restrictive effect on some mining 
firms, especially in terms of expansion plans. Fol- 
lowing their recent commencement of operations at 
Sturgeon Lake, Falconbridge Copper Limited cut 
back production while the development work on the 
Great Lakes Nickel Ltd. copper-nickel deposit in 
Thunder Bay remained suspended during the period. 
The Umex copper-nickel development at Pickle Lake 
continued but the construction schedule for this pro- 
ject was stretched. Meanwhile, however, the Texas 
Gulf Canada Limited mine expansion at Timmins 
progressed according to plans. In other metals, min- 
ing activity showed more favourable performance. 
The International Nickel Company of Canada 
Limited in Sudbury continued to operate at a high 
level of production during the fourth quarter and 
announced intentions to hire additional mine workers 
in 1975. The uranium mines at Elliot Lake an- 
nounced requirements for a total of 400 more miners 
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in 1975 and a further 2,500 over the next decade. 
Despite relatively good conditions in iron ore min- 
ing, there appeared to be no further activity with 
regard to the planned Steep Rock Iron Mines de- 
velopment at Lake St. Joseph. A 1975 construction 
start had previously been expected. 


In the non-durable goods division of manufactur- 
ing, employment in the pulp and paper industry con- 
tinued to be high as in the past several quarters. All 
mills, with the exception of the Abitibi Forest Prod- 
ucts Limited fine paper mill in Thunder Bay and the 
Eddy Forest Products Limited specialty paper mill 
at Espanola, operated at full capacity during the 
fourth quarter. However, the labour-management 
dispute in the woodlands division of the Great Lakes 
Paper Company Limited idled that company’s mill 
in Thunder Bay for nearly half of the period. 

Two factors contributed to the continued strength 
of the pulp and paper sector in the face of a general 
weakening in markets. First, all major Canadian pulp 
and paper union contracts expire in the spring of 
1975 and consequently, many users were building 
inventories as a precaution against work stoppages 
in the industry. Secondly, the Scandinavian countries, 
our chief competitors in the United States export 
market, have announced an upper limit on their 
wood resource production which necessitates their 
withdrawal from the less profitable, in their view- 
point, American market. There was a forty-five per 
cent drop in their exports to the U.S. in 1974 and 
all exports are expected to cease in 1975. The Scan- 
dinavian producers are also withdrawing from Latin 
American markets, where Canadian shipments in 
1974 showed a twenty per cent rise. The latter de- 
velopment should insure that the large new mills 
scheduled for Terrace Bay, Dryden and Red Lake, 
proceed to construction in 1975. 

Elsewhere in non-durable goods manufacturing, 
the H.D. Lee Company commenced production at 
their new plant in North Bay with an initial labour 
force of 60 workers. It is expected that the number 
will be increased to 600 by October of 1975. Texas 
Gulf Canada Limited announced plans for a phos- 
phate fertilizer plant in Timmins in addition to its 
mining and metal processing projects in the area. 

In durable goods manufacturing, the growing 
weakness of the lumber, plywood and veneer markets 
resulted in the closing of sawmills in all areas of 
Northern Ontario. In the Sault Ste. Marie area alone, 
over 800 sawmill workers were laid off by the year’s 
end. Abitibi Forest Products Ltd. began to reduce its 
work force in connection with the shutting down of 
hardboard production at Sturgeon Falls. Champlain 
Forest Products went into receivership in the fourth 
quarter, causing the closure of both their veneer plant 
at Blind River and their plywood plant at North 
Bay. As a result, over 150 jobs were lost. Most other 
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sawmills, plywood and veneer mills in Northern On- 
tario were operating on greatly reduced schedules. 
The currently depressed condition of the lumber 
market has not prevented the commencement of 
operations at McMillan Bloedel’s new waferboard 
plant at Thunder Bay nor is it expected to prevent 
the opening in mid-1975 of a new $17.5 million ply- 
wood plant at Atikokan. 

Despite market weaknesses for some primary 
metals manufacturers, construction was still expected 
to begin in 1975 on the copper smelter and refinery 
complex connected with Texas Gulf Canada 
Limited’s mine expansion at Timmins. Iron and steel 
production and employment remained buoyant dur- 
ing the fourth quarter. The Algoma Steel Corporation 
Limited plant in Sault Ste. Marie continued to oper- 
ate at full capacity while Griffith Mines at Bruce 
Lake announced that a further 72 workers will be 
required by the middle of 1975 for their new direct 
reduction kiln. Full capacity activity was also seen 
at the International Nickel Company of Canada 
Limited. The company announced that it will be 
seeking close to 1,500 new employees in 1975 to 
offset attrition and increase production. 

Among other manufacturing industries in North- 
ern Ontario, the only notable weakness during the 
period was at Thunder Bay. At the end of November, 
the Canadian Car Division of Hawker Siddeley 
Canada Limited laid off 130 workers in the wood- 
lands equipment and trailer sections for five to six 
weeks as a result of the current economic slowdown. 
In the same city, however, it was announced that the 
shipbuilding industry will provide employment for 
an additional 100 tradesmen over the first quarter of 
1975, as contracts have been secured for repairs 
to five ships and for the building of a ferry. Mining 
equipment manufacturing showed very favourable 
performance during the fourth quarter as production 
and employment ran at full capacity in firms in the 
North Bay area. 


Institutional and commercial building projects 
continued to buoy up an otherwise weak construction 
industry. Residential building activity slowed to a near 
standstill even in the Sault Ste. Marie area which 
had been holding up well earlier in the year. Only 
the Timmins area continued to contrast with the 
general trend. 

Indications during the fourth quarter pointed to a 
dominance of non-residential projects in the area’s 
construction industry for 1975, as was the case in 
1974. In the institutional field, major sewage treat- 
ment and/or transmission projects were announced 
for Timmins, Thunder Bay and North Bay. A $4 
million waterworks system is scheduled for Iroquois 
Falls and new hospitals will be built in Chapleau, 
Atikokan and the Tri-Town area. Construction 
started on the $6 million Sudbury city hall and is 


scheduled to commence early in 1975 on the $1.6 
million Municipal Administration Building in Fort 
Francis and on the $2.6 million Civic Centre in North 
Bay. Announcements of plans for large industrial 
projects included a $20 million generating station to 
be built on Whitefish Island in the St. Mary’s River 
and a $25 million expenditure for pollution control 
facilities for the Thunder Bay grain elevators. 


In the transportation, communication and other 
utilities sector, employment was disrupted in grain 
storage and rail transportation as a result of the 
labour-management dispute involving 100 grain in- 
spectors in Thunder Bay in November and early 
December. This dispute, together with the work stop- 
pages of the third quarter in the shipping industry, 
caused a substantially reduced volume of grain move- 
ments out of Thunder Bay in 1974 compared with 
1973. Iron ore shipments were also down, although 
only slightly. However, mild weather allowed for an 
unusually late end to the shipping season this year. 
Thunder Bay harbour remained open at the quarter’s 
end, with the last ship scheduled to depart January 
Zo: 


In trade, retail sales showed a rather flat trend for 
the fourth quarter with little hiring taking place aside 
from that related to new store openings. The large 
new shopping mall in Thunder Bay’s north ward 
opened in time for Christmas and further hirings 
were planned for the opening of the south half of 
the complex, which is to be completed in the first 
quarter of 1975. A new Safeway store in Kenora 
will open in February and recruitment of staff was 
already underway for the new Metropolitan store in 
the Kirkland Lake mall. Offsetting the employment 
gains deriving from these openings, two of Sudbury’s 
largest and oldest downtown stores closed in the 
fourth quarter, resulting in a loss of over 100 jobs. 


NIAGARA-HAMILTON 


Due to the general downturn in the economy, the 
Niagara-Hamilton area experienced a pronounced 
reversal in the labour market during the fourth 
quarter of 1974. Large layoffs occurred in manu- 
facturing industries and the combined influence of a 
cyclical and seasonal decline contributed to higher 
levels of construction unemployment. Overall, slower 
growth was evident in all sectors eliminating man- 
power shortages in a wide range of occupations. 


In manufacturing, layoffs were substantial in in- 
dustries of major economic significance. Transporta- 
tion equipment, metal fabricating and electrical prod- 
ucts, as well as some non-durable goods industries, 
suffered considerable losses. Persistent demands for 
machining, welding and other skilled trades, reflected 


accelerated activity in some parts of the metal fabri- 
cating, machinery and primary metals industries. 
However, these employment increases were not large 
enough to offset the declines in the other manufactur- 
ing industries. 

Employment in non-durable goods manufacturing 
declined during the fourth quarter as sharp drops in 
vacancies and large layoffs occurred in the clothing 
and textile industries. A decline in market demand, 
both seasonal and cyclical in nature, was responsible 
for the downturn in employment in the clothing in- 
dustry. The deterioration in textile employment came 
as a result of reduced demand for carpeting and other 
products, deriving from low levels of residential con- 
struction and automobile production. Output in carpet 
manufacturing was also constrained by material 
shortages and labour availability in the early part of 
the period. Layoffs of over 1,000 workers in these 
industries, lasting between one week to three months, 
took place at Great West Garments Ltd. and Harding 
Carpets in Brantford, Allen Industries Ltd. and Cop- 
pley Noyes & Randall Ltd. in Hamilton and Bay 
Mills Ltd. in St. Catharines. 


In the paper and allied products industry, job 
vacancies declined significantly and a decrease was 
evident in the level of employment as layoffs at several 
firms affected over 100 production workers. These 
included Bonar and Bemis Ltd. and Ranco Products 
Ltd. in Burlington, the Hamilton plant of Consoli- 
dated Bathurst Ltd. and Domtar Ltd. in St. 
Catharines. 


In durable goods manufacturing, a high level of 
output was maintained in steel production generally 
and increased demand for skilled tradesmen was 
registered by the Steel Company of Canada Ltd. in 
Hamilton. This firm’s new $6.4 million annealing 
plant under construction at Burlington will provide 
further employment upon completion in 1975. Plans 
to construct a new $13 million sintering plant for 
Dominion Foundries and Steel Company Ltd. were 
placed in abeyance in view of the environmental 
questions with regards to the site. At Algoma Steel, 
Canadian Furnace Division in Port Colborne, 80 
workers were on layoff during the fourth quarter but 
will be recalled on completion of repairs to the 
furnace. 


An uneven pace was evident in firms in the metal 
fabricating industry. Layoffs affected a total of over 
200 employees at Lanark Manufacturing Ltd. and 
Lundy Steel Ltd. in the Welland area, Galt Malleable 
Iron Ltd. in Galt and Hussman Store Equipment Ltd. 
in Brantford. These layoffs derived mainly from de- 
clining automotive output but the situation among 
manufacturers not connected with the auto industries 
was very favourable. Increased demand for welders, 
plate fitters and related occupations was evident at 
several area firms including Hildebrandt Iron Work, 
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Niagara Structural Steel Ltd. and Foster Wheeler 
Ltd. The latter announced the early start of a new 
plant for the assembly of nuclear generating 
equipment. 

Despite the slowdown in manufacturing as a 
whole, output and the demand for skilled workers 
were not affected in the machinery industry of the 
area. The severe shortage of machinists remained in 
evidence and in order to meet requirements, an in- 
creasing number of machinery firms hired trainee 
machinists under the Canada Manpower Industrial 
Training Program. Upgrading of technical skills of 
some of the previously employed workers was also 
being undertaken. 

Massey Ferguson Industries Ltd., Brantford, were 
at an advanced stage in their $18 million plant ex- 
pansion and were recruiting machinists in the fourth 
quarter. Increased demand was also registered by 
White Farm Equipment Ltd., Brantford. The firm 
of Babcox Wilcox Ltd. announced plans for a $12 
million plant to produce steam generating equipment 
in Port Colborne. The plant, which is expected to 
commence operations in 1976, will initially provide 
about 150 jobs. O & K Orenstein and Koppel (Can- 
ada) Ltd. announced plans to enlarge their plant 
and production lines, which will increase employ- 
ment by 250 within two years. A slight setback in the 
level of machinery manufacturing employment oc- 
curred with the layoff of personnel at Aurora Tool 
Manufacturing, St. Catharines and Universal Han- 
dling Equipment, Hamilton. The number of em- 
ployees affected were 14 and 16, respectively. 


The unemployment effects of the cyclical down- 
turn showed their strongest impact in the transporta- 
tion equipment industry, particularly among the auto- 
motive parts producers. The decline during the fourth 
quarter contrasted sharply with the same period in 
previous years as there are usually large employment 
increases at this time of year. In the St. Catharines 
area, over 500 workers became unemployed as a re- 
sult of layoffs at numerous firms including Hayes 
Dana Ltd. and Thompson Products Ltd. Eaton Yale 
Ltd., in the same area, closed its plant as a result of 
a dispute with the United Electrical Radio and Ma- 
chine Workers. The dispute, involving 130 workers, 
began at the end of September and remained unre- 
solved at the end of the fourth quarter. 


In Brantford, Canadian Trailmobile Ltd. laid off 
90 employees owing to reduced demand for truck 
trailers. A drop in employment levels was also evi- 
dent at United Car Ltd., Brantford. Isolated increases 
in transportation equipment employment occurred 
in the shipbuilding industry as Port Weller Drydocks 
Ltd., St. Catharines, secured a large contract which 
allowed for the recall of workers on layoff and in- 
creased demand for plate fitters, welders and ship- 
wrights to be trained under C.M.I.T.P. 
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In the aircraft component industry uncertain con- 
ditions in the major aircraft assembly firms contri- 
buted to layoffs at Fleet Industries Ltd., Fort Erie. 
However, Irvin Industries Ltd., manufacturers of 
aircraft safety equipment, increased output in re- 
sponse to a growth in demand, expanding employ- 
ment for sewing machine operators. 

The electrical products industry registered a de- 
cline in the level of new vacancies deriving from a 
downturn in the demand for major household appli- 
ances and home entertainment equipment. The de- 
mand for industrial electrical equipment moderated 
the decline as some area firms registered vacancies 
for related occupations. This, however, was not 
strong enough to offset declines in the appliance 
division. Layoffs at General Signal Appliance, 
Welland, affected 106 persons. 


Construction job vacancies showed a decrease 
due to both cyclical and seasonal factors. Housing 
starts in the area were significantly below those regis- 
tered for the previous quarter and for the fourth 
quarter in 1973. The current level of employment 
was maintained mainly by industrial and commercial 
construction in progress on major projects such as 
the $6.4 million Steel Company of Canada Ltd. plant 
expansion in Burlington and the $85 million Ham- 
ilton plant which commenced during the quarter. 
Other starts which occurred during the period under 
review included the Hamilton Psychiatric Hospital, 
valued at $6.4 million, the $4 million chemical plant 
of Proctor and Gamble Ltd., Hamilton, the Ancaster 
Industrial Park, and the Samuel and Son Industrial 
Building at Stoney Creek, valued at $2.7 million and 
$1 million, respectively. In the Port Colborne area, 
extensive expansion in municipal sewer, water main 
and pumping station facilities increased local hiring 
in construction. 


In transportation, communication and other utili- 
ties, the seasonal decline in transportation was ac- 
companied by the usual decrease in employment in 
the fourth quarter. Increased hiring of additional 
term workers to handle the seasonal increases in the 
volume of mail raised employment substantially in 
communications. Meanwhile, no employment change 
in utilities was evident. 


The trade sector showed an overall drop in de- 
mand for labour compared to the fourth quarter 
in 1973. Many retail firms fell short of their expected 
levels of seasonal increases in sales as a result of re- 
duced consumer demand. 


Community, business and personal services regis- 
tered a net decline in the level of job vacancies regis- 
tered in the fourth quarter. Community services 
showed an increase in the demand for teacher aides, 
social service workers and audio visual technicians 


as an expansion of services under the Local Initia- 
tives Program influenced the demand. This was offset 
by a general decline in job opportunities in business 
and personal services. However, vacancies remained 
unfilled for draughtspersons, surveyors and account- 
ants. Personal service workers such as hairdressers 
and housekeepers continued to be in demand but 
owing to low wages and unattractive conditions of 
work, vacancies in these occupations also remained 
unfilled. 


MID-WESTERN ONTARIO 


In Mid-Western Ontario, a decline in the level of 
unemployment and output in the fourth quarter of 
1974 followed the high levels of growth occurring 
earlier in the year. A declining number of new vacan- 
cies and numerous layoffs in a wide range of manu- 
facturing industries reflected recent declines in con- 
sumer spending, particularly on durable goods. A 
decrease in construction employment was related to 
a lower level of residential construction during the 
period; however, recently announced industrial and 
commercial projects indicate an underlying strength 
in this sector. Lower than usual employment growth 
occurred in the retail trade sector with a larger num- 
ber of job vacancies occurring in the service sector, 
primarily in personal service occupations. 


In the non-durable manufacturing sector, lower 
levels of employment occurred in the textile, clothing, 
rubber and paper products industries. Declines in the 
textile and rubber industries originated with a de- 
pressed demand for automobiles, while seasonal in- 
fluences on the level of apparel output contributed 
to reduced employment in the clothing industry. De- 
spite instances of layoffs in some firms, plant ex- 
pansions were in progress in the paper and allied 
industries. An expansion of 50,000 square feet was 
well advanced at Moore Business Forms Limited in 
Guelph, and will facilitate twice the level of present 
output. Meanwhile, 30 new jobs resulted from the 
paper bag plant of Bonar and Bemis Ltd. in Guelph. 
Additional increases in employment were also ex- 
pected to occur as a major new contract for paper 
boxes was secured by Abco Box and Carton Company 
also in Guelph. 

In durable goods manufacturing, a decreased de- 
mand for labour was apparent in the furniture in- 
dustry, as the trend of rapid growth in output moder- 
ated. Firms such as Flexteel Industries Ltd. and Im- 
perial Furniture Ltd., Stratford, significantly de- 
creased their rate of growth in labour demand. Mean- 
while, net declines in employment were evident as 
layoffs occurred at Electrohome Ltd., manufacturers 
of occasional furniture in Milverton, Deilcraft Furni- 
ture in Kitchener and Simons Ltd., manufacturers 
of upholstered furniture in Guelph. 


In the wood products industry, Dashwood In- 
dustries Ltd., Centralia and St. Mary’s Wood, Cam- 
bridge, manufacturers of doors and windows, laid off 
a total of 87 workers, owing to reduced product 
demand. 


The automotive parts industry, as a result of de- 
clining export demand for automobiles and com- 
ponents, showed rapid declines in employment and 
output. Major layoffs were reported in the Stratford 
and Kitchener areas, affecting firms such as Budd 
Automotive Ltd. and Spring Products Ltd. In the 
former, layoffs totalled over 400 while in the latter, 
over 100 assemblers, labourers and welders were out 
of work. Smaller losses took place at Uniroyal Ltd. 
and Van Dresser Ltd. in Kitchener. In other trans- 
portation equipment industries, an early increase in 
employment was expected to result from a plant ex- 
pansion at North Star Yacht Ltd. in the Goderich 
area where production is planned to increase from 
300 to 600 yachts annually. Bell Aerospace Canada 
Ltd. in Grand Bend recalled laid-off production 
workers and increased employment in response to 
new orders for prototype hovercraft. 


A healthy level of production and employment 
activity was evident in the machinery industry, main- 
ly in response to demand for farm and office ma- 
chinery. An ongoing expansion at National Cash 
Register Ltd. resulted in 60 new vacancies during the 
quarter. Meanwhile, employment increases in ma- 
chinery manufacturing were slightly offset by a one 
week layoff at Dominion Machinery Ltd. as a result 
of a parts shortage. In other cases, however, the de- 
cline in automobile parts production resulted in in- 
creased availability of material inputs to firms which 
reported a shortage in supply during the previous 
quarter. A plant expansion at McKee Brothers Ltd., 
Elmira, advanced during the quarter. The planned 
increases in output will require an additional 100 
production workers. Euclid (Canada) Ltd. announced 
plans for a $3.5 million plant expansion to produce 
additional lines of machinery. 


Overall, the demand for skills in both the ma- 
chinery and the metal fabricating industries was less 
intensive than in the previous quarter. Metal fabricat- 
ing firms related to production machinery manu- 
facturing remained at high levels of output but a 
decisive weakening was evident in those firms manu- 
facturing automotive and ornamental metal products. 
Layoffs of the latter type occurred at Wallace Murray 
(Canada) Ltd., Stratford, Noranda Metal Industries 
Ltd., Guelph and Galt Metal Industries Ltd. in 
Cambridge. 

The electrical products industry in Kitchener also 
experienced a sharp drop in the level of employment. 
Declining demand for appliances and home enter- 
tainment equipment was responsible for layoffs at 
Electrohome Ltd. in Kitchener. General Instruments 
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of Canada Ltd., Weil Industries Ltd. and Magnetic 
Coil in Waterloo were similarly affected. A decrease 
in the demand for communications equipment was 
reflected in this sector of the electrical products in- 
dustry as International Telephone and Telegraph 
Ltd., Kitchener, laid off 105 employees for an in- 
definite period. 


The construction industry experienced a somewhat 
lower level of employment than is usual at this time 
of year as the number of late construction starts was 
small. Employment in residential construction was 
assisted during the quarter by the construction of 250 
modular houses in Goderich which created a demand 
for 40 new workers. Additions to the plant at North 
Star Yachts and other industrial and institutional 
construction projects also contributed to construction 
employment during the quarter. The construction of 
a $5 million dam commenced in Guelph while plans 
were announced for the construction of a $5 million 
plant owned by the St. Mary’s Cement Company 
Ltd., Stratford, and for a new City Hall in Kitchener, 
valued at $10 million. Numerous permits issued for 
residential and commercial projects indicated fairly 
strong construction activity in 1975 if favourable de- 
velopments continue in the financial markets. 


In transportation, employment growth slowed dur- 
ing the period as the demand for truck drivers de- 
clined. Employment in the communication sector, 
however, was stimulated considerably by the seasonal 
increase in temporary hirings by the Post Office. 


A moderate increase in employment in the trade 
sector was evident during the fourth quarter. The 
expected seasonal rise in demand for sales clerks did 
not materialize but a fairly strong demand for trainee 
managers existed. 


Clerical positions in finance and insurance in- 
creased but there was a decline in the demand for 
real estate personnel. 


In the service sector most of the job vacancies were 
in personal service occupations including cooks, hair- 
dressers and waitresses. 


LAKE ERIE 


In some industries in the Lake Erie region, employ- 
ment during the fourth quarter of 1974 fell to its 
lowest level since 1971. The largest declines occurred 
in transportation equipment and electrical products 
industries, with only small gains occurring in other 
manufacturing industries. Employment in the service 
sector and in the construction industry remained rela- 
tively high over the period. 


Employment in agriculture during the fourth 
quarter was at its seasonal low. However, dairy farm- 
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ers continued to experience difficulty in finding 
workers. 


Manufacturing accounted for the largest decrease 
in employment growth in the area. Several industries 
suffered serious reverses since the favourable develop- 
ments of the previous quarter. In non-durable manu- 
facturing, declines in employment occurred in the 
food and beverage and textile industries. Reflecting a 
decline in the demand for poultry products, Checker- 
board Foods Ltd. laid off 140 employees for an in- 
definite period at its plants in London and Ingersoll. 
In textile manufacturing, the shortages of skilled 
labour which were apparent in the third quarter, were 
eased in the fourth quarter as two Woodstock firms, 
Oxford Yarns Ltd. and LaFrance Textiles Canada 
Ltd., laid off a total of 88 workers also on an in- 
definite basis. On the other hand, a small employ- 
ment increase took place in the chemical products 
industry as Canadian Industries Ltd. expanded the 
labour force at its fertilizer plant in Ingersoll by 30 
employees while a further 30 workers were hired in 
connection with the re-opening of the Na-Churs In- 
ternational Ltd. fertilizer plant in London. 

In durable manufacturing industries substantial 
losses in employment were evident in metal fabricat- 
ing with a layoff of 118 workers occurring at Emco 
Ltd. in London. In addition, Dominion Wire Prod- 
ucts Ltd. in Tillsonburg, which had been involved in 
a labour dispute with 78 employees since mid-July, 
terminated operations in November. A positive de- 
velopment in this industry was the recruitment of 35 
new workers by American Can Company Ltd. of 
Simcoe. 

In the machinery industry where employment was 
generally favourable in the previous period, fourth 
quarter layoffs of indefinite duration numbered about 
200. In addition, 75 employees of Eagle Machine 
Company Ltd. of London lost their jobs as that firm 
declared bankruptcy. Another 150 workers involved 
in an industrial dispute with the Ingersoll Machine 
and Tool Company Ltd. were idled by a work stop- 
page lasting eight weeks. Meanwhile, some small 
employment gains were made in other parts of the 
machinery industry as Moto Mower of Canada Ltd., 
Ingersoll and Tripp-Vogt Trottier Ltd., Tillsonburg 
each hired 30 additional employees. 

Adverse conditions affecting the automobile market 
forced employment in the transportation equipment 
industry to its lowest level in recent years. The largest 
layoffs occurred at Ford Motor Company of Canada 
Ltd. in Talbotville where 2,500 employees were out of 
work for three weeks. Furthermore, 1,200 workers 
in the auto feeder sector were laid off for durations 
of up to one month. Despite the conditions prevailing 
in the auto market, General Motors of Canada Ltd. 
announced plans to open an auto parts distribution 
centre in Woodstock which is to employ 250 persons. 


Approximately 500 people were laid off for an 
indefinite period in the electrical products industry. 
G.S.W. Appliances Ltd. and Northern Electric Com- 
pany Ltd., both in London, accounted for most of 
the layoffs. 


In construction, signs of recovery in house building 
appeared as housing starts averaged for October and 
November were 14 per cent above the comparable 
figure for 1973. Apartment construction, however, 
was weak. Industrial and commercial building de- 
veloped strength during the quarter with major em- 
ployment gains arising from progress on the Nanti- 
coke projects. Approximately 200 workers were 
hired for the construction of storage tanks for the 
Texaco Canada Ltd. refinery and another 150 were 
engaged in building the foundation for the Steel Com- 
pany of Canada Limited’s new strip mill. 


Employment levels were high in community, busi- 
ness and personal services. Shortages of health care 
aids were being met during the quarter through re- 
training programs. Security guards were in strong 
demand over the quarter, particularly for employ- 
ment at construction sites in the Nanticoke area. 

In the technical and professional occupations, de- 
mand remained high for experienced engineers, tech- 
nicians and draughtspersons. These demands were 
primarily related to projects in the Nanticoke area 
with one contractor planning to increase his engineer- 
ing staff by approximately 60 employees by March 
OL 1975. 


LAKE ST. CLAIR 


During the period under review, the Lake St. Clair 
economy suffered major losses in output and employ- 
ment in manufacturing. The adverse conditions in 
the auto market had a rapid and strong impact on 
both assembly and parts production. Several indus- 
trial disputes further disrupted employment in some 
sectors although settlements were reached during the 
quarter in other cases. Activity and employment were 
at usual seasonal lows in agriculture while a few 
other sectors experienced healthy advances typical 
of the period approaching Christmas. 


Agricultural employment was at its usual seasonal 
low during the quarter. The green-house industry was 
the only sector to show any activity in agriculture. 
A moderate demand was evident for greenhouse and 
mushroom farm workers. In other primary industries, 
area fishermen completed catches on Lake St. Clair 
for mercury-testing in order to ascertain the possi- 
bility of resuming commercial fishing on the lake. 


In non-durable goods manufacturing, the major 
development of the fourth quarter occurred in the 
food and beverage sector. The industrial dispute be- 


tween Hiram-Walker and Sons Limited and its em- 
ployees in Windsor, which began early in the third 
quarter, was settled. A large employment gain took 
place as approximately 500 workers returned to their 
jobs on December 23. However, the packaging pro- 
gram for the Christmas season which normally em- 
ploys 200 additional workers was not possible this 
year. In the same sector, a temporary loss in employ- 
ment was caused by a six week labour management 
dispute which ended in late November, involving 170 
employees of Canteen of Canada Limited in Windsor. 
Also in non-durables, another industrial dispute in 
Windsor remained unsettled at the end of December. 
One hundred and twenty employees of John Wyeth 
Limited, a manufacturer of pharmaceuticals and in- 
fant foods, have been out of work since early Sep- 
tember. 

In durable goods manufacturing, the transporta- 
tion equipment industry was the source of the largest 
and most rapid employment changes in the area. 
Auto assembly and parts plants reported full capacity 
production in October but the heavy hiring activity 
which began in the previous quarter ceased at the end 
of the month. By the end of November, the number 
of workers laid off totalled 2,400. Approximately 
5,000 were on either definite or indefinite layoff by 
the end of December. Expectations for an early re- 
covery in 1975 were pessimistic. 

Elsewhere in durable goods, a firm in the electrical 
products industry, Electro-Dynamics and Telecom 
Ltd., opened a new plant in Chatham, An initial 
labour force of 30 was engaged and the company 
eventually expects to employ 150 people. In the ma- 
chinery manufacturing industry 65 employees of 
Bendix Automotive of Canada Ltd. returned to work 
on December 5, after an eleven week industrial 
dispute. 
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Construction activity in the area reflected the 
seasonal push to complete a variety of projects before 
winter set in. Employment activity was strong in 
October with a gradual slackening and small layoffs 
taking place in November and December. Generally, 
employment in this industry continued to be high 
throughout the entire area, but particularly in Sarnia. 
In this city, site preparation was under way for the 
large petrochemical installations. The various pro- 
jects are progressing with the expectation that short- 
ages will occur for boilermakers, pipefitters, electri- 
cians, welders and iron workers. It was noted, also, 
that labour-management disputes may significantly 
disrupt construction in the area in 1975 as thirty- 
seven major contracts will be expiring in April, 
twenty-four of them in Windsor and thirteen in 
Sarnia. 


A very considerable part of the region’s total 
hirings during the quarter took place in the com- 
munication sector as a result of seasonal recruiting 
by the Post Office. Over 1,000 part time workers 
were placed for the Christmas period. 


Light to moderate demand was apparent during 
the quarter for a variety of occupations in retail 
trade, in finance, and in the service sector. Store 
clerks, management trainees, door-to-door salesmen, 
tellers, bank clerks, hotel clerks, nurse aides, hair- 
dressers, and security guards were in persistent de- 
mand. In several of these occupations, demand was 
particularly intense as the peak holiday business 
period approached. In community services, 645 sec- 
ondary school teachers were idled since November 
19 by a dispute with the Windsor Board of Educa- 
tion. The teachers returned to work at the beginning 
of the first quarter of 1975.

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IMMIGRATION GREEN PAPER 


CANADA’S FUTURE IS HAPPENING AND 
YOU HAVE A VOICE IN IT 


Manpower and Immigration Minister Robert Andras. 


Sept. 17, 1973 


“It is now universally accepted that Canada needs 
a new immigration policy.” With this opening re- 
mark made in the House of Commons 18 months 
ago, Manpower and Immigration Minister Robert 
Andras launched the country on an extensive exami- 
nation and debate on the role that immigration should 
play in building the sort of society which Canadians 
wish for themselves and for their children. 

The Minister announced that the vehicle for public 
discussion was to be a Green Paper on immigration 
policy which would not express government policy, 
make firm recommendations nor propose solutions. 
Instead it would focus on positive purposes immi- 
gration is designed to serve, explore complex prob- 
lems that need to be resolved and discuss choices. 

Dating back to 1952, the present Immigration Act 
was formulated in the spirit of the years after the 
Second World War, and its roots are found in legisla- 
tion shaped by conditions and problems existing at 
the turn of the century. In addition, and perhaps 
more importantly, there was a need for a broader 
framework within which Canada’s future in terms of 
the size of its population and its distribution could 
evolve in a more orderly fashion. 

With these objectives in mind, the Canadian Immi- 
gration and Population Study group was formed 
under the chairmanship of Richard Tait, on loan 
from Secretary of State for External Affairs. 


To assist in this task, other levels of government, 
organizations and individual Canadians were invited 
to provide the Department with their views, concerns 
and suggestions. 


Feb. 3, 1975 


On tabling the Green Paper in the House of Com- 
mons on the above date, Mr. Andras spoke of the 
spirit in which the enterprise was being undertaken 
and the goals. that were hoped to be achieved: 

“First and foremost our review has been inspired 
by the conviction that the subject of immigration 
policy belongs in an extremely wide framework. At 
issue is not a matter of mere regulations or pro- 
cedures, nor even what is advantageous economically 
or desirable from a humanitarian viewpoint. All 
these, of course, are parts of the picture, and must 
be weighed before settling on the future course to 
adopt. But what finally is at stake is no less than the 
future of Canada’s population —its size, rate of 
growth, distribution and composition-— and_ the 
basic principles that should govern our decisions to 
augment the nation’s human resources through the 
admission of migrants from abroad. Because these 
decisions affect fundamentally so many facets of 
Canadian society, and are so critical to the very 
fabric of the Canadian community, it is hard to 
imagine any area of public policy that will be more 
significant in determining the sort of country Canada 
will become.” 


What Is It? 


The Green Paper is composed of four booklets. 


Volume I 

Immigration Policy Perspectives — looks to the 
future, raising for discussion the chief purposes that 
future immigration to Canada should serve, the do- 
mestic and international challenges with which im- 
migration policy should be equipped to deal, and the 
legal and administrative framework within which 
policy should function. 


Volume II 


The Immigration Program — provides detailed in- 
formation about the current program and is intended 
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to underpin the broader policy discussion in the first 
volume. It gives an historical overview of immigra- 
tion legislation and procedures and describes in de- 
tail how the immigration program is conducted, and 
the rationale behind current regulations. 


Volume IIT 


Canadian Immigration and Population Statistics — 
a compilation of statistics covering both the growth 
of the Canadian population and a selection of popu- 
Jation projections issued by Statistics Canada in July, 
1974, which plot possible growth and distribution 
figures for Canada to the end of the century, under 
various assumptions. 


Volume IV 


Three Years in Canada — the results of research con- 
ducted by the Department into the experience of a 
representative sample of immigrants admitted in 
1969, and follows their social and economic adapta- 
tion to life and work in Canada over a three-year 
period. 


The Green Paper selects four options open to 
future immigration policy as illustrative of the range 
of possibilities deserving attention. Each has advan- 
tages and disadvantages, and they are not “either/or” 
options. Elements from one approach could, in some 
cases, logically be combined with others. 


First Option 


Retain the present “responsive” system of immigra- 
tion management abroad —a system that does not 
fix, in advance, the numbers of visas to be issued over 
a given time span. 


Second Option 


Gear the immigration program even more closely 
than at present to meet economic and labour market 
objectives. 


Third Option 


Develop and announce explicit targets for the number 
of visas to be issued annually on a global, regional 
and possibly post-by-post basis. 


Fourth Option 


Establish an annual global ceiling for the total im- 
migration movement, specifying the priorities to be 
observed in the issuance of visas to different cate- 
gories of immigrants within that ceiling. 


There are, however, several key elements in present 
immigration policy which the Green Paper assumes 
Canada’s future approach should safeguard. It has 
been drafted in the belief that most Canadians agree 
that: 


immigrants to Canada should be chosen on the 
basis of non-discriminatory criteria, without re- 
gard to their race, colour or creed; 


the importance of the family should be respected; 


Canada should be prepared to open its doors to 
some people — notably refugees — for com- 
passionate reasons and to fulfill international 
obligations; 


when it is a question of selecting immigrants who 
will enter the labour force, immigration policy 
should operate in close harmony with all the 
major areas of economic and social policy, and 
in particular with manpower policy. 


In concluding his statement in the House of Com- 
mons on tabling the document, Mr. Andras stated, 
‘That Canada needs a new Immigration Act is widely 
acknowledged. I hope that readers of the Green Paper 
will find it a fruitful source of ideas about the prin- 
ciples that should be expressed in new law, about the 
type of legislative foundation on which future policy 
should be based, and about some of the more detailed 
improvements to the system of administering the im- 
migration program that require legislative action. 

“This is an urgent task. The Government, there- 
fore, proposes to place before Parliament an Immi- 
gration Bill at an early date. The examination of the 
Green Paper by a Parliamentary Committee, the con- 
sultations with the provinces and the public dis- 
cussions on which we are now embarked will provide 
an important background for Parliament’s considera- 
tion of the Government’s proposals later. I envisage 
that when Parliament receives the Bill, it will refer it 
to the appropriate Standing Parliamentary Commit- 
tee for intensive scrutiny. 

“TI look forward to the completion of this process 
with the passage of a new Immigration Act and the 
accompanying Regulations in early 1976.”
